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ROYAL CHACE. 



ON Tuefday the 27th ult. a 
deer was turned out before 
his Majefty, at Langley Broom, 
and went away in high (lile, paffing 
ColnbrooK and Longford : hd reach- 
ed Stanwelland Laleham, where, 
bearing to tbS r?ght, he made for 
the Thames, and crofledit about a 
mile and an half from Staines : 
here he pointed for Cfaertfey, but 
beiug headed, fkirted Thorpe and 
St. Anne*s Hill, making directly 
for Windfor Great Park, which 
he gained and continued to run for 
near an hour, when he was taken 
at the Lodge Gate, by Virginia 
Water, after a run of. three hours^ 
but in which a number of very 
long flops took place for his Ma» 
jefty, and flow going attendants to 
get up. . 

On Tuefday, April 3, the famous 
running deer that was laft year 
taken at Wilfdon Green, four miles 
from Paddingdon, was turned out 
at Langley 'Broom, and leaving 
Colnbrook to the right, crofled 
Drayton Moors to Sputhalland Hef- 
•fon, barracks, Houndow Heath, 
Suubury Common, Thames, and 
Hampton Court ; turned ftiort to 
the right, and crofling the interven- 
ing country in an unObftrufte^ iliie 
beyond defcription, was run into 
tinhurt at Laleham Burrow, after a 
chace of four hours, Sn which a 
variety of hard riding, as well as 
a variety of falls (particularly in 
Drayton Moors), fcrvcd to delight 
rather than obtain the companion of 



the more fortunate part of the com- 
paoy. This h the chace mentioned 
in our Magazine of this month^ 
at which the unfortunate Mr. Mel- 
lifli was prefent. 

EASTER MONDAY. 

The. credulity of. our friends will 
be fomewhat Ibggered wben wc 
declare it has oever yet fallen to 
our: lot to report a chace of fimiiar 
defcriptioQ; its complicated. .co(gi* 
me nee me at and heUrogentQus t&rmi^ 
nation^ fo very for exceeded every 
thing of the kind we have been 
accuftomed to recite, that we feel 
ourfelvcs inadequate to the t^fkof 
fl<fr»rtf/tf reprefenration, and doubt 
not we (hall be flrongly fulpeded 
of the mo ft utijufiifiahle tpeaggerj^tipn^ 
though we pledge ourfelves to .♦ 
ftatemcnt of fadis.—^ Tower Hill, at 
ten o'clock, exhibited a difpUv .of 
near four hundred horfemen, (nod 
about twenty carriages of diifereiit 
defcriptions) of the moft motley 
and variegated hue, that perhaps 
ever attra^ed the attention of % 
fportfrnan ; for certain it is, all tlm 
appearances of the prefent century 
never ex-cceded in. mukitude and 
magnitude the imaginary confc* 
quence of the occaiion. . Upon thf 
arrival of his Maiefty, precifcly at 
half paft ten, the ftag was turned 
out, and, according to cuftom, the 
French horns preceded tiie cerrmo^ 
ny of laying on the hounds, which 
to thofe unaccuftomed to buo.tiag^ 
feemed a fignal for beginning the 
chace; and ftrange as it is to re* 
late, (ftranger perhaps to b<Jhf vc)

more than a hundred horfcmen 

were pcrerftj^tDrUf feth*ain*d by thfc 
yeomen .prickers Trom' following 
the deer without hounds, not con- 
ceiving the latter to beat all necef- 
fary to the real pfeafure of the 
chace. Clear of a crowd, com- 
pofed of every tWitg Ihat imagi- 
nation can devife, the deer broke 
view WkH ^i pdifiblc cfelerity; by 
doii^iitgand paiHng Swlnley, £ti- 
gt^moor Pona, the King's Kerniel, 
and' to Hatchttt Lane find; here 
topped the paling of Liodergreen's 
Park, (at which ftme three diQindt 
teams of horfenaen reacbed each 
a mile and an half over the heath 
in different dIr;c^ions) through 
WMd) the \€U&ing^n of the pack 
Wfllied hitn tv-Jthout a check ; over 
the dry fallows to Charidge ht 
pAntd ^fotinfd, bet wa!$ pfd^bnioii- 
aMV*riln u^ to i\i the padur^ of 
$Dii}dmbe Park, iwHei^c the old 
tp^rtfihtn and i#o or thre* co«ple 
tff WoOflds had biftim vtew. This 
h« ^bft>ke by a fucteffidn of lofty 
kfe|ib n»ar Nfcw Lbdge, and exult- 
fftgly reathtfd the \tfi vftrge of 
Cra'nbbdrne Wood, v^fhich ht 
ftiit^d^; declined its promifmgdiel- 
«ci*i and preferring the «ificertainty 

' bf Ifete, boldly faced the danger of 
Itn open Country, through the 
^feetis of Fi6eld arid common fields 
bf Oakly,wiicn, crofllngthe Thames 
between Monkey Ifland and- Bo- 
«i^€^ic*y, he landed »pon Dorney 
C^innion. ' During the check tit 
troifing thesTbaitifes, upwards of 

' tr\»»o hundred hbrfen^en got up, and 
fcon(l4tuted a formidable aggregate, 
Which moving in irregolar caval- 
itaflej proceeded through Windfor 
)inci Eton,. till coming tto where !he 
^*er had • landed, they rendered 
thfc i>fe of h6\3ftdB unneceiRary, for 
by the (lot and conrimiH chain of 
View halloo 's from thtr agriculturcan 
^roes employed with ihfeir teams, 
they hunted,' or rather baited him 
hy Salt Hill and Lord Chcfler- 
fcrld^ <o the right, and over the 



turnpike road near tttt Dolphin 
to Lord Beaulieu^s at Ditton Park, 
Wyrardibury Copptr Mills, and 
Horton Common, where, being 
tither completely up, or feeling a 
certain degree of refentmcnt at the 
degradation, of dignity to which he 
xras become fubje£t, he paflTcd 
through the barn of Farmer May, 
jumped into a hogfife, and took 
refuge amongft tifw pigs. After 
fuch a chace (if chace it may he 
termed) of three hours, as itooft 
likety may have never been (ccn 
by any fportfman exifting, and to 
do juitice to the lights and (hades 
of which, is very m^icb beyond the 
{)ower of pen to deCc^ibe^ or pencil 
to delineate. 

Thurfday (the t2th) a maiden 
deer was turned out at Tower Hili 
before his MajeOy and one of the 
tfaiiiJtcfl,£elds erer feeo upon a fi^ 
mHar.oG3:&fioQ ; the yfeomen prick-* 
ers tind Royal retinue being all who 
attended, and to thofe it proved a 
chaice of difappoiatment ;^for crof- 
fing- the Heath, and going throogh 
Bagdiot, he was taken at Chobham 
Weft end, after a mere canter of 
four or five miles only. 



On Saturday (14th) the dter^ 
called " Eafter Monday," fo nanvcd 
from his wonderful chace of iaft 
year, was turned out at the fame 
place before his Majefty, Lord 
Sandwich, General Gwynne, Colo- 
nel Manners, Mr.VHiafs, and about 
fourfcore borfemtn, J^oing off in 
capital i^ile ; and pointing for his 
old country,, he was headed by a 
fticep dng upon the heath, ' and 
turned fuddehly for King's "Beech, 
crofTed the Wells, through Sun- 
nipg Hill Park, Hatchet L^Jne; 
Charidge, Folijam'he Park to Ho^ 
lypOrt ; bore to the right by Glon- 
cefter Lodge through Cranbonrne 
Wood, topped the paling of Wind- 
forGrrai Park, the ti4Tolc of which 

he 
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he croi^d in a ditcift line to the 
point of Old Windlor Wood, where 
the immenfe livight of the brick 
wall compelled him to make a-head^ 
and laid him open to a flight view. 
This he undauntedly broke by lead- 
ing the chace an oblique ** hark 
hachP* of two miles; when doub- 
ling, he renewed his original point, 
and agai^ reached Old Windfor 
Wood, where they raliicd him fo 
Clofe to his haunches, that he once 
aiore bid them adieu, topped the 
paling of eight feet high, and pafled 
through the incloiures to the 
Thames, which he fwam through 
near the Bells of Oafley, within a 
mile and an half of where he was 
taken, (in a flable at Horton) after 
«ne of the bed and leaft fluAuating 
porfuitfi of the feafon. ^violent 
ftorm of rain came on about half an 
hour after the hounds were laid on ; 
this very much enlivened the chace 
in rcfpc6t to the fcent, which lay- 
ing well, the hounds enjoyed it pro* 
portionally, and went bread high 
without a check, encouraging the 
field to lay by the fide of them, 
' which the company in general did 
in better ililc than we have obferved 
during any one chace of the fea- 
fon. His Majefty alfo never en- 
joyed a day w^th greater glee, or in 
higher fpirits, being at the fide of 
the Thames in Icfs than five mi- 
nutes after the deer had crofled the 
water ; at which time the chace 
had continued juft ihree hours with- 
out more than two or three trifling 
and meer momeatary interruptions. 

On Saturday, April 21, his Ma- 
jefty hunted at Tower Hill : after 
hn excellent run the deer was taken 
near Cove, in Hampftiire. 

The general dryncfs of the coun- 
try, and the advanced ftate of the 
feafon, will contract the fport to 
a few heath hunts, when it will fl* 
nallv clofe till the re- commence' 



ment on Holyrood day, Septembct 
25, when we hope to reneijv our 
intelligence with the unfullied au« 
thority that has fo long afforded ui 
the priority in this particular fpe- 
cies of information. 



BEKKELEY HOUNDS. 
\ 

On Wednefday the 28th ult, the 
Berkeley hounds threw off^ at Bin- 
field, during a (tvtr^ rain, and tried 
feveral coverts without fuccefs, but 
at length unkennelled at Billing- 
bear, the feat of Lord firaybrooke, 
and went off with their game (clofe 
at his brufli) to Shoctifbrook great 
wood, through which they fluck to 
him, in a flile beyond defcription. 
Finding no chance of iheltcr, he 
again faced the open country, and 
boldly relied on his fpeed for the 
prefervation of life; crofTed the 
common by the Hazes^and through 
the chain of coverts and park of 
Billingbear, Broad Common, A(h- 
ridge Wood, aud Bill Hill, pointing 
for Barkham, where, finding the 
fcent lay too well, for even a pro- 
bability of efcape, and his ftrength 
failing under fo fevere and perfe* 
vering a burft, he was compdled 
to make a fliort turn to recover the 
fmall coverts ; which affbrding not 
a moment's refpite, he h\\ a viftim 
to the pack, after an hour and 
twenty minutes of the beft racing 
(without even a check of one in- 
ftant) ever known with any fox 
hounds in that country. 

On Monday, April 2, the above * 
hounds threw off^ at Ruflip with a 
very large field, and unkennelled in 
high ftile, the fox breaking covert, 
and crofling the common in view 
of the company, barely breaking 
view of the hounds f after cover- 
ing a confiderable fcope of country, 
and the hounds laying well at him 
with a good fcent for more than an 

hour, 
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hour, his fag^city proved fuperlor 
to their fpeed^ and he bids fair to 
trait the fporting attention of a fu- 
ture feafon. Trying for a fecond, 
they foon unkennelled in a furze 
field near Lady Finche's, at Hare- 
field, which having afforded" a re- 
petition of the firft good run, beat 
the hounds alfo ; a mofl uncom- 
mon thing with hounds of fo much 
excellence, and whole fuccefs dur- 
ing the feafon may have been equal- 
led) but not exceeded. 



On Wednefday they had a (hort 
run at Cafhiobury, and on Satur- 
day finished thdr feafon between 
Stanmore and Harrow.

LAW INTELLIGENCE. 

\ COURT OF king's BENCH. 

FRIDAY, APRIL 27. 
LACAUSSADE V, WHITE. 

MR. Gibbs ftated, that this was 
an a6tion upon a wager. 
The declaration flawed, that in 
confideration that the Plaintiff had 
given to the Defendant, One Hun- 
dred Pounds, he, the Defendant, 
undertook to return to the Plain- 
tiff, Three Hundred Pounds, if ar- 
ticles of peace between this coun- 
try and France were not figned 
within a given time, which was 
paffed. This aftion uas tried be> 
lore Lord Kenyon at the laft fit- 
tings at Weftminftcr; he, (Mr. 
Gibbs faid,) objeacd to the Plain- 
tiff 's recovering any thing in 
this a6iion ; but Mr. Garrow, on 
the part of the Plaintiff, contend- 
ed, that his client h»d a right to 
jrecover the depofit at leaft, and of 
that opinion was the noble and 
learned Jutige. That was a point 
on which there were contradictory 
decifions ; and he thought that the 
tafe was refervcd'for him to argue, 
but he found it to be other wile ; 
that might be tho mifiakc oi the 



affociate, for he certainly fo under* 
flood it ; but, however, he might , 
move for a new trial, and that 
would bring the queffion o;o to be 
argued. 

Lord Kenyon faid, that theoaly- 
cafe in which the Plaintiff could 
not recover the depofit upon aa 
illegal wager was, where the under* 
tsikwgW2LS malum in fe. He thought 
that the agreement between . the 
parties in this cafe was an illegal 
agreement ; but he thought that me 
depofit might be recovered, H« 
had entered in his note book at the 
time the caufe was tried—** I 
thought the agreement illegal; but 
Mr. Gibbs is to move for i new 
trial.*' 

After a few words from Mr, 
Gibbs and Mr. Garrow, the Court 
delivered it as their opinion^ that 
an a^ion was maintainable for the 
depofit money in an illegal wager ; 
and that therefore the verdi6l for 
the One Hundred Pounds in this 
cafe was right. It had been Held 
that the depofit money may be rcr 
covered upon a boxing match.-^^ 
Rule refuied.

THE' SALMON. * 

THE Salmon breeds in gentle 
ftrean\s of rivers, where the 
bottom is fine gravel or fand. -They 
commonly fparwn in:0<^ober, and 
the young become famlets the fol- 
lowing year. The mik'^r and 
fpawrner having performed their 
office^ .betake themfijlves to the 
fea^and iy$ are told that when they 
have been obftru6ted in their paf- 
6ge, tliey have grown fo impatient, 
that ckpping th«^ir tail to their 
mouths, with afudden fpring, they 
have leaped clear over wears, and 
other obftades w hich Hood in their 
way, ani Jfooie- by leaping fhort 
have by that means been taken. Ifv 
they happen to meet with fuch im- 
pediments thirt they cannot get to 
• lea, they become fick, lean, and 
pine away and die in two years : 
but if they fpawn in the mean 
time, from thence proceeds a fmall 
falmon, called, a Skegger, which 
never grows large. 

The principal rivers in England 
for falmon are, ift. The Thames, 
whofe falmon beat all others for 
tafte and flavour, the Severn, and 
the Trent ; the Lon at Lancafter, 
about Cockerfand Abbey ; at Wir- 
kin ton in Cumberland, By well in 
Northumberland, Durham, and 
Ncwcaftie on Tine, the Dee in 
Chelhire, and the rivers Uik and 
Wye in Monmouthfhire. He bites 
beft about three in the afternoon, 
in May, June, July and Auguft, if 
the water be clear, and a little 
breeze of wind ftirring: efpecially 
if the wind and ft ream are cqn- 
trary. You muft fifh for him like 
a trout, with a worm, fly, or min- 
now, or lob -worm is an excellent

hait for him, well fconred in mofi', 
which makes it tough, clear and 
lively. When you have ftruck 
him, he will plunge and bounce in 
the water very much ; therefore it 
is neceflary to have a llrong rod, 
ringed the fame as a trow ling rod, 
and a winch, with a ftrong line on 
it forty yards long, with which 
length, and proper playing him^ 
you may kill the largeft'fizeJ one* 
He has not a conftant refidehcc 
like a trout, but removes often, 
and you fbould always angle for 
him as near the fpring head as pof- 
fible, in the deepcft and broadcft 
parts of the river, near the ground. 
Put two large lob-worms on at a 
time, and you may fifli without a 
float, that is, with a running line. 
Let one yard next to your hook be 
gimp, and your hook a proper lizcd 
falpon-hook. 

N. B. When I come to treat of 
fly fifliing, the proper flies for the 
falmon, &c. will be< clearly ex- 
prefled. 

The Trout, 

The Trout is a delicious frefh- 
water fifli, fpeckled with red and 
yellow ; coming in an(} going out 
of feafon with the buck, and 
fpawning in the cold months of 
October and November, whereas 
all other fiflies fpawn in the hot 
fummer months. There are feve- 
ral fpecies of this fifti, all valued 
very much : but the beft are the 
red and yellow; and of thefe the 
female diftinguifhed by a Jefs hedd 
and deeper body, is preferred ; by 
the largenefs of their backs you 
may know when they are in fea- 
fon, which may ferve as a rule for 
all other fifties. All winter long 
they are fick, lean, and unwhole- 
fome, and frequently loufy. sAs 
the fpring advances, deferting the 
ftill deep waters, they repair to the 
gravelly ground, again ft which they 
continue to rub, till th^y have got 
rid of their lice, which are a kind 
B - of 
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of worm, with large heads ; from 
that time they delight to be in fharp 
ftreams, and luch as are very fwift ; 
V here they lie in wait tor min- 
nows, May flifs, &c. The latter 
part of May they are in the high- 
eft perfection. He is ufuaily caught 
with a w;orm, minnow, or fly, either 
natural, or artificial; the different 
baits for him are the earth-worm, 
<3ung-worm, and the maggot, or 
gentle, but the bell are the lob- 
worm and brandling. His haunts 
are, in purling brooks, running 
very fwiftly over chalk Hones, gra- 
vel, &c. he is oftener taken in the 
fide of the ftream, than in it, though 
the large ones are often caught in 
the deepeft part of it. He delights 
to fheitcr himfelf behind large 
ilones, or fmall banks, that hang 
over the river, and which the 
flreani runs 'againft and creates a 
foam ; alfo in the eddies between 
two dreams ; his hold is ufuaily un- 
der the roots of trees, and in hoi- 

I >w banks in the deepeft parts of 
rivers. When you angle for him 
at the ground, let the link of your 
line, next the hook, be the beft 
filk worm gut you can provide; 
and have a nice elaftic rod, which 
will enable you to ttrike true, and 
to feel him when he hires. Angle 
ior him wirh a running line, and 
Icgin at the upper part of the 
f^rcam, carrying your line with an 

II )right hand, and feeling your lead 
run on the ground about ten inches 
from the hook, leading your line 
according to the Iwiftnefs of the 
flream ; as before dire6>ed. If 
you bait either with one, -or 
two worms, follow the manner of 
baiting with them which I have 

•laid down in the rules, and you 
will run on the ground without be- 
ing entangled. 

There is a very killing method 
Lkcvvife for a large trout : make a 
pair of wings of the feather of a 
luvi-raii, and point your hook with 
one or more cadis's; your hook 



fhould be briftled, that is, whe 
you whip on youP hook faflen a 
nog's br^iftle under the (ilk, with 
the end ftanding out about a ftraw*$ 
breadth at the head of the hook, 
from under the filk, and pointing 
towards the line, by which means 
the head of the cadis will be kept 
clofe to the wings : angle with a 
rod about five yards long, and a 
line about three; caft tho wings 
and cadis up the ftream, which will 
drive it down under tlie water to- 
wards the lower part of the hole ; 
then draw it up the ftrtam very 
gently, though inegularly, at the 
lame time (leaking your rod, and 
in a few cafls you will be furc to 
hook him, if there is one in the 
hole. You may angle the fame way 
with two brandlings. If you ufe 
two cadis's with the wing«, run 
your hook in at the head and out at 
the neck of the firft, arid quite 
through the other head from head 
to tail. 

The minnow is the moft excel- 
lent of all baits for the trout ; 
when you fifli with one, choofe the 
whitcft, and middle-fized ones, thefc 
being the beft, and youmuft place 
him on your hook in fuch a man- 
ner, that being drawn figainft the 
ftream he may turn round The 
beft' way of baiting with the 
minnow is thus: put your hook 
in at hib mouih, and out at his 
gill, drawing it through about three 
inches ; then put the hook again 
into his mouth, and let the point 
and beard come out at his tail; 
then tie »he hook and his tail a- 
bout with a fine white tJ.rcad, and 
let the body of the minnow be al- 
moft ftrait on the hook ; then try 
if it turns well, which it cannot do 
too fall. Angle with the point of 
your rod down the ftream, drawing 
the minnow up the ftream by little 
and little, near the top of the wa- 
ter. When the trout fees the bait 
he will come moft fiercely at it, 
but be careful not to fnatch it 

away. 
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;^w3y, which at firft you may be 
apt to do ; aad never (Irike till he 
has turned with the bait. 

N. B. in this way of angling, a 
ringed rod is to be always ul'ed, 
with a winch for your line, which 
fliould have tv«o or three fwivels 
oa it ; by which means the min- 
now will fpin the better. 

The rivers moft famous for trout 
are, the Kennet near Hungerford, 
in Berkftiire; theStower in Kent; 
which runs through Canterbury, 
and is faid to breed the befl trouts 
in the fouth eaft of England ; thofe 
in the Wandle, near Ca(ha!ton in 
Sirrrcy; the Amerly in Suflex; the 
Dove, Wye, Lathkin, and Bradford, 
in Derby (hire ; Ribbel and Irk, in 
Lancaih.ire; and in the' Uik and 
Wye in Monmouthihire, arc ac- 
counted excellent trouts : but to 
fpeak impartially, no one can ab- 
iblutely determine in what particu- 
lar river or brook are the mod and 
bcft trouts. This however is cer- 
tain, that trouts are better or 
worie, bi.^ger or lefs, according to 
the nature of the foils on which 
tlie river runs : pure, clear, tranf- 
parcnt ftreams, running on rocks, 
pebbles, or more cfpecially lime- 
ftoncs or flints, arc experimentally 
found to breeds and afford the moft 
delicate and beft trouts. 

The Graylings or Xlmbcr. 

This fi(h has different names 
given it, according to the different 
parts of England where it is found; 
he is by no means a general fifli, 
and what anglers feldom meet with, 
except in the rivers Dove and 
Trent, a^d fome other fmall 
ftreams, particularly in that which 
runs by fealifbury. The haunts of 
the grayling are nearly the fame as 
the trout ; and in fifhing for either 
of ihem, you may catch both. 
They fpawn the beginning of A- 
pril, when they lie moftiy in (harp 
ftreams ; in December he is in his 
prime, %\ wluch time his gilb and 



head, are blackifli, and his belly 
dark grey, ftuddcd with black fpots. 
fie bites very freely, but is often 
loft when ftruck, his mouth being 
very tender. Angle for him about 
mid- water, he being much more 
apt to rife than defcend ; and when 
you angle for him alone, ihd not 
for the trout alfo, ufe a quill float, 
with the bait about ^xth or feven 
inches from the ground. He takes 
brandlings, gilt-tails, meadow 
wotms, gentles, &c but the moft ^ 
excellent bait for him in March or 
Aprikis the tag-tail. He is found 
in the Humber, and in all the ri- 
vers which run into it, and he rifes ' 
more freely at the fly, than even 
the trout. 

The Carfi, 
The carp is allowed to be the 
queen of frefh water fifhes (as the 
lalmon is the king) and lives longer 
than any other fifti (except the eel) 
out of its element. They breei 
fevcral times in one year ; bjt their 
firft fpawning time is in May. Mr. 
Ray aflures us that in Holland they 
have a fpecdy way of fattening 
tbem, by hanging them up in a 
net in a cellar, and feeding them 
with bread and milk. Patience is 
highly neccflary fot* every one to 
be endowed with, who angles foi* 
carps', on account of their fagacity 
ana cunning $ their haunts are in 
the deepeft parts of ponds and ri- 
vers, and in the latter where the 
ftream runs flo\^. When the wea- 
ther in April, May, June, July, 
and Auguft is hot and fine, you can- 
not be too early, or late at the 
fport. He feldom refufes the red 
worm in April, the caddis in May, 
or the grafshopper in June, July, 
and Auguft. You muft angle for 
him with a ftrong rod and line, a 
quill float, and ftrong gut at bot- 
tom ; the hook in. the medium of 
fizc ; bqing a leather-mouthed fi(h 
he feldom breaks his hold, if your 
tackle is ftrong, and you play him 
properly. But when<;vc£ vqu in* 
B a ■ "^ ■ tend 
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tend to fifh for him particularly^ 
and in good carncft, over night lay 
in a ground bait of garbage ; as 
chickens guts, blood mixed with 
cow- dung, or any coarfe pafte : 
alfo ale grains and blood incorpo- 
rated with clay, and at the fame 
time that you throw any of thefe 
ground baits in, plumb the ground 
to two depths, (for it is beft to an- 
gle for carps with two rods,) one- 
about mid- water, the other four or 
five inches from the ground. The 
next morning lay your lines in 
very cautioufly and fiiccefs will at- 
tend you. Gentles are very good 
baits for the carp, alfo a pafte made 
of honey and bread, and one made 
with bread and water alone, tinc- 
tured with red lead, but nothing 
in my opinion beats a green pea, 
having killed more with that than 
any other bait. 

In fine fun-fliiny days, carps will 
often prime abou; noon, and fwim 
about -he edges of a pond, to catch 
fiich flies as fall upon the furface 
of the water : let the angler then 
take a ftrong rod, and pliable at 
the top, a ftrong line, and a book 
large enough fora lob-worm ; then 
finding a place free from weeds, 
about the comjDais of the crown of 
a hat, let him drop his bait without 
a float, and with only one large 
fhot upon the line, which he muft 
. lodge upon the leaf of fome ad- 
joining weed, fo'that the bait may 
not be above eight inches in the 
water ; then retiring, but fa as to 
keep his eye uj>oa the fliot, let 
him wait till he lees it taken away, 
with about a foot of the line, and 
then ftrike : when he has hooked 
his fifti, let him keep him tight, 
and not fufFer him to entangle him- 
felF among the weeds; but either 
draw him out by main force, or 
pull him into a clear place^ and 
there kill him: 

• Another vvaj^ is as follows : throw 

in fix or sight dices df bread, to 

' be • carried ' by th^f vcnad,«'and in- a 



fhbrt time, it is probable, you will 
fee • many fiflies feeding upo» 
them ; if not, crumble a little very- 
fmall, and caft it in where the dices 
reft, which will be^i means of mak- 
ing them find the pieces at the top; 
which when you Have fuflPered- ' 
fhcm to feed on, take a' very long 
rod, ftrong line, and middle-fizt-d 
hook, with one ftiot placed juft 
above* it, and bait it with about 
the fize of a large horfe-bean of 
the upper cruft of a rafped French 
roll, and you'may pick out what 
quantity and fize you pleafe, by- 
dropping your bait before the 
largeftcarp, as l^e is feeding on 
the dices at the top. 

N. B. The foregoing methods 
are excellent ones, and great num- 
bers of carp may be taken by them 
in ponds which are well flocked.

The owner, 
who (after what had happened) 
was very well difpofed to liften to 
any thing that was faid to their 
prejudice, implicitly believed tte 
truth of the fl:ranger*s afleverations, 
difcharged a furious volley of o^ths 
a|;ainft.the rafcal who had taken 
him in, and forthwith ftruck a bar- 
gain with the fquire, who paid him 
inftantly for his purchafe ; in con- 
fequence of which he won the 
plate at the next Canterbury races. 
This affair being tranfadled to 
the mutual fatisfa£lion of both par-

TO THE EDITOR OFTHE ORACLE. 
SIR, 

Society has reafon to lament, 
that the more a man's general de- 
incanour fliews him to be averfe to 
quarrels, and ready to a certain ex- 
tent, to overlook aggreffions and 
infults, the more is he expofed to 
the attacks of the cowardly and 
the malignant. This obfervation is 
well exemplified in the tranfadlion 
which gave rife to fome illiberal 
and fcurrilous paragraphs againft 
me in fome of the Daily Papers. 
I think it a duty to my friends, and 
to my own chara(fler, to contradict 
thefe calumnies by a recital of the 
tranfaftion aUuded to, the truth of 
which may be, confirmed by feve- 
ral gentlemen who were prefent, 
and to whom, without publifliing 
their names, I will refer any gen- 
tleman who thinks proper to take 
the trouble to enquire.

It is very remarkable that thofe 
who are become Sufficiently notb* 
yious ii^ the world, ihould not be 
concent with the portion oi famg 
<h^y have already JKrquired, but 
fljould aiixioufly feekto force th6m- 
fdlves on the notice of the Public, 
as if they were apprehenfivc tUat 
their exploits would be forgotten. 
Of thi3, the " fcurrilous" lettw, 
figned *' Richard England," which 
has appeared in the Daily Papers, 
is a fttiking proof. Mr. Richard 
pngland need not have been afraid 
that hi^ name and charailer vpould 
have been buried in oblivion. The 
fecorda of the Old Bailey, as well 
as thofe of l^ilpnainham, in Ireland, 
will probably outlive the perfon, 
though not the name of Richard 
' England ; and a complete and im- 
partial narrative of this hero's life 
wiFl, no doubt, be a valuable addi- 
tion to the National Biography, 
although it may not be fo rafiidly 
tought up as the imperfect Hiftory 
of Richard England, which ap- 
peared fome years ago.— 1- Very dif- 
ferent is my dlfpofition from that 
of Mr. Richard England, as I have 
ho ambition to obtrude myfelf on 
tbel'ublic. Since, however, that 
perfon has thought fit to ftate in 
the papers, a fa^e relation of the 
circumftances that gave birth to his 
letter, I hope I flrail be juftified in 
pi>Wilhing a true one. I deem it 
"Unneceflary to appeal to any per- 
fon to corroborate what Ifliall ad- 
v«nce, not yet having had occafion 
to cali witnefles to my charadter ; 
but before I proceed farther, 1 
think it proper to declare pofitiveiy 
that the paragraphs alluded to by 
the letter of Mn Richard England 
v^ere not wrhten by mc, nor at my 
inftance. 

- About five weeks ago, I called 
h\ the evening at the Bedford 
Arms, where Mr. England fays he

of my acquaintance. This gen- 
tleman being there, I gave him a 
little friendly admonition. At this 
Mr. England, for what reafons he 
beft knows, thought proper to take 
umbrage ; iind, with his rude and 
vulgar vehemence, faid aloud, *' O ! 
there are advrfer& in the room-^ 
Waiter, bring in more advifers;'* 
with many otfenfive aad grofs epi* 
thets, evidently pointed at me. 
For fome time I forbore to notice 
this language, but at length was 
provoked to reply to it in a man- 
ner fui table to my feelings 6n the 
occafion, with fome warmth I ad- 
mit; but not being converfant in 
the Billingfoate and Broughtouian 
Schools, I loon felt my inferiority. 
Having got up to quit the room, 
my v^/m;// adverfary, as I was go* 
ing towards the door^ ran up to me, 
and by a moft violent and unox - 
pe6lei blow of his haidet ffl^ 
which he calls a flap in the face, I 
was knocked down, and had /my 
right eye completely clofed ; my 
head coming againft the lower part 
of the wainfcot in the fall, I re- 
ceived a contufion in it, and was 
con^ned to my bed and room for 
three weeks. If I had been an 
adept in the art of boxing,^ the dif- 
parity of ftrength, and ftill more of 
age, would have rendered a conteft 
o? that fort a very unequal one; 
and if Lhad been difpofed to meet 
a perfon of his chara<5ter on e(iual 
terms, he took care to difable me, 
by depriving me of the ufe of the 
right eye. Nor was this enough, 
having commenced an Aftion 
againft me, and ferved mc with a 
writ the < next day for dtf'eimnfi(m. 
In this part of Mr. England^s co<i- 
du6t, I mean to ftiUow his exam- 
pie, by reforting to the law in my 
turn. • ' 

Mr. England, with great gravity 
informs 
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iaforms thd public of the mildnefs 
of his general demeanour, his 
averfenefs to quarrels, ind his rca- 
dinefs to overlook aggreflidns — 
Gentk Richard ! how patient! how 
forbearing! Here he thought it 
needlefs to call in the teftimony of 
his friends, fo confident does he 
feem of the truth of this reprefen- 
tation ©f himfelf. Surely Mr. 
England, or his Amanuenfis, fmiled 
when this paflage was penning; 
anii he mud liare intended to ex- 
cite the iaane rifible fenfation in 
his friends, who know how this be- 
nignity of temper, which he has 
fo liberally bellowed on himfelf, is 
verified by the conftant and ^f«//^- 
manlike ^ez^iCQ of ftorming, rag- 
ing, and infulting every perfon in- 
difcriminately. 

With refpc(ft to the infinuation 
of my being z/tretended Ca/itain^ I 
fhallonly obferve, that thirty-five 
years ago, which was fome time be- 
fore Richard England was the pro- 
te^flor of a ^^ — y-houfe on the 
Blind Quay in Dublin, I had the 
honour of bearing the King's Gom^- 
mifiion, and fervlng my country in 
the Eaft Indies, where, had my 
health permitted, I (liould probably 
now have been. I was obliged to 
feturn to Europe, and all the rank 
I pretend to is that of a Lieutenant 
on Half-pay, though I received 
the appointment of a Captain in 
the Company's fervice, when the 
Regiment I belonged to was order- 
ied home to be reduced. Yet, 
though a Lieutenant on Half-pay, 
I am perhaps quite as independent 
as Mr. England. 

I confider it improper to enter 
into any farther particulars of this 
difagreeable tranfadtion,^ as it is 
Inortly to undergo a legal difcuflion, 
Vvben Juftice will, I hope, be done 
to Richard England, as well as to

EVERY Sunday in Lent, after 
dinner, a company of y^unj 
men ride dut into the fields on 
horfes, which are fit for war, and 
principal runners; every one a- 
mong them is taught to rua the 
roonds M ith his horfe. 

The Citizens fons iflTue through 
the gates by troops, furnifhed with 
lances and warlike iliields; the 
younger fort have their pikes, not 
loaded with iron, where they make 
a reprefentation of battle, and ex- 
ercife a Ikirmiih. There refort to 
this exercife many courtiers, when- 
the King lies near hand, and young 
ftriplings, out of the families of 
Barons and great perfons^ which 
have not yet attained to the warlike 
girdle, to train and ikirmiih. Hope 
of vidory inflames everyone; the 
neighing and fierce horfes beftir 
their joints, and chew their bridles^ 
and cannot endure to itand itill ; 
at lait they begin their race, and 
the'h the young men divide their 
troops; fome labour to outi^rip 
their leaders, ^ and <:annot reach 
them ; others fling down their fel- 
lows, and get beyond them. 

In Eafter holidays they counter- 
feit a fea : a pole is fet up i^n the 
middle of the river (Thames), 
with a target well failened thereon, 
and a young man ilands in a boat, 
which is rowed with oars, and 
driven on with thf tide, who, with 
his fpear, hits the target in his paf- 
fage; with which blow,, if he 
breaks the fpear and ftand upright, 
fo that he hold footing, he hath bus 
dcfire; but if his fpear continue 
unbroken by the blow, be is tum- 
bled into the water, and his boat 
paiTeth clear away ; but on cither 
fide this target two Ihips ftand in- 
ward, with many young men ready 
to take him up after iie is funk, 43 
C & feoa 
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foon as he appeareth again on the 
top of the water; the fpediators 
Hand upon the bridge, and in fo- 
lars upon /the river, to behold thefe 
things, being prepared for laugh- 
ter. 

Upon the holidays all fummcr, 
the youth is exercifed in leaping, 
, fliooting, wreftling, calling of 
ilones, and throwing javelins fitted 
with loops for the purpofe, which 
they ftrive to fling beyond the 
mark; they alfo ufe bucklers, 
like fighting men. As for the 
maidens, they have their exercife 
of dancing and tripping till moon- 
light.

I proceed to give fome account 
of former veterinary 'writer?, 
chiefly of our own country ; with 
the double view of directing the 
inquiiitive reader!s attention to the 
proper fources of information, and 
of refcuing the charadters of our 
original writers of merit, from the 
hands of pilfering compilers j who 
are too often fuccefsful in running 
away with the applaufe due only to 
their matters; and in rearing a 
temporary reputation upon very 
flender pretenfions. 

The firft of our original writers 
upon Horfes, of any note, was 
Thomas Blundevill, of Newton 
Flotman, in Norfolk; by his own 
defcription, a poor gentleman ; he 
lived in the reign of Elizabeth. 
His works, which were publiilied 
in three treatifes, were ail fepa- 
rately dedicated to the famous Earl 
of Leicefter. They comprize the 
whole of the fubjea, that is to fay, 
breeding, management, diet, and 
phyfic In his time, and the pre- 
ceding, his countrymen (however 
advantageoufly the' cafe has been 
fince reverfed) were in the con- 
ftant habits of obligation to foreign 
* ' ' cbljntries^ 
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countries, as well for the ameliora- 
tion pf their breed of horfes, as 
fofinftruftions on every point re- 
lative to their managenaent. The 
military manage was the prevailing 
tafte of the time, and the inftruc- 
tion of it in England, aimofl en- 
tirely in the hands of foreigners, 
either Italian or French ; a confi- 
derablc number of whom were 
conilantly entertained by the court, 
and encouraged by the nobility and 
gentry, either as riding-raafters, or 
ferrets, 

Blundevlil appears to have had a 
competent fliare of learning,' and^ 
to have been himfelf the tranflator 
of thofe foreign worlds, whence, as 
from the fountain head of know- 
ledge, he drew the chief of his 
rules. He^ gave the firft Englifli 
names to feveral implements of 
horfemanfhip, then introduced ; as 
well as to a variety of difeafes, un- 
til his time not defcribed in the 
Englifli language; and many fuc- 
ceeding writers availed themfelves 
not only of his tranflation of the 
foreign veterinary writers, but of 
his own proper knowledge and ex- 
perience, of the fubje<ft. With 
refpe6t to the merits of Bliindevill, 
as a veterinary writer, he undoubt- 
edly poflTefled a thorough practical 
knowledge of the animal on which 
he treated, as far as the lights of the 
time, in which he lived, extended. 
Engliflimen had not yet learned to 
reafon for themfelves, ^nd the bar- 
barous praftice of the Continental 
Manage^ by which the moft gene- 
rous and docile of all animals was 
driven to obedience by torturing 
bits, and cruel u fa ge, inilead of 
being gently reduced by foothing 
means, and by the help of imple-^ 
ments uninjurious to his tender* 
fteih, was. in full force among 
them. Thus we are prefented in 
Blundeviirs book with plates of 
itear iifty different bits; with an 
account of fpoons, gags, ring fhoes, 
trammels for pacing, and a variety 



of inftrumenCs of torture, altoge- 
ther as ufelefs to any good purpofe, - 
as they were fenfelefs and cruel. 
But, hpwef er, generally a flave to 
authority in the^ matters, we fome-* 
times find the Engliihman getting ^ 
the better of this author, and 
prompting him to queflion the real 
utility oi luch rigorous meafures to 
force obedience ; a remarkable in- 
fiance of which we have in his de<f 
claration, that notwithflanding the ' 
variety of patterns for bits which 
he had exhibited, he really thought 
three of them only (and they are of 
the mildefl) fully fufficient for all 
purpofes of horfemanfhip ; which 
is reducing the matter pretty near 
to the flandard of our prefent prac- 
tice. One however cannot help 
being difgufled at his repeated ad- 
vice, to beat the hoffe about the 
head with a cudgel. There are no 
doubt many ufeful obfervations in 
his book ; but from fticceeding im- 
provements in the veterinary art, - 
BlundevilP^ work has long fince 
ceafed to poffefs ai^y other recom- 
mendation, than that of curiofity. 

About the fame^ period, an4 
fomewhat later, arofe divers other 
writers on horfes; as Morgan, 
Mafcal, Martin, Clifford, and o-r 
thers, of whofe books I at prefent 
know nothing beyond the names 
of the authors; and it is highly 
probable their works contain httie 
elfe than a tranfcriptiou of the ve- 
terinary practice of the andents,, 
and a repetition of the fame fyftem 
of managemeet which we find la 
Blundevlil; had they made any 
improvements in the art, they 
would, in all probability, hav^ 
been handed down to us, and their 
works in confequence preferved 
from the fatal gulph of oblivion. 

But there is another writer of 
nearly the fame period, if not of 
greater merit, at leafl of more good 
fortune, than thofe I have juft now 
mentioned. It is the redoubtable 
Gervafe Markham, for more thai\ 

a cen- 
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a century, the oracle of fapienf 
- grooms, the fiddle of old wives, 
and the glory of bookfellers. Af- 
ter having painfully laboured 
through his Works, it remains with 
ine a dqubt, whether this famous 
writer ev^r poflefled any real 
knowledge of the harfe, or of the 
art veterinary, from his own prac- 
tice and experience He was, in 
xny opinion, nothing better than a 
merfe vulgar and illiterate compi- 
ler; and his works (fome few 
things excepted) arc ftuffed with 
all the execrable traih that had ever 
been i-n vented by any writer, or 
pra^^ffed by any farrier, ancient or 
modem, oi\ the fubjeft of horfes. 
It is neceflary, however, that we 
<lo juftice to the chara6lcr of Gcr- 
vafe Markham; he certainly pof- 
fefled a fpccies of merit which has 
not defcended to all his fucceflTors, 
the copiefh and plagiarlds: he 
very honeftly gives the names of 
thofe authors from whom he de- 
rives his knowledge, 

Markham's works were printed 
and ^reprinted, to the twentieth, 
and for aught I know, to the for- 
tieth edition. At lead, the cele- 
brated name of Gervafe Markham 
was made ufe of by the bookfclters 
to a vaft nnmber of compilations, 
not orily upon the fubje6t of horfes, 
but of hufbandry, gardening, and 
houfewifery. 

The' mifchiefs which have been 
occafioned by the extenfive circu- 
lation of this man's books, are in- 
calculable. They brought almoft 
as many evils and cruel infliftions 
upon poor helplefs animals, as the 
-opening of Pandora's box did upon 
the "human race : and notwithftand- 
ing the author lived till after the 
reltoration, and publifhcd an edi- 
tion of his works, in which he 
beads of fifty years praftice; we 
find no improvement refuliing from 
his long experience, but thn^ the 
work which received his laft hand, 
is but a mere repetition of the 



barbarous and unineaning abfurdi« 
tiL*s of ancient pradice. 

.From^ the works of Gervafe 
Markham, and his famous receiptS| 
all the old grooms and farriers, 
who (unfortunately for the animals 
committed to their xare, and the 
proprietors of them, were able to 
write and read) obtained^ all their 
veterinary' knowledge^ their /kill 
in operations, and their wonderful 
tricks j nor is the fame of this 
great writer altogether unknown to 
Tome of our elder fages of the fta- 
bie, even at this day : and I muit 
beg leave to advife every owner 
of horfes, who regards their wel- 
fare and his own interefl, as foart 
as he (hall be apprifed that his 
groom or farrier is in pofTeffion of 
Markhsm's works, or indeed any 
of that (lamp, to purchafe fuch 
dangerous commodities out of their 
hands, and to put them to more 
harmlcfs and neceflary purpofes, 
than thofe to which ignorant peo- 
ple would mod prooably apply 
them. 

As thcfe books are now happily 
become fomewhat fcartfr, and fe«r 
of my readers may ipcrhtips have 
enjoyed an opportunity of peruiing 
them, it may not be amifs to ikim a 
little of their cream, for the enter- 
tainment of the curious. 

Wofms^ from Markkam^s Maifier- 
Peece^ i6th Edition^ 1703. 

" The violence . of the r^A 
worms are wonderful, for I have 
fcen horfes whofe flomach has 
been eaten quite through with 
them ; fo that the meat which they 
eat could not abide in their (la* 
mach, but fell upon the fwallowing 
into the body, making the body 
fwetl like a tun, and fo died with 
huge torment." ' This will be ac- 
knowledged on all hands, to be 1 
moft wonderful and curious cafe. 
Now for a prcfcription intircly fit 
to be coupled with fuch a cafe j 
and it may be here obfenred, that 
Markham 
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Mtrkhtm was y&j liberal, and 
generally allowed his readers theh* 
ehoicc of three method* of cute 
for all difeafes, namely ; the good, 
better, and bed. The following 
are two of his gmd cures for worms 
*-i-*' Other ancient farriers ule 
only to give the horfe for this dif- 
eafe the watm guts of a new (lain 
ben or chicken, being thrufl down 
the horfe's throat; and fare it is 
paffing good, efp^ciaily if a little 
fait be mixed With them, and 
this muft be done three morn- 
ings fafting, keeping the horfe from 
driflking three or four hours after 
—others ufe to bind about the fiiaf- 
fleorbit, man's dung new made, 
and foride him therewith.'* 

Of tired Har/eSy fiage 74» 

After difconrfing rationally e- 
nough upon tired horfes, old' Ger- 
yafc thr.s proceedeth :* *' Then for 
the cure of any of all thefe pro- 
eccding from dulnefs, fearfulnefs, 
and unwillingnefs, you (hall take 
ordinary window glafs, and beat it 
into ^ii^ powder ; then take up 
the fkin of each fide the fpur- 
vein, between your finger and 
your thumb, and with a iine awl 
or bodkin, make divers fmall holes 
through his (kin, then rub glafs 

^ powder very hard into thefe holes ; 
which done, do but mount his back, 
and do but offer to touch his (ide 
with your heels,- and be fure if he 
have life in him, he will go for- 
ward. Now, if it be fo that your 
horfe tiH in fuch a place, as the 
neceffity of your oecafions are to 
be preferred before the value of 
your horfe, and that you muft feek 
unnatural means to controul na- 
ture; in this cafe you (ball take 
(where the powder' of glafs, &c. 
cannot be bad) three or four round 
pebble ftones, and put them into 
one of his ears, and then tic the 
«ar that the ftones ihall not fail out, 

• 'and the noife of thefe ftones will 
make the horfe go after he is utterly 
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tired ; hut if that fail, you ftill 
with a knife make a hole in the 
flap of the horfe 's car, and thruft a 
long rough, ftick, full oi nicks, 
tlvough the fame, and ever as the 
horfe flicks his pace, fo faw and 
fret the ftick up and down in the 
hole ; and be fure whilft he hath 
any life he wijl not leave going. 
Manytyther torments there are," 
&c. &c. _ . * 

Of the falling of the Crefi^ p. 1 75I 
, " The falling of the horfc's 
creft, is, when the upper part of a 
horfe's oeck^ which is called the 
creft, leaneth either to the one or 
the other fide, and will not ftapd 
upright, as it ought to do. It pro* 
ceedeth, moft commonly, from po» 
verty, and very hard keeping/' &c. 
Here follows one cure by firing ; 
then he proceeds-^*' Other farriers 
ufe for this infirmity, firft to cafl 
the horfe upon forne fofr dunghill, 
or other eafy place, anjl with a 
knife to cut away the fielh on the 
hanging or tmder ^At of the creft, 
even from the fore end thereof to 
the hinder end, {\tl inches broad 
and two inches thick,, or fomewhat 
more in the middle thereof where ' 
it is thickeft^ then groping the 
creft with your hands, to pare the 
thickeft part thereof till it come all 
to one thinnefij; then holding the 
horfe ftill faft bound, to cover all 
the place with great haiidfuls of 
fwines-dung, prepared for the pur- 
pofe, and hold it to the fore place 
an hour together, until the biood 
be ftaunched; then let the horftf 
arife, and lead him into the ftable, 
tying him in fuch fort, that he may 
neitner rub his neck nor lie doH'n ; 
then the next morning take good 
ftore of burnt, allum, beatei\ to 
powder^ and ^r^vi it all over the 
fore place, and fo let him ftand for 
two days after, without ahy ftirring, 
left the' wound fhould bleed^agaiB, 
&c. &c. — which done, you fliali to - 
thofe plats with thoogs of leather, 
' faftea 
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fa(ien a cudgel of a foot and half 
long: then to the midCl oi that 
cudgel you fhall hang a*piece of 
lead, with a hole in ir, of fuch 
weight as will poife the ere ft up 
eiren, and hold it in its ri^ht place. 
Then fhall you draw his creft on 
that fide the weight hangs, with a 
hot drawing iron, even from the 
top of the creft down to the point 
of the ihoulder, making divers 
ftrokes one inch and an half from 
another ; then fhall you lay upon 
the burnt places aplaifter of pitch, 
tar, and rofin, melted together; 
and fo let the weight hang till all 
the fore places be healed, and 
there is no queftion but the creft 
will ftand both upright and ftrong- 
ly." 

I am forry to fay, that I have 
given but a moderate fpecimen of 
the cruelties formerly inflicted up- 
on this brave and unoffeiiding ani- 
mal ; but inftead of irritating our 
fenfibility by exclamations againft 
' 4 fUch meafures of brutality and 
- folly, let us congratulate ourfelves 
upon the happincfs and advantage 
of living in an age and country, 
'when even the vulgar mind revolts 
at and defpifes them. 

The following curious dire^ftipn, 
which is to be found in the old edi- 
tions of Markham, I addrefs to 
many of my brethren of the bridle, 
who have repeatedly afTured me, 
with an cxpreffiye dafti of correc- 
tive wifdom in their looks, «* that 
it fignifies nothing talking, we fhall 
never get better than the old books^ 
and the old cufioms.'' 

Runmng Borfes. 
«* For the ordering of your run- 
ning horfe, let him have no more 
meat thaii to fuffice nature, drink 
once in twenty -four hours ; and 
dreffing every day once at noon 
only.'*

** Other farriers ufe, after they 



have fhaved it, to rub the place 
well with fait; and then» twice 
every day *for a fortnight, to 
wa(h it with the broth therein ^ 
moldy-warp and fome f wines greafe 
hath been fodden.*' I have no 
right in the world to difpntethe 
efficacy of. this receipt, becaufei 
after ail pofiible enquiry among 
the old wives of my acquaintance, 
I have been unable to trace the fig^ 
nification of a moldy-warp, or whe- 
ther it be fifh or flefh.

** TF the morning at Paris is de- 
X voted to bulinefs, the even-: 
ing at leaft belongs to pleafure : wer- 
thofe hour$ fiie holds an undivided 
empire, but is wor(hipped at innu- 
merable altars, and hailed by ever- 
varying rituals. 

** During the laft winter the 
amufcments of twenty-four Thes^- 
tres, which weje opened every 
night, were fucceeded by public 
and private balls, in fuch nuni* 
bers, that there were no lef? than 
two thoufand ball-roomis infcribed 
on the regifters of the Police, 
which keeps its wakeful vigils over 
every fort of araufeme^t, in all 
their gradations, from the briglixt: 
blaze of waxen capers which di(- 

' ' plays 
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plays the charms of nymphs drcfled 
a la/mvauge or a lagrec^ who grace- 
the fplcftdid ball de RrUhUeu, to the 
oily lamp which lights up the fe- 
venth (lory, or the vaulted cellar 
where the blind fidler's animating 
fcrapes calls the fovereign people 
to the cotillon of wooden fhoes. 

" Thefc two thoufand ball -rooms 
of the capital afford ample , proof 
that no revolution has taken place 
in the manners of the French, and 
that they are ftill a dancing nation. 
They liave indeed of late fully de- 
monftrated to the world that they 
are capable of greater things 5 and 
that' when the energies of their 
fouls are called forth, they can fol- 
low Buonaparte over the bridge of 
Lodi ; but when their minds reHirn 
to their natural pofition, every bar- 
rack has a room appropriated for 
dancing, and the heroes of Arcole, 
as well as the mufcadins of Paris, - 

<< All knit hands and beat the ground^ 
f< In a light fantaftic round. 

" The fetes of the Court, it is 
aflerted by the few petfons remain- 
ing in France, by whom they were 
frequented, were but tawdry fplen- 
dour compared with the clallical 
elegance which prevails at the fetes 
of pur RepubHcan contra<5lors. As 
a fpecimen of thefe private balls, I 
fhall trace a Ihort Iketch of a dance 
lately given by one of the furnifh- 
ers of ftores for fleets and armies, 
iu his fpacibus hotel, where all the 
furniture, in compliance with the 
prefent iafbion at Paris, is antique: 
where all that is not Greek is Ro- 
man; where (lately iilken beds, 
jooafly fophas, worked tapeftry, and 
gilt ornaments, are throwi> afide as 
rude Gothic magnificence, and 
every couch refembles that of Pe- 
ricles, every chair thofe of Cicero; 
where every wall is finiflied in 
arabefque, like the baths of Titus, 
and every table upheld by Caflors 
and Polluxes, is covered with Athe- 
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man bufls and Etrufcan vafes; 
where that modern piece of furni- 
ture, a clock, is concealed beneath 
the claffic bar of Phoebus, and the 
dancing hours : and every chimney 
iron is fupported by a Sphiiix or 
Griffin. The; drefs of his female 
vilitors was in perfect harmony 
with the fprniture x>f his hotel ; for 
although the Parifian ladies are not 
fufpe6ted of any obftiriate attach- 
ment to Grecian modes of Govern- 
ment, they a-re moft rigid partifans 
of Grecian modes of drefs, adorned 
like the cotemporarics of Afpafia 
— the loofe light drapery, the naked 
arm, tlie bare bofom, the fandaled 
feet, the circling zone, the golden 
chains, the twifting -trefTes, all dif- 
play the moft inflexible conformity 
to the laws of Republican coftumc. 
The moil fafhiohablc hair-drefTer 
of Paris, in order to accommodate 
himfelf to the clalfical tafte of his 
fair cuftomers, is provided with a 
variety of antique bufts as models;' 
and when he waits on a lady, en- 
quires if fbe choofes to be drelTed 
that day a la Cleojiatre^ la DiannCf 
or la Pfychef Sometimes the 
changeful nymph is a veftal, fome- 
times a Venus; but the lafl rage 
has been' the Nhbe\ of late fat and 
lean, gay and grave, old and young, 
have been all a la Niohe ; and the 
many curled periwig, thrown afide 
by the faihioifable clafs, now deco- 
rates the heads of pretty fhopk^ep- 
ers, 

** The fair Grecians, being de- 
termined not to injure the contour 
of fine forms by fuperfluous incum- 
brances, no fafhionable lady at Pa- 
ris wears any pockets, and the in- 
-convenience of being without is 
obviated by flicking her fan in her 
belt, flidiug in a flat purfc of mo- 
rocco leather, only. large enough 
to contain a few louis, fit the fide 
of her neck, and giving her fnuff- 
box and her pocket-handkerchief 
to the care of the gentleman who 
attends her, and to whom (he. ap- 
D plies 
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plies for them whenever ihc has 
occafioiu 

** For a (hort time during the 
winter, in defiance of froft and 
fnow, the collume of a few reign- 
ing belles was riot a la Grec^ but 
m la Sauvage, To- be drefled a la 
Sauvage \yas to have all that part of 
the frame which was not left unco- 
vered clad in a light drapery of 
flefti colour.. The boddice^ under 
which no linen was worn, (ihifts 
being an article of dr«fs long fince 
rejected at Parfs, both by the 
Greeks and the Savages), was made 
of knitted filk, clinging exactly to 
the fliape, which it perfe<flly dif- 
played; the petticoat was on one 
fide twilled up by a light feftoon : 
and the feet, which were either 
bare, or covered with a (ilk (lock- 
ing of flefh colour, fo woven as to 
draw upon the toes like a glove 
upon the fingers, were decorated 
with diamonds. Thefe gentle fa- 
vages, however, found themfelves 
fo rudely treated whenever they 
appeared, by the fovcreign multi- 
tude, that at length the fafhions of 
Otaheite were thrown afide, and 
Greece remains the Handing order 
of the day. 

" But to return to the Contrac- 
tor, and his ball — after feveral 
hours had paflcd in dancing cotil- 
lons, which the young women of 
Paris perform with a degree of 
perfeftion — a light nympilh grace 
iiiifeen el few here — and after the 
wnlfc, which is now never forgot- 
ten at a Paris ball, had proved that 
the fteady heads of Niobe's were 
not to be made giddy, the company 

V ere led to a fupper furniihed 

V ith Ealtern magniHcence, and de- 
corated with attic tafie. After 
fupper, the folding doors of the 
Saloon were thrown open to a gar- 
Gen of confidcrable extent, beauti- 
fully illuminated with coloured 
lamps, and its trees bending with 
i'lviih clulters oi fruirs of every 
fcalon, and every climaic formed 



of ice, while " fountains poured- 
ilreams of orgeat, lemonade, and 
liqueuers." 



CHRONOLOGICAL HISTORY OF 
BOXING. » 

{Continued from fiage 3 1 8 3/* f^oL XI,) 

ON January i, 1790, the long 
talked of battle was fought at 
Newmarket, between the noted 
Dick Goodifon, rider to the Duke 
of Queenfbcrry, and Sam Chitfney, 
rider to the Duke of Bedford, 
They fought for half an hour ex- 
tremely v» elljUvhcn vidory declared 
for Goodifon, who won, owing to 
fuperior {treng^h and length of 
arms. 

January 4, a battle fome time xle« 
pending, was fought at'Wargrave 
Green, near Lord Barrymore's feat^' 
on a ten foot ftage, between Anr« 
dcrfon the tin-man, and an Oxford 
bargeman of the name of Tom 
Tifcht, which, after a fliort conteft " 
of about fix minutes, was decided 
in favour of Anderfon : Lord Bar- 
I ) more, backed Anderfon. 

February 17, the conteft be- 
tween VVatfon, and Hooper the 
tin- man, took place kt Langlev, 
Clofe, r.ear Salt-hill Will Ward^ 
was Iccond, and Joe Ward, bottle- 
holder to Watfon ; and Johnfun 
fecond, and Butcher bottle-holder 
to Hooper. In a very few fecor.ds 
after they fet to, Hooper gave 
Watfon the firft knock down blow, 
and knocked him down three times 
fucceflively afterwards. After eight 
ropnds, the odds turned very much 
in favour of Hooper, and who in 
conclufion was declared the con- 
queror. They ftood up exa«5tly one 
hundred rounds, and fought orte 
hour and fifty miimtcs. The bat- 
tle took up confidcrably more time, 
much bting fpent in altercation re- 
fpectiiig foul blows, and it was jiot 
till altcruard, Watfon uas charged 

wuU^

with giving the feventh, that it was 
determined againft him. Major 
Churchill and Mr. Afton were the 
umpires, and who were under the 
neccffity of calling in a third. 

March lo, a fevere battle was 
fought at Stoke Golding, neai* Co- 
ventry, between Jacombs, one of 
the Birmingliam heroes, and 
Payne of Coventry ;• they fought 
ninety five rounds, and were up- 
wards of two hours in the confli<h, 
which at length ended in favour of 
Payne, Jacombs was the favourite 
at fetting-to, but his condud came 
very far behind the cool and manly 
behaviour of Payne ; as it was evi- 
dent he placed more dependance 
in throwing his antagonift on the 
railing, and fuch brutal ftiifcs, than 
in fair and open fighting. They 
were both ftruck off the ftage fc- 
veral times during thi? battle, but 
were caught by the fpe^kators, who 
were exceedingly numerous. 

MarcJif 24, the match between 
Crabbe the Jew, and Tyne the 
taylor, was fought in a field adjoin- 
ingto Horton Moor. Atleaft two 
thoufand perfons were preferj^. 
Lcc was lecond to Crabbe, and 
Joe Ward bottle-holder ; Johnfon 
leconded Tyne, and James the 
Waterman bottle-holder. At half 
after two, the combatants appeared, 
and upon dripping, {\k to four was 
laid upon Tyne. 

The firft round, fome very good 
fparring, when they both clofed, 
and ^Jrabbe fell, but gave bis ad- 
verfary a violent blow on the nofe, 
which brought a profufion of blood. 
The eighth round, Crabbe gave 
Tyne a knock down blow, and fell 
upon him. The fourteenth and 
fcventeenth, Tyne again fell, but 
• gave his adverfary a dreadful blow 
on the left eye and the mouth. 
The eighteenth, Tyne dropped 
down as_ if bv defign ; a great crv 
of <» foul ;'' the odds funk five to 
four on Tyne. The twentyfecond 
was an admirable round indeed, it 
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lafted above a mlhute, and afforded 
fome excellent ftrokes of (kill. The 
thirty-fccond, Crabbe down, with 
a fevere blow on, the eye. The 
thirty-third, Tyne (k,ilfully fell, and 
the other flew over him, with , his 
face upon the ilage, which wa*} 
dreadfully fe'vere. The thirty- 
ninth and laft round, Tyne again 
fell with a (light blow, but the 
other was fo exceedingly woi*ii out, 
that he fell on his belly, and could 
no longer (land the contcfl. The 
battle lafted fifty-five minutes. 
Crabbe fparred beft, but the other 
never failed to make a ftroug blow, 
although he fell himfelf. 

Crabbe feveral times attempted 
to chop,' but in this he was always 
difappointed. The event of the 
battle was owing in a great meafure 
to the excellent conduct of John- 
fon. 

Auguft 6, was fought the long 
expedled battle between Perrins of 
Birmingham, and Richards, more 
generally known by. the name of 
the Shrop(hire Hero ; when, after 
an hour and twenty minutes hard 
fighting, vidlory declared itfelf in 
favour of the former. Richards 
was nearly in fize and ftrength 
equal to Perrins. The place was 
near'Shrew(bury. 

Auguft 30, the long expcfted 
battle between Big Ben, and Hoop ^ , 
er the tin- man, was fought at Cha- 
pel Row Revel, near Newbury, in 
Berk(hire, ^hen, aftfer fighting one 
hundred and eighty rounds in three 
hours anil an haU, it was referred 
to arbitration, Hooper falling one 
hundred and thirty-three times 
without giving or receiving a blow, 
which made it irapoflible to bring 
it to a dccifion. It was determined 
a drawn b'acde. 

September 29, the fiqal meeting 
bet^ween the two noted pugilifts, 
Humphries and Mcndoza, took 
place at: Doncafter. More than 
five hundred tickets, at half-a-gui- 
nea each, were iflTucd pn the occa- 

D Q, iiom 
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fion; and the fpot fixed on for the 
coiiteft was an inn yard, bounded 
on one fide, by the backs of th^ 
houfes, and on the other, by a 
ftrong paling, behind which runs 
the river. 

The company having been ad- 
mitted, and the fpeftators taken 
their feats on the benches contigu- 
ou« to the ftage, in three different 
parts of the yard, Humphries, and 
fliortly afterwards Mendoza, ap- 
peared with their refpedive fe- 
conds, bottle-holders, and umpires. 
Humphries mounted the ftage, 
which was about four feet high, 
and twenty-four feet fquare, in 
great fpirits and with wonderful 
gi^ivity, and Mendoza feemed 
equally free from any degree of 
apprehenfion^ 

• The odds in ftripping, were five 
to four, and they were readily ac- 
cepted ; the friends of his antago- 
nift being extremely fang nine, and 
feeming to entertain an idea, that 
it would be impoffiblc to beat the 
Jew, if the blows were waited 
for, and the fight carried on in a 
regular and " Icientific manner. 
Humphries would begin with vio- 
ie.nce, and overpowering his anta- 
gonift wiih impetuous exertions, 
would fruftate ail his arts of de- 
fence, and fpeedily obtain the vic- 
tory. The onfet of Humphries 
was bold, rapid, and vigorous, 
which was repelled with iequal force 
on the lOther fide; and mutually 
clofing, they both ftrugglcd and 
fell. During the feconU round, 
tli«y fought with the fame fpirit, 
and of the two, Humphries flruck 
mod blows, though without over- 
powering his antagonift. The third 
fet to was of long duration ; both 
parties feemed cautious of giving 
or receiving a blow, but what was 
given or received was in Mendo- 
za*s favour, for he terminated the 
round by knocking Humphries 
down. They engaged again for 
fonie moments in much the fame 



manner; but in the fifth fet to^ 
Humphries having aimed a blow at 
Mendozas^pmach, which Mendoza 
flopped, and ftruck him in the face, 
when the hit was returned, and 
Humphries fell. Afte^'this-a great 
number of roimds took place, and 
in almoft all of them, Mendoza 
bad evidently the advantage, and 
Humphries generally dropped, 
fometimes in confequence of the 
blows he received, fometimes front 
an ineffefhial effort in clofing, and 
fometimes not fo much by the force 
of the ftroke, as from that policy 
which is often ufed, and certainly 
fair in boxing. More than oncd 
indeed he fell ^d thou t ft blow^ 
which was againft the articles tsi 
agreement, but this was i>ot much 
noticed, becaufe his condu^ placed 
him above fufpicion of* cowardlGe4 
Though evidently worftcd almoft 
throughout t);ie battle, he occiaficKt* 
ally fought with great refolution-, 
and ftood up a long time to his an- 
tagonift, after one eye v/as clofed, 
his (iheek cut open, and feveral 
other fevcre blows had been re^ 
chived. He even, when pcrfuaded * 
to give in^ requefted them to filiftr 
him to box a little longer. Men- 
doza was as frefli, and ibught as 
well at the end of the battle, as at 
the beginning, whereas Humphries 
was wearied with his exertions, and 
if he had continued the combat 
Would have been unable to fee any 
objed, in confequence of the blows 
which his antagonift was effeAuaUy 
putting in. Indeed the feverc 
beating he had received, rendered 
it impolfible to ftand up any longer, 
without fufFering ftill greater in- 
jury ; Humphries 'therefore gave in, 
zni\\\Q battle was decided \n Men- 
doza's favour. 

Mendoza was confiderably cut 
between the right eye and the left 
temple:, and on the left ear ; he had 
Ukewifc two fwellings on iiishead, 
and received a gafli upon his right 
ribs, in confequence of a fltaight 
forward 
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fbrvrard left-handed btoiv of his 
antagonifl, io the early part of the 
battle at his body. Humphries had 
feveral hits, which drew blood un- 
der his left arm ; his right eye was 
clofed up, and he received a fe- 
vere wound over his left ; his rik^ht 
cheek, and the left fide of his nofe, 
was cut as if with a razor by one 
of Mendoza's fpringing (Iraight 
blows; his upper lip was by the 
fame ftroke fplit, and when he at- 
tempted to wafli his mouth, while 
on his fecond's knee with water, the 
liquor, mixed with the blood, gufh- 
ed throagh the incrfion. In clof- 
ing fights, Mendoza had the ad> 
vantage, as he generally was quick 
enough to introduce his arm be- 
tween Humphries and himfelf, and 
ftrUck the iliort blows neceflary in 
that fituation, .with more facility 
than his antagonift. 

Humphries was carried through 
the crowd on the .fhoulders of hit 
friends, and conveyed in a poft- 
chaife out of the town. Mendoza, 
however, was able to walk after- 
wards on the race-ground. 
. Ths battle began about half paft 
ten, and lafted an hour and ten 
minutes. In the cburfe of about 
twenty minutes, forty to five, and 
ten to one in favour of Mendoza, 
^nd as the battle drew to a conclu- 
fioi^ they rofe higher. 

Humphries had Ward for his 
fccond, Jackfon for his bottle- 
holder, and Colonel Hamilton for 
his umpire. Mendoza for his fe- 
cond and bottle-holder, Joluifon 
and Butcher, and for his umpire. 
Sir Thomas Aprecce. Mr. Harvy 
Afton, a6ted as third umpire to. re- 
fer to, in cafe of any difference of 
opinion that might arife between 
the two former. 

After the battle, money was col- 
lefted as a prize to be fought for, 
by a coufin of IMendoza, and a 
young Weft country boxer of the 
name of Packer. Johnfon fc'cond- 
cd the Jew, and Ward the Chrii- 
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tian. This was a mod fev^e con* 
teft, for .they fought with much 
violence for almoft an hour, and 
were greatly bruifed* On clofiiig 
they tell, when Aaron Mendoza 
being uppermoft, Picker fuddenly 
raifed his knee, and canted him 
head over heels again ft the railing. 
The fomerfet was fo fevere, as to 
conclude the battle in Packer's fa- 
vour,

ROBBERY AND MURDER. 

THREE gentlemen from Lon- 
don, viz. Mr. John Meliifli, 
of Albemarle-ftreet, Mr. William 
Bofanquet, of Biftiopfgate-ftreeti 
and Mr. Peter Pole, of Mansfield- ; 
ftreet, Portland-place^ quitted town 
on Friday, April the 6th, for Wind- 
for, with a .view of hun ing with 
his Majefty's ftag-hounds: thefe 
gentlemen accompanied the hounds 
the next day, ^turday. His Ma- 
jefty, undcrftandiug they were gen- 
tlemen who ranked highly in the 
commercial world, direded tliat a 
deer of much fpeed and bottom 
(liould be turned out on the enfuing 
Tuefday, for their diverfion . at 
Laogley Broom ; a chace of many 
hours wa^ the confequcnce of this 
arrangement; the deer was turned 
out ablaut nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and was taken at three in the 
afternoon, after a run of an unufual 
diftance, between Chertfey and 
Staines. 

After the chace had ended, the 
gentlemen returned to the Caftie at 
Sahhill, where Mr. MtlliO* had 
left his carriage, from which place 
the party fet off for London im- 
mediately aher dinner. Poft liorfes 
were put to the carriage, and 
they were proceeding on thtir way 
to town, when about half an hour 
paft eight, and within a quarter of 
a mile of the Magpies, on Hounflow 
Heath, ihey w^cre attacked by two 

foot- 
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footpads^ who ftarted out of a 
hedge, one of tt^hom flood at the 
heads of the horfes, while the other 
went tothe-fide of the carriage, and 
without any previous intimation, 
iaftantly fired a piftol, the con- 
tents of which pafTed through the 
window on the left hand ^(\t^ 
through the frame of that on the 
oppofite fide; on the windows be- 
ing put down, the afiaffins^ de- 
manded the fire arms m the chaife; 

. they were informed by the gentle- 
men, there were none, whereupon a 
fecbnd piftol was djfcharged into the 
carriage, and their money demand- 
ed. Mr. Meilifh gave his watch, 
Mr. Pole a note cafe, containing 
/ ' fome fmall Bank notes, and Mr. 
Bofanquet gave thetn all the mo- 
ney he had in bis pocktt. Nei- 
ther of them exprefled a defire of re- 
fiftapce, but immediately furren- 
dered their property. After the 
robbers bad obtained their booty, 
and before the carriage was a1- 
low'ed to procec4» 2i third prfiol 
was difch;irged from \k\t right hand 
fide of the carriage, the contents 
of which entering the window in 
an oblique direction, and Mr. Meliifli 
being feated in the left corner of 
the carriage, unfortunately ftruck 
him in the forehead. Mr. Pole 

. (who was^ feated in the oppofite 
corner) received the gun-powder in 
his face and eyes, where it lodged, 
and for a fliort fpace of time de- 
prived him of his fight ; the perfon 
who fired the laft piftol, after ut- 
tering a moft horrid oath, directed 
the boy to drive on. They had not 
proceeded many yards when Mr. 
Bofanquet alked his companions if 
they had received anv injury — to 
which Mr. xMeilifh replied, *« that 
he feared he was hit on the head,*' 
and on coming up to the light at the 
Magpies, his face andcloaths were 
perceived covered with blood ; the 
ball from the laft piftol had entered 
his forehead about half an inch 
above his right eye ; he was much 



exhaufted from the lofs of blood, 
and was carried up ftalr^s at the 
Magpies, aiid laid on a bed. A 
meffenger was difpatchcd inftantly 
to Hounftow for affiftance, and Mr. 
Frogley an eminent furgeon and 
apothecary of that place, in pro- 
ceeding thither," was ftoppcd and 
robbed by the fame gang. The feat 
of the wound was too complicated 
and difficult perhaps for Mr. Frog- 
ley ^sTfaf^Af interference, and h*"e im* 
mediately difpatchcd a mefiengor to 
London, who brought down MeflTrs, 
Blizard, Jones, and RuHi, by whofe 
united aid however, the fituation of 
the bullet could not bc'difcovercd. 
At four o'clock ori Wednefday af- , 
ternoon, the next day, it was the 
opinion of Mr. Biizard and the 
other gentlemen^ that Mr. Melliih 
could not live many hours: he 
was in a violent fever, but perfectly 
fenfible. Mr.NMejliOi made his will 
the fame day. 

An account of this melancholy 
affair was communicated to Sir 
William Addington and Mr. Ford, 
at an early hour on the Wednefday 
morning, who inftantly difpatchcd 
Townfend, Fugion, and Carpmeal 
in fearch of the robbers ; and by 
the accounts given them, they bad 
great hopes of returning to tpwn 
with the tulprits; unfortunately, 
however, the darknefs of the night 
prevented cither the poft-boy or 
the gentlemen in company with Mr. 
M. from giving an account fuffici- 
ently defcriptive to enable them to 
identify the perfons of the rubbers, 
who have hitherto eluded juftice. 

Mr. Mellifli lived till the next 
Monday morning, three o'clock, 
when he expired. 

Fleeting intervals of ferenity 
took place in his mind, but at 
length the fever refumed its influ- 
ence, and carried him off. The 
bddy was brought to town f6r in- 
terment three days after his death. 
Mr. Mellifti was at the head of the 
Eppin^ Stag Hound eftabliibmenr^ 

and 
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and on account of his wayward 
fa'e there was no hunt on the Fo- 
refl Eafter Monday, - \

that before and after robbing thefe 
gentlemen, the faid footpads had 
the' turpitude to fire three piftols 
into the chaife, a ball from one of 
' which entered the forehead of the 
I faid Mr. Mellifti, and foon after- 
wards deprived higi of his life.

THB OAM£ OF IMPERIAL. 

IN order to give that clear idea 
of this game, which wc pro- 
pofe, we fliall begin.with a general 
defcription of it, which will be the 
bufinefs of the firft chapter. In 
the fccond we ftiall fliew the man-, 
ner of making the game, to w;hich 
we fliall add the laws that are to be 
obferved for the well playing of it. 

CHAP. I. 

Containing a General Defrri/titon of 
ihe Game 0/ LfiJteriaL 

They who have fearched for tha 
derivation of this game, tell us, 
that it \vas fo named by a certain 
Emperor, who was the firft inven-- 
tor of it ; but without enquii;i ng 
into the validity of this e|ymo o^y, 
we fliall begin with defcpbing the 
nature of it, by faying, that the 
cards ufed in playing imperial, are 
the fame with titofe ufed at Piquet ; 
that is to fay, the King, Queen, 
Knave, Ace, Ten, Nine,Eight, and 
Seven of each fuit, which make 
thirty- two, or elfe by adding the 
Six of each fuit they make thirty- 
fix. 

Three perfons may play at Im- 
perial, and in that cafe, the fixes 
muft necelTarily be-added; but the 
common method of play is by 
two. Before you begin you are to 
agree: what you play tor, and how 
many Imperials fliall make the 
party, which commonly confift of 
^yQ^ but depends, however, entire- 
ly on tl>e pleafure of tlie play- 
ers, who make them as many or as 
few as they pleafe. 

After thcfe* points 'are fettled,' 
one of the players fhuffles the 
cards and prefents them to his ad- 
verfary, in order to fee who is to 
deal; and as it is an advantage, to 
deal, he that cuts the highefi car4 
deals; whereas at Piquet, he o- 
bliges the oiher to dtal. The 
dtaler' having well fliufHed the 
cards, prcfeuis them to his advef- 

fary 
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£ary to cut, who fhduld cut them 
neatly ; after which, he deals each 
player twelve cards, by three and 
three^or by fourand four; he then 
tnl^ns up the card which is at the 
top of the flock, and leaves it 
turned, and th^t fuit becomes the 
trump. 

There are at Imperial, cards that 
are called Honours, which are the 
king, queen, knave, ace, and fe- 
ycn, whe^i you play with thirty- 
two cards, or the fix when with 
thirty -fix : ^ach honour tells for 
four points, to him that has it, pro- 
vided it is trumps, that is, of the 
fuit turned up. 

Obferve,* that the cards have aU 
ways the fame value, which is the 
common one, that is, as follows : 
king, queen, knave, ace, ten, nine, 
eight, feven, and iiK ; the higheft 
card in the fame fuit always win* 
hing the lower. 

And obferve too, that when there 
arc three players, each having 
twelve cards, there is confequently 
no ftock, fo that to make the trump, 
the dealer turns up his laft card, 
and that fuit is trumps. 

The cards being thus dealt, and 
the trump made, he who is eldeft 
hand begins as a Piquet, by colle6l- 
iag together that fuit of which he 
has the mod, in order to make his 
point, which he then calls, and for 
which, if his adverfary Cannot parr)^ 
jt, that is, tie has not more, he 
counts four; for if he has an equa. 
litv onlv, the eldeft hand counts for 
ie by virtue of his feniority. but if 
the younj^er has more, he in like 
manner counts four for the point. 

But he rhuft examine before he 
names his point, if he has any Im- 
perial, for if he has, he mi-fl (hew 
It, orelfe hecanrot count it. There 
are feveral forts of Imperials, and 
each counts twenty-four poinrs. 

The firfi fort' of Impenal is the 
four kings, the four quetns, the 
four knaves, the four aces, or the 
four fevens, when you play v/ith 
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thirty-two, or the four fixes, whci^ 
with thirty, fix cards. 

The fecond is the king, <^uecn, 
knfive, and ace of the fame lort. 

There is alfo the Imperial, tour- 
nee,, or turned-up Imperial ^ wjjich 
is, when you turn up a king, 
queen, knave, ace, feven, or fix, 
and have ihe other three of the 
fame rank in your hand ; or whea 
you turn up a king, queen, knave, 
or ace, and have the three others of 
the fame fuir, by which you com- 
pleat the king, queen, knave, and 
ace. 

Laftly, there is the won Impe- 
rial, which is, when you have a 
king, queen, &c. and win the 
other trump that makes up the Im- 
perial ; but this takes place only in 
trumps. 

Obfeive, that he who has in hand 
the king, queen, and ace of the 
fame fuit that is turned up, cooiUs 
two Imperials. 

After tlie Imperials are. counted, 
which to be good mufl be called 
and fliewn dotvn on the board ^ ' 
you then call your point, as has 
been faid ; thea he who is eldeft 
hand leads fuch card as he thinks 
proper, to which his adverfary muft 
play in the fame fuit, if he has it, 
and muft take it if he can, or clfe 
trump it, for the renounce is not 
only forbid at this game, but alfo 
the paffing of a card that you can 
win i after this manner all the cards 
are played ; each player then 
counts what tricks he has got, and 
he that has the moft, counts four 
points for every trick that he has, 
more than the {\^ that he ought to, 
have. 

You are to obferve, that when 
there arc three players, he that is 
obliged to play firft, is obliged to 
begin by leading trumps^ and that 
the reft of the game is played in 
the fame manner as by two. He 
that makes more than the four 
tricks he ought to make, counts 
four points for each trick he makes 

morcr 
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more, Snch is In ge^neral the man- 
'Her of playing the Imperial. Let 
us now fee the method of niarking 
and counting the game. 

CHAP.. Hi 

After heaving dealt therc^rds^and 
agreed what you played for, and 
.how many Imperials you intend to 
play, the#e is a little bafketor box 
placed^ at the end of the table, with 
iiflies and counters, that ferve to 
mark the game. Imperial is marked 
with one fifti? and the fours that 
are won with a counter for each 
four, and whei>yOu have fix coun- 
ters marked, you put in their place 
a ^^^ whkh is an Imperial J each 
Imperial l>eing equal to 'twenty- 
four points ^ 

- If the dealer turns up an honour, 
that is, a kirirg, queen, knave, ace, 
Or feven, when the gaip.e is of 
thirty-two, or a fix when of thirty- 
lix cards, he lets up a counter for 
It^ which is equal to four pQints. 

He that trumps with the fix of 
trumps, or the feven when^there is 
ho fix, or with the ace, knave, 
queen, or king, or by playing 
them otherwife, wins a trick, marks 
as many counters which each flands 
for four/ as' he has won tricks with 
his honours. 

He who plays an honour that his 
' ^dverfary wins, by one that is 
higher, inl^ead o^ counting for the 
honour he played, he that u'ins the 
trick marks a counter for each ho- 
nour; in like manner, he that 
plays the feven of trumps when 
"there is no fix, or the fix, and the 
other wins it with a trump that is 
Xiot an honour, he that wins marks 
for jt, though he did not play it. 

He who after the deal isfiniflieti, 
has more than the twelve cards he 
Gu^ht to have for his own game, 
marks four points for each trick 
that he has more thaji the other. 
' The trick confifls of two cards 
when there are t«'o players, and 
of three when there are three.

And fo, as was before faid, he 
that has moft points marks four for 
them, whether they conlift of three, ' . 
four, five, fix, feven, eight,' or nine 
eaj'ds; obferving,^that when 'the 
point is equal, the cldefl cpunts ' 
four for it by feniority. 

YoM fee here the different points 
that are counted, and which col- 
lected together make 4n Imperial* 
It remains to be obferved,* that theie 
points may become void when they 
are under twenty- four, or fix 
counters ; for example, if one of 
the players has made the preced- 
ing deal twenty points, at lead, and 
his adverfary has an , Imperial in 
hand, ; or by the turn-up card, he 
thereby fenders, void , the twenty- 
points of. the other/ who is obliged . 
to take them dowi^ without taking 
down what he may have marked 
himfelf, unlefs the other fhould 
have an Imperial alfo, which ef- 
faces in like manner what points he 
may have. Each Imperial is marked 
by a fifh, in favour of him that ha^ ^ 
it. The Imperial, *which is marked 
when you have coUe6ted fix coun- 
ters together, effaces in lik^ man- 
ner the points which the adverfary 
may have, and is marked as the 
other with a fifh in favour of him 
that has it. l^ie play is thus car- 
ried down, till one of thetwo'play- , 
er& has made the number, of ImpCr 
rials' at which th^'^arty is fixed. 

You are firfl to count the turn- 
up card, then the two Jmpepials . 
which you have in hand,^?* with the 
turn, when they take ptece ;. tbea 
the point j after that the honours 
which are gained in play, and iait- 
ly, what is won by the cards. 

As the moft certain inftrudions 
for plaVing the game is contained 
in the following rules, it is proper 
to refer the reader to them, with- , 
out amufing him with a^ ufelefs 
detail.

12. The Imperials that are loft 
by him that commhs thefe faults, 
are the profits of hi^dverfkry, un- 
lefs he has points to fet off, which 
in that cafe he may do. 

13. He that has an Imperial in 
hand, or by the (urn, when it is 

^ good, effaces his adverfary's 
points: it is the fame wt^en he 
makes up his Imperial by counting 
up "his points. 

14. He that makes an Imperial 
with the points for the cards he 
wins, prevents his adversary from 
having any points marked ; where- 
as he that makes it up by the ho- 
nours that he wins in the play, can- 
not prevent his adverfary from 
marking what he wins by the cards, 
if he wiiis them. 

J 5. The turn takes place in 
Mnifliingthe partv before an Impe- 



rial in hand ; the Imperial in hand 
before the Imperial turned, if there 
is one j the Imperial turned before" 
the, point J the point before the 
Imperial that is won in play ; and 
that Imperial before the honours ; 
and the honours before the cards, 
which are the laft points, that arc 
counted on the game. ' , 

16. Tl^e Imperial turned, and 
that which is won in play, ^e not 
admitted but when you play with- 
out reftriftion. 

17. The Imperial takes place 
only in trumps. 

18. The Imperial of trumps in 
hand goes for two, without co>int- 
ing what is marked for honours. 

19. When the points are equal, 
the cldeft hand only marks for it. 

20. He that quits the party be- 
fore it is finifhed, lofes it, unlefs it 
h€ by mutual confent. 



LORD CAMBLFORO AND L1EUTB» 

NANT PETERSON. "^ 

THE following ft^tement is gi- 
ven in a letter from an .Offi- 
cer of his Majefty's Ibip Ven- ^ 
geance, dated Englifh Harbour, 
Antigua, February 9. % 

«' No doubt you have heard of 
the death of Lieutenant Peterfon, 
of his Majefty's ftiip Perdrix, who 
was fliot by Lord Camelford. The 
circOmftanccs of this new cataftro- 
phe in our annals of naval tranfac- 
tions are as as follow : 

" Lord Camelford has the rank 
of Mailer and Commander, and has 
the command of his Majefly's floop 
of war, the Favourite. The Favou- 
rite and Perdrix were, lying in En- 
glifh harbour, on Saturday, the 13th 
of Jajitiary, at which time Cap- 
tain Fahie, of the Perdrix, was a*h- 
feut in St. I^itfs. Mr. Peterfon 
was firft Lieutenant of the Perdrix. 
Lord Camelford as being Com-" 
manding officer at ihat time in En- 

glifli 
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|B(h harbour, ordered Licotfcnant 
Pctcrfon to row guard in the h^r- 
. bour for that night; this, order 
Lieutenant Pctcrfon refufed to obey, 
Captain Fahic being Lord Camel- 
ford's Senior Officer, and his Lord- 
fliip having, therefore, in his opini- 
on, no right to give the order. Both 
(hips were hauled alongfidc the 
DockTVardf repairing, and the 
Companies of each fhip collected 
round the party in the Dock-yard, 
where the altercation began. Many 
words paffed between the Lieute- 
nant -ind bis Lordihip, hut ftill Mr. 
Petcrfon refufed to obey. . About 
twelve of the crew of the Pefdrix 
came to the fpot armed, in a few 
minutes afterwards; and Lord Ca- 
melford brought fix of his 'marines 
to the place armed alfo. Mr, Peter- 
fon nowJrew up his men in a line, | 
and he flood at their head with his 
fviwd by his fide. Lord Cametfard 
alfo drew up his fix men in a line 
fronting the Perdrix's people, and 
diftanl about four yards. His' 
Lordihip then quitted the place for 
about two minutes, and returned 
with a piftol in his hand, which he 
had borrowed of an Officer of the 
yard. Mr. Pctcrfon was (landing 
> at the head of his men, as before, 
with his f»vord drawn, the point of 
itrefting^n the ground ; inthispo- 
fitroa. Lwd Camelford went up to 

. bim with his piftol iq his hand, and 
6id,«* Do you ftill perlGft in re- 
fufiflg to obey jmy orders ?" To 
. which the Lieutenant anfwered, 
^* Yes, I do refiife." On which 
Lord Camelford inftantly clapped 
the piftol to his right breaft, and 

• fired. Mr.. Pecerfon fell on his 
back immediately, and tiever fpoke 
a word more, of moved, as the ball 
went entirely through his body. 
His corpfe was the^ carried into 
the capftan*houfe, wherjs Lord Ca- 
roelford attended, and examined the 
body. The armed part of the 
crews of the two fliips quietly 
wcnc aboard their owii Ihips j and 



Lord Camelford gave himfcif up as 
,a prifoner to Captain Matfon, of 
the Beaver floop of war, in- which 
fliip he was carried up to the Ad- 
miral in Fort Royal Bay, and there 
tried and acquitted. His Lordftiip 
gave in a very admirable writfea 
defence,, containing eighteen pages, 
very ciofely written. He is now re- 
turned to fhis place, and is again ' 
in cpmmand of his fljip. Lieute- 
nant Pctcrfon w^s a native of Ne- 
vis, of a very refpedlable family 
there, and quite a youth. Two of 
his brothers arc now here, colledt- 
ing evidence, for the purpofe of 
feeing what can be done againft 
Lord Camelford in a Civil Court 
of Juftice. The Coroner's^lnqueft 
on Mr, Peterfon brought in their 
verdi^ — Lofl his life in a Mutiny^ 

*• When the people of St. ^ 
John's firft heard of this tranfacft ion, 
there was a party preparing them- 
felves to Qome to EngHfti Harbour, 
to kill Lord CameUbrd, as this fatal 
afFsfir had filled the minds of the 
lower fort of people full of re- 
venge againft him ; but on being 
informed of the true ftatc of the 
cafe, they defifted from their hof- 
tile vifit. Lord Camelford appears 
to me to be a new character in his 
cla/s. His perfon is not altogether ,, 
unlike the late Lord Gebrgc Gor- 
don's, when he was^of the fame age ; • 
their whimi/m is foraewhat iimilar. • 
Lord 'Camelford provides a table 
of plenty of good frefli meat evecy 
day for the men who are fick in his 
ftiip. He is very fevere in carry- . 
ing on duty ; feldom ties up a man 
but he gets fix or feven dozen la(h» 
es, which is ^ more fevere punifti- 
ment in this country, than what is 
produced by giving the fame num- > 
ber in a northern climate. Al- 
though his Lordihip is a Mafter and - 
Commander, he does not fet an 
expenrfive example by wearing ex- 
travagant cloatbs. He makes ufe 
of no fwabs (gold fhoulder knots), 
but ftill appears in a Lieutenant's 
E 2 uni- 
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uniform. ITis drefs is indeed ex< 
rremely remarka'ble : all the hair is 
Jhcved off his head^ on which he 
wears a monflrous large gold laced 
cocked hat, which, by its -^pp.ear- 
ance, one would think, had feen 
fervice with Sir Walter Raleigh. 
He is' drcfled in a Lieutenant*s 
plain coar, the buttons of which are 
' as green with verdigrcafe as the 
Ihip's bottom j and with this ail 
the reft'o'f his drefs correfponds."

A Singular inftance 6f penury 
occurred in the perfon- of 
John. Little, Efq. bachelor, who 
died laft week at his lioufe in the 
neighbourhood- of K-entifli Town, 
aged 84, where he had refided more 
than forty years. The narrative 
of his life exemplifies the little 
•utility of ^noney when in the ppf- 
fefTion of fuch a man. ■ 

A few da>s prior to his demjfe, 
the phyfician who attended, ob- 
ftrved how highly neceflary it was 
that he fliould occafionally drink a 
glafs of wine. After much perfua- 
ii n ' he w a s i nd u c e d to com ply, but 
by no means would entrud evfen 
his houfckecper with the key of 
the cellar, but infifled on being 
carried down to the door, which, 
pn being opened, he, in perfon, de- 
livered out one bottle of wine, 
M'hen,'it is fuppofed, thatfrom be- 
' ing removed from a warm bed in- 
to a dark humid vault, he was. 
felzed with a fhiverijig fit, which 
terminated in an ^poplecf^c ftroke, 
and. occafioned his death ; and fo 
great was his antipathy to the 
marriage (late, that he difcarded' 
his brother, the only relative he 
had, for not continuing, like him- 
feif, in a ftate of celibacy. 

On his effects being examined, 
it appeared, that he had Twenty-

A New Play under the abpvo ^ 
title was ufliered into public 
notice on Tuefday evemng, April 
17^ for the benefit of Mr. Holman, 
with high pretenfionsj as the pro- 
duction of the late King of Swe- 
den. Frequently have we been in 
the habit qf feeing expectation 
wound to an extraordinary piich^ 
and as miferably diftppointed. But 
in the prpfent inftance, wnthont in- 
velligating the legitimacy of ilje 
claim with rcipe.6l to the nable pa- 
rent, from whom the piece prb- 
felTes to derive its origin,^ we mud 
candidly confefs^ that it- poflefTes 
futficient intrinfic merit to entitle 
it to approbation, without the ad- 
ventitious recommendation of royal 
birth. Whether we conGder it in 
an hiftorical or moral light, it 
boafts an equai, claim to pur unqua- 
lified app^aufe. As. an hiftorical 
drama, it holds forth aleflbn highly 
ufeful and falutaiy under the txift- 
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iog ciraamilances : as a moral per- 
formapce, abilrai^^ed from all poll* 
tical reference, it imprelTcs th(? 
mind with a ftrong conviction of 
the evijs which rdfult from unre- 
flrained inquifjtiyenefs and an un- 
bounded indulgence of the iijale- 
volent paflions of party difcord and 
revenue. 

The fteoje is laid in Polanc^, at 
the Qaftle of the Dowager Coun- 
tefs of Almefton, whofe.two fons 
h^ve efpoufcd oppofite parties in 
the civii wars of that kingdorfl; 
. The eideft, fiding with the unfuc- 
. ce{5>ful competii'or for the throne, 
, is outlawed, and proclaimed a trai- 
tor to the ftate. i^fter an abfence 
pf fix years he returns difguifed to 
his patrimpnialsinheritance, iti the 
vicinity of which he conceals hini- 
felf, in hopes of obtaining an in- 
terview with his mother, and Lady 
Almanda, a Protegee of the Coun- 
tefs, to whorp it^afterwards appears 
he has been privately njarried pre^ 
yious.to his taking part in the civil 
var. In ;he Park he niepts with a 
female domeftic of ihp -Cailje, 
whom he commiffions to deliver a 
letter into Alnianda's own hands, 
ifecuring, as he hopes, her ficlelity, 
dy.a prefehtof a fnm of money. 
The title, and, indeed, the leading 
events of the piece, all hinge upon 
the confri'tution^l propenfity of the 
fipx (m'c hurnbly hope our fair read- 
ers will, not take umbrage at the 
remark) to pry into the frcrets of 
others. The m^^id,- not immedi- 
ately meeting with an opportnnitv 
of delivering the letter to Alman- 
da, cannot refrain from imparting 
the fecret of tier comniil5o-n to 
Lady Anne, the daughter of the 
Countefs. The natural cnriodty 
ctf the fex impels both Lady Annie 
and the l^rvaut to make fe vera! at- 
tempts to difcover the^contents of 
the letter, by peeping betiveen^the 
folds; in doing which the feal isat 
^pngth brokeji. Having gone thus 
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far, they conceive thejr run iio 
greater danger of - dete^ion ;a 
opening it, and reading.it at their 
leifurc ; which they accordi:igIy do, 
and by this means learn that tlie 
flranger in the Park has fecrets of 
the gieateil importance to commu-* 
nicate to AJmanda. 'At this crifis 
the Gov<?rnor of the Province ar* 
rives at the Caftle, b^pg fjomroif- 
(ioned to proted it againil the af- 
faults of banditti and infurgents, 
who, it is apprehended, may medi- 
tate forpe fiidden attack againft it 
in its prefent defencelefs ftate. 
The Governor is violenrlv, but ho- 
nourably, in' love wi^h Alojanda, 
who, from the, delicate circum- 
ftancesin which llie is pkced (hep 
union with Count Almefton being 
cautioufly concealed) labours un- 
der confiderabje difficulty to dif. 
countenance his addrelHes, without 
betraying the important fecret of 
her marriage. The Couiit now 
difcovers . himfelf to the Steward, 
between whom and himfelf a very 
affeding fcenc enfues, on the fup- 
pofed inconftancy of Almanda, 
whofe nuptials with the Governor 
are ejipeifted to be folemnized the 
following day. The faithful ftew- 
^rd conceals his mailer in a fubter- 
raneous i^trea\, the loc^l fituatioa 
of which is known folely to hirn* 
felf. Mean while a Lord Goram, 
an inveterate enemy to the family 
of Almefton, apd a bafe wretch, 
who has crept into power by the 
moft unwgirrantabie and finifte^ 
praiflices, gains intelligence that j^ 
ftranger, of very fufpicious demea- 
nour, has been feon in the domains 
of the Caftl^. Of this circum^ 
ftance h^ eagerly avails himfelf, to 
gratify his revenge, and with that 
diabolical defign |;epairs tp the Caf- 
tje. H? cpnceals the Wack male- 
volent pii^pofes of his heart under 
the mafic of loyalty and patriotifm, 
and by pra<flifing upon'the weakr 
nefs of fei^aie ^uriofity, wrefts at 
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laft the fatal fccret from Lady 
Anne, that a ftranger, whom fhe, 
little dreamirij it to be her own 
broither, fuppofes to be an Ambafla- 
dor from the viiftorious Prince, is 
a6i:ually concealed iii the Cauie, 
and is even apprized of the avenue 
\ kading to his retreat. Gomar 
now attempts to bribe -the fleward 
to betray his matter by the promifc 
of a great reward ; but finding the 
fidelity of this old fervant inflexi- 
ble, he refolves to employ force. 
He returns in a little timc^, efcorted 
by a file of hufTars, and forcibly 
breaks open the gates leading to 
the fubterraneous paflage. Count 
Almefton is now dragged fortTi 
from his concealment, and made 
captive by the foldiery in the prc- 
fcncc of his difconfolate wife, who, 
diftraded with grief, fmks under 
licr unutterable woes, faints, and 
falls t;o the ground. But in the 
moment when Goram flatters him- 
felf that he has the vi6iim of his 
malice in his clutches, and antici- 
pates the hellifh fweets of revenge, 
a band of armed peafants, vaflals 
to the Countefs, nifti forward to 
refcue- their young Lord. Here a 
moft excellent moral lefl^on Is in- 
culcated, which juftly defcrves to 
be noticed with the highefl ap- 
plauie. Count Almefton nobly 
difdains to purchafe his life and li- 
berty at the expence of the blood 
of his honeft friends, whom he fore- 
warns of t&e , danger of refifting 
lawful authority, 'and declares, he 
will rather caft himfelf upon the 
juftice and laws of his country, 
than implicate his brave defenders 
in the crime of treafon. This dif- 
interefted condua on the part oi 
the Count meets with its due -re- 
ward, by the arrival of the Gover- 
nor, who„ ^ter upbraiding Gpmar 
for his deteftable malice, brings the 
welcome tidings that he has pro- 
cured the Count's pardon. This 
aft of generofity he crowns, by 



w\aving his pretenfidns to Almanda 
in favour of AlmefT9n, and uniting 
the lovers, the hufband and wife, 
after fuch a, long and painful ab* 
fence. 

We cannot conclude this flcetch, 
without obferving, that we have 
feldom fecn a play which yielded ' 
us greater gratification. It was, 
indeed, from the cafl oC the plot, 
ftrongly tin6tured with political al- 
lufions, but the fentiments were fo 
npble, fo juft, fo liberal, that they 
called forth the moft unqualified 
applaufe. They w^re of a far fu- ■> 
perior kind to what we.hav? gene- 
rally been in the habit of witnef- 
fing. They were the /emanations 
of true patriotifm, true loya-lty ; and 
not the froth, the vapour, the un- 
fubftantial ebulition of playhoufe 
rant, and unmeaning vociferation. 
The a^ors, it is but juftice to add, 
did ample juftice to the piece. Mrs. 
Pope played divinely, and if, at 
times, flie was tranfoorted beyond 
the ftria modefty of^ nature by the 
exuberancy of her powers, we may 
apply to her the memorable lines of 
Pope, 

" If to \t\ fliare fomc liflc errors fall, 
<( Look k) her face, and you'll forget tbeiQ 
«< all." 

The Prologue, fpoken by Mr. 
Holman, poflefTed con fideVabie 'po- 
etical merit: it contained^ very 
juft and handfome eulogium on the- 
lare King of Sweden, and was very 
ably delivered. And what is not a 
Tittle . remarkable in the prefent 
ftate of the drama, when Prologues, , 
fpeaking in general terms, bear no 
analogy , whateve^r to the play, it 
was ftri^Iy appropriate. 

Of the Epilogue we cannot 
fpeak fo favourably. It was one 
Q^ thofe motly compofitions which 
might be tagged to the end of any 
Play with equal propriety. Mils 
Betterton gave it all the efFeft \\ 
was capable of. 
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EXURCtSB. 

DR. Cadogan begins his cele- 
brated Trcatift oa the Gout 
with a quotation from St. Evre- 
mond. " To enjoy good health is 
better than to command the world ;" 
the truth of which is feldom felt till 
it is too late to profit by it. The 
grand defiderati in this world are 
^competence and health ; without 
the latter we tan enjoy nothing, 
and without the former we have 
nothing to enjoy. Riches acquired 
by honourable induftry, have a 
charm which the indolent are 
ilrangers to ; and health, the refult 
of temperance and exercifc, yields 
the more exquifite fenfation from 
the refledVion, that we hav^deferved 
it by our rational conduA. To in- 
dolence, intemperance, or vexa- 
tion, the author above-mentioned 
afcribes moft of the bodily ills that 
aiQid mankind. But we fball find 
the two latter arc very fcequentlv 
produced by the firft of thefe 
caufcs. When we confidcr the 
nature of moft nliedicincs, we fliall 
perc^i^re they profefs to do what 
judicious exercife will eflPeft in a 
fuperior manner One is a ftrength- 
cner of the folid^, another braces 
the nerves ; this a corroborant ; 
this a promoter of all the natural 
fecretions ; this draught will create 
an appetite, an^ that occafion per- 
fpiration; but the man who has 
fairly tried and confidered the ef- 
fed of ftrong exercife, will bear 
teftimony of its infii^ite fuperiority 
over all the materia medica, and 
all the laboured prefcriptions that 
have bewildered the faculty. The 
ancients indeed confidered the 
regulation of exercife as a mare- 
rial part of regular pra<ftice. Vexa- 
tion will feldom make hea^ againft 
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Its power *. Even intemperance 
is a long time in making inroads^ 
where exercife is oppoied to it. 
Habitual intemperance, it is true, 
muft in the end meet that puniih* 
ment which is due to a vice that 
degrades human nature, and which 
defeats the end it aims at ; for the 
fenfations of the intemperate are 
deftroyed, while temperance, actu- 
ating every pleafure, gives the 
completion of human enjoyment f. 
The conflant ufe of the Bath, as 
efTential to cleanlinefs, is of the 
utmoft confequence to health, and 
it is "aftonilhing 'in fo. affiueut a 

* It raay'fecm a ftrange dei»nition of 
happinefs to fay, that it Codlifts ia a quick 
aad unobHrudted circulation of the blood ; 
but, before we pronounce it extravagant^ 
let us obfervc the efFedl of wine, (hort of' < 
intoxication. Without the fmalieft altera- 
tion of external circumftjinces, the defpond« 
ing wretch, whom every miCchai]ce de. 
preifedy is in a few minutes raifed to the 
full pitch of happinefs^. and laughs at the 
evil which ' before. he dared not face j and 
this effect of the cordial draught is more or 
lefs-ftriking, as the veffels are more or \tU 
obftrufted by" unhealthy humours, whicJi» 
wbenxhey are in great excefs, refid the im- 
pulfe and ftupifa^ion, inftead of exhilera- 
tiun, which is the confequence. Such is 
the connection between the foul and body 
in this ftate of exigence, that the corporeal 
fetters muft be kept in a flate of elafticity xo 
allow the free motion of the fpirit. 

f Women are often the martyrs to indo- 
lence, fronl the erroneous idea, that greats 
exercife deftroys the delicate* texture of the 
flcin ; but the writer of thefe obfervations 
has had the pleafure of witncfling a perfcft 
reputation of this abfurdity, in a woman of 
exquifite beauty and delicacy, on whofc 
cheek the rcfplcndent gtow of healthj<;om- 
pleated the fafc^ation of^ female charms. 
This lafiy made conflant ufe of the Cold 
Bath, and took ij) all weather fufiicient ex- 
ercife, either on foot or on horfeback, to 
keep the circulation in irs full flow. (An 
idle lounge, under the name of a walk, by 
no means anfwer this purpofe.) The grace 
and cafe which (he difplayed in dancing 
threw all rivallhip ,at a diftanre j and, ia 
ftn.rt, "the only ill (he had to encounter was, 
the envy of thofe whofe falfe ideas of luxuiy 
and' elegance, hr«d, at an early period, 
deprived them of th.^ power to captivate.

by him, he was induced to advance 
it to the Bankrupt, through the 
medium of a Mr. Hunt, the Bank- 
rupt's agent. For this fura of Five 
Hundred Pounds, he was to have a 
3Qth fliare in a Faro Bank, about 
to be opened by*the Bankrupt,- and 
from which immenfe profits were 
^xpeded. Mr. Spike admitted he 
was to run ^11 rifque of profit and 
lofs. The bank not being opened 
by the time agreed on, Mr. Spike 
grew uncarfy, and accordingly ap- 
plied to the Bankrupt for his mo- *' 
ney, who paid him intereft'at-the ; 
rate of ^wt per cent, for the time" 
it had been, advanded, and gave 
him his note for the principal. 

It was contended by Mr. On- 
ffow, that as the Bank never was 
opened, nor ihe purpofe for which 
the money was advanced^ carried 
into execution, the original con- 
trad was therefore void : and that 
a new and i?ona fide contrail was 
created, by the Bankrupt's'paying 
IcgaHnterefi, and giving a fair fe- 
curity, and- therefore that Mr.

HIS Royal Highncfa William 
Duke of Cumberland being 
at a Newmarket meeting juft beforfe 
the horfes darted, he miffed his 
pocket-book, containing fomc bank 
notes. When, the knowing ones 
came about him, and offered feve» 
ral bets, he faid, "He had loft his 

money 
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money already, and could not af- 
.lord to venture any more that day." 
The horfe whicU the Duke had in- 
tended to back, was diftanccd, To 
lie confolcd himf^lf, *' that the lofs 
Qt his pocket-book was only a tem- 
porary evil, as he (liould have paid 
^vvay as much had be betted to the 
m>Qrihies of the turf. The race was 
no fooner finifhcd, than a veteran 
half pay officer prefcnted his Royal 
Highntfs with, his pocket-book, fay- 
ing, he had foand it near the (land, 
but not had an opportunity of ap- 
proaching him before ; when the 
JDuke moft generoufly replied, " I 
am glad it has fallen into juch good 
Viands — keep it — had it not been for 
this accident, it would have been by 
this time among the Hack /^^x and 
5}iiey,esof Newmarket.

ter for your Dvikelhip, and he i'm* 
mediately gave it to his Grace, 
who, after reading it, told Bryan, 
*• he was gli^d the bare was comc^'' 
By my (houl, (fays Bryan) and f© 
am I; but pray your Gracefhip U 
my great coat come too,". ..The 
company being informed of the 
particulars, ^pould fcarc; .CQntaic 
themfelvcs at the fcllow^s fimplicity. 
However, the Duke kept his WQrd 
withMr,Na(h, and fent him a>«cfc. 
:Na(h being at York, and having 
loft all bis money, foms qjF. hfe'coift:- 
pajiions agreed to equip hinoj with 
fifty guineas, upon provifo |h^t. he 
(hould ftand at the. great doQC. of 
the ^inft^r.in a blanker, a^rtilp { 
people were coming, outc.-w ! 
church* To this propofal he vank^ 
dily agreed. The Dean pa ding' b]i^ 1 
unfortunately knew him — *' Wbat,i* ^ 
cried the divine, " Mr. Naflt ii 
mafquerade ?" " Only a Ygrlsfiiij:^ . 
penance, Mr. Dean, for keeping 
bad company," faid NaQi, ppiritidDg 
to his companions. Some time af- 
ter this, he won a wage^ of ftill 
greater confequence, by riding 
naked through a village upon ft 
cow. This was then thought a harm.- 
lefs frolic. 

In the year 1725, a giddy youth 
who had juft refigned his fellow- 
(hip at Oxford, brought his whole 
fortune to Bath; without the fmall- 
eft degree of (kill in play, he won 
a fufficient fum to make any un- 
ambitious man happy. His de- 
fire of gain increafing with his. 

gains 
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gains, in the following Ofbobcr he 
was at all^ and added four thoufand 
pounds to his former capital. Mr. 
Na(h one night invited him to fup- 
per« and told him there would come 
a time when he would repent hav- 
ing left the calm of a college life for 
the turbulent profeffion of a game- 
Ifer. " You are a ftranger to me,

you fifty guineas to forfeit twenty 
every time you loofe two hundred 
at one fitting," The young gen- 
tleman refufcd his ofi^er, and was 
at lad undone. 

The late Duke of B— being 
chagrined at lofing a confiderable 
iura, prefTed Mr. Nafh to tie him 
up for the future from playing deep. 
With this view the beau gave his 
Grace one hundred guineas to for- 
feit ten thoufand, whenever he loft 
a Turn to the fame amount at one 
^tting. The Duke loved play to 
diftra'dion ;. and foon at hazard loft 
eight tnoufand guineas, and was 
going to throw for three thoufand 
more, when Nafli, catching hold of 
the dice-box, intreated his Grace 
to refie<3: on the penalty if he loft; 
the Duke for that time defifted, but 
io ftrong was the furor of play 
upon him, that foon after, lofing a 
confiderable fum at Newmarket, he 
was contented to pay the penalty. 

When the late Earl of T— d was 
a youthj he was paflion^tely fond 
of play« Nafh undertook to cure 
him. Confcious of his own fupe- 
ripr fkill, he determined to engage 
the Earl in fingle play for a very 
<:onfiderable fum. His Lordfliip 
loft his eftate; fora^ writings were 
put into the winner's poflcifion ; his 
very equipage was depofited as the 
laft ftake, and he loft that alfo. Our 
generous gamefter returned all; on- 
ly ftipulating, that he (hould be 
paid five thoufand pounds whene- 
ver he fhoiild think prpper to make 
the demand.

DUELLING. 

WE zrt told by tT»e writer of tlie 
Life of Guftavus Adolphus, 
that in -one of the Pruflian Cam- 
paigns, when the pra^ice of duel- 
ling had arifen to a confiderable 
height in the Swedifh Army, not 
only amongft people of rank and' 
fafhion, but even amongft com** 
mon fokliers, this Prince publiibed 
a fevere Edift a^ainft it, denounc- 
ing death agaihlF every delinquent. 
Soon after a quarrel aroie be- 
tween two oificers of very high com- 
mand, and as they knew' the King's 
firmnefs in prefer ving his word in- 
violable, they agreed to rcqueft an 
audience, which being granted, they 
ft ated their caufe of difference, and 
befought his Majefty*s pcrmiffion 
to decide- the affair like meii of 
honour. ' The King took fit-e in the 
moment, *but reprelTed his paffion 
with fuch art, that they eafily mif- 
took him: of courfe, with fon^e' 
reludlance, but under the appear- 
ance of compaffionating brave men, 
who thought their .reputation in- 
jured, he told th<?m that he blamed 
them much for their jajfiaken no- 
tions 
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tions concerning fame and glory ; 
yet as this reafonable determination 
appeared to be the refult of deli he* 
rate refledion, to the beft of their 
deluded capacity, he would allo\v 
them to decide the BifFair at a time 
and place fpecified ; and, " Gcn- 
tlenien (faid he), I will be an eye- 
witnefs myfelf toyour extraoixiinary 
valour and prowefs." 

At the hour appointed Guftavus 
arrived, accompanied by a fmall 
body of infantry, whom he formed 
into a circle round the combatants. 
*• Now (iays he) fight till one man 
dies.*^ Theii calltng the executioner 
of the army to l^im (or rather the 
Frovoft Marihal, as the language 
then^ ran), *» Friend, (faid he) 
the inftant one man is kilie^, be* 
htfad the otiier before my eyes.l' 
Aftonifhed at fuch inflexible firm- 
aefs, the two Generals, after pau- 
£ng a moment, felldo«/non their 
knees, and aiked forgivenefs of the 
King, who made them embrace 
each other, and give their plromife 
to continue faithful friends to their 
lait moihents, as they did, witli Ha- 
cerity and thankfulnefs.

• TURE, BCONOMV, AND DIS- 
EASES OF THE FOOT OP THfi 
HORSE, AND ON THE PRINCI- 
PLES AND PRACTICE OF SBOE- 
Il^IG.

BY an advertifement in the pub- 
lic papers, w^ are to receive 
this (a thin quarto) as the firft of 
four volumes. The author is o^ne 
of thofe children of fortune, that, 
by a lucky coincidence of events, 



has gained the high road to honour 
iEkiid profit; and that by a connec- 
tion of the inftitution, of which he 
is Profeflbr, with the newly adopted 
fyftem of employing Veterinary 
Surgeons in our Cavalry, &c. 
- On this head Mr. Coleman, who 
dedicates his work to the King, 
fays, his Majcfty by conferring oa 
the Veterinary Surgeons, employed 
in the Cavalry, the rank of Com- 
miffipned Officers, has thereby done 
mord to promote the Veterinary 
Art, than could be effe£ked in cen- 
turies. This fjngle aft of his Ma. 
jeily, adds Mr. Coleman^ has not 
only raifed the Art from contempt 
to refpe<ftability, but has already 
ii>duced many medical ftudents of 
liberal education, to .devote their 
fervices to jts improvement; that 
the Dedication may not want a 
welUturned compliment, and which 
is a neccflary ingredient in all De- 
dications,. Mr. Coleman concludes 
by faying, hisMajefty'sdiftinguifti- 
ed attention to, the progrefs and 
cultivation of knowledge in general 
has, in no one ih(hince» been more 
happily employed than in the pre* 
fent, dnce the nobleft and moft 
valuable arts are thofe, which em* 
brace the wideft fpfaere of beoe- 
volence, utility to mankind, mercy 
and relief to the brute creation. 

After fome prefatory obfervati* 
ons on the eQablifhment of the 
Veterinary College, the negleft of 
the Art, &c. Mr. Colemap, by way 
of introdu£tion, proceeds as fol^ 
lows : 

** The praftice of flioeing horfes 
does not" appear to have undergone 
any material alteration in this 
country for centuries ; yet it will 
not be doubted, I believe, but that 
this art is fufceptible of great im- 
provement. Thofe who have been 
employed to flioe }iorfes, and at- 
tend to their difeaies, have never 
a^lcd upon principles of any fort : 
nor could it be expedled that men, 
totally deftituie of all knowledge of 

the 
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die hoffe's foot, and the ufes^bf the 
different paits^ ihouki bcf able lx> 
cut the hoof, and apply a (hoe, 
vithout deftroyiog, or in fame de- 
gree perverting, the intentions of 
nature. Ignorant of chtfmiftry and 
the properties of medicinei unac- 
^juainted /with the ftru£iiu]B. and 
' economy of the animal, it wa& 
knpoffible for them to adopt any 
rational fyftcm : and without (V ftcm 
it was not likely that the prafiicc 
oould ever be rotich impravcd* 
With greater probability of fuc- 
ccfs might we employ an ignorant 
mechanic to fopply the dcfcds of 
i watch, who had never examined 
the fitnation and uic of the wheels 
and the fpring, or any part of its 
^ru£^U7e. We could not eape£k 
iRuch advantage frora^ the labours 
of fuch a man; and yet his em- 
ployment would be lefs intricate 
and difficolt than that of a Farrier, 
who has to- keep in health, or jc- 
move the difcafcs of a complicated 
machine, the internal parts of 
which he has probably never once 
feen. The artift who' attends to. 
the clock or. waich^ or any inani- 
mate machine, begins to learn his 
art fcientifically and properly. He 
takes the machine to pieces; he 
f^es all the parts that enter into hs 
compofitioii ; he learns the fitua- 
tion and ufes of tbcfe parts, and the 
relative importance of each, be- 
fore heattecftpts to remove a tingle 
impediment or defeat. But the 
finithis^rtquiredto preferve various 
parts of the horfc's foot in health 
that he never faw, and reltore 
them, Vt^hen difeafed, to their ori- 
ginal condition, without being ac- 
quainted with their anatomy or 
functions. 

" No doubt many men of great 
natural talents have devoted much 
of their time and labour to this 
purfait : but without Anatomy to 
teach them the "formation of the 
foot, and without phyfiology to in- 
dicate the ufcs of this parts, ^heir 



principles* if they pofleffed any,, 
mufl be fallaciouaor doubifulir and 
the fucccfs of their pra^ic^ vmcer- 
tain. 

*^ As no improvements have 
been, or wecQ Ukely to be madQ- 
by men labouring under thefe dif-p 
advantages^ H mxift be a matter of 
^risat exultatiorn. to the or^inial 
founders and fupporters of the Ve- 
terinary College IQ be informed, 
that upwards ot eighty pupiU hav^ 
been. made acquainted with proper 
principles, calculated to iooprove, 
the practice. They have {^en thr 
parts of whkhthe borfe is iprmQd;. 
they have been taught the fun^iona> 
oi thefe parts ; they have attende4f 
to the difii^reat difeafes inokknt to 
horfes, and the remedies cmptloyed. 
Where thefe have not proved fuc-? 
cefsful, the animal$ have hetsk 
opened after death,, and the difeafed. 
parts examined. We have in this; 
manner been able to demoafjrate,. 
that the opinions formed of^ the 
-difeafes were juftly or erroileoufly 
founded, that we could, or. couuL 
not have done more. to pre£erve 
the life of the animal. 

" The Veterinary Pupils have 
been inih-ndled by a very cdci 
brated Ph^'fician, Dr. Fordyce, in 
the Materia Medica, Chemiftry,' ' 
and the practice of Phyfic. And 
they have hcardXe6kures on Hu-^ 
man Anatomy and phyfiology, and 
on the principles and praaice of 
Surgery, by Dr. Baillie, MefTrs. 
Cruikihank^ Home, Cooper, • and 
Wilfon. The profeffional know- 
ledge of thefe gentlemen, is uni- 
verfally admitted, and above my 
praife. But I think it a duty to 
acknowledge their liberality in giv- 
ing their af&ftance and in(tru6tions 
to the Veterinary Pupils, without 
fee or reward, t ou^ht not Jhcrf 
to. forget the debt wjnch we owe t^ 
the memory of the late celcbrate^s. 
John Hunter, one of the firft and 
beft friends to tliis inftitution* 
nfiitber will I negle^ to acknow- 
ledge 
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ledge the numerous advantages I 
have derived sfrom the ioAriK^ns 
of my particular friend. Mi*. 
Cfine; to whom I am indebted 
not only for any attainments I may 
have made in the (ludy of Human 
.AnatQmy, but alfo for having di- 
re^ed my attention, and given me 
much inforiaationj on my prefent 
fubjed. "' ' 

" The improvements that can 
be made by any individual, mud 
be trifling, and not worthy of na< 
tional fupport; but the accumu- 
lated talents ami induftry of iall the 
Veterinary Surgeons, directed to 
one obje^, muft ultimately be at- 
tended with great and manifold^ dif'- 
coveries. 

"'The public have already de- 
rived fome advanfiaee from^ the 
Veterinary College, m renira for 
the liberal grants that have been 
made by Parliament. Moft of the 
regiments «f regular cavalry in 
England,, have been fupplied with 
Veterinary Surgeons; and I be- 
lieve that there is no regiment in 
his Majedy'sfervice, which has had 
an opportunity of feeing the Vete- 
rinary pra^ice, oppoied to the 
former fyAem, thac would not feel 
a pleafuro in bearing teftimony to 
the advantages which Government 
has already derived from their ap- 
pointment. I 

« The horfes of YAi Miajcfty's 
Mod Honourable Board of Ord- 
nance, have been fliod very fuc- 
cefsfully for two years on the plan 
employed in the College ; and the 
greater part of the Britifh Cavalry 
ar6 now ihod in the fanys manner. 

** A proper mode of ihoeine is 
^rtainly of more importance than 
the treatment of any difeafe, or 



triples o{ (hoeing are txoC wdi Mtir 
dcrfiood, then the praaice b©» 
cwnes pernicious; then, inflead of 
preventing, we arc creating difeafes. 
Now as all horfes employed re« 
quire to be conflantly ihod, fo nXL 
horfi^s are liable to be difeafed, jf 
the principles and pradicc of Ihoe- 
ing are erroneous; and when dif*- 
eaie takes place, iamenefs is a fre% 
quent confequence. 

*♦ If, therefore, it be a fad thaC 
the common pradice of (lioeioi^ 
engenders difeafes, while the prac» 
tice here recommended preiervcs 
Horfes' feet in their natural fiate • ' 
then it will be admitted, that great 
benefits rcfult to the public from 
its general adoption. And that the 
praaice may be faithfully executed 
in the army, a farrier from each 
regiment of cavalry has been per- 
mitted to attend the College, to 
learn the pradical part of flioeing. 
This plan was thought neceflary> te 
remove the prejudices of the FaN 
riers, and to prevent their oppofi^' 
tion to the principles of iboeiog 
fecommcnded at the College, and 
adopted by the Army Veterinary 
Surgeons. 

It is notorious that th^ commoa 
pradice of ibodng produces corns, 
contraded feet, and many other 
difeafes ; and it is a fad now afcef. 
taioed, that theie difeafes may be 
prevented. 

The intention of this pufolicatiofi 
is to make the principles atid prac- 
tice of the Veterinary College 
more generally known. Some 
Gentlemen, from novelty, fome 
from partial information, and others 
from convi6iion of its utility, have 
employed horfe-ihoes very fitnilar 
to thofe ufed at the College. But 
perhaps of' all the difeafes' incident, to the compleat fucce& or the fyf.

Where the hoof is cut improperly, 
the (hoe mufi fail of fuccefs ; not 
perhaps from any fault io the con< 
ilru^ioaof the (hoe, but from its 
application. Ncverthelefs it will 
not be foflnd to require more me- 
chanical dexterity to cut the hoof 
properly than improperly ; and the 
bed form of Ihoea is made with as

The Bream, 

THE time of the bream's fpawn- 
ing is in June; his chief refi- 
dence is in ponds ; he is a bony 
£{h, and very flow of growth. 
From Saint James's tide to B^tho- 
lomew tide is the beft time to an- 
gle for him, and the beft time of 
the day in that feafon is, from fun- 
rife to eight o'clock, in a gentle 
ilream, 'the water being rather 
thick, and curled with a good 
breeze. He delights in the deepeft 
and wideft parts of the water, and 
if the bottom is clear and fandy it 
is the better. His baits are gen- 
tles, red -worms, gilt- tails, and 
grafshoppers : when he takes your 
bait he makes for the opp'ofite 
Ihore, therefore give him play, for 
though he is a ftrong made iifli, he 
will not ftruggle much, but in two 
or three times fall on one fide, and 
you may land him very eafily. hn^. 
gle for him with a' ftrorxg line, 
with gut at bottom, the hook No. 
4, and throw iti the place you in- 
tend to angle for him, a ground 
bait made of malt- grains, bran, 
blood and clay, the night before ; 
and you may iilh with two or three 
lines, plumbed to different depths, 
and follow the method which is 
laid down for the carp. 

The Pike, 

The Pike is a very long lived 
fifti, according to Lord Bacop and 
Gefiier, who fay he outlives all 
others. He is called the tyrant of 
the waters, and will almoft feize 
upon any thing ; nay, unnaturally 
devour his own kind. He fpawns 
in February or March; the beft 
pike are thofe that are found in ri- 
vers, thofe in ponds are not near 
near fo good : the lai:oer he is, the 
coarfer the food, and fo vict ver/a.

He feeds on fmall fifties an<^ frog'* 
and on a weed called pickerel, 
from which fomc afler^ he derives 
his being ; he is a folitary, melan* 
choly, and bold fifti, always being 
by himfelf, and never fwimming 
in ftipals, or in company with other 
fi flies. There are two ways of 
angling for the pike, by the ledger 
bait and the walking bait, i^irft, 
the ledger bait is that fixed in one 
certain place, and which the an- 
gler may leave, and angle for 
other ^{h : of this kind the beft is 
fome living Ijait, as a dace, gudge- 
on, roach,, or live frog. To apply 
it, if a fift), flick the .hook through 
his upper lip, or back fin, then | 
faftening it to a- ftrong line, tea 
or trt-elve yards longj tie the 
other end to fome ftake in the 
ground, or ftump of a tree, near 
the pike's haunt ; letting the line 
pafs over the fork of a ftick, placed 
for the purpofe, and fufpcndipg 
the hook, by a yard of the Ihie in 
the water ; but fo, as when the pike 
bites, the fork may give way, and 
let him have line enough to go to 
his hold, and pouch the bait. If 
you bait with a frog, put the arm- 
ing wire in at his mouth, and out 
of his gill ; then tie the frog's leg » 
above the upper joint, to the armed 
wire. Secondly, the walking bait 
is that which the fiflier attends to 
himfelf, and is called trowiing; 
from the French of troller to move, 
or walk about. Before . I ptoceed 
any farther in this mode of angling 
for the pike,. I fliall give the an-, 
gler a defcripiion of the kind of 
rod, line, and hooks, neceiTary to 
be ufed. Your rod muft be a 
ftrong one, and ringed for the line 
to pafs through, and about three 
yards and an half long ; your line 
about thirty yards long* wound 
tipon a winch, to be placed on the 
butt end of your rod, and with 
which, you may always keep youf 
line to a^y length ; and at the end 
of your line i^ext the hook, let 
K thcr« 
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theK be a fwivel. The hooks that 
are moft general, are the two fol- 
low ihg ones ; they are formed and 
baited in this manner. The firft is 
no more than two (ingle hooks 
(though you ^ay buy them made 
of one piece of wire) tied back to 
back, with a ftrong piece of gimp 
between the flianks: in y^hipping 
the gimp and hooks together, make 
a fmill loop, and take into it two 
links of chain, about an eighth of 
an inch diameter ; and in the lower 
link (by means of a ftaple of wire) 
fallen by the gres^ter end of a bit 
of lead of a conical figure, and an- 
gular at the point. The fecond 
hook may be eitheit fingle, or dou- 
h\ty with a long fhank, and leaded 
two inches up the wire, with a 
piece of lead about a quarter of an 
iRch'fquarc at the greater or lower 
end; fix to the fliank an armed 
wire about four Inches long, and at 
. the top of the wire, about half a 
yard of gimp, with a loop at the top 
of that : to bait this hooK, you mult 
have a brafs needle about feven 
inches long ; put the loop of the 
gimp, on the eye, or fmall curve 
of the needle ; then thruil it into 
the mouth of the fifli, and bring it 
out at his tail, drawing the gimp 
and wire along with it, till the lead 
is fixed in the belly of the bait fifh, 
and the hook, or hooks, are come 
to hJs mouth, then turn the points 
of the hooks towards his eyes, if a 
double hook, but 'if a fingle one, 
-dire^ly in a line with his belly, and 
tie his tail to the arming wire very 
neatly with white thread ; I always, 
whether the hook bedouble or fin- 
gle, put a fmall piece of a worm 
on the -point, or points of it, 
\irhici) prevents their pricking the 
pike w'hen he takes it, for if it 
does he will inftantly leave it. To 
bait the former, put the lead into 
the mouth of the bait fifh, and 
few.it wp,^ the fifh will live fome- 
time ; and though the weight of 
the lead will keep his head down- 



wards, he will fwim with nearly 
the fame eafe as if at liberty. Ei- 
ther of the former hooks being 
baited and faflencd to the fwivel, 
caft it into the water, and keep it 
in conftant motion; fometimes 
letting it fink, and at others raifmg 
it gradually, chiefly throwing it in- 
to the parts of the pond, meer, or 
river, where his haunts are moft 
ufual ; as near banks, under flumps 
of trees, by the fide of buU-rufbes, 
water docks, weeds, or bufhes ; but 
in any of thefc places you need 
never make above a trial or two 
for him, for if he is there he will 
inftantly feize the bait. When he 
has taken it give him line, and let 
him run to his hold and pouch it; 
allow him in general five minutes 
law, then ftrike him, and divert 
yourfelf witb him as you pleafe. 
But, if after he has run off with 
the bait to his hold, and refts there 
but about a minute, and then runs 
quickly off with it again, do not 
ftrike him until he has rcfted a fe- 
cond tim« ; and no^ then, until the 
five minutes are expired, unlefs he 
runs off again before they are; 
which, if he does, draw a tight line 
and ftrike him immediately ; if he 
refifts very much give him line 
enough, which will fgdn exhauft 
his ftrength ; and when you pull 
him towards you do not do it vio- 
lently ; for if you do he will launch 
and plunge in fuch a manner, th^t 
though he may not be able to break 
your tackle, yet he will tear away 
his hold ; nay, even his entrails, if 
he is hooked there ; but if you feci 
him come eafily towards you, wind 
up your line, until you fee >hiro ; 
then if he ftruggles again very 
much, give him line again ; and fo 
proceed till you have killed him; 
by following which method you 
will foon accomplifh. The pike 
biles bcft from the middle of fqm- 
mer to the end. of autumn, about 
three in the afternoon, in clear wa- 
ter, ruffled with a gcnde gale ; but 

in 
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in winter all day longi, and in the 
fpring he bites early in the morn- 
ing, and late in the evening. The 
befl baits for him are fmall roaches, 
dacesi bleakes, &c. if the day be 
dark and cloudy ; but a gudgeon is 
the beft, if the water is clear, and 
the day bright and fine. Your live 
baits fhoiild be kept in a tin kettle, 
with holes made in the lid, that 
you may change your water often, 
which will keep them alive a long 
while; your dead ones in a tin box 
' made for that purpofe, with bran, 
which dries up the moifture that 
hangs about them, and -contributes 
to prefer ve them longer. Angling 
for the pike at the fnap is to let him 
run a little, and then to ftrike hjm, 
the contrary way from whence he 
runs, with two ifrong jerks ; in this 
method you muft ufe a double 
fpring hook, which is to be had at 
any of the fhops, and your tackle 
mufl: be very ftrong. The fnap is 
bcft ufed in March, when they are 
fpawning ; at which time they are 
iick, and lofc their ftomach, though 
they will then take your bait, but 
immediately throw it out of their 
mouths; therefore ftriking them 
when they firft take the bait is the 
only way to be even with them, 
which is called angling at fnap. 
The way to bait the fnap hook is 
thus : make a hole with a fliarp pen 
knife in the fide of the bait fi(h, 
then put the gimp that is fattened 
to your hook into it, and draw it 
out at the mouth, till the fpring 
hook comf^s to the place whefe the 
incifion was made ; which, when it 
is, put it into the belly of the fifh, 
then have a piece of lead, about the 
fize of a horfe-bean, though of an 
oval form, with a hole through it 
from end to end large enough for 
the ^imp to go through ; draw it 
down to the fifties mouth, then put 
it in it, and few it up. Or, you 
may make an incifion in, the fkin 
only, and draw the gimp out at<he 
bone behind the gills, then ^nter it 



again under the gills, and bring it 
out at the mouth, which I think is 
the bed method, becaufe the hook 
has only the fkin to hinder its fix- 
ing in the pike ; whereas in the 
firft method it inuft pierce through 
the flefli and fkin before it can 
touch him, and if it is not very lafge, 
may hook him fo flightly as to fpoil 
all your fport. There is alfo a 
method to take pikes with, called 
huxing. Take thirty or forty blad- 
ders, blow them up, and tie them 
clofe and ftrong, and at the mouth 
of each, tie a line longer or Iherter, 
according to the depth of thef wa- 
ter ; let the line or lines hang al- • 
ways about mid- water; at the end 
of the lines, let hooks be armed, 
and baiting them either naturally or 
artificially, put them into the water^ 
with the advantage of the wind, 
juft as to make them move gently 
acrofs the pond : the pike having 
taken the b^it, will bounce about 
with the bladder, to the infinite di- 
verfion of all the fpedators ; when 
he is almoft fpent take him up. If 
the wtiter is broad a boat is neceC- 
fary. 

, i Ibal! now communicate to the 
reader, a method which I have 
taken more pikes and jacks with, 
than any other way. The hook 
which you muft ufe, is to be like 
the firft hook that I . have mention- 
ed^ with this exception otily, that 
the lead of a conical figure muft be 
taken away : then before you fix * 
the fwivel on the bottom of the 
line, put on a cork float that will 
fwim a gudgeon, then put on your 
fwivel, and fiiL your hook and gimp 
to it : put a fwan fliot on your gimp, 
to make your float cock ^ little, and 
of fuch a weight, that when the 
hook is baited with the gudgeon it 
may do fo properly. Your gudge- 
ons muft be kept alive in a tin ket- 
tle : take one, and ftick the hook 
either through his upper^lip, or 
back fin, dnd throw him fnto the 
likely haunts before-mentioned, 
K a fwini- 



fwimnaing at mid water. When 
the pike takes it, let him run a lit- 
tk, as at the fnap, and then ftrikc 
him. In this method of pike fi(h- 
' ing, you may take three kinds of 
fifli, vjz. pikes, perches and chubs. 
It is lo murdering away that the 
generous angler fhoiild never wia 
It, except he wants a fzw wifljes to 
prefetit his friends with. 

Rules to be obfervcd in trowling 
September and Oaober are the befl: 
months for trowling, becaule the 
weeds are then rotten, and the 
fifhes are hi with the fummer's 
feed. March is the beft for the 
fnap, bccaufc, as I have faid be- 
fore, they then fpawn, and are 
fick, and therefore never bite 
freely. 

A large bait intices the pike to 
take it the moft, but a fmall one 
takes him with greater certainty. 

•Always both at trowl and fnap, 
cut away one «f the fins, clofe at 
the gill« of the bait fifli, and ano- 
ther at the vent on the contrary 
fide, which njakes it play better. 

Let no weeds hang on your bait, 
for if they do, the pike will not 
touch it ; and alway throw it into 
the water gently; for if you throw 
. it in harum fcarum it intimidates 
him. 

When you have a bite, and the 
fifli goes down the ftrtam, it is 
commonly a fmall one : but on the 
contrary, if he fails flowly upwards 
with the bait, it is a fign of a good 
one; great fiflies in general bite 
more calmly than fmall ones ; for 
the fmall ones (hatch and run away 
with the bait without any delibcra- 
tion» but old fiflies are more wary. 
, Be careful how you take a pike 
out of the wateir, for his bite is ve» 
iiomous ; therefore if you have not 
a landing net, put your finger and 
thumb into his 6yes, and take him. 
out that ivay. 

Both at trowel and fnap always 
have one, or more* fwivels on the 
line, which will prevent its keck- 
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ing, and make it play better in the 
water.

Brown George, got by Gold- 
finder, is remarkably ' vicious.— lu 
1791, he trotted from Invcrncfs to 
Gordon Caflle, diftance fifty-two 
miles, in three hours and fifty mi- 
nutes.— In the fame year he was 
trotted twenty -one miles, to cover, 
in one ho\ir and twenty minutes; 
and Lord H. being difappointed of 
his hunter, rode him a very fcvcre 
chace with fox-hounds afterwards. 
In 1792 he trotted from Gordon 
Caftlc tp BamfF, and back again, the 
diftance fifty miles, in three hours 
and twenty minutes. — In 1793, he 
trotted, for fifty guineas, froita Gor-* 
don Caftle to Fort George and 
back again, diftance eighty-four 
miles, in feven hours and ten mi- 
nutes, being fifty minutes within 
the time allowed him. In the fame 
year, be trotted from Aberdeen to 
Gordon Caftle, diftance fifty-two 
miles, in three hours and forty mi- 
nutes — In 1797, he trotted from 
Fort George to Pitmain, diftance 
fifty-one miles, in four hours and 
twenty-five minutes. 

This horfe has performed fevcral 
other remarkable feats in the trot- 
ing line; is now twelve years old; 
has been in conftant work for feven 
years, during which time be was 
never known to be cither lanje or 
tired; and to this day is perfe£kly 
frefli on his legs, vvhich were nc- 
ver, upon any occafion, in the 
leaft either puffed or fwellcd.

CBLEBRA7ION OF THE MAT 
GAMES, AND THE REASON OP 
THEIR SUPPRESSION* 

IN ancient times it was ufual for 
the Citizens of London to divert 
themfelves in the woods and mea- 
dows with May games ; a fpecies of 
entertainment not confined to the 
niiddle and lowerclafles, but equally 
purfued by people of ^he highcft 
rank. 

In ijij King Henry VIII. and 
Queen Catherine, accompanied by 
many Lords and Ladies, rode a 
Maying from Greenwich to the 
high ground of Shooter's Hill, 
where they found a company of 
200 tall yeomen, all clothed in 
green, with green hoods, and bows ' 
and harrows. One, who was their 
Chieftain, was called Robin Hood, 
and defired the King and all his 
company to flay and fee his men 
fhoot; to which the King agreeing, 
he whittled, and all the 200 dif- 
chargcd their arrows at lonce, jvhich 
they repeated on his whiftling again. 
Their arrows had fomething placed 
in the heads of them that made them 
whiftle as they flew, and altogether 
made a loud and very uncommon 
noife,. at which the King and 
Queen were greatly delighted. 

The gentleman who aifumed the 
character of Robin Hood then de- 
fired the King and Queen, witll 
their retinue, to enter the green 
wood, where, in arbours made with 
boughs, Inter OHxed with iiowers, 
they were plentifully fervcd with 
venifon and wine by Robin Hood 
and his men. 

About two years after this, the 
citizens were extremely exafperated 
at the encouragement given to fo- 
reigners ; and a prieft, named Bell, 
was -per^iaded to preaph againft 
them at the Spital, where, in a very 
infiamina; 
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iaflainiog fermon, he incited the. 
people to oppofe all Grangers; this 
occaGoned frequent quarrels in the 
llreetsj for which fome Engiijhmen 
were committed to prifoa. 

A rumour being propagated, that 
on May-day all the foreigners 
would be 'aflaifinated, Cardinal 
Woolfey fent for the Lord Mayor, 
and feveral of the City Council, 
and exhorted them to preferve the 
peace. 

On the evening before May-day 
a Common Council was held, when 
it was refolved, that lio man fliould 
Air out of his hoiife after niae 
o'clock, but keep his doors (hut, 
and his fervants within till nine 
in the morning. 

This order had not been long if- 
fuedy when one of the Aldermen 
obferved.two young men at play in 
Cheapfide, and many others look- 
ing at them. He would have fent 
them to the Compter, but they 
were foon refcued, and the cry 
raifed of ** Prentices, prentices; 
clubs, clubs!" Inftantly the peo- 
ple arofe; by eleven o'clock they 
amounted to 600 or 700 ; and the 
^crowd fliUincreaiiug, they refcued 
from Newgate and the Compter 
the prifoners committed for abufiog 
the foreigners; while the Mayor 
and Sheriffs, who were prefent, 
made proclamation in the King's 
name ; but, inftcad of obeying it, 
they broke open the houfes of ma- 
ny Frenchmen and other foreigners, 
and continued plundering them till 
three in the morning, when begin- 
ning to difperfe, the Mayor arid his 
attendants took 300 of them, and 
committed them to the feveral pri- 
fons. 

While this riot lafted, the Lieute- 
nant of the Tower difcharged feve- 
ral pieces of ordnance againft the 
city, but without doing much mif- 
chief; and about five in the morn- 
ing ieveral of the nobility marched 
thither with ail the forces they could 
alTemble. 



On the 4th of May the Lord 
Mayor, the Duke of Norfolk, the 
Earl of Surrey* and others, fat upoa 
the trial of the offenders, at Guildy 
hall, when thirteen were fentenced 
to be hangedy drawn, and quarter* 
ed ; for the execution of whom teo 
gallowfcs were fet up in different 
parts of the city, upon wheels, to 
be removed from ftreet to flrcet^ 
and from door to door. 
' On the 7th feveral others were 
found guilty, and received the fame 
fentence as the former,' and foom 
after they were drawn upon hurdles 
to the uandard in Chcapfide ; but * 
when one was executed, and the 
reft were about to be turned off, a 
refpite came, and they were re- 
manded back to prifon. 

After this, the Mayor, Recorder, 
and feveral Aldermen, went ia 
mourning gowns to wait on the 
King, atGreenwich, where, falling ' 
upon their knees, the Recorder, ia 
the name of the reft, begged that 
the King would'havc mercy on them 
for their negligence, and compaf- 
iion on the offenders, whom he re* 
prefented as afmall number of light 
perfons. 

His Majcfty let them know that 
he was really difpleafed, and that 
they ought to wail and be forry for 
it ; for, as they had not attempted 
to fight with thofe whom they pre- 
tended were fo fmall a number of 
light perfons, they muft have wink- 
ed at the matter. He therefore or- 
dered them 1:0 repair to the Lord 
Chancellor, who would give them ^ 
an anfwer. Upon this tliey retired, 
deeply mortified. 

Being informed that the King was 
to be. at Wefiminrter Hall on the 
22d oi May, they refolved to repair 
thitlier, which they did, with t!ie 
confent of Cardinal Woolfey, the 
Lord High Chancellor. , 

The King fat at the upper end of 
Wcftminfter Hall, under a cloth of » 
ftate, with the Cardinal and feveral ^ 
of the nobility;, and the Lord 

Mavor, 
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Mayofi AldermefSi and feveral of 
the Common Council atten'ded. 
The prifontrSi who then amounted 
to about 400, were brought in their 
fliirts, bound together with cords, 
and with halters about their necks ; 
and among them were eleven wo- 
men. 

The Cardinal having ftarply re* 
buked the Mayor, AldermcH, and 
pommonalty^ for their negligence^ 
told the prik>ne|rs, that for their of- 
fence a^ai nil the laws of the realm, 
and againii his Majefly's crown and 
digoity, they defervcd death 5 upon 
which they all fet up a piteous cry 
of ♦* Mercy, gracious' Lord, mer- 
cy;" which \Q moved the King, 
that at the earned requeft of the 
Lords be pronounced them pardon- 
ed; upon which, giving a great 
ihout, they thr^w up their baiters 
towards the top of the hall, crying 
•* God favc the King." 

After this affair the May Games 
were difcon tinned.

CRRONOLOGICAt HISTORY OF 
BOXING. 

{Concluded from page 29. ) 

ON Monday, January 10, i 791^ 
was fought the long depend- 
ing battle, between Watk>n, a well 
Icnown and fcieniific bruifer, and 
one Davics, a butcher, of Briftol. 

The place pitched upon wat 
Coal Harbour, in Gloucefterfhire, 
tvhere the parties met at the time 
appointed, attended by their fe- 
conds. Ward was fecond to Wat- 
fon, and a friend of Davies per- 
formed that part oh his fide. Wat-, 
fon was the favourite before the 
battfe began, the odds being five 
to four in his fsivour. 

The combatants fct to, and in 
the firft round feemed to have the 
beft, but in the courfe of the fe- 
cond, the fuperiority of Davies 
over Watfon, in ftrength,* as well 
as judgment, .was fo evident, that 
the odds changed almoft immedi- 
ately to two to one agajlnft Watfon, 
and Davies then became the favou- 
rite. 

The battle lafted three q^uarters 
of ai\ hour, during which time how- 
ever, a conCderable* fliare of judg- 
ment was fliewn on both fides, and 
viftory was never more obflinately 
conterted. Davies continued the 
favourite for the remainder of the 
battle, but Watfon fought with 
greatfpirit and refolution, and we 
aro» inclined to think, from the 
great fums of money that were 
laid npon him before the, battle 
began, that fomc perfons were 
conCderable lofers, and the know- 
ing ones were taken in ; WatfoiV 
being fo much the favourite. 

After three quarters of an hour's, ' 

hard 
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hard fighting, vi^ory was declared 
in favour of Davies; but not till 
Watfon was entirely cxhaufled, 
and fo much beaten, that he could 
not ftand up any longer. 

A very great concourfe of peo- 
ple aflfembled on the occafion; and 
the amateurs, it was faid, was e- 
qually fatisfied with the conduift of 
the conquered, as well as the con- 
queror. 

Jan. 17, the battle between Big 
Ben and Johnfon, took place at 
Wrotham, in Kent. The particu- 
lars of this battle is faithfully de- 
tailed in the life of Big Ben, in our 
Ma-^azine, vol. iv. page 77. 

March r, a pitched battle took 
place at Stockbridge, in Hamp- 
shire, between a father and /ou\ 
and, after a fevere conteft of forty- 
fix minutes, was decided in favour 
of the father. A great number of 
people were prefent, amongft 
whom were many gentlemen, who 
made a handfome col|e6tion for the 
viftor. 

March 21, the long cxpeAcd 
battle between the two noted War- 
lyickftiire pugilifts, Faulkner and 
Thornhill, was fought at Studley, 
for One Hundred Guineas. The 
cpmbatants fet to about twoo'clock, 
and after a hard fought battle of 
fifty minutes, viftory declared in 
favour of Faulkner, who was fc- 
qpnded by Ryan, Williams bottle- 
holder ; Lee was fecond to Thorn- 
hill, and Biggs« bottle- holder 
Fauljtner's judgment and activity 
wa« raanifeft rhroughout the batr 
tie; but Thornhill was the ftrong- 
efl man, and only fell by one knock 
down blow during the conflict, ex- 
cept by that on which he yielded 
the viftory,a blow on the neck near 
the jugular vdn, the vein having 
flood up manfully the whole timp j 
the concourfe of people was im- 
picnfe on this occafion. The door 
money, to upwards of Eighty 
Pounds ; two thirds of which was

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to ^o to the winner, and the re- 
mainder to the lofcr. 

July 7, Martin, the Bath butcher, • 
fought Bligh, the Coventry ribbon- 
weaver, at Enfiiam, in Oxfordfhire,, 
for Fifty Pounds, which, after a 
long and fevere conteft, was won 
by Martin. The odds were fix to 
four on Bligh. Brooks was fe- 
cond to Bligh, and Ring fecond to 
Martin. 

April a8, a battle was fought on 
Marfhfield Downs, near Briftol, be- 
tween two Weft country pugilifts, 
Snailum and Hailes ; which, after a 
fevere conteft of one hoar and 
forty minutes, terminated in favour 
of the latter. 

June the 13th, a pitched battle 
was fought in a field near Mary-le* 
bo^e, between 1 1 ■ an African, 
and the noted Treadaway, which, 
after a fevere conteft of thirty-five 
minutes, in which the Black gave 
inftances of a6livity, fcience, and 
courage, nbt to be exceeded by the 
moft (kilful amateurs, by which 
Treadaway was carried fenfelefs off 
the field. Treadaway was nevei* 
before beat. His ' fecond was 
Hooper the tin man; and the fe» 
cond to the Black, Peter Bath. 

June 22, the long expefted fight 
between Ward and Mendoza, \va$ 
to have taken place at Stoken 
church, in Oxfordftiire, but was 
prevented by the interpofition of 
the Magiftrates. 

On intimation of this, the parties 
ftopped at Uxbridge, and it was 
there propofed that they fhould 
fight in Fennex*s Cricket ground 
there, and orders were given for 
erecting a ftage j but after various 
obje<5lions on both fides, it was 
agreed on the part of Ward, by the 
Duke of Hamilton, and on the 
part of Mendoza» by Alderman 
Macaulay, that the battle ftiould be 
fought at Doncafter, in September, 
and that all the bets ftiould (land 
over, 

L Afttr 
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After this point was fettled, two 
battles were fought on the Turf; 
tH^e one by two followers of the 
crowd, which was well fought, and 
obftinately contefted for near an 
Jiourj and the other, by Symonds 
the Ruffian, and a countryman^ of 
the name of Gowleit, in which 
th?re was much game, but no ap- 
pearance of (kill. 

After feveral rounds of hard 
fighting, the Rudian flruck, and 
fell without being ftruck in return, 
and the Countryman kicked him as 
be lay. 

This put an end to the battle, 
which was firlt declared to be loft 
on the part of the Countryman, 
and the bets paid ; but after a con- 
futation, it was pronounced a 
drawn battle, and aH.bcts paid, re- 
funded. 

September 25, the fecond and 
much talked of battle between 
George the Brewer, and Pickard, 
was lought near Shipfton-upon- 
Stour, and in a very fhort lime, 
Ceorge again proved victorious. 

May 14, 1792, William Ward 
and Mendoza, fought in Smitham 
Bottom, beyond Croydon : on fet- 
ting-to, the bets were in favour of 
Ward ; but Mendoza ihewed his 
fu(3eriority throudiout the conteft, 
except in the . fourteenth round, 
when Ward placed a blow upon 
the right jaw of Mendoza, which 
brought him wdth great violence to 
the ground. Mendoza however re- 
covered, and from that time knock- 
ed his antagonift down till the 
twentieth round, when clofing, af- 
ter a fevere conteft, in which feve- 
ral heavy blows where given and 
jcceivcd, both the combatants came 
to the ground. 

Mendoza, however, fell upon 
Ward : at the conchifion of the 
twenty-third round, Ward yielded 
the palm of vi«f^ory to Mendoza. 
Johiiibn was fecond to Mendoza, 



and Jack Butcher bottle-holder ; 
Joe Ward was fecisnd to Ward^^ 
and Jackfon bottle-holder. Um- 
pires, Mr. Harvey Afton and Mr. 
Watfon. A vaft concourfe of peo- 
ple wtjre prefent; irmongft thcra 
were the Duke of Hamilton » 
(Ward's patron) Alderman Ma-' 
cajsley, and many fiajhing lads from 
the metropolis. Near one hundred 
carriages, and fix hundred horfe- 
men upon the above occafion. 

September 15, a fevere battle 
was fought at Lanfdown near Brif- 
tol, between Cox, a noted pugilift, 
and a n^an, known by the name of 
Spaniard Harris, a collier, for forty 
guineas. Cox was fecondcd by 
Watfoni, and Harris by Joe Ward. 
At four o'clock in the afternoon, 
the parties mounted the ftage, and, 
in a few minutes* after, let too. 
Cox appeared to have the advan- 
tage for a confiderable time, beiag 
the moft powerful man of the two ; 
the beis were three to one in h js 
favour ; at length he began to (hift 
and avoid his antagonift's blows, 
and Was moft dreadfully cut. . 

The contcft lafted nearly an 
hour, when vidtory was declared in 
favour of Harris, Cox giving in. 
A great number of the faihionablc 
amateurs were prefent. ..

DESCRIPTION OF THE EXTRAOR- 
DINARY SALMON LEAP AJ 
BALLYSHANNON, IN IRELAND, 

By A MODERN TRAVELLER. 



THE Salmon in coming from 
the fea, are neceflarily' 
obliged at Ballyfhannon, to leap up 
thiscafcade; audit is hardly cre- 
dible, but to thofe who have been 
cye-witnefles, that thefe fiih (hould 
be able to dart thcmfelves near 
fourteen feet perpendicular out of 
the water; and, allowing for the 
curvature, they leap at It^aft tw enty. 
I remained hours in obferving 
them i they do not always Succeed 
at the firft leap, fome'times they 
bound almoft to the fummit, but 
the falling water waflies them dovvn 
again; at other times they dart 
head-foremoft, and fidelong upon a 
rock, remain ftunned for a -few 
moments, and then ftruggle into ' 
the water again ; when they are fo 
lucky as to reach the top, they fvvim 
out of fight in a moi?ient. They 
do not bound from the furface of 
the water, and4t cannot be knovvn 
from wh^t depth they take their 
leap ; it is probably perfornrved by 
a forcible fpring with their tails 
bent ; for the chief ftrength of 
moft filji lies in the tail. ,They 
have often been iliot, or caught 
with ftrong barbed hooks fixed. to 
a pole, during their flight, as it 
may be termed, and inftances have 
been known of women catchirig 
them ill their aprons. At hi^h 
wat^r, the fall is hardly three feet, 
and then the fiili fwim up that eafy 
acclivity without leaping. Some- 
times 1 have feen, at low water, 
fifty or fijcty of thefe leaps in an 
haut,^nci at oi\^r times only two 
'La or 
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or th*c. I placed myfelf on a 
rock on the brink of the cafcadf, 
fo that I had the pleafure of feeing 
the furprifine efforts of thefe beau- 
tiful fifti clofe to me, and at the 
bottom of the fall, Porpoifes and 
Seals tumbling and playing among 
the waves; and fometimes a Seal 
carries off a Salmon under his fins.

He, reprobates, 
in a becoming and forcible man- 
ner, the ufe of lacerating and tor- 
turing bits, trammefls for pacing, 
' /hoes of advantage, we'ghts on the 
loins, and all fuch abfurd and ille- 
gitimate methods of training the 
horfe ; recommending from^ right 
reafon, and his own experien<:e, 
the adoption of mild bits^ and none 
other than gentle and pcifuafivc 



methods, attempered with firmnefs, 
and occafionally neceflary feverity. 
This rational and manly pradite 
he confirms with the philofophic 
obfervation, that whatever con- 
qued is obtained by mere violence, 
is only exterior and temporary. 
The reader will I truft excuft mr, 
if (fcduccdby my natural inclina- 
tion) I am rather dilfufe upon the 
merits of a writer who is the ad- 
vocate of humanity. 

" Baret treats of breeding, and 
of horfemanihip in all its diiferent 
branches, but not of veterinary me- ' 
dicine. He corre6ls Morgan in 
fome peculiar notions, and con- 
demns his conflant recourfe to 
phyfic, which, in his own opinion, 
fhould be fparinglv exhibited in the 
ftable. The mort valuable part of 
his work, is'that which treats upon 
breaking, riding, and management. 
It is fomewhat remarkable, that 
the feat on horfeback, recommend- 
ed by Baret in the reign of James I. 
is precifely tbe fame as that prac- 
tifed by our jockies and fporting' 
men of the prefent day; as are 
alfo bis rules for the management 
of btood mares, and the early 
training of racing cattle. He alio 
defcribes and recommends (under 
the denomination of a help) the 
wriggling motion of the bridle in a 
race, as we itee it pradftifcd at pre- 
fent, by jockies. The canter after 
water (fo much decried by fome 
writers) prevailed in his time, and 
had his approbation. It appears, 
by his book, that in tbofe days it 
vyas a common cuflom to match 
their hunters to run. after the 
hounds. He particularizes the 
bell courfe, or regular race ; the 
race to and again ; the race back 
and again, with the wild-goofc 
chace ; which lafl I apprehend to 
be the fartie, as has been fince 
caHed fteeple-hunting." 

Mr. Lawrence, after fome con? 
eluding obfervations on Baret, and 
hia partiality for the manage, pro- 

Q^ed^ 
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ceeds to mention De Grey, who 
was an • advocate for breeding 
horfes, upon the plan pf having the 
foals dropped in winter; and next 
Snape. 

** Snape," he fays, " was far- 
rier to King Charles IL and the 
little he has \th^ proves him to have 
been a writer of a very diflFercnt 
chara6ter from the laft- mentioned. 
He publi(hed the Anatomy of the 
Horfe, availing himfclf of the la- 
bours of Ruini, and other Italian 
anatomifts, in aid of hi^ovvn prac- 
tical, pbfervations. Tliis fyftem 
has (ince been the conftant ^nide 
of all our veterinary ^^-^riters; and 
is, doubtlds, a very fufficient one 
for any perfon who has been bred 
to the profeffion of furgery, and 
defires to obiain a knowledge of 
hyppiatric anatomy. Snape intend- 
ed, it feems, to have written a re- 
gular treatife on the difealVs of 
horfes, but from whatever caufe of 
difa[)pointment, he publiflied only 
fome Ihort notes on a few of them. 
This is to be regretted, if we may 
judge from his obfervations upon 
the glanders, and the foundered 
foot, which are in the higheft de- 
gree judicious, and prove him to 
have, been far fuperior in rational 
knowledge to his cotemporary ve- 
terinarians. The late Edward 
Snape, farrier to George III. has 
frequently aflured me, that he was 
lineally defccnded from the famous 
farrier of that name. 

" That loyal and illuftrious cava- 
lier, the noble Duke of Newcaftle, 
the one haU (but whether the bet- 
ter, or not, let the ponderous vo- 
lumes of each decide) of " that 
(lately pair," in the fame reign, fa- 
youred the world with a folio upon 
the fubje(^ of horfes. There is 
but little in his Grace's work at all 
applicable to the prefent times, or 
indeed at all interefting ; unlefs it 
be his defcriptions of the horfes of 
ditferent countries, in which it may 
be prefumed the Duke (being a 



great amateur) had more experi- 
ence than could be attainable by 
any private perfo^i."

rowed of the byeilandcrs, till they 
refiifed to lend him another guiirca. 
At laft Mr. M— was prevailed 
upon to advance him ten guineas^ 
on condition that if he did not re- 
pay hiro^ on that day fe'nnight, he 
lliould give him half a crowm every 
time he ihould alk him for pay- 
ment. My Lord agreed. The 

week being expired, Mr. M r 

took every opportunity of afliing, 

and Lord thought himfetf 

cheaply excufed for haif-a-crown, 
till the next Bath feafon came on, 
when Mr. M , before a nume- 
rous company, thus addrefled his 
Lordfliip:— *' My lord, Ifcorn to 
take interefi for your ten guineas; 
your lord (hip has, at two and fix- 
pence a time, paid me twelve 
pounds : there is a guinea and an* 
half, and remember, 'tis not the 
want oi fortune fo much as want of 
thought ^ which has occafioned your 
prclent diftrefs." 

In 1696, Nicks, a noted robber, 
robbed a gentleman at Gad's-hill, i^n 
Kent, about four in tjie morning. 
Nicks apprehending he was known 
to the perfon he had robbed, made 
for Gravefend, where he loft a fi^ll

; — A houfe in the country ! —

bledon !— arid G— d d n you, 

where is your ettate ? 
** Your affectionate grandfather, 
** petbrborough/' 
An anceftor of the celebrated 
M. Calonne, was remarkable for 
bis attachment to the fports of the 
geld, and for prefcrving his vigour 
and ftrength, both of nyind and bo- 
I dy, to an extreipe old age* At the 
age oi eighty -five, he ufcd con- 
f&ntly, every day, to take the ex- 
I ercife of riding : a friend, one 
! morning in the autumn, met him 
I oa horfeback riding very faft : 
" Where are you going in fuch a 
I hiirrv this rnonung," enquired the 
I gipntieman. " Why, Sir," re< 
jt plied the old gentleman, facetioufr- 
ly, " I am riding after ray eighty - 
founh year.*' *• 

Broughton, the famous pugitift, 
attended (his patron) the Duke of 
Cumberland, on one of his military 
expeditions to the continent, wh^re, 
on being ihewn a foreign regi- 
ment of . terrific appearance, the 
Duke afked him, if he thought h? 
could beat any of the men who 
compofedit: upon which Brough- 
ton anfwered, '* Yes, pleafe your 
Royal riighnefs, the whole corp*, 
with a bieakfaft between every 
battle." 

Mihon, that glory of BritiOi li- 
terature, received not above ten 
pounds, at two different payments, 
for the copy of Paradife Loft. -Yet 
Mr. Hoyle, author qf the Treatife 
on the Q?ime of Whift, after hav- 
ing difpofed of all the firft impref- 
fions, fold the copy to the book- 
fcller for two hundred guineas. 

The Duke of Argyle is well 
known to have had a connexion 
with a lady of the name of C — p- 
b— II, by whom he had a natural 



fon ; to whom he gave a polite 
cducatien, and, at a proper age, 
made intercft for him in the guards, 
in which corps he foon figured as a- 
Captain. The Duke was fenfible 
the young man's pay could nat fup* 
port him with proper dignity ; he' 
accordingly allowed him the foi- 
towing genteel' ftipeod, thougii 
ibme what whimfical. The Cap- 
tain found upon his bureau every 
morning, a clean ihirt, a pair of 
ilockings ditto, and alfo a guinta. 
This extraneous allowance was 
meant to prevent him from gaming. 
But i)cit Jharks knew his connexions, 
and according to the gambling Lex- 
icon^ had him at the befi ; in a word^ 
they tickled the Captain for a thou- 
&nd. The Duke heard of his fon's 
difafter$ but took no notice of ir, 
till his foa's dejected appearance 
made fome misfortune apparent,

When Foote heard that F— d, 
the clerk of the arraigns, had 
brought off Loolcup, who was in-r 
dieted for perjury, by a flaw in the 
indi6tment, Foote faid to him, 
w hi lit playing a game ac whift, 
" By G-— d, F — ^d, you can do 
any think, after bringing off Look<» 
up.

Foote never could lofe an op-* 
portunity of being fmart, let it be 
at whofe expence it mightj or upon 
ever fo melancholy an occafion. 
The unfortunate Dr. Dodd belonged 
to a Whift-club, of which Foote 
was a member. The Do£lor bad 
had a great run o^ ill-luck, and was 
sn the gameftcr's phrafeology Tied- 
up ; that is, he received a guinea to 
pay twenty, if ever he played again 
tor above a guinea. On the day of 
the Doctor's ^execution, a gentle- 
man called upon Foote, who had 
been to fee the Doctor go to the 
fatal tripod. *' I have been,'* faid 
the gentleman, " to fee the unfor- 
tunate Doctor meet his doom. I 
fuppofe he is launched into eternity 
by this time." " How fo/' fays 
Foote, ** you know be was Tied- 
tip long ago." 

Lord Barrymore betted a large 
fum of -money upon Johnfon and 
Big Ben, at Panbury, in Oxford- 
fliire, when the former fought Per-^ 
rins,- the Birmingham giant, and 
Big Ben fought Jacombs. Lord 
Barrymore was on the 11 age with 
fome other perfons of diltinftion 
during the conteft, and it was ima- 
gine4 by all, that by the (hifting and 
falling of Ben, that he would get 
the worft of it.

AS the odds in horfe-racing can- 
not be reduced iiuo regular 
tables, as thofe arc in cock-fight- 
ing, it will not be unnecefl'ary, fgr 
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j that feafon, ti) poinl out the roethoti 
\ how to calculate them occafionally, 

which I &all endeavour to do in as 
i plain .and eafy manner as poffible ; 
[ and the more fo as this treatife may 

i^e confulted by fome Sportfrntia 
, whgi are not converfant in figures. 

Firft, you are to under (land, the 
expectation on. an event, is con- 
fidered as the prefent^certain value, 
or worth, or whatfoever fum or 
thing is depending on the happen- 
ing of that event. 

Therefore, if the expeftajtion on 
an event, be divided by the value 
of the thing expected, on the hap- 
pening of that event, tlie quotient 
will be the probability of happen - 
inc. . • 

I EXAMP^LE r. 

I Suppofe two horfes, viz. A and 
B, to Hart for Fifty PoundSvand 

I ihere are even 'bets on both fides, 
jt is evident that the prefent value 
or worth of each of their expecta- 
tions, will be TweAty-five Pounds, 
and the probabilities f-^ or 4. 

For if they had agreed to divide 
die prizQ between them, according 
asthe t^ets'il^quld be at the time 
pf their ftartii)g, they would each 
pf them be entitled to Twenty-five 
founds ; but if A had beq^ thought 
fo much fuperjbr to B, that the 
jjets had beeq three to twp in his 
favour, then the real value of A's 
expectation, would have been 
Thirty Pounds, and that of B's 
qnly Twenty Pounds, and their fe- 
deral probabilities ||. and |^. 

EXAMPLE II. 

Let us fuppofe three horfes to 
ftart for a, fweepfiakes, viz.

But as fome perfons may be at a 
lofs to know why I fcleft the num- 
bers thirty-nine and thirty -five,lt 
IS reqnifite to fhew fuch as have 
the lead knowledge of the Sliding 
Rulr, how they may readily find 
them. 

RULE. 

Set one hundred and fixty-four 
upon the line to A, to one hundred 
and forry-fcven upon the Aider B, 
and then look all along till you fee 
two whole numbers, whicn (land 
exa(^Iy one againfl: the other (or as 
near as you can come:), which in 
this cafe you find thirty- nine on A 
to fland againft thirty five on the 
Aider B (very nearly). But as |^ 
and .J4{. are in the loweft terms, 
there are no lefs numbers, in the 
fame proportion as one hundred and 
fixty-four to one hundred and for- 
ty-fcven; thirty-nine and thirty- 
five being the neareft, but not quite 
exaft.

It fometimes happens when only 
three or four horfes dart, that fome 
of the knowing ones will undertake 
to poft them, that is, to name the 
particular order in. which each 
horfe will come in, viz.

For two muhiplied by three is 
equal to fix ; and as there are ^mh 
ways that thty may change places, 
and only one way for them to come 
in the fame order, as A, B, C, it is 
very plain that it is five to one 
againfi their coming in the fame 
order; and as two multiplied by 
three, multiplied' by four, is equal 
to twenty-four, fo four bells may 
be changed twenty-four ways, and 
five bells one hundred and twenty 
ways, &c. 

In order to explain this fome- 
what more, let us fuppofe three 
tickets equally alike, one marked 
A, the fecond B, and C laft, and 
to be rolled up and put into a bag, 
and a perfon to draw them out 
blindfold one by one, it is five to 
one they do not come out in the 
fame order, viz.

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THE GAME OF COMMERCE. 

THIS Game is played with an 
entire pack of fifty. two cards, 
which ail keep their natural value, 
tfxcept the ace, which ftands for 
eleven, and is above the kiog, as 
the King is above the Queen, &c. , 
Commerce cannot be played by 
' iefs than three pcrfons ; and it may 
be played by ten, or even twelve. 

After having cue for the deal, the 
dealer (huffles the cards, and they 
are cut by his left>hand man ; he 
then gives three to each player, be- 
sinning with him on his right hand : 
he is at liberty to deal them iingly, 
or >\\ three together, in order, as 
the faying is, not to amufe the 
board. 

Every one has a certain number 

of counters before him, which they 

'eltimate as they pleafe, and of 

• which each player puts down one 

for his Ibke. 

The defign at this game is to get 
s the point, the fequence, or the tri- 
con ; for which purpofe tbey ar- 
range their cards, as they are dif- 
pofed to make one or other of them, 
of which here follbwsthe explana- 
tion : — 

The point is two or three cards 
of the fame fuit, the higher difan- 
nuls the lower, and one card is no 
point. 

'^The fequence is what at piquet 
is called tierce; tiiat is, ace, king, 
queen, knave, ten, &c. obferving, 
that the higher aUays takes place 
off the lower. 

LafVly, the trlcon is three aces, 
- three kings, three queens, &c. the 
higher ftiVl effacing the lower. 

As there are only thefe three parts 
in the game, he that has the higheft 
p»int"" wins when there is no fe- 
quence or tricoa; lo he .that has the 
highefl feqtience wins when there is 
no tricon; the tricon winning in 
-'preference to the fequence, and 
the fequence to the point. 

He ihat deals, is; called the ban- 



ker; and the flock is called the 
bank. The banker has feveral pri- 
vileges, and he has alfo feme difad- 
va mages, as we Ihall fee bertafter. 

There is no card turned up at 
this game, as there is no trump. 

When the cards are dealt, the 
banker places the flock before him, 
and fays, ^7/o ivlU trade f The 
eldeft player having examined his 
hand, fays, for ready money^ or / 
barter \ of which he has the choice; 
and fo the fecond, third, &c. 

Trading for money, is to take of 
the banker a^card from the flock in 
room of another card that you give 
him, which he places under the 
(lock, and you pay the banker a 
counter for that card. 

Trading by barter is changing a 
card with the player otj^your right, 
and nothing is paid for that ; and 
in this manner they commerce each 
in turn, till one of them has found 
what he wanted> 

He that is the fird that finds the 
point, the fequence, or the tricon, 
(liews down his game, and is not 
obliged to (lay till the other players 
begin a frefh tour, after that is 
found; and if one of them has a 
hand that he choofcs to (land, and 
(hews it down without trading, thofe 
that are to fpeak after him, cannot 
^rade that tour ; and Jf he is the eld- 
eft hand, nobody can trade. 

When one of the players has 
(lopped the commerce, he that has 
the higheft point, fequence, or tri- 
con, wins, and they begin a frefh 
deal ; he that is on the right hand 
of the banker dealing. 

We fliall now (Ijew the privileges 
and advantages of the banker. 

And firft, he receives a counter 
from each player that trades for mo- 
ney for every card that he gives 
fiom the frock. , 

He gives nothing to any one, al- 
though he trades with the bank. 

Jf there (liould be an equality of 
points among feveral players, and 
there is no fequence or tricon, the 

bai:iker 
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banker wias the poul \\\ preference 
to the other player5- 

Though he gives nothing for 
trading with the bank, he receives 
neverthelefs a counter from each 
player, who trades with the bank, 
when he wins the party. 

He can equally, with the other 
players, trade by barter ; .and he 
muft like wife furnifh his left hand 
neighbour with a card from his 
game, if he defires it without mo- 
ney. 

Let us now fee the difad vantages 
of the banker. 

And firfl, whatever game he may 
have, if he does liot win the poul, 
he is obliged to pay a counter to 
him that wins, becaufe he is always 
fuppofed to have been at the bank. 

If he has point, fequence, or tri- 
con, and does not win the poul, 
becaufe another, player has one that 
is higher, he pays a counter to each 
player, to which the other players 
are not liable. 

So you fee, that as he has fome 
advantages, it likewife fometimes 
happens, that though he has drawn 
little or nothing from the bank, he 
is forced tp pay more counters than 
he has received,. 

it is needlefs to make a feparate 
article of the laws of this game, as 
they are contained in the directi- 
ons we have given : we (hall only 
add, that if the pack is found falfe, 
or if the deal is wrong, or that 
there fliould be a faced card, there 
muft be a new deal. 

This game, which has nothing of 
the oid one but the name, the 
manner of playing it being new 
and more divening. It is a w^vj 
focial ganne ; for as wc have faid, a 
dozen perfons may plav at the 
fame time ; and it is a Game of 
Commerce, as you win or loole in 
proportion as you eftimate your 
counters. 

They formerly played till one gf 
th^ players had loft his ftake, 
which fgmeames carried the game 



too far, and fometimes by tfie i|l 
luck of a player, it was finiilied 
juft as it begun : it is more eligibfe 
therefore to regulate the number 
of tours, as at quadrille : when 
there are twelve pl«jyers, th^y may 
therefore play ^sit tours, and, in 
proportion, as the number is lefs. 
A tour is till each one of the play, 
ers has dealt once ; and the party 
is commonly finiflied in aboat . an 
hour. ' • 



THE HONEYGUIDE. 



WHILE travelling in the in- 
terior of Africa, Mr. Parke 
had frequent opportunities of ob- 
ferving the condud of a remarka- 
ble bird, called the Honeyguidc. Ic 
is a curious fpccies of tho wokow, 
and derives its name from its fingu* 
lar quality of difcovering wild ho- 
ney to travellers. Honey is the 
favourite food of this bird; and 
morning and evening being the 
time o\ feeding, it is then heard 
calling in a Quiil tone cheir^ cherr, 
which the honey-hunters c<uefully 
attend to as the fummoirs to th ! 
chace. At laft the bii d js obfer^t- 
ed to hover for a i^yff minutes over 
a certain fpot, and then filently re- 
tiring to a neighbouring buft, or 
other refting places, the huntfcrs 
are fiire of. finding the bees neft 
in that identical fpot, whether it 
be in a tree, or in the crevice of a 
rock. The bee-hunters never fail 
to leave a fmjjl portion for tiieir. 
conduilor, but , commonly take' 
care not to leave fo much as 
would fatisfy its hunger. The 
bird^s appetite being only whetted 
by this pariimony, it is obliged to 
commit a fecond treafon, by difco- 
vering another bees neil, in hopes 
of a better falary. It is further 
obferved, that the nearcf the biixi 
approaches to the hidden hive, tiie 
more frequently it repeats- its 

-call, 
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call, and fecms the more impa- 
tient. 



LAW PROCEEDING INTHE COURT 

OF king's bench, may 9, 

In relation to Money loft at Gaming by the 
. Jatc Wcfton, who fuffcred death for 
fwgcry. 



COWAN ^. BERRY. 

THIS was a rule calling on the 
' plaintiff to (hew c^ufe why 
his declaration, which coniifted of 
four hundred and eighty counts, 
fhould not be reduced to ten counts, 
and why he (hould not pay the cofts 
incurred fropi the fuperfluous length 
of his dcclaiaiion. 

This was an ac'^lion of an Aft of 
Parliament, paiTed in the reign of 
Queen Anne, to recover the penalty 
of ten timts the amount of what 
the defendant was alledged to have 
played for at unlawful games, which 
penalties amounted in all to one 
million f<*ur hundred thoufand 
pounds. It «'as contended on the 
part of the defendant, that neither 
Judge or Jury could (it to try fuch 
a ^aufe as this j it was to know how 
toapply thcnito any evidence that 
could be examined in any rational 
time. The very exptnce of the 
trial, independent of any other con- 
iideration, as to the event of it, 
would be between 700I. and loccl. 
and which fum the defendant had 
no fccurity that it (houid be return- 
ed 10 him in the event of a verdi6l 
being given in his favour. That 
there were other declarations again ft 
twenty other perfona, each contain- 
ing five thoufand (heers, ready to be j 
delivered if the Court (hould refufe 
to reduce the prcfent one. That 
in this way, any private man, who 
never faw a gaming-table, might be 
ruined, if any perfon chofc to 
fuc him for penalties in this man- 



ner; for he muft defend himfelf, 
aUhough the plaintiff fliould fail to 
make outany cafe againft him; that 
of iifeif would coft abpve loool. 
Here the defendant was charged 
with' having played with thirtv- 
two perfons for ,180 days; it 
was impoffible for him to (hape a 
defence to an accufation of this ex- 
tenfive kind ; for he could not tell 
on which of the charges the plain- 
tiff would infift at the trial, &c. 

On the part of the plaintiff it was 
contended, that he muft make out 
a cafe againft the defendant by legal 
evidence, before he could recovex 
any thing, that the difficulty of the 
thing was therefore caft upon him. 
That, as to the reducing the decla- 
ration to ten counts, there would 
be no objedion to that, provided 
the defendant allowed the plaintiff^ 
to fubdivide his action, and proceed 
upon what penalties he thought in 
the firft inftance, and take others as 
he thought 4it, by fubfequcnt acti- 
ons; but if the plainiilf was now 
to reduce his declaration to ten 
cou^its, he might happen to hit 
upon thofe counts on which hiscvi. 
dence might fail him; for witneflcs 
in thefe cafes were not willing wit- 
nelTes in general: perfons who ad- 
dicted themfelvts to gaming for 
large fums of money had, from the 
faftiionable follies of the prcfent 
times, conceived an idea it was 
againft the rules of honour to give 
evidence of thefe tranfa£tions ; 
therefore, by compelling the plaiq- 
titf to make choice of any ten 
counts in his declaration, and 
abandoning the reft, was compel- 
ling him to make choice in the 
dark; and if, when focircumfcri bed, 
he (liould fail, he would have no 
remedy as to the remaining penal- 
ties ; for, in that cafe, the ftaMite of 
limitations would debar him. from 
brHiging another action. 

The whole cafe being argued at 
great length, the Court were unani- 
moully of opinion, that the plain- 

' tiff 
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tiff ought not to be circumfcribed, 
as the defendant defired in this 
cafe; that the defendant ought not 
to ftielter himftlf under the enor- 
mity of his own olfencfe if he was 
guilty; and therefore, after fome 
moral reflections from Lord Kcn- 
yon, upon the prevailing vice of 
gaming, the rule was ordered to be 
difcharged with cofts.

At the late races at Chei* 
ter, this fcandalous behaviour feems . 
to have been carried to its height ; 
the confequences attending it, 
however, will, I truft, prove a fuf- 
ficicnt warning to others, and pre. 
vent a like conduft in future. In 
one c^fe, the horfes that came in 
firft and fccond, were both deemed 
diftanced, for driving another out 
of the cdurfe ; the other inftance 
was attended with the moft melan- 
choly circumftances, and happened 
by the grofs* mifconduft of a 
Jockey, of the name of Car (rid- 
ing a four-year old colt of Captain 
Pigott's), who drove little Weft- 
lake (five ftone), riding a three- 
year old of Mr. Lockley's, out of 
the courfe completely into the 
crowd ; the confequences of which 
were, that one man, and Mr. 
Locklcy 's colt, were both killed on 
the fpot, a gentleman knocked o^ 
his horfe and much bruifed, an4 
little Weftlake was precipitated 
over' at leaft ten or a dozen horfes, 
and confcquently, but for a mira* 
cle, muft have been killed alfo. 
Painful as fuch events muft be to 
every feeling mind, the bare ipen, 
tion of them alone, I fliouldhope, 
will be fufficient to induce every 
true fportfman, to prevent fimilar 
accidents in future ; and this 1 con- 
ceivc might effedually be done by 
Noblemen and Gentlemen, Pro- 
prietors of Race Horfes, not only 
making it a ftanding rufe to give 
N the 
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tb^ ftnfteft orders to their Jockics 
to ride fair, but for their own ho- 
nour, to make an example of any 
one that fhall prcfume to a6b other- 
wife, by inftantly difcharging him 
from their fcrvicff, and preventing 
bim ever riding again. Such con- 
dud would alio remove every illi- 
beral iniinuation, refpe^ting the 
connivance of the owner, whofe 
honour, in cafes of this nature, 
iliould be like Caefar's wife, *' not 
only unfullied, but above fufpicion 
alfo."

He cufiofity wound up to witnefs 
the perf<yrmancc of this, admired 
vd(.6ran of the flage, that, on the 
drawing-up of the curtain, not a 
iinglc part 'of the Houfe was left 
vmocciipied; ^nd fuchwas the pub- 
Ifc prepoffeffion in his favour, that 
lifr. Smith, on his appearance, was 
unable to utter a finale word for 
upwards of a quarter of ^n hour, 
owing to the unremitting plaudiis 
V'hich rcfounded from every qyar- 
ter of the Theatre. NotwitMand- 
ing his advanced years, Mr. Smith 
fuftaiped the chara<5ler with a de- 
gree of fire znO ardour that would 
not have difcrediud the mofl ju- 
venile performer. We were hap- 
py to fte " Mrs. Jordan fo com- 
pleatly recovered from, her late in- 
difpofirion as to be ^blc to go 



V thrmigb her favourite part of Lady 
Teazle, to which iiie gave all the 
intereft which that charader fo 
eminently pofTelTes. It would be

CRlTICiUB ON THE FIRST NIGHT S 
REPKK SENTATION OF SHf'^ 
ELOPBD ! 
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DRURY LANI. 

ON Saturday, May 12, a newr 
Comedy, called She's 
Elopbd ! was performed at thrs 
Theatre. The f?ible was bricfljr 
this : — 

A Lady of the n^me of Egerton 
had married the fon of Lord F^eU 
lure^ and was left a widow with an 
only child, a daughter, withput any 
provifions fof either herfelf or her 
orphan ; for the marriage had taken 
place without the knowledge of his 
Lordfhip, who could not be pre- 
vailed upon to fee or make th^ 
fmalleft allowance to the unfortu- 
nate, thonab amiabf6 feli<!^ of hi$ 
fon. Nay, fo far did he carry his 
lefentnient againll her, that when 
he confented to take her child, 
bring her up as his own, a^id make 
her heirefs to Jiis large fortune, it 
was on the exprefs condition, that 
the mother Ihould renounce all in- 
ter courfp with her daughter, con-n 
fent never to fee or fptak to her, 
and even to dr6p the name fbe 
had acquired by mihrtigige, and go 
by that of her own family, the 
more effeftually to prevent ihe Or- 
phan from comi^ig at the know- 
; ledge of her haplefs Parent. To 
this pruel condition flie rubfniited 
for the fake of her child, and wi^h 

.no.ble 
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tioh\e fortitude fupported the dif- 
tr€fe from which the, rcfenrment of 
her unfeeling farner- in-law, would 
hot aMoiv hioi to rcfcuc her. The 
plan to which ihe had recourfc for 
procrtring a livelihoed, was that of 
keeping a bbarding-houfe for the 
^pcommodation Of perfons in gen- 
teel life. She had a brother who 
had gone into the fcrvice of the 
King of Spain, and acquired with 
the rank of a M^or. a great ftiare 
of Spaniih pwde, which rendered 
him the more ridiculous, as it was 
accompanied with poverty, and the 
more contemptible, as it made him 
afliamed of his relations, the mo- 
ment he difcoyered that they were 
not in poffeffioti' of riches. The 
fcene c^en6 with his return to En- 
gland under a feigned name, as he 
waa too proud to bear his own, not 
having the means of fupportin^ it 
with iplendor. Finding his fifier 
in a fine houfe, and knowing that 
ihe had married the fon of a Lord, 
he conceived that ihe is very rich^ 
and condefcends to ihare her 
wealth ; but the inftant he .karns 
that die is poor and bbli^eld to keep 
a boarding houfeforher fubfiftencey 
. he indfls fhe mud confider him as 
a (I ranger, and not to prefume to 
intimate to any one, that he is 
her brother, ,A letter at the famet 
lime is brought in, di reified to Mrs. 
Egerton's daughter,. from her grand- 
father's houfekeeper, irnformihg 
her, that. her grandfather, Umrd FeU 
hrCf enraged at her having eloped 
for the puq>ofe of finding out and 
feeing her mother, whofe rcfidence 
flie had been told Mrs, Egerton 
could cUfcovcr, has deilrdyed the 
will he had made in her favour, 
and has adtually died in confe- 
(juence of the grief and rage oc- 
cafioned by her ingratitude; fo 
that his whole fortune would go to 
another branch of his family. This 
letter fell into the ba^nds of the 
Major, who, with all his pride, has 
£ot honour exiough to refped the 



ii-al ; he breaks it, and finds that 
his niece, like himfelf, has notbiorg 
but poverty for her portion. This 
determines him not to acknowledge 
' her for his relation. Soon after tne 
young Lady arrives, and in the 
moft affecting manner makes ert- 
quiries about her mother 5 but Mn. 
Egerfon, though ready to fnatch 
her to her arms and revead herfelf 
to a daughter whom ihe adores, is 
reflrained by the pofitive injundi- ' 
ons of her ridiculous brother tKe 
MuJ9r Among the boarders at her 
hojife are a Mr, jfyim^r^ a man of 
fortune and honour, and an un- 
principled fortune-hunter, who rf- 
fumes the name of Sir Charles M- 
adtitk^ a Baronet of great refpe<5ra- 
brlity. Thefe two fall in love, the 
former with the Young Lady's 
perfon, the latter with her wealth ; 
for he learns that ihe is heirefs to 
Lord P'ellure^ about whofe death 
and the revocation of his will, he 
knows nothing) and the Major 
thinking him the real Sh Charles^ 
encourages him in his /addrefTes, 
under the idea that it would be a 
lucky thing for . his difinherited 
Niece to become the Hvife of a 
man of fa^iion and fortune. It 
turns out, that Lord Vellure rs not 
dead, that the letter giving an ac-' 
Count of his death was written by 
his own dire<ftion ; he comes in 
difguife to the houfc of Mrs. Eg€r^ 
ton^ where he fees her and bis 
grand -daughter, prefTes the former, 
who is in great diftrefs for mo* 
n'ey, to pay her rent to him .as 
agent to her lajidlord, and informs 
the latter that ihe is undone, that 
ihe has broken the heart of her 
grandfather, who, a little before 
his death, cancelled the will under 
which alone ihe was to have had 
any provifion. The news of th« 
death alone affli<^s her, fhe patheti- 
cally laments her ingratitude to * 
generous benefa6lor, implores ^ 
bleiOng on his memory, and fub- 
mits with rcfignation to thclofs erf 
N % fortune. 
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fortune as a jufl; puaifhrnent. ThU 
nvikes her peace; LmJ Fellurt 
difcov'crs himfel^ the mother and 
daughter become known to each 
other, and his Lordihip promifes 
to be in future a tender father to 
both. 

This is the outline of the fjpible, 
in which the Author has formed 
fome under plots, attended with 
fome laughable incidents. 

In fpeaking of this piece as a 
dramatic compofition, we wiih to 
keep in view the duties of a Critic» 
bound to decide upon its merits 
with . judice and impartiality, and 
at t|ie fame time not to forget the 
appeal made in the Prologue to 
the induFgence of the audience, 
who were put in mind that in two 
melancholy circum fiances the Au- 
thor unhappily bore a refemblance 
to the sreat Bard of Greece, for 
that (like Homer) he had to de- 
plore the lofs of fight, and the rem 
Mgvftam d^miy two calamities which 
it would be our fincere wifli to al- 
leviate* 

Blending juftice with mercy, 
we muft fay, that in his produftion 
we find miich to praife, and much 
to condemn. The charaftcr of 
Mrs. Egcrton is throughout con- 
fiftcni, a pattern of meek refigna- 
tion, patient futfering, and gene- 
rous difmtereftedncfs: The Major 
is uniformly proud', %'ain, and un- 
feeling; but his niece is a ftrangc 
compound of prudence and indii- 
cretibn, levity and refer ve, for- 
wardnefs and modefty : had the 
Author drawn her merely playful 
and humorous, Ae would have 
been ftill in nature; but at the 
time that (he is ready to fall in 
love with any handfome man, to 
like and diflike l>y turns, or to fuf- 
fcr either of her lovers to run away 
with her, without feeming to care 
much for either, flie is able to give 
excellent advice to another young 
woman, warning her not to allow a 
' oaa J&imiliariy to falutc her, bc- 



caufe woman refembles the pluihb, 
whofe blocMn when once gone ne» 
ver more returns. 

Mrs. Egerton's daughter is evi- 
dently the heroine of the piece* and 
her talUei are the life of it. Her 
elopement from her grandfiather's 
houfe had a natural and laudable 
obje& — the difcovery of a mother 
whom (he did not know, but whom, - 
nevesrhelefs, (he revered. It ap- 
pears, however, that (he purfues 
this objeft only by ftartsj fome- 
tiroes recoUe^iag, at others .wholly 
lofing fight of it, and giving hcr- 
felf up entirely to pleafantry and 
playfulncfs. It would feem that 
her grandfather had beftowed great 
care upon her education; but (till 
we flna her a mere child of nature, 
with a good heart, and a weak 
head. She difplays on fome occa- 
fions a charming namtte^ on others 
(he appears at once artlefs and art- 
ful ; (he is confiftent, however, in 
fenfibility, and with fome altera- 
tions v^ould make a very favoura- 
ble charader.— In Clotten^ a fer- 
vant of Mrs. Egerton, the author 
(hews the power of money on the 
human heart. Chtten^ when not 
pofTefled of a fingle (hilling, is a 
very worthy and affeftionaif fon, 
Co much fo, indeed, that no one 
can behold unmoved ^ his tender 
treatment of an aged father ; but , 
when, by finding a large fum of . 
money thrown in his way by the 
heroine as a reward for his filial 
piety, he becomes rich, he at the 
fame moment becomes alfo un- 
feeling, proud, lordly, and proof 
again ft the (Irongeft appeal of na- 
ture, in favour of the fan^e father^ 
made by the heirefs of Lord Vel- 
lure, in a mod pathetically aifeding 
fong. A little too much in the 
ftyle of a highwayman, (be takes 
from him the money, which her 
bounty had before beftowed upon 
him ; and by (tripping him of his 
wealth, reftored him to his former 
natufre and fentiments. The phi- 

lofojjjby 
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lofophy of this change, we hope, 
.will not be lol^ upoi) our Author, 
but will fufiain him under the dif< 
•ppolntmcnt, with refpe£l to emo- 
lument, with which the cold recep- 
tion of his piece may have been 
attended, in this inftance he cer- 
tainly has not fucceeded to his 
wiihes ; but let him, for his confo- 
lation, recoiled, that fome of his 
other prodo^ions (till chaim the 
town, and will long remain favou- 
rites with the public. To attempt 
a comedy is an arduous undertak- 
ing; to write one which may be 
expe6ted to out-live an Author, is 
what happens to few ; but it has 
fometimes happened to Mr. 
0*Kcefe; this certainly is fonae 
comfort in affli£dop. ' In lighter 
pieces he may almoft command 
fuccefs. Is it not better then for 
him to eonfine himfelf to fuch ? 
byvfo doing he will efcape mortifi- 
cation, and live at eafe. As for 
Ue's Elofud! it is a meciley of .ex- 
quiiite fentiment and low buffoon- 
ery. In its prefent ftate we fear it 
will not do for the ftage ; but we 
are of opinion, that by judicious 
alterations it might become a fa- 
vourite with the public, if not as a 
Comedy, at lead as an Afterpiece. 
The audience gave it a patienJt 
hearing ; but ^eir fentence ap- 
peared to be againft a fecond repre- 
lentation. S<^veral perfons took an 
a6^i^e part in condemning the 
play* and thofe who did not join 
them, appeared not to queflion 
their judgment, for they left them 
mafters of the field, and were al- 
moft wholly paifive on the occa- 
fion. Mr. Wroughton announced 
the fecond reprefentation for Tuef- 
day, but under circumflances by 
no means flattering to the Author. 
Thea^ors moft certainly did every 
thing in their power to infure fuc- 
cefs to the piece. Mrs. Jordan 
fpokc the epilogue with great fpi- 
rit; it was an ailufion to the mill- 
taiy aflgciations of the day, talked 



of. the efforts to be cxpeded from 
the Dramatic Corps under the 
command of " General Bannifter 
and Marihal Kemble," of the 
pi^owefs of the Amaxonian levies of 
the cujhiott^ and prepared the pub- 
lic for the exploits of Mifs De- 
camp preceeded by Blue Beard's 
Elephant^ and for the defeat of 
Buonaparte by Mifs Leak^ We 
fincerely wifti' that the play had 
been received with the fame ap-" 
plaufe which crowned the delivery 
of the epilogue. '

THE RABBIT. 

EVERY x^ne knows the prodi- 
gious fecundity of this aAiai?!) 
particularly of the tame ones, the 
females of which bring forth al- 
moft every month in the jear. 
Among tlTofe of the warren, of 
which ak>nc we (peak here, the doe 
brings forth only five or fix times 
in the year, each litter confiding 
of four^ five, and fometimes feven 
young ones. When (he is about to 
kindie, Ihe fcratches, in the bur- 
, row (he inhabits, a (mailer one, of 
only two or three feet in depth, for 
the purpofe of keeping from tiie 
buck the knowledge of her young 
ones, fearing that h« would kill 
them *- She ftequently kindles at 
a confidei-able diftancc from her 
. own burrow, and fometimes out of

the warren, m the xs^^ Ccpiv^p 
At the bottom of this excavation^ 
which by warreners is called the 
r<ihbitU ntft^ (he prepares a bed for 
her young, compofed of the fur 
which ihe pulls from her belly, and 
a i^w blades of glafs. Her^ fh< 
fuckles arid attends them, for the 
fpace of fix weeks. It is pretend- 
ed, that whenever flie goes out of 
her peft to procure f(M>d, flie, La 
order to prefervc her young from 
the depredations ai vermin, flops 
up the mouth o{ the haX^ wi^i 
earth diluted with her cpan urii^e. 

At the expiration of fix weekly 
{he conducts her voung ones to 
the great burrow, /or in this time 
they are in no danger from the 
male, who then careiTes them, takes 
them between. hi» fore feet, and 
licks their fur fmooth with has 
tongue. 

kn old rabbit is di/linguifhed 
from a .young one by feeling the 
knee-joints of the fore-Jegs wkh 
ihc thumb-nail. When the heads 
of the two bones which forms the 
joints, are fo contiguous, that little 
or no fpace is to be perceived l>€- 
tween them, the rabbit is old. If, 
on the contrary, there is a percep- 
tible feparation between the two 
bones, the rabl:(it is yoor/g, and \% 
more or lefs fo, as the two bones 
are more or lefs feparated. 

No fport is more pleafant and 
cafy than that of huntir>g rabbils 
with one or two terriers, m a war- 
ren which is tolerably well flocked, 
efpecially, if the terriers are wry 
legged. For, in that cafe, the tab- 
bits only play before the dogp, 
flopping at each iiiflant to iilVen to 
them, and fuffering themfelves to 
be driven about fometimes far the 
fpace, of three quarters of an hoiir 
-before they take tlie burrow. Then 
as thefe animals run about in a 
fmall compafs, it is very cafy $0 
come in their way, either in the 
pafTes, or the fides of the woods, 
by following the cry of the dogs-

or dfe by waltisg for tbeqa \i the 
burrows, about which they gene- 
rally play for fome fpace of time, 
before they take the earth. 

The rabbit is very timid, and 
very acute of hearing j for which 
reaion* care ihould be taken to 
make as little noiie aspoHible; and 
in particular, never to walk or run 
in the paiTes or acrofs (he woods to 
get before them, but at thofe times 
only when the dogs give tongue ; 
then the rabbit, being occupied 
either with lidening to the dogs, or 
ruaoing before th^m^ pays leTs re- 
gard to the noife which the fporif-. 
iqaan makes in the purfuit. 

In a warren of fmall extent, 
fnuch amufement may be procured 
\yy (lopping up all the burrows at 
midaight. at which time the rab« 
bits are almoQ all out at feed, and 
then going to hunt them the next 
morning; by thus cutting off 
their retreat, a man cannot fail to 
Jtill fcveral. Or, he may flop up 
ibc burrows with bay, grafs, or any 
other material, at the diflance of 
two feet from the mouth down- 
wards, and then when the rabbits 
^e driven in with the dogs, he may 
take as many as he pleafes. 

Rabbits are bunted with dogs, at 
all times of the year; but the 
months of July and Auguft arc the 
mofi favourable; they then abound* 
and are of a good fize ; fome have 
attained their full growth, and the 
fraaUeft are half . grown ; earlier 
tiian this they are fcarccly worth 
the trouble of fhooting, and the 
dogs hunt them badly, becaufe 
diey do nothing but dodge about 
little bufhcs, not being in a condi- 
tion to defend themfelves. 

Skill and practice, but above all 
quicknefs, are eminently neceffary 
to (hoot rabbits in a wood, either 
when the rabbit iS hard run by. the 
dogs, or at the moment of ftarting 
^p^ or in a view ; and ftill more fo, 
when purfued by a fpaniel who has 



(Iruck at but njilTcd her,, If at this, 
time the rabbit crolTes a road, or a 
pafs cut through a wood, (he darts 
like lightning, and fcarccly gives 
the (hooter time to prepare himfelf,- 
unlefs the way is very broad. 

It is alfo very difficult to (hoot 
her when (he gets up from amoag 
his feet, whether in a wood, or in 
places covered withlieathor bram* 
bles which adjoin the warren, and 
where they are moil commotiiy 
found. The courfe of a rabbit 
for fome little time at the firft, is 
niuch niore rapid than that oi the 
hare» and is ^t the fame time ob« 
lique and twifling. It feems x<^ 
glide rather th^n run, and the pro* 
per moment of (hooting is not ea*> 
(ily feized. . 

There arc many otberwaysof 
killing^ rabbits, of wbich lurching 
is in moft common ufe. This fuc- 
ceeds beft in iine wc^ather, and at 
thofe times when the young rab« 
bits are in abundance. 

If |at any titne of the dzf, but 
principally iromnine in the aaora* 
ing until noon, and again in the 
evening, about funfet^ the fportf* 
man pods himfelf near fome welt-, 
frequented burrows, either by get- 
ting up into a tree, or lying behind 
a hedge, he will foon fee theoi 
come out of their holes and play 
about the edges^ at which tinae he 
may (hoot them to great advantage. 
Or he may in the evening watch, 
thofe piece of corn land whith lye 
near the warren; for thither the 
rabbits are certain to go at that 
time to feed. 

Rabbits, being accuftomed to 
run about much during the night, 
may be (hot by moonlight* by 
watching ^t thofe places where they 
come to play or feed. 

Or a ferret may be put into the 
burrows, and the rabbis (hot as 
they bolt out ; but this is {o rapid a 
motion, that great quicknefs otfhot 
will be Aeceflary.

information Ihould net go againft Mr. 

Solfi>y) a Magiftrate, of the County of 

Korthumberlandy ' for certain alledged 

• corrupt pra£licet. 



MR. Erikine moved for a Rule 
to fhew Caufe why a crimi- 
nal information ihould not be filed 
againft a Mr. Sollby, one of the 
Magiftrates for the County of 
Northumberland. The applica- 
tion was made on the part oi Cuth- 
bert.Nicolfon, Efq. who Hves at 
Bercsford, ^in the fame County. 
That gentleman had occafion to fue 
this worthy Magiilrate; it was 
fworn that Mary Walker, who alfo 
lives at Beresford, had attended 
this Magiftrate on account of a baf- 
tard child, though not i^i confor- 
mity of the provifions of the 6th 
Geo. II. Mr. Solfby called her 
before him to inform him of her 
amours ; when fhe dated that John 
Foftcr, a farmer in that part of the 
country, was the father of her child, 
and that was all the information (he 
gave to the Magiftratc. It occur- 
red to Mr. Sollby, that -Mr. Cuth- 
bcrt Nicolfon, who lived there al- 
fo, and being a young man, might 
likewife have fome acquaintance 
with this lady, he therefore de- 
fired to be let a little farther into 
her hiftory. Upon that, the lady, 
who feemed to be thrown into em- 
barraflment and confufion, was 
obliged to admit, that befides John 
Fofter, Cuthbert Nicolfon, Ro- 
bert Watfon, and Robert Phipps, 
the laft two of whom were far- 
mers, had been in her good graces. 
It was fworn, that the Magiftrate on 
that occafion fuggeftcd to her, that 
though flic rauft be fuppofed to be 
the bcft judge who was the father 
of her child, yet thait he could give 
her ioxM exceeding good reafons. 



why (hefhould not fwear it to John 
Forften He told her that - Mr. 
Cuthbert Nicolfon was ^ gentle- 
man, and if ihe would fwear the 
child tohim/he (Mr. Solfby) would 
make a Laird (a Scotc^ word to 
denote the owner of a certain 
quantity of real property) of her 
child, and that he fliould take care 
that a handfome fettlement was 
made upon it. Upon this, (he pro« 
mifed to fwear the child to Mr. 
Cuthbert Nicolfon. In confe« 

?|uence thereof, the Magiftrate 
ummoncd before him all thofe 
gentlemen who had been in the 
good graces of the lady; and he 
fat like an auctioneer, with a ham« 
mer in his hand, ready to knock 
down the child to any of the gen- 
tlemen the lady ihould fwear it to. 
She, as it had been previoufly fet- 
tW, fworeit to Mr. Cuthbert Ni- 
colfon. The lady lamented at the 
time that this gentleman (hould be 
obliged to pay all the cofls, although 
the reft of the gentlemen had been 
equally guilty. The other gtotle- 
men were difmifTed, on each of 
them paying two (hillings, and the 
Magiftrate made an order of filia- 
tion on Cuthbert Nicolfon, which 
order afterwards, on an appeal to 
the Quarter Seffions, was qua(hed. 
Mr. Erfkioe faid, Mr. Wood would 
ftate to the Court fome other plea- 
fant incidents in the conduA of 
this worthy Magiftrate. 

Lord Kenyon* Take a Rule to 
(hew Caufe. 

Mr. Wood moved for a Rule to 
(hew Caufe why another criminal 
information (hould not be filed 
apainft the fame Magiftrate for a 
different fpecies of ofi^nce. In the 
month of February, 1797, upon 
the information of his Butler, whom 
he compelled to be a common infor- 
mer, Mr. Sollby 'called before him 
two perfons of the name of Smith 
and Blackey, and convicted each 
of them inra penalty of five pounds 
for killing a hare, and each of them 
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aKo in twenty pounds for not hav- 
ing a certificate to kill game. Smith 
immediately paid the money, but 
Blackey did not, when it was dif- 
trained for, and he was obliged to 
pay three pounds eight<S^n fhiilings 
cofts. 

Lord Kenyon afkod if thefe con- 
ri(5i:ions had been removed. 

Mr. Wood ftated that they had 
not, and though in the iirft inflance 
a certiorari lay, it was taken away 
in the fecond. He faid the charge 
agaihfl this Magiilrate was, that £e> 
had received all this money, and 
pocketed it. 

Lord Kenyon obferved, that 
Mr. Wood feemed to have ground 
enough for his Rule ©n the convic- 
tion for twenty pounds, fincc it 
Qould not be removed by certiorari. 

Mr. Wood faid, he had copies 
of convictions, for fince the Ma- 
giftrate heard of this motion, he 
j5ad fent two conviftions to the 
Clerk oi the Peace, but no; a fin* 
gie farthing of money. 

Rule granted. 



THE TRIAL OF A CAUSE IN THE 
COURT OF king's BENCH, MAY 
»2, 1798, RELATIVE TO A DOG 
HAVING BITTEN A MAN^ IN 
THE LEG. 



CREED V, CLAFP. 

THIS was an a£tion brought by 
the plaintiff to recover da- 
mages from the defendant for an 
injury fuftained in confequence of 
the defendant's dog having bitten 
the plaintiff in his leg. 

The declaration ftated, in the 
firil count, that th^ defendant in- 
cited his dog to bite the plaintiff, 
which the dog did, whereby the 
plaintiff was injured, &c. 

The next count .ftated merely 
the biting. 

There was no evidence what- 
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ever that the defendant incited the 
dog to bite the plaintiff. 

Lord Kenyon faid, that the firft 
count was fuch as, if proved, 
would fupport the action ; inciting 
a dog to bite a perfon was an a<5t 
upon which an adVion could be 
maintained ; but the other count, 
ftating that the defendant's dog bit 
the plaintiff, was one on which no 
.action could be maintained. 

If a man kept a dog that was ac« 
cuftomed vicioufly to bite, and he 
had notice of it, and afterwards he 
did bite any perfon, an a<5lion 
would lie againft the owner of the 
dog, for the injury he had occa- 
fioned. So it was with regard to 
any bcaft a man might keep. He 
remembered a cafe fhat came be- 
fore him, in which it was proved, 
that a man kept a bull in a field 
through which there was a com- 
mon path; the bull gored and in- 
jured a perfon, who brought his 
a6lion for damages ; and the Jury 
did themfelves great honour by the 
verdi<^ they delivered ; they gav« 
the plaintifi^ feventy pounds da- 
mages ; but, in that cafe, it/ was 
proved, that the beaft had long 
been known , to be vicious ; that 
the defendant had notice of it be- 
fore the accident happened ; he 
h^d been told that probably the 
beaft would occafion the death qf ' • 
fomebody ; having had fuch a no- 
tice, he was highly culpable for not 
fecuring the animal, and therefpre 
he was anfwcrable for any mifcbief 
he did ; but, no man was anfwcra- 
ble for any fudden accidental mif- 
cbief which his animal did. To 
fupport this action it muft be 
proved, either that the animal was 
habitually mifchievous, and that 
the defendant knew it, or that he 
incited the dog to bite the plain- 
tiff. 

Neither of whiph was proved,' 

and therefore the plaintiff was 

nonfuited. 

Lord Kenyon faid, that when 

O doos 
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dogs were* known to be given to 
vicious, biting, It was the duty of 
the owners to deftroy them ; for 
mankind was not to be put in dan- 
ger by the negligence of the owners 
o[ vicious animals. . 



LONGEVITY IN TOADS. 



ILLUSTRATING the very cu- 
rious faft in natural hiftory, of 
a toad cxifting for a length of time 
in a confined (ituation, without any 
fupply ff food or frefh air; the 
following faifls are mentioned by 
Dr. Williams, of Vermont, in A- 
^merica, in a work which has never 
appeared in Europe, and which is 
fcarcely in the hands of .any perfon 
in this country. They will no 
doubt be found acceptable to many 
of our readers, though relative to 
an animal fome what different in its 
iiabits. 

" At Windfor, a town joined to 
Connecticut river," fays Dr. Wjl- 
liams, " in September, 1790, a 
living frog was dug up at the depth 
of nine feet from the fuiface of the 
earth. Stephen Jacobs, Efq. from 
whom I have this account, informs 
me, that the place where this frog 
was found was about half a mile 
from the river, on the internal 
lands, which arc annually over- 
flowed by its waters. 

" At Caftleton, in the year 
7 779, the inhabitants were engaged 
iii building a fort, near the centre 
of- the town. ' Digging into the 
t-artb five or fix feet below the- 
iVjfface, they found many frogs, 
appan ntiv inadlivc, and fuppofed 
t.-j be d<ad. Being expoitd to the 
air, animation foon appeared, and 
they were found to be alive and 
healthy I have this account from 
General Clarke, and a iMr. Moul- 
ton, wlio were prefent when thefc 
i\Q^\ wiere dug up. Upon view- 
in v^ the ipot, it did not appear to 



me,- that it has *ver been over- 
flowed with water; but it abound- 
ed with fprings. — A more remark- 
able -inflancc was at^ Burlington, 
upon Onion river. — In the year 
1788, Samuel Lane, Efq. was dig- 
ing a well near his houfe ; at the 
depth of tweoty-five ©r thirty feet 
from the furface of the earth, the 
labourers threw out with thtir flio- 
vels, fomething which they fuf- 
pci^ed to be ground nuts, or flones, 
covered with earrli. Upori ex- 
amining tliefe appearances, they 
were found to be frogs, to which 
the earth every where adhered ; 
the examination was then made of 
the €arth in the well, where they 
were digging. A large numbi?r of 
frogs were found covered the earth, 
ana fo numej-ous, that feveral of 
them were cut in pieces by the 
fpades of the workmen. Being 
cxpofed to the air, they .foon be- 
came adive ; but unable to endure 
tlie diredl rays of the fun, the mofl: 
of them periflied. This account 
is from Mr. Lane and Mr. Law- 
rence, one of the workmen, who 
were both prefent when the frogs 
were dug up. From the depth of 
earth with which thefe frogs were 
covered, it cannot be doubted, but 
that they muft have been covered 
over in the earth for many ages, or 
rather centuries : the appearance 
denote that the place from whtnce 
thefe frogs were taken, was once 
the bottom of a channel, or lake, " 
formed by the waters of the Onion 
river. In digt'Jng the fame well, 
at th.e depth of forty-one feet and 
an half from the furface, the work- 
men found the body of a tree, 
eighteen or twenty inches in dia- 
mccr, partly rotten, but the bigr ' 
<;e(r part found. The probability 
IS, that both the tree and the frogs 
were once at the bottom of the , 
ci.annel of a river, or lake;'thac the' 
\vatei!> of Onion river, conftantly 
bringing down large qtiantities (if 
earth, gradually raifed the bot. 

tonis ; 
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toms ; that by the conftant increafe 
of ?arth and water, ihe water was 

1 forced over its bounds, and formed 
for itfelf-a new channef or paffige, 

I in its defcent into lake Chaitiplaiq. 
How vigorous and permanent muft 
the prineiple of life be in this ani- 
mal ! Frogs placed in a fituatiou in 

[ which they were perpetually fup- 
plied with moifture, and all wafte 
and perfpiration from the body 
prevented, prefcrve the powers of 
life from age to age ! Centuries 
muft have pafled fince they l^egan 
to live, in fuch a fituation j and had 
that (ituation continued, nothing 
appears, but that they would have 
lived for many centuries yet to

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I PHYSICAL •BSERVATIONS ON 
THE SURPRISING EFFICACY 
OJ SALT IN FEEDING, FAT- 
TENING, .AND MVLTIPLYINC 
CATTLE. 

[From the Proceedings of the Academy at 
Paris.] 

" TN the Jiirifdiftlon of Aries, in 
I. the county of Provence, 
there is a diftrift called the Crau, 
extending irt length about fix 
leagues, and about three in breadth, 
the whole furface of which is co- 
vered with fmall rough ftones, and 
not a tree or bufli in the whole 
diftriif^, except here and there on 
the borders ; jret on this fpot, fo 
feemingly flenle, by the free ufc of 
fait, more numerous flocks of flieep 
are fed and bred, than on any 
other cMnmon of equal extent 
throughout the whole country ; and 
what is no lefs remarkable, the 
flieep are healthier and hardier, 
and endure the feverity of winter 
with lefs lofs, though they have 
fewer Iheep- cots for covering, than 
thofe bred and fed on more copi- 
ous paftures, atid that have, bc- 



fides, the advantage of more con- 
venient fliehcr. Add to this, that 
the wool of the flocks n bred and 
brought up in the Crau, is not only 
the fineft in the country, but bears 
the highefl price of any in France. 
From whence the writer concludes 
that it is to the unlimited ufe of 
fait, that thefe {urpriiing effe(fts 
are to be afcribed ; for it frequently 
happensthat the Crau is fo burnt 
up in the furfimer, that the poor 
animals are forced to turn up the 
very ftones to get at the few blades 
of grafs that grow nound them; 
and yet none pcrifh for want of 
food. Let every excellence, there- 
fore, that can reafonably be fup- 
pofed inherent to the herbage, be 
allowed to it ; yet the quantity is 
fo fmall, that without the abundant 
ufe of fait, a fourth part of the 
fheep kept in the Crau could not 
be kept in it. The author then 
proceeds to recommend an eafv' 
experiment, which it is in every 
farmer's power to make ; and this 
is, to give one half of his cat- 
tle fait, and to the other, half 
none, 

" By this fimple experiment, he 
fays, in lefs than , a month the dif- 
ference will be difcernable. The 
cattle to whom the fait is given 
will fhew it in their looks, the 
fleeknefs of their coats, in their 
growth, and in their fitnefs for la- 
bour. He adds, that with little 
more than half their ufual food all 
thefe eflFe6ts will be produced."

" T Do not find that the farmers 

A in England know the great 

advantages which may be derived 

O % from 
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from the ufe of fait in the bufinefs 
of fattening cattle; whereas in 
America we think it abfolutely ne- 
ceflTarv, and accordingly give it to 
alinoft every kind of cattle; and 
thofe with parted hoofs are parti- 
cularly fond of it. There cannot 
be a greater inftance of this fond- 
nefs rhan the wild cattle reforting 
to the fait licks, where they are 
chiefly killed. Wc give this name 
of fait licks to the fait fprings, 
which in various places iflue out of 
the ground, and from each a little 
rill. Horfes ate as fond of fait as 
black cattle ; for with us, if they 
are ever fo wild they will be much 
fooner brought to a* handful of fait 
than to any kind of corn whatever. 
We alfo give fait to our Iheep; 
and to this praAice it is generally 
afcribcd, that the American cattle 
are in general fo much more heal- 
thy than the fame animals in Eng- 
land. — We have one very advan- 
tagebus pradlice^ which I cannot 
enough recommend to the farmers 
in England ; it is mixing fait with 
our hay-ricks when we ftaek it, 
which we call Brining. Juft be- 
fore I left America I had a crop of 
hay^ which was in a manner fpoiled 
by rain, being almoil rotten in the 
field ; yet did this hay fpcnd as 
well as if it had been got in ever 
fo favourably. When my fcrvants 
were making tip the ftack, I had it 
• managed in the following manner; 
that is,, as foori as a bed of hay was 
laid about fix inches thick, I had 
the whole fprinkled with fait ; then 
another bed of. hay was laid, which 
was again fprinkled in like man- 
ner; and this method was followed 
till all the hay was (lacked. When 
the feafon came for cutting this 
hay, and giving it to my cattle, I 
found that fo far from refufing it, 
they eat it with furprifing appetite, 
always preferring it before the 
fweftefl h^y, that had not been 
thus fprinkled with fait.*' 



SPinERS. 



MQuatremer Disjonval, has ia 
. a recent publication, treat- 
ed of the great utility of fpiders 
in protecting cattle, ana more efpe- 
cially horfes, from the bite of flics 
and gnats. It is a common preju- 
dice, he obferves, Chat fpiders aro 
noxious animak ; whereas, in fad» 
a more ufeful appendage to a fta- 
ble, or a cow-houfe, cannot be 
found. It is well known, that 
horfes which are kept in a ftable 
during the fummer months, fufFer 
from the gnats and flies, in an 
equal, and even in a greater degree, 
than thofe which are employed in 
the field, or for the purpofes of 
travelling. The reafon of this is 
obvious ; the vapours which ex- 
hale from the animals, added to the 
(Irong fmell of a ilable or a cow 
houfe, naturally attraS the flies in 
numbers to thofe places. If, there- 
fore, fpiders, inftead of being 
fwept away and deftroyed, were 
rather encouraged, they would of. 
fer an efFe£tuaT remedy to this in- 
convenience, by ftationfing them- 
felves in ambuih at the doors, the 
windows, and other apertures of 
places deflined for the reception of 
cattle and hbrfes, and thus deflroy- 
ing their enemy at his-very firft oa- 
fet. M. Disjonval concludes in 
the following words : <' I readily 
acknowledge, that fpiders and their 
webs are no proper appendages to 
the habitations of men ; but I re- 
quire, that they be left in full and 
undifiurbed pofleflion of all places 
deftined for the reception of cattle 
and horfes. In a word, as revplu* 
tion feems to be the order of' the 
day, I demand, that the innovation 
lately adopted in the adminiftration 
of the penal code, by tranfporting, 
inflead of executing the profcribed 
dejpiities, be adopted like wife with 
rclpedl to fpiders; and that their 
punilhment, when found in our 
rooms and houfcs. confifl not in 

death, 
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death, but in bani(hm<:nt to the 
ilables, or other appropriate places." 
— M. Disjonval has fubjoincd to 
the above remarks, a very curious 
faft, of which himfelf, together 
' with Citizien Mercier, a member 
of the Council oi Five Hundred, 
and General Belair, were eye-wit- 
nefles. The fpider, it fcems, is not 
only a prognofticator of the wea- 
ther, but like wife an amateur of 
good mufic, and will leave his lurk- 
ing place, when an indrument is 
ikUfully played. A very large fpi- 
der in the' houfe of M. Deunain- 
villcs, near the barritr of Clichy, 
on hearing the found of mufic, 
infiipediately < left his retreat, and 
condnued to travcrfe the floor of 
the room, following exactly the 
motions of the performer. This 
experiment was feveral times re- 
peated> and always with the fame 
effeft. Hence, inftead of terming 
the fpider a noxious and ofFenfive 
animal, we ought rather to join in 
the panegyric beftowed upon this 
ingenious infeft by Ovid : /cires a 
Pallade doBam.

LITERARY PROPERTY. 

THIS qucftion came before the 
Court upon an application 
that the verdi£l: given for the plain- 
tiff, might be fetafide, and a nonfuit 
entered. The declaration dated, 
that the plaintiff was author of a 
book intitled, " Thoughts on Hunt- 
ing,'* and that the defendant pub- 
lifiied a new edition of it without 
his leave. The fa6is agreed to be 
fubroitted to the Court were thefe : 
That the plaintilf was the author of 
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the book, and that m May 1781 he 
publiihed a firQ edition', without 
affixing any name to the title-page ; 
that in, 1782 he pa,bli(hed a jTecond 
edition with his name; and that in 
1784 he publiflied a third edition 
with bis name; that neither the 
original, or any fubfequcnt edition, 
had been entered at Stationer*! 
Hall; and that in Aagufl 1796, the 
defendant re-publifhed the book, 
under the title of " Thoughts on 
Hare Hunting," without the plain- 
tiff ever having difpofcd of his 
right and intereft to him. 

Mr. Reader fliewed caufe on the 
part of the plaintiff againfl the rule. 
He fubmitted to the Court that there 
were three qucflions to be coniider- 
cd in this cafe :— the fir ft, whether 
any adion of damages would lie for 
an infringement of literary property 
fince the ftatute of 8 Anne, c. 19. — 
fecondly, if fuch adtion would lie, 
whether it could be maintained, 
without the work having been en- 
tered at Stationers' Hall previous to 
its publication ; and thirdly, whe- 
ther the plaintiff had not abandoned 
his exclufive right and intereft in 
the work, by feuding it forth into 
the world Without affixing his name 
to it. 

The ftatute cnafted, " that any. 
book or books, the copy or copies 
of which were not transferred td 
any bookfeller, or other perfon or 
perfons, ftiould be printed by the 
author for his own benefit for the 
term of twenty-one years ; and that 
any perfon who (hould fell, publifli, 
or expofe to fale, fuch book or 
books during that time, without the 
confent of the author, fuch fliould 
forfeit the fame, to be damaged and 
ufed as wafte paper, and ihould alfo 
forfeit for every flieet one penny, 
one half to the Queen, and the other 
half to any informer." 

The firft part of this elaufe, he 
contended, vefted in the Author of 
any work an abfolutc right, for a 
certain period, to print and reprint 
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it ; and the fccond part declared the 

invafjon of that right an offence, 
and iufli<5led ccrtaiu penalties; but 
jiotwithftandingthe ItatiUe infiiaed 
thofe penahies, flill an Author was 
iiitkled to purfue his remedy at com- 
mon law. He adraitted it to be 
an incontcovertible pofition, that 
where a ftatute created an offence, 
and prefcribed a particular remedy, 
the mode prefcribed muft be pur- 
fued;'but in this cafe, he main- 
tained; the offence created by the 
aft was diftinaand independent of 
the injury done the Author, and 
that therefore he was intitled to a 
feparate aclion. 

' Upon the fecond queftion, he ar- 
gued, that the mere aft of entering 
a literary work at Stationers'-hall, 
was only intended to fubjed a per. 
fon who printed the work of ano- 
ther to the penahies infliaed by the 
ftatute, and b^; no means operated 

' to the preclufion of that remedy at 
common law, to which an Author 
was intitled, for the infringement 
of a right given him by dacute. 
With regard to the third queftion, 
he urged a variety of arguments, 
to prove that an Author's printing 
a work, withoiit affixing his name 
to the title-page, was by no mean^ a 

. dercliaion of bis intereft. He ob- 
ferved, that a young Author, with- 
out the leaft intention of abandon- 
in*' his work in common to the 
world, might be aauaied to the 
concealment of his name by that 
modefty which made hjm.diffident 
of fuccefs. It was no ways uncom- 
mon for an author to conceal his 
name till a fccond or third edition 
of his produaion. Again, an au- 

■ thor's fiiit pitce might have been 
unfuccefsful, bv which means his 
name, if it had betin pubhflied, 
Uould have become unpopular; 
confequently an author fo fituated, 
would have the beft reafon for 
with-holdiug his name, till the Pub- 
Ue had cftimatcd the merit of his 
work, without prejudice. For ibefe 



reafons, Mr. Reader infifted the 
judgment ought to remain for the 
{)laintiff. 

Mr. Marriott argued in fupport 
of the Rule, The fcope of " his ar- 
guments went to infer, that the fta- 
tute having given a particular pe- 
nalty for the infringement of an 
author's rights no aaion could lay 
at common law. 

Lord Kenyon obferved, that on 
a queftion of this kind, it could 
not but be the wirh of every 
Court to afford the utmoft protec- 
tion to learned men. It was upon 
this principle, that on a forn^er oc- 
cafion in the Houfe of Lords, a 
great and enlightened man had 
even gone the length of faying, 
the right of an author to his works 
ought not to be limited to any pe- 
riod. His arguraeiits, however, ' 
had not prevailed, and the duration 
of an author's right had been li- 
mited to a determinate period. 
No doubt the legiflature had aaed 
right, but this queftion he would 
not enter into. The queftion here 
was, whether the plaintiff was bot- 
tomed on the common law, and 
on principles of morality, to afk 
for a remedy for an infringement 
of his right within, the term al- 
lowed him by the ftatute? The 
preamble expreffed, that the fta- 
tute was for the encouragement of 
learning and learned men, and pro- 
vided, that the party ftiould have 
the fole right of printing his works 
for a cerjcain number of years. 
That right, therefore, created by 
the ftatute, gave the plaintiff an 
aaion to recover it at cdmmon law ; 
for the language of the common 
law uniformly was, that if a man 
had a right, he of cburfe had an ac- 
tion. .It was faid, if the ftatute 
had ftopped at the mere creation 
of the right, there could have been 
wo doubt as to the plaintiff being 
entitled to his aaion; but it had 
gone farther, and in the fame breath 
prefcribed a remedy, and therefore 

tha,r 
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that fuch remedy was the only one 
to be applied. His Lordfliip faid, 
if he could bring his mind to think 
that fuch could have beeir the in- 
tention of the leoiflature, fie would 
readily have fubfcribtrd to it ; but 
he conceived the penalties in the 
ftatute were nothing more than ac- 
cumulative tenors, fuperaddcd to 
the renr^edy by common law, in 
order that men might not dare to 
invade the property of others. If 
it were otherwife, how^ incompe- 
tent would the penalty be ? He 
would not dwell on tWe fmallnefs 
of the fum, but even that fum, 
fmall as it was, was not fecured to 
the author, for atiy -perfon miaht 
bring an aftion, and, beyond a 
dobbt, the pendency pf an action 
by a common informer would be a 
bar to, any a6lion of the author's, 
founded upon .the ftarute. His 
Lordlhip was convinced the legif- 
laiure had no fuch intention; and 
if ir had not, it got rid of the whole 
of the queftion. The penalties and 
forfeitures in the ail were merely 
ex abundant icautela\ the Icgillature 
thought perhaps, as the law flood, 
it was not fiiflicient, and it was do- 
ing right to add additional penal- 
tics. He was clear, that as every 
I right had a remedy, thcjmtgment 
\ ought to be for the plaintiff. 

i he other Judges concurred in 
his Lordfliip's fentiments : accord- 
ingly the rule was difcharged, and 
the piain'.iff had judgmeivt.

ABOUT ten o'clock the prlfo- 
ner was brought (by the 
Coailable of the Uiilie of Dublin) 
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with the axe Uefcre him to the Par- 
liainent-houfe, and conveyed to 
the room appointed for him. Short- 
ly, after eleven in the forenoon, the 
Lord Chancellor came down to the 
Houfe of Lords, and being felted 
on the wooliack and prayers ended, 
his Lordlhip directed the order of 
the day (which was, that the Houfe 
Ihould proceed on faid trial) to be 
read, which being done, the Haufe 
adjourned to the Court appointed 
for the trial. 

The Lords, Judges, and Affift- 
ants of the Houfe came in order, 
two and two, (beginning with the 
Juniors in rank) to the Court erect- 
ed in the Houfe of Commons, 
with maces before them, and after 
them the Lord High Steward (the 
Lord Chancellor) with maces be- 
^fore him, befides his own Serjeant 
and Purfe Bearer, with Ulfler King 
at Arms, and Black Rod, bearing 
the Staff. Each Lord and the 
others after obeifance made to the 
throne, took their plact^s, the 
Lords on their refpe£live benches; 
the Judges and other Affiftauts .at 
the table in the center of the Houfe; 
the Serjeants at Arms kneeling two 
on each fide the throne. Then the 
Clerk of the Crown in Chancci*y 
on the right, and the Clerk of the 
Crown in the King's Bench on the 
left, making three reverences to 
the Lord High Sievvard, came up 
to his feat, aud there both kneel- 
ing,, the Clerk of th^ Crown in 
Chancery delivered the commilTion 
or the otlice of High Steward to his 
Grace, who delivered it to the 
Clerk of the Crown of the Kin^^'s 
Bench to'rcad, and then they both 
in the fame manner,^ u cnt back to 
I th.cir ft-ats at the tabic, and procla* 
nia'.ion being made icv filcnce, the 
Clerk of the Crown of tlic f-Ling's 
Bench read the com million ; then 
Uhler, and the Uihcr, who held the 
Statf, making three reverences to 
his Grace, Ulftcr, pn his knees, 
pi*vfented him the while Staff', 

which 
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which his Grace delivered to the 
Ufher, who likewifc kneeled to 
hold the fame ; then the Clerk of 
the Crown in Chancery read the 
certiorari to the Judges or Com- 
niiffioners before whom the indidl- 
ment was found at lail Ailizes at 
Cork, to return the fame into the 
Houfe of Lords, with the return. 
' The Conftable of Dublin Caftle 
then brought the Prifoner to the 
bar (having been previoufly com-' 
manded by proclamation fo to do) 
with the axe born on his left hand, 
the edge from him. His Grace the 
Lord High Steward (with leave of 
the Houfe) having ordered the 
Judges to be covered, addreflcd the 
J^riioner in a fhort but elegant 
fpeech; in tendency to apprife the 
noble Prifoner of the caufe of his 
being brought there ^ the great re- 
liance which mud be placed by all 
parties on the impartiality and ho- 
nour of fo great and auguft a tri- 
bunal. His Grace touched (lightly 
on the dilVm6tions which the law 
ha« made in cafes of homicide, and 
aflured the Prifoner that if the evi- 
dence brought his cafe within any 
of the mitigated cafes of homicide, 
there could be no doubt their Lord- 
fhips v^^ould extend to him the full 
benefit of the law ; and then his 
Grace direiSed the indi<5lmcnt to 
be read to the noble Prifoner, whic.h 
was done by the Clerk of the 
Crown of the King's Bench, and 
the Prifoner pleaded not guilty, 
,and for trial put himfelf on his 
Peers ; upon which proclamation 
was made for the profecutors to 
come forth, and make good the 
charoe in the indictment; but 
none appearing, his Grace called 
upon the Prifoner's Counfel (MefT. 
Curran and Saurin) to know if no- 
tice had been given to the widow, 
and next of kin of the deceafed, 
and to the Attorney General, to 
which the Counfel anfwered in-the 
affirmative, and then produced 
two witncffcs to prove the fa<5t; 



whereupon proclamation Was again 
made for the Profecutors to appear, 
but not appearing, the Houfe ad- 
journed to the Chamber of Parlia- 
ment (the noble Prifoner by order 
of the Houfe, being firft removed 
from the bar.) 

The Houfe being refumed, his 
Grace faid, that in as much as no 
evidence was produced againfl the 
Prifoner, his Grace prefumed that 
their Lordfliips on their return to 
the Court would agree unani- 
moufly in a verdi<El of acquittal. 
The Law Judges and Affiftants re- 
turned in the fame order as before 
to the plitce of trial ; and having 
refpedtively taken their places, and ' 
proclamation being made for fi- 
lence, his Grace mentioned to the 
Houfe, that though it was clear that 
a verdict of acquittlal rauft be gi- 
ven, yet the folemnity of the o~- 
cafion required that the opinion of 
each Lord fhould be tak^n in or- 
der, beginning with the Junior, and 
fo on to the Senior; -which being 
done, and each Noble Lord hav- 
ing declared upon his honour, (lay- 
ing his right hand on the brcaft) 
that the Noble Prifoner was not 
guiltvv the Conflablc of Dublin 
Caftle was by proclamation ordered 
to bring his Prifoner to the bar ; 
which being complied with, his 
Grace informed the Prifoner of 
the verdi6^, and expreffed his fa- 
tisfa^ion that fo foul a charge had 
been removed by the unanimous 
verdift of their Lordfhips, and ap- 
prized the Noble Prifoner that he 
was then difcharged, paying his 
fees. The Earl of fcingfton, after 
bowing to his Grace, and then to 
the Houfe, withdrew, and his 
Grace the High Steward diflblved 
his commiflion, by bi;eakirig bis 
ftaiF, and then the Lords, Judges, 
and Affiftants, returned to the 
Chamber of Parliament, in the or- 
der in which they came.

f his commiliion, before any of his 
family could be informed of the 
delirium that attended his Situation ; 
nor was he without difficulty per- 
fuaded that fuch a ftep had been 
taken in the fliori intervals of re- 
turning rcafon, when he uniformly 
aflerted his intention of demanding 
a public inveftigation of his con- 
du6^. He died on Tnurfday, the 
14th of June, at Grenier's Hotel, 

iermyn-ftreet, in prefence of his 
rother, the prefent Earl, Mr. 
Cameron his brother-in-law, and 
Mr. Morrifon, the apothecary who, 
attended him, having been infenfi- 
ble for twenty-four hours previous 
to his deceafe.

COURT-MARTIAL ON COtONEL 
TUFNELL. 

Head Quarters, Newcaflle, June 9, 1798.

COLONEL Tufnell,of the Eaft 
Middlefex Militia, having been 
tried by the General Court Martial, 
whereof Colonel Clitherow, of the 
Weftminfter Middlefex Militia was 
Prefidcnt ; the following letter from 
the Judge Advocate General, and 
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Opinion and Sentence of the Court, 
have been this day received. 

Judge Advocate Generars Office, Graft9a« 
flrcct, June 7, 1 798. 

SIR, 

Having had the honour of laying 
before the King the proceedings of 
^a General Court Martial held at 
Newcaftle-upon-Tyne, the 23d of 
May laft, and during feveral fubfe- 
quent days, on the trial of George 
Fofter Tufnell, Efq. Colonel of the 
Eaft Middlefex Militia, upon fevea 
articles of charge preferred againft 
him by Lieutenant John James, of 
the faid regiment, a correft tranf- 
ci ipt thereof, as well as of the opi- 
nion and fentence of the Court 
Martial, is hereunto annexed; — I 
have to acquaint you, that his Ma<- 
jefty has approved the opinion of 
the Court Martial in acquitting 
the faid Colonel Tufnell of an v cri- 
minality in refpe£l of the third' arti- 
cle of charge, by reafon tliat the 
mifapplication thereby imputed to 
him, of money which appertained 
to regimental fund, was not made 
to appear by evidence. 

His Maje'fty has alfo been pleafed 
to approve the ojzrinioo of the Court 
Martial refpec^ng the firft, fecond,- 
fourth, fifth 4nd fixth articles of, 
charge, upon all which Colonel 
Tufnell has been mod honourably 
acquitted. 

With regard to the opinion and 
fentence of the Court Martial 
touching the fevenrh article of 
charge, whereby Colonel Tufnell, 
though exprefsly freed from the im. 
putaiion of any behaviour unbecom- 
ing the charifler of a gentleman, 
was found guilty of an irregularity, 
and was adjudged to be reprimand- 
ed for the fame in fuch manner as 
his Majefty fliould think fit to di- 
rect :-^I am commanded to acquaint 
you, that his Majefty, under all the 
circumftances of this cafe, is moft 
gracioufly pleafed to difpofe with 

any 
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any other reprimand than that 
which the promulgation of the fen-, 
tcnce in the public orders of tljc 
diftrift^will virtually convey. I 
iiRv«the honour to be. Sir, jrour 
moft obedient and moll humble 
fervant, (Signed)

OPINION AND SENTENCE. 

The Court having minutely ck- 
amined and warily deliberated upon 
the evidence in fupportof the pro- 
.ftcution, as alfo what has been al- 
ieiged sby the pufoner in his de- 
icfocc, together with the profecutor's 
reply, is of opinion— That George 
Foftcr Tufnell, Efq. Colonel oi the 
J£aft Mitidlefex Militia, \% not guilty 
tmon the firft and fccond of the! 
.charges ;— the Court doth therefore ; 
acquit riioft ho4W>urably the faid 
Colonel Tufnell, prifoner, of all 
^nd every paj-t of the (aid charges. 
With regard to the .third charge, the 
•Coutt is of opinion, thas aUbough 
Ibe fa.a, as ftatcd jn it, has been 
fubftantiatcd, nay. that it has been 
•admitted by the prifoner, yet it hath 
•not been made to appear that the 
fer^ice bad fuftained any injury 
thereby : the Court cann«t, there- 
fore, attach any criminality to Co- 
ioncl Tufnell; confequently the 
prifoner is not guihy of having be- 
iiavcd in a fcandalous, infamous 
manner, unbecoming the charadcr 
of an officer and a gentleman. 

Of the fourth, fifth and fixlh 
charges, the Court doth mod ho- 
nourably acquit the prifoner. With 
refpedt to the feventh charge, the 
Court isof opinion, that this charge 
has been proved, inafniuch as that 
the prifoner did fign the falfe certi- 
ficates; but it noth not'appear that 
he (the.prifoner) did fo fign know- 
iogly* or with any criminal inten- 
tional: the Court is of opinion, 
•therefore, that the prifoner,. George 



Fofter Tufnell, Efq. Colonel of the 
Eaft Middlefe:X Militia, is guilty. of 
irregularity only, and not guilty of 
having behaved in a fcandalous, ia- 
famous manner* unbecoming the 
charafter of an officer or a gentle- 
man. — However, the Court £aving 
found the prifoner guilty upoa 
charge the feventh in aleflcr degree 
doth adjudge the faid George Foileir 
rrufnell, Efq. Colonel of the Eaft 
Middlefex Militia, to be rtsprimand*: 
ed at {ixch time and place, and by 
whom his Majefty may deem moj^ 
proper to appoint. 

The Court, before the proceeds 
ingsare cloied, cannot b^ut remark^ 
that the fird, fecond> fourth, fifth 
and (istth charges (of ivhich the prir. 
foner (lands mod honourably ac^ 
quitted) are frivolous and vexatio- 
ous ; and that the whole appear to 
have been brought forward by the 
prof^cutor,, more from motives of 
malice and refentment, than from a 
love of juilice, or :for the ^ood of 
the fervice. The Court Martial kk 
diflblved.

THE PEARCR. 

THE Pearch is bow backed like 
a hog, and armed with ftifF 
griftles, and his fides with dry thick 
fcales. He is a very bold biter, 
which appears by his darino' to 
venture upon one of his own kind, 
with tnore courage than even the 
ravenous Luce. He feidom grows 
above two feet long, fpawns once 
a year, dther in February, or 
March, and bites beft In th% latter 
part of the fpring% His haunts arc 
chiefly in the ft reams not very 
deep, under hollov^ banks, a gra- 
velly bottom, and at the turning of 
an eddy. If the weather is cool 
and cloudy, and the water a little 
ruffled, he will bite all day long, 
rfpccially from eight till ten in the 
morning, and from three till fix in 
the evening. If there are thirty or 
forty of them in a hole, they may 
be all caught at one {landing : they 
are not like the folitary pike, but 
love to accompany one another, 
and fwim. in (lioals, as all fifhes 
which have fcales are obfervcd to 
<do. His baits are minnows, little 
frogs, orbrandlings, if well fcoured; 
when he bites give him time 
enough, and you cai^ hardly give 
him too niuch ; for as he is not a 
leather-mouthed fifh, without you 
do, he will often break his hold. 
Angle for him, if you bait with a 
brandling, with an indifferent 
ftrong line, and gut at bottom, 
your hook No, 4, 5, or 6, and at 
about five or fix inches from the 
ground. But if you rove for him, 
with a minnow or frog (which is a 
very pleafant way) then your line 
ftiould be ftrong, and the hook 
armed with gimp, and the bait 
fwimming at mid -water, fufpended 
by a cork float. I, for my own 
part, alwavs ufe my trowl, that in

cafe a pike fliould take \ty I may 
be prepared for him. Keep your 
minnows in a tin kettle, and when 
yoil bait with one, ftick the hook 
(through his upper lip, or back fin. 
If you ufe the frog, flick it through 
the ikin of his hind leg. Thefc 
dire^ions being carefully attended 
to, I dare infure the angler fuc* 
cefs. 

THE TBNCH. 

The Tench, the fifties phyfician, 
fo called, becaufe his flime is faid 
to be very healing to wounded 
fifties ; and what is more ftrange, 
the voracious pike is fo fenfible of 
his fovereign virtue, that he will 
not hurt a tehch, although he will 
feize on any other fifli of his own 
fize that comes in his way; and 
when he, or any other fifties are 
fick, they find relief by rubbing 
themfelvesagaihfthis body (is a de- 
licious freft^ water fifti;) he has 
fmall fcales, yet very large and 
fmooth fins, a red circle about the 
eyes, and a litcle barb hanging at 
each corner of his mouth. His 
haunts are chiefly in ponds amongft 
weeds; he thrives very ill in clear 
waters, and covets to feed in foul 
ones; yet his'fleft^ is nouriftiing 
s^nd pleafant. They fpawn the 
beginning of July: the proper 
time to angle fbr them is early and 
late, in the months of May, June, 
the latter end of July, and in Au« 
guft. You muft ufe a, ftrong line 
with gut at bottom. The hook 
No. 2, or 3, and a quill float; 
the depth about two feet. He 
bites beft at red -worms, if you dip 
them firft in tar, at all lorts of 
paftes made up with ftrong fcented 
oils, and at one made with the in- 
fidc of a roll, and honey. Alfo at 
cad- worms, lob- worms, flag- worms ^ 
gentles, marfti-worms, and foft 
boiled bread grain. Befides the 
river Stour in Dorfetfliire, fo par- 
ticularly recommended for plenty 
of tench and eels, there is Breck- 
nock-Mere, ill Brccknockftiire, 
R ' being 
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being two miles in length, and as 
much in breadth, full of perch, 
tenchy and eels. 

THE FLOUNDER. 

The flounder may be liflied for 
all day, cither in fwift ftrcams, or 
the flill deep ; but beft in the 
ftream, in the months of April, 
May, June, and July. Your line 
mull be a lingle haired one, with a 
fmall float, and the hodk No. 6, or 
7. Let your bait touch the ground, 
whicji may be any fort of fmall 
worms, w^fps, or gentles. He 
being alifli but feldom taken with 
the r6d and line, to enlarge on the 
fubje6l would .be totally unnccef- 
lary. 

THE CHUB. 

' The chub is a fifti.by no means 
in very much efteem, his flefh be- 
ing very coarfe, and full of fmall 
bones ;'yet he affords good fport to 
the angler, efpecially to a 1 yro in 
that art. They fpawn about the 
beginning of April ; and their 
haunts are chiefly in Jarge rivers, , 
having clayey or fandy bottoms, in 
holes fhaied with trees, v* here 
many of them in general keep to- 
^ethet". He bites beft from fun- 
rifing till eight, and from three till 
fun-fet. In March anil April you, 
muft angle for the chub with 
worms, in June and July, with 
flies, fnails, and cherries; but in 
Aiiguft and September, ufe a pafte 
made of Parmefan, or Holland 
cheefe, pounded in a mortar with 
a little, butter, and a fmall quantity 
of Taffron put to it to make it of a 
yellow colour. In the winter,, 
when the chub is in his prime, a 
palle made of Chefliire cheefe and 
turpentine, is very good; but no 
bait more killing for him, than the 
pith of an ox's or cow's back 
bone; you muft take the tough 
outward fl^in off very carefully, 
but lake particular care that you 
do not bruifc the inward fkin ; 
alfo the brains of the above ani- 



mals arc excellent for hitn* ^ Let 
your line be very ftrong, with a 
quill float oirit, ftrong gut ^t bot- 
tom the hook No. 3, or 4, the 
depth in hot weather — mid-water, 
in coldifti near the bottom, and in 
quite cold weather on the ground. 
The moft pleafant way of taking 
him is by dibbing ; which is thus 
performed : in a. hot fummer's day, 
go to any hole that you know they 
haunt, and you will find perhaps 
thirty or forty of them bafliing 
themfelves like partridges on the 
furface of the water: then take 
your rod, which muft be very 
ftrong and long; your line the 
fame, but about a yard in length \ 
and bait the hook with a gr^fshop- 
pcr: you muft fktlter yourfclf bc- 
l^ind fome bufti, or ftump of a 
tree, fo as not to be fecn ; for the 
chub is very timorous, and the 
leaft fliadow will make him fink to 
the bottom, though he will foon 
rife again. Having therefore fixed 
your eye upon the largeft and beft, 
drop your bait with great caution 
before him, and he will inftantly 
take it, and be held faft ; for he is 
a leather-mouthed fifh, and feldom 
breaks hold, if played properly. 
There is a very peculiar way of 
dibbing for them in fome counties, 
which I fhall defcribe for the rea- j 
der's information. Where the ftill 
deep holes-lie almoft near the mid- 
dle of the river, or cut, fo diftant 
from the ft\ore, that they cannot 
be taken with a rod and line, two 
perfons go, one on one fide the ri- 
ver, and one on the other, having a 
long line jn their hands, which 
fliould if all unravelled reach twice 
aciofs the river ; but as they begin 
with it at firft, only from one per- 
fon to the other. In the centre of 
the line, is another fufpended from 
it about a yard long, baited with a 
cock-fhaver, or grafshopper : thus 
prepared they drop it as in the for- 
mer inftance.. before any chub they 
like ; which when they . have 

hooked, 
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kooked, the perfon* who has the 
length of line in refervc, uuravels 
it, and then the other draws the 

. £fli over to him, and baits the hook 
a frefli, after which he gives a fig- 
nal, and the other winds up the 
line again, till it arrives at its pro- 
per length ; with this fimple me- 
thod many pounds Weight are 

• taken in an hour. 

N. B. In dibbing, where you. 
cannot get a grafshopper, any fly, 
beetle, or moth, will equally anfwer 
the purpofe. 

I THE BARBEL, 

' The Barbel, fo called on account 
of the bai'b, or beard that is under 
his nofe, or chops, is a leather- 
mouthed fifli ; and though he fel- 
dom breaks his hold when hooked, 
yet if he proves a large one, he 
often breaks both rod and line. 
I The male is eftecmed much better 
I than the \ female, but neither of 
I them are very extraordinary. They 
fwim' in 'great ihoals, and are at the 
worft in -April, at which time they 
I fpawn, but foon come into feafon 
again : the places they chiefly re- 
^ fort, are fuch as are weedy, gra- 
velly rifing grounds, in which this 
fifh is faid to dig, and rout his nofe 
I like a fwine. In the fummer he 
I frequents the ftrongeft and fwifteft 
\ currents of water; as under deep 
bridges, wears, &c. and is apt to 



I . fettle himfelf amongft the piles, 

hollow places, and in mofs and 

weeds. In the autumn he retires 

\ into the deeps, where he remains 

. all the winter and beginning of the 

i fp^ng. The beft baits for him are 

j' Salmon-fpawn, lob-worms, gentles, 

bits of cheefe, wrapt up in a wet 

linen rag to make it tough, or 

fteeped in honey for twenty-four 

hours, and greaves : obferve that 

the fweetcr and cleaner your baits 

are kept, the more eager he will 

take them. Y6\i cannot bait the 

ground for him too much, when 

you angle for him, with any kind 
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of garbage; as lob- worms cut in 
pieces, malt and grains incorpo- 
rated with blood *and clay, &c. 
The earlifr and later you fifh for 
him in the months of June, July, 
and Auguft, the better. Your rod 
and line muft be very flrongj the 
former ringed, and the latter muft 
have gimp at the bottom ; a run- 
ning plummet mufl: be placed oti 
your line, which is a bullet with a 
hole through it : place a large fliot 
^a foot above the hook, to prevent 
the bullet falling on it. The worm 
will of courfe be at the bottom, for 
no float is to be ufed, and when the 
barbel takes the bait, the bullet will 
licxon the ground and not choak 
him. By the bending of your rod 
you will know when he bites, s^nd 
alfo with your hand will fed him 
give a ftrong fnatch, then ftrike 
him, and he will be your own if 
you play him well; but if you do 
not manage him with dexterity, he 
will break your tackle. You muft 
have on your rod a winch, and a 
line on it, about thirty yards long, 
The moft famous places near 
London for barbel angling, are 
Kingfton-bridge and Shepperton* 
deeps; but Walton-deeps, Chert- \ 
fey. bridge, Hampton -ferry, and 
the holes under Cooper's-hiJl, are 
in no wife inferior. You may like- 
wife meet with them at all the locks 
between Maidenhead and Oxford. 
N. B. Their fpawn a6ls a.s a vio- 
lent cathartic and emetic. 

THE EEL. 

Authors of natural hiflory in re- 
gard to the eel have advanced 
various conjeaures; and in fome 
meafure have contradided each 
other, entirely on this head, name- 
ly. Whether they are produced by 
generation; or corruption, as worms 
are ; or by certain glutinous drops 
of dew, which falling in May and ' 
June, on the banks ofjoroe ponds, 
or rivers, are by the heat of the 
fun turned into eels, Abr. ^ylius, 
R z ia 
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in a trcatife of the origin of ani- 
mals ^efcribes a method of produc- 
ing them by art. He fays, that if 

• yoii cut up two turfs covered with 
May-dew, and lay one on the other, 
the .graffy fide inwards, and thus 

' expofe them to the heat of the fun, 
in a few hours there will fpring 
from them an infinite quantity of 
eels. Eels are diftinguifhed into 
four kinds, v>z. the filver eel, a 
grecnifti eel, called a grey ; a black- 
ith eel, with a broad fiat head, and 
laftly, an eel with rcddifli fins. The 
ccPs haunts are chieflv amongft 
weeds, under roots ancl (lumps of 
trees, holes, and clefts in the earth, 
both in the banks and at bottom, 
and in the plain mud, where they 
lie with only their heads out watch- 
ing for prey: alfo about flood 
gates, wears, bridges, and old mills, 
and in the ftill waters that are foul 
str.d muddy; but the fmalleft eels 
are to be met with in all forts of 
fivers and foils. They conceal 
themfelves in the winter, for fix 
months in the mud, and they fel- 
dom rove about in the fummer in 
the day time, but all night long ; at 
which time, you may take a great 
numbrr of them, by laying in 
night lines, faftened here and there 
to banks, flumps of trees, &c. of 
a proper length for the depth of 
the water, leaded fo as to lie on the 
ground ; and a proper eel hook 
whipped on each, baited with the 
following baits, whidi he delights 
in, viz. garden worms, or lobs, 
minnows, hen*s guts, fifh garbage, 
loaches, fmall gudgeons, or miller's 
thumbs ; alfo fmall roaches, 1 the 
hook being laid in their mouths. 
There are two ways *o take them 
in the day time cabled iniggling and 
bobbing. Snuggling is thus per- 
formed : t«ke a ftrong line, and bait 
your hook with a large lob-worm, 
awi go to fuch places abuve-men- 
tioned where eels hide themfelves 
in the day time; put the bait gent-, 
ly into the 'hole, by the heJp of a. 



cleft flicks and if the eel is therft 
he will certsdnl^ bite ; let him tir9 
himfelf by tuggmg, before you of* 
fer to pull him out» or e'lfe yott 
will break your line. The other 
method is called bobbing* la 
order to perform this you muft 
fcour/ome lar^e lobs, and with-a 
needle run a twilled filk through a9 
many of them from end to end, as 
will lightly wrap a dozen times 
round your hand ; make them into 
links, and faflen them to ftrong 
pack thread, or whip-cord, two 
yards long, then make a knot in 
the line about fix or eight inches 
from the worms: afterwards put 
three quarters of a pound of lead, 
made in a pyramidal form on the 
cord ; the lead mufl be made hoU 
low three pans of the way up it,, 
and then a hole muft be bored 
through it, big enough to put the 
cord through, and let the lead Hide 
down to the knot. Then fix all to 
a manageable pole, and ufe it im 
muddy water. When the fifties 
tug, let them have time to faften, 
then draw them gently up, and 
hoift ihcm quick to ftiore. A boat 
called a punt is very ufeful in thia 
kind of fifhing. Some ufe an eel 
fpear to catch eels with, which is 
an inftrument with three or four 
forks, or jagged teeth, whicb tbcy 
ftrike at random into the mud. 

The rivers Sto wer in Dorfetfliire ; 
Ankam in Lincolnfhire ; and Irk 
in Lancafhire, are famed by (heir 
refpedive neighbours for very ex* 
cellent eels. Mr. Pope has cele- 
br^ted the river Kennet in fierk*. 
fliire on the fame account, in his 
Windfor Foreft.

In Rumfey-merein Huntingdon* 
fbire are a great quantity of eels 
and large pikes, which they call 
hagets; but Cambridgefliire boafts 
of having the moft and beft eels, 
if you credit the natives.

By which it appears very plain to 
be 6 1 to 42, fomerhing more than 
16 to II, found by the Aiding rule ; 
by fitting 61 upon A, to 42 upon 
B, I find 16 upon A ftand againft 
II upon B, very nearly the Lords 
• againft the Dukes. Secondly, it is 
56 to 47, the horfes againft the 
mares, almoft 6 to 5 ; for as 56 
upon A is to 47 upon B, fo is 6 up- 
on A'to little more than 5 upon B, 
or as 47 upon A is to 56 upon B. 
Thirdly, it is 41 to 35, the greys 
againft the bays, or fomething bet- 
ter than 7 to 6, found by the Aid- 
ing rule as before ; for 35 upon A 
is to 41 upon 3, fo is 6 upon A to 
very near 7 upon B. Fourthly, it 
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is to 41 to 27, the greys againft the 
blacks, better than 6 to*4. Fifthly, 
it is 35 to 27, the bays againft the 
blacks, almoft 13 to lo; for as 35 
on A is to 27 on B, fo is*i3 upon 
A, to a little more than 10 upon B. 
And laftly, it is 53 to 50, Lord A's 
grey horfe. Lord B's grey mare, 
and the Duke of F's black mare, 
againft Lord E's bay horfe, the 
Duke o^ D's bay mare, and the 
Duke of E's black horfe, fome- 
thing more thin 18 lo 17; for as 
50 upon A is to 53 upon B, fo is 
17 upon A, to a little more than 18 
onB.

TO afcertain the figure and pro- 
portions of the well- formed 
foot, there is no more necelfary 
than to examine the hoofs of 
horfes, where no ftjoes or art of 
any kind has been employed. We 
(hall then find, that the hoofs of the 
fore feet are as wide from heel to heeP 
asthey 3rc long; that is, the bottom 
of the hoof approaches to a circle. 
This faft has been fo little attended 
to, that moft writers have given 
plates and defcriptions of difeafed 
and contra6ted feet, when they in- 
tended to have defcribed a natural 
foot. 

The common pra<flice of ftioc- 
Apg has been fo univerfally deftryc- 
mvc» that unlcfs the hoof be exa- 
mined before it comes to the hands 
of the farrier, there is no prooabi- 
lity that it ftiould ev^er be fcen in 
its original perfcdt figure. From 
this important circumftance being 
overlooked, authors have had vari- 
ous opinions refpec^ing good and 
ill-formed feet ; tor all of them af>- 
pear to have-maue their obfcrvati- 
ons on hoifes' hodfs th^t had be* n 
repeatedly 
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repeatedly (hod, without attempt* 
ing to eft«blifh any rule or princi- 
ple from nature. That rule or 
principle is the original form of the 
hoffe's foot before it has been al- 
tered or perverted by art; for no 
^oubt every animal, as well as 
every part of an animal, has a cer- 
tain and determined flrudlure and 
function, when in health, from 
which there can be no deviation 
without producing defeats. 

We (hould have no difficulty in 
demonftrating that a circular 'foot, 
as it cooies from the hands of the 
maker is the beft poffibleform for the 
borfe. No one can doubt but that 
a foot of this dcfcription is better 
adapted to fupport a great weight, 
than a (harp, oblong, contraSed 
foot, which (inks deep into the 
ground at every ftep, and fatigues 
the animal. It is alio true, that, in 
proportion as the hoof is long at 
the toe, th^ horfe is liable to trip. 
Thefe are the obvious incpnveni- 
encies of a long contra6ted hoof; 
but as the natural hoof is created 
circular, any deviation from this 
figure produces an equal alteration 
of the parts contained within. 
The contents of the hoof are as 
tender as the quick or fenfible 
parts under the nail; and can no 
more endure preflTure without pain 
and inconvenience, than the hu- 
man foot can bear the continuance 
of fmall light fliocs. 

The cavity of the hoof is always 
completely filled by the foot, io 
that the natural hoof is perfectly 
equal to contain the foot, without 
the leaft prefTure, but not one hair's 
breadth larger or fmallcr. No ftioe 
can poffibly be fitted with fuch ma- 
thematical exa6tnefs to the human 
foot, .as the hoof is to that of the 
horfe. But as the cavity of our 
fhoes cannot be diminifhed without 
pain, fo the hoof of the horfe can- 
not be altered in its form, without 
a pretTure, equally painful, on the 
foot, and which, with equal 'cer- 



tainty, * tends to produce difeafe. 
When the human foot is pinche4 
by too fmall a ihoe, the pain is na- 
turally removed by the fubftitution 
of a larger one ; but the conftant 
ihoeing of borfes in the common 
way, gradually increafes the con- 
tra^ion, and^the animal is forced 
to perform great labour with a hoof 
that is every day producing more 
and more preffure on the foot. 

Whatever be the flrudqrc and" 
form of the natural hoof, I prefume 
it will be admitted, that the fole ob- 
ject of (hoeing is to prefervc the 
hoof in the fame (late. No art can 
improve the original circular foot 
nature has made ; and that practice 
mufl be pernicious and highly ab- 
furd which alters it. To afcertain 
whether this principle has been at- 
tended to in practice, and the foot 
preferved in health, we have no 
more to do than examine the hoofs 
of horfes that have been repeatedly 
(hod. It will then be obferved that 
nearly in proportion to the repeti* \ 
tion of flioeing, the foot deviate^^ 
from a circle, and becomes oblong. 
Indeed many feet, from this caufc, 
are not one third, and fome not 
even one fourth as wide a^long. 
Age, however, has no effect in 
changing the form ; for we can not 
only preferve horfes' feet in their 
natural condition, but when con* 
tratEltrd reftore them to their origi- 
nal figure. Neverthelefs, in pro- 
portion as the common pra<5tice of 
(hoeing has been repeated, the heels 
will generally be more or lefs con- 
tra<9:ed. • An old horfe that has 
been (hod, may, therefore, be dif- 
tinguiflicd from a young one by the 
feet only. This contraSion, which 
ufuaily terminates in iamenefs, is 
not the only efFc<^ of improper 
flioeing ; for ihru(hes and corns are 
generally produced by the fame 
caufc. It is, therefore, of great 
importance to afcertain the pra^ice 
that occafions fuch effects, and the 
means btft adapted to prevent them. 

But 
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But previoufly tu this enquiry^ it is 
neccflary to describe the formatioo 
find fi^ndlions of the cru(l, fole, 
frog, and bars. 

The whole of the hoof is com- 
pofed Qf horny <^bres, without the 
fmallcft degree of fcnfation. The 
cruft or wall furrounds the anterior 
and lateral parts of the foot. It 
grows obliquely from the cforonet 
downwards, aad increafes in width 
as it defcends. The cruft is the 
only part that can receive nails 
without mifchief, is thicker at the 
toe than quarters, and genqially 
thicker at the outer than at the inner 
quarter. It is fmooth and convex 
ou^the ouihde, but laminated and 
concave withiii, for the purpofe of 
being united with correfpondiug 
laminas covering the loweft bone of 
the foot, called the coffin bone. 
This union of the cruft with the 
coffin bone, fuftains^ the weight of 
the animal. The horfe is not fup- 
ported by the fole or frog ; for; if 
thefe parts be removed or difeafed, 
fo as to become foft and of a fun- 
gous ftrQ6lure, and incapable of 
refiftance, as in canker, the cruft 
is, neverthelefs, capable of bearing 
the whole of the fu perineum bent 
weight. If the fole and frog, in 
rcality,^ fupported the weight, then 
the foot would flip through the 
cruft, when the frog and fole were 
taken away. But, as the cruft fup- 
ports the weight, even when the 
fole and frog are removed, there 
can be no doubt but that one^f 
the Conditions of the cruft is tofup- 
port the animal. And, as the la- 
minae are elaftic, this furnifties as 
many elaftic fprings as there are Ja^ 
minae^ to prevent fliake and con- 
cuflion when the horfe is in action. 
The horny fole is united with the 
Ibwer part of the Cruft, and covers 
the inferior furface of the coffin 
bone : but between t)ie horny fole 
and coffin bone there is a vafcular 
fybftance, called the feniible or 
feeling fole, and the blood vcffcU 
Vot.XII. N0.69. , ' 



of this part produce the horny folc* 
The horny fole is concave on the 
outfide, beginniixg at the jundiofli 
with the. cruft, and increafing as it 
advances towards the center; fo 
that the edge of the fole, united to 
the cruft, is lea ft concave. The 
fole, on its internal furface^ is con^r 
vex. 

The ufe of the horny fole is to 
prote^ the fenfible fole from in- 
jury, to aft as a ftop, by embracing 
the ground, and when the laminated 
fubftances elongate, the horny fole 
at the heels defcends. This aftion 
of the horny fole contributes very 
confiderably ^o affift the laminae in 
preventing concuffion when tjie 
horfe is in motion. 
. The bars, or binders, as they aro 
termfed, are two in number. They 
are placed betvyeen the frog and 
fole ; and, at the heels, form a 
broad foHd junftion with the cruft. 
The toe, or fmall part of the bar,^ 
fometimes reaches externally nearly 
as far as the toe of the frog. The 
bars within the boQf are laminated 
in the iame manner as the inter;nal ^ 
part of the cruft, and are attached 
to the horny fole. The infenfible 
laminae are intimately connefted, 
with the laminae of the fenfible ' 
fole. 

The ufe of the external bars is to 
keep the heels expanded ; and th<9 
internal laminae of the bars are in* 
tcntled to prevent diflocation, or 
feparation of the fenfible fol(»,,fronx 
the horny fole. In a natural hoof 
there are two large cavities betweea 
the frog and bars. 

The frog is an infqnfible body, 
externally convex, and placed in 
the center of a folc, of a wedge* 
,like form, pointed towards the toe, 
but expanded as it advances to tho 
heels. In the center of the broad 
part there is a fifliire, or feparation* 
The frog is conne<Slcd internally 
with another frog, of a fimilar 
figure, but different in ftrudturr. 
The cxtfjrpal frog is compofed of 
S foft 
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foft elaftic horn, And totally infcnfi- 
ble. The inttrnal frog is mach 
more claftic than the horny frog ; It 
lias fenfatlon, is canne6lcd above 
t*ith a fmall moveable bone, '(by 
fome caUed the (battle bone) and at 
the extremity of the heels with two 
elaftic fubftances ealled cartilages. 
The toe of the fenfible frog is 
United to the coffin bone ; but more 
than nine tenths of both . frogs arc 
behind the cofffiti bone. The toe of 
the fenfible and horny frogs, from 
their connt6Hon with the' coffin 
bone, ai'e fixed points, and have no 
motion ; but the heels of the frogs, 
being placed pofterior to the coffin 
bone, and. it\ conta6b with movea- 
ble, "elaflic (and not fixed or refitt- 
ing) fubftaDces, a very confidera- 
ble lever is formed, and whenever 
the hoof comes in contact with the 
ground, the frog firft afcends, and 
3ien defcends. The afccnt of the 
frog expands the cartilages, pre- 
ferves the htels from cohtra^lioTi, 
and afi^ords to the horfc an claftic 
fpring : while its wedge-like form 
prevents the animal from flapping 
ivh^never it embraces the ground. 
But, without any anatomical en- 
quiry into its internal ftrpfture and 
connection with other parts, the 
iliape and convexity of the frog 
clearly demonftrate that it was 
formed to come in conta6l with the 
ground. 

. We cannot fuppofe that the all- 
^ife Cirtator would have made an 
organ, miurh expofed to injury, 
without making its ftru<f?lure ade- 
quate to its function. We fee that 
animals .deftined for a cold climate 
are provided with a rtiuth warni^r 
Covering thtln animals in a liigh^r 
temperature :/we difcbver that the 
eye is admirably cbnftrufted for 
receiving light ; the ear for the vi- 
brations of found; and every or- 
gan,, in every animal, beautifully 
formed to anfwer .its peculiar ufe. 
Shall we then doubt that the frog is 
made with the fame degree of wif- 



dom at other organs? Shall we not 
coucltide that it was intended to re- 
ceive preflure, fi nee its convexity 
muft make It liable to touch th6 
groimd at every ftcp ? The more we 
inveftigate this fubjeft, the more wk 
are convinced that the ufe of the 
frog is to prevent the horfe fironl 
flipping, to prefisrve the heels ex- 
panded, and by its motion to aft 
as an elaflic fpring to the animal. 

Mr. Saintbel, and many others, 
were of opinion, that the ufe of the 
frog, is, to ferve as a cuffaipn^ or 
guard to the tendori of the fiexot 
mufcle of the foot. Where this 
opinion prevails, it is very natural 
to conclude, that art ihould endea- 
roOr to raifc the frog from iht 
ground, by a thick- heeled Ihoe, in 
order to guard the tendon from 
bruifes. But, if it be a truth that 
this proje6ling body was intended to 
enter the ground, then it ifrill fol- 
low, as a law of nature, that unlcft- 
the frog perform Its tunftions, it 
muft be difeafed. 

The human . legs are formed to 
fopport the weight of the body 5 
but if they are copftantly kept in a 
horizontal pofture in a f!ate of refl 
they will foon become enfeebltil* 
and' difeafed. The horfe is an ani- 
mal intended for aftiVe life, but if 
he is fuffercd to remain long witft- 
out motion, his whole fyftem be- 
comes afFe^ed- Indeed, common 
obfcrvation clearly proves, that no 
animal, or ^ny part of an animal, 
can be preferved in health, where 
the natural fHn6Hons are perverted. 
If the real functions >or the frog 
ha.d been equally well underftood, 
thfenit woiiW have been thought a$- 
neceffary, for the heahh of this ori 
gan, that it (houhJ be in contaff 
with the ground, as we know it to 
be imporrnnt for an a^ive animal 
to have motion* 

That the frog was not ipade to 

defend the tendon can be demon- 

ftrated. There is no medical man, 

in the lead acquainted with th^ 

ftni£ture 
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|(/tifture %ni economy of tendons* 
but mail b^ fuUy. convinced, that 
the frogs' of horfes cannot have 
been formed to protect the tendons 
from injury. It has been proved 
>y experimetit, that the fubftance 
of tendons in health has no ficnfa- 
don ; and, confequentiy, that one 
bfeafible body (viz. the frog) can* 
i|ot have been made for the pur- 
pofe of protediug an prgao^ void of 
feeling. Again, the frog, being 
made of a wedge-like form, a great 
part of the tendon is not covered 
by the frog, and more than one 
half of it projei^ behind the ten- 
don. If the frog had been made 
to a6l, as a cufhion, to fave the ten- 
.4on,.then its (hape and magnifode 
would have been cxadly equal to 
the tendons. 

The practice of (hoeing* very 
mwch depends on the fiindions of 
the frog being nnderilood. If the 
opinions here advanced refpedting 
its ufcs be well founded, then it 
iQuft follow, Jthat paring the frog, 
find raiiiog it from the ground by a 
thick-beoied fhoc, annihilates its 
fun^ions, and ultimately, if not 
immediately, produces difeafe : 
and that, applying a ihoe thin, at 
the heel, an^d expofing the frog to 
preflbre, is the onlv proper method 
to keep it in health. Moreover, it 
has been demonftrated, from expe- 
dience,, that unlefs the frog fuftain 
an uniform prefTure, it becomes 
•foft and inflamed, and the heels 
contra^ked: but if this organ be 
always in clofe conta6t with the 
ground, then it will be callous, in- 
Icafibie, and healthy, and moft of 
the difeafes incident to the foot 
prevented. 

The ^amedegree of pre/Ture ap- 
plied x. to the frog, that produces 
only pleafant fcnfation when in 
bealth, creates exquifite pain when 
oifeafed. It is therefore of great 
.importance to preferve the frog 
(ou.id, for when 'cut, it becomes 
highly fufceptiblc of every im* 



preifion : we might with jas nuich 
wifdom remove the (kin of the hu» 
man foot, when obliged to walk on 
flones without (hoes. - 

Granite and other ^hard fub- 
(lances have no effed on the frog, 
when it is prefcrved, and the hoof 
properly (hod : but, where it is foft 
and tender, in confequence of be- 
ing cut, and laifed by a thick heeled 
(hoc, one ftroke from a.proje6king 
(lone will produce pain, while per- 
petual preffurc, with a proper (hoc, 
is attended with falutary effeds. 

Thofe who conceive that the frog 
ifasnot made to* be in contafl with 
the ground^ and with that view cut 
the frog^ to dimini(h its convexity, 
and employ high heeled^ (hoes for 
its prote6lion, would do well to 
confider, whether their pra^Hce is 
in truth conformable to their own 
principles. If it be true, that no 
(hoc, however high at the heel, ap- 
plied to any hoof, can prevent the 
frog from occaiional pre(rure, then 
it muft foHow that the praAice and 
principles do not agree : and it can 
be demonftrated, that no frog is 
exempt from pretfure, even if the 
(hoe b^. turned up two inches at n 
the heels, . Where the roads aye 
covered with a convex pavement, 
or with loofe (lobes, the frog is liji- 
ble to be ftruck by every (lone that 
exceeds the thiclyiefs of the (hoe : 
and in other (ituations, where there 
are no (lones, the cavity of the (hoe 
is filled with earth, fo that the fr^g 
is frequently expofed to prefTure. 
It therefore becomes a que (lion, 
whether repeated blows on a part 
t*hat has been cut, made foft, and 
very fufceptible of impreflSon, will 
not pr9duce more pain, and more 
difeafe, than condant and uniform 
preiTure applied to a frog in health. 

Horfes \a earing high heeled 
(hoes, when a (liarp (lone comes in 
contaA with a foft and thin frog, 
are frequently liable to fall. It may 
be imagined, that if a horfe feels 
pain from the prelTurc of one blow, 
S a great 
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great mifchicf muft cnfue, when 
the fame caufe is many times re- 
peated ; and that, in proportion as 
the cauJ'c is repeated, the effeft, 
or difeafe,. muft increafe. But, it 
has not been . confidcred, that in 
confequcnce of always Handing on 
the frogs (even in the ftable) on 
hard furfapes, thefc organ* become 
totally infenfible, and refift even 
the hardeft bodies without the leaft 
irritation. Nor is this faa inex- 
plicable, or peculiar to the horfe. 
Do we not fee that the palms of 
hands of fmiths, and watermen, 
are caiious, and feel no inconve- 
nience from fubftances that would 
abfolutely blifter a hand, in the ha- 
bit pf wearing gloves ? And, is it 
not a faa, that the fole of the" 'hu- 
man foot is equalW void of feeling, 
when accuflomed' to walk without 
(hoes ? ' . 

Soipe writers have admitted that 
tlie frog was made to touch the 
ground ; ai>d yet have recommend- 
ed a fhoe thick at the heel, which 
raifes this organ from prefTure, and 
deflroys its lundions. 

Having fupefficially defcribed 
the formation, and ufes of the 
• cruft, fole, bars, and frog, I fhall 
now proceed to examine the com- 
mon method of cvtting the hoof, 
agd the form ,of flioe generally 
employed. Wfe ihall then be able 
to determine, if that pradice be 
Incompatible with the principles 
here inculcated ; and if it be capa- 
ble of prefe;ving the hoof in its 
natural form, unimpaired by fhoe- 
i^. This objeft fh9uld be parti-: 
culariy kept in view ; for that prac- 
tice muft indubitably be the beft, 
that allows the different parts to 
perform their refpeftive funftions, 
and preferves them in their original 
condition.

THOSE WHO PLAY AT WHIST. 

1. T>LACE of every fuit in your 
X hand; the worft of it to 
your left-hand, and the befl (in 
order) to the right ; and the trumps 
in the like order always to the left 
of all the other fuits. 

a. If in the coiurfe' of the play 
you find you have the beft card re- 
maining in any fuit, pyt the fame to 
the left of your trumps. 

3. And if you find you have the 
fecond beft card of any fuit to re-, 
member, place it on the right of 
your trumps^ 

4. And if you have the third 
beft card of any fuit to remember, 
place a fmall card of that fuit be- 
tween the trumps, and the third 
Wft to the right of your trumps. 

5. To remember your partner's 
firft lead, place a fmall card of that 
fuit in. the raidft of your trumps, 
and if you have but one trump, on 
the left of it. 

6. When you deal, put the trump 
turned up to the right of all your 
trumps, and part with it as late as 
you can, that your partner may 
know you have that trump left, and 
fo play accordingly. ^ 

7. To find where or in what luit 
your adverfaries revoke.— Suppofe 



•th^two fuits on your right band to 
reprefeht your adverfaries in the 
order they ^ fit, as to your right and 
Jefthahd. When you fufpeft ei* 
fber of them to have made a revoke 
in any fuit, clap a fmall card of that 
fuit amongft the cards reprefcnting 
that advenary, by which means you 
record not only that there may have 
been a revoke, .but alfo which of 
them made it, and in what fuit. If 
the fuit that reprefents the adver- 
fary that made the revoke,- hap- 
pens to be the fuit he revoked in, 
change that fuit for another, and, as 
above, put a fmall card of the fuit 
revoked in, in the middle of that 
exchanged fuit ; and if you have not 
a card of that fuit, reverf(^ a card of 
any fuit you have (except diamonds) 
and place it there. 

8. As you have a way to remem- 
ber your partner's firft lead, you 
niay alfo record in what fuit either 
of your adverfaries made their firft 
lead, by putting the fuit in which 
they made that lead in the place 
which in your hand reprefents that 
adverfary, at either your right and 
left hand : and if other fuits were 
already placed to reprefent them« 
then exchange them for the fuits 
in which each of them makes his 
firft lead. 

The foregoing method is to be 
taken, when you find it more necef- 
fary to record your adverfary's firft 
lead, than to endeavour to find out a 
revoke.

OUR Author proceeds to re- 
mark, that it is not to be con- 
templated without aftonifitment, 

that 
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that previous to the reign of George 
the Firft^ no more of the Medi^ 
Profcffion in England had thought 
It worth his while to beiVow a |>art 
of his attention upon the nature 
and difeafcs of hodes; following 
this with a trAin of obfervations on 
the brutal treatment of horfes by 
ignorant Farriers, &c. he fele^ls 
an Author of fomc fame in the 
'Veterinary Art, viz, 

GlfiSOH. 

« At length arofe William Gibr 
ion, deftined to the honour of be- 
ing thefirftof his countrynjen (and 
i^believe of any country in Eu- 
rope, during the prefent century) 
who applied the icience of medi- 
cine to the brute creation, and who 
promulged a regular fyftem o^ ve- 
terinary praftice, founded on the 
|>ermanent ba(is of troe medical 
principles. 

** Gibfon was bred a furgeon, 
and lived in Duke-ftree^, Grofve- 
aor-fquare, as lately as' the year 
1750, where he had pradifed vcte- 
«nary medicine for many years. 
fie had fcrved (if I ^m rightly in- 
form€d) as fiirgeon to Colonel 
Churchill's regiment of horfe, in 
^ucen Anne's wars, when, it is to 
be prefumed, he firft obtained a 
'Jcnow ledge of the diftfafes of horfes ; 
^nd ^ his Veterinary pra<Sicc con- 
Tlinued . afterwards for upwards of 
forty years, and was at fbme pe- 
riods very extenfive, his experience 
mxiSk have been greater, aad more 
to be depended upon, than that of 
any other man either before or 
fitice his time. His works firft 
came abroad between the years 
3720 and 1730,' and confifte'd of 
his Farrier's Guide, in one vo- 
lume; his Treatife on Dieting 
Horfes, and Ji is Farrier^s Diipea- 
fary. This laft, I have never yet 
had an opportunity of feeing. An 
edition or his chief work, The 
Farrier*s Guide, he publifljed in 
the year 1750, revifed by him for 



the laft time, and enlarged to tw# 
volumes. His books are written ia 
a plain, unaffected, perfpicuouj 
ftile, Tind evince him to have been 
a man of deep reflexion, of can- 
dour, and of a moft refpe^fcable 
fhare of medical knowledge. His 
mind being fo thoroughly reple* 
'^ nifljed with his fubjed, and affect* 
ing utility in preference to the 
graces of compoiition, he is fre- 
quently too diffufe, fometimes te- 
dioufly prolix; but fuch of his 
readers as aim at folid inforniadoa, 
rather than trifling amufement, will 
on that head find little to regret. 
He very freely acknowledged the 
little he owed tQ4)recedjng writers, 
which chiefly cpnfifted in the names 
and catalogue of difeafes. No aif- 
thor abounds fo much in cautions 
againft the ignorant and tcmerarfc. 
ous practice of farriers and grooms, 
more particulariy in the article of 
violent purges; and his works are 
totally frcG from the barbarous ab- 
furdities of his veterinary predc? 
ceffors, excepting one folitary in- 
ftance, where his philofophy ao4 
good fenfe fuffering a momentary 
fufpenfion, he incautioully recom- 
mends the ftupid and cruel prac- 
tice of attempting to dilate narro^ 
heels, an inch or two, by the infisr- 
tion of a fplint of iron in the frnil^ 
which was -to be previowfly. cut 
open with a fleam, in order to the 
reception of the iron ; as though jfi 
were equally pra«!ticable to force 
nature from her deftined courfe, 
as, experience teaches us, it is, to 
aflSft.her in it by gentle and legiti- 
mate means. But it is indeed woo- 
derfulthat they ftoppcd where th^ 
did, and that Markbam, or fomc 
other conjuror of the enlightened 
days of yore, did not recommend 
an attempt to increafe the longitu- 
dinal dimenfions of a horfe^s. neck, 
by virtue of an operation of the 
mechanic powers. Of this abfur- 
dity, however, as well as of feveral 
others of minor confequence,, the 
judicious 
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judicious Gibfon has purged his 
writings in the laft ediiion. In- 
deed he enjoyed, in the interim, 
the advantage of confulting the In- 
valuable work of Dr. Bratken, of 
whofe remarks (made, it is true, 
' ti^ith here and there a fpice of the 
ufpal petulance of that eccentric 
writer) he has numerically taken 
the advantage, but without acknow- 
ledging the obligation, which he 
fureiy might have done without 
fliame, confidering the great learn- 
j ing and medical ability, as well as 
I equeftrian knowledge, of his com- 
petitor. 

** Xbe chief merit of Gibfon is, 
as a writer on veterinary medicine 
and furgery ; in thofe lights, his 
wcrks are abbve all price, for they 
are the produftions of a judicious 
^nd well qualified profeffional man, 
who dcfcribed his /Own extenfive 
pradice. .As an equeftrian,' Or 
fportfraan, he had no ptetenfions ; 
but had nevtrthclefs formed, and 
apparently from his own obfcrva- 
fions, the jufteft ideas of the na- 
V ture and true conformation of 
horfes, as well as of their defefts. 
In fine, this author muft ever be 
cfteemed as the father of veterinary 
fcience, to whom all fuccecdjug 
authors, as well as all true lovers of 
I the horfe, are under infinite obli- 
1^ gation; and when fome wealthy 
and generous fportfman (hail here- 
after have eredled H ftately and 
comfortable roaniion, for the ac- 
commodation of the nobleft and 
heft of all brute animals, let him 
alforear a monument of his own 
good fenfe, tafte and gratitude, by 
Adorning the edifice with a ilatue 
of William Gibfon." 

BSACKEN. 

" The. juftly celebrated Dr. 
Bracken, whofe name is familiar to 
the ear of every fportfraan, ftaud-; 
next in order of time. As a wri- 
ter, he is perhaps as fingular a 
charadter as ever appealed to the 



judgment of the p\iblic. Highly 
refpeftable for his erudition, of a 
judgment moft profound on all fub- 
je^fts which be undertakt-s to dif- 
cufs, pofleffing a, moft penetrating 
power of mind to dete(5t fophiftry 
and difcover truth ^(the charaiftc- 
riftic of fteriing ability) he yet 
failed in decorum of character as - 
an author, and in the art of deli^ 
vering himfclf with propriety in 
compofition ; ahhougH ever per- 
fpicuous, his ftyie is generally 
mean, and his arrangement and 
manner ioofc, defuitory^, and inco- 
herent ; occafionally, his vulgarity, 
and even infipittity, excc«i all 
bounds. Who would fuppofe, af- 
ter this, tha\ he could poffibly have 
had a relifli for the beauties of 
compofition ? and yet that indubi- 
tably appears to have been the cafe, 
froni itie obvious warmth of. his 
mind, when he quotes that fublim^ 
and inimitable defcripiion of the 
hoife from the book of Job, and 
from the partiality which he fo 
frequexitly exprcfl'es for fome of 
the moll poliftied writers. 

** Bracken wa^a pupil of that great 
medical luminary, Profeflbr Bocf- 
haave, and afterwards went through 
regular coUrfes of anatomy and 
midwifery at Paris. On return to 
his own country, he a6led in the 
double capacity of phyficikn and 
pra<ftuioner in midwifery. His 
principal works were — Notes on 
Captain Burdon's Pocket Farrier, 
publifhed in 1735.— The Midwife's 
Companion, 1737. —A Treatife oa 
Fnrriery, 2 vols. 1738.— Lithiafis 
An^licana.a pamphlet; andatran. 
(lation froui the French of Maitrc- 
jan, on the eye. 

** This author lived at a period 
of time when the true principles 
of phyfic had already been difco- 
vered, and the modus ofierande of 
medicines was well known ; and 
he feems to have obtained a very- 
ample (hare of fuch knowledge,, 
both froiu theory and experience. 

It 
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It is agreed, I underfland, that, 
fioce that time, no new difcoveries 
have been made: in fundamentals at 
lca(t ; unlefs we are to reckon as 
fuch the chemical principles of M. 
LavoiHer; the medicinal ufe of 
fa^itious airs, being by no means 
as y(^t fully edabliihed. He was 
very fevere upon pretenders of all 
kinds ; and his judgment, refpedl- 
ing the efficacy of certain pretend- 
ed fpecificSy in particular, Mrs. 
Stephens* folvent for the flone, and 
the Ormikirk remedy for canine 
madnefs, has been fully confirmed 
by fubfequent experience. 

" The Do£bor was himfelf a 
fportfman, >veli known upon 'the 
turf> and in the habit of training' 
feveral horfes annually. His two 
volumes^ of farriery comprehend 
the whole of the fubjeA of the 
horfc, excepting the military ma- 
nege, which he profefles not to 
underfland ; indeed upon the art 
of fliocing he fays little, but that 
little fervcs to convince us that he 
entertained the jufteil ideas upon 
the matter, ^nd fuch as are, at this 
inftant, prevalent with our praiEli- 
tioners of beft repute. His books 
are generally, in all matters of im- 
portance, as applicable to the oc- 
cafions of the prefent time, as if 
written but yefterday j and the. er- 
rors in them fo i^w and infignifi- 
cant, that they are unworthy the 
trouble of enumeration. Conli- 
dcring his great judgment in horfes, 
as well as medical knowledge, I 
ihall not fcruple to place Dr. Brack- 
en at the head of all veterinary 
writers, ancient or modern; an 
opinion in which 1 am fupported by 
the judgment of the public, his 
Treatife on Farriery haviug paiTed 
through a greater number of real 
editions, than that of any writer 
on horfes fince; notwithftanding 
the vulgarity of his (lyle, and the 
total want of attraction in his man- 
ner. A number of editions of the 
works of a new writer, baftily 



puffed off, form nb fatisfadory 
proof of his merit j but the ulti- 
mate judgment of the public is 
ever infallible."

THE GAME OF AMBIGU, OR 
BANQUET. 
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THIS game is very entertaining, 
and the rules of it arc very 
eafy ; by the name you learn the 
nature of it, for in eifeft it is an 
afreml»lage of feveral forts of 
games. 

To 
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To play tliis game^ you take an 
entire pack of iiity-two cards, and 
throw out the figures, and count, 
by the points of the other cards, a 
ten for a ten, an ace for one, and 
iiy of the reft.' 

Stve'ral perfons may play at Am- 
bigu, from 1 wo to fix j but the moft 
agreeable party is that of five or 
fix. • 

I Before* you begin, you fhould 

take a number of counters, to 
which you may fix what value you 
picale, and mark the time or num- 
ber of deals you intend to play ; if 
the time is marked, any player that 
is aiofer, has a right to quit the 
party before the time is expired ; 
but never thofe that have won, 
though one or two oi the lofing 
players fhould have quitted ; but 
when the number of deals is 
marked, all the players are' to play 
tin the parly is fini&ed* 

After tbefc points are fettled, 
you fee who istodeal; having firft 
fliuffied the cards, and they are' 
cut by his left iiand man, he deals 
each player two cards one after the 
other; and when each player ex- 
amines his cardsy he fees if he has 
a profpeft of fuccefg, either by the 
point, the prime, the P^quence, th^ 
tricon, or the flux, or by any two of 
thefe advantages, or laftlv, by the 
^redonj if he has, be fiands. his 
game; if not, he fays / /i^; he 
then difcards one or both of his 
cards, and the dealer gives him 
oihers in their room, and fo of the 
rtft. 

He who with his firft two cards^ 
has a goc5d profped, inftead of fay. 
ing^a/Sy fays bafier^.ox enough, and 
puts down one or two counters, 
according as is agreed. 

The de:aler then takes the -re- 
maimng ftock without touching the 
difcards, and ftiuQies and cuts as 
before, and deals in like manner 
by two's> which makf s four to each 
player. 
The firft player then examines

his four cards, and if he fees he 
has a good hand, he (lands his 
game ; if not, he pafiVs \ and if all 
the others do the fame, the la(l, 
who is the dealer, puts down two 
coaaters, befides thofe which every 
one p\»t« doxvrt for the pouL, and 
for the deals ; and obliges, by that 
means, every one to fland his 
game.. 

You are to obferve, that if oAe 
of the other players has a good 
game, or that he expels' to have, 
by the difpofitian o^ his four cards ; ^ 
or that the laft player will not put 
down the two counters wehavejuft 
mentioned, he fays t;^j, or go, with 
two or three counters more, or a 
greater number if he choofes it j and 
if nobody ftands the game, he 
takes up what was put down for 
the deal, and the laft player, befides " 
that, pays him two counters, unlefs 
he himfelf makes the vade. 

If it fliould happen that there 
are ^wo or more players that will 
make the vade^ each of them, in 
that cafe, difcards in his turit, what 
he thinks proper of his game, or 
none, as hcchoolies; howevrr, he 
is not permitted, for that time, to re- 
turn on the players, who make the 
vade before they l^ave difcarded, 
and has received, at moft, four cards 
for the laft time. 

When all the difcards are {\'' 
niftied, each player fpeaks in his 
turn, and if he has received no- 
thing that he expe^ed, he fays 
pafs ; and if all the others fay. the 
fame,' the 'uadc remains for the next 
deal. 

But if any of the players has > 
good game, and having made the 
/e-yy, he fets fome more counters 
than there are on the game ; he is 
allowed either to ftand ther«^, or to 
pafs ; if he pafFes, he takes up ail, 
and receives from each player what 
he has of the point, prime, fe- 
quence, tricon, flux, or tredon : the 
value of each of thefe you will fee 
hereefier. 

T If 
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If any of the play cfs (land the revy, 
he may then rjevy in turn ; and af- 
ter the revys are made, and the 
play ended, each player that Hands 
it, Ihews down his game, that it 
may be feen who has won, and the 
others pay to him the fequencc, 
tricon, and the rcH, according as 
they have agreed. 

The principal view of this game, 
is to make a good point, prime, fe- 
quence, tricon, flux, or fredon; 
terms that we fliall now explain, 
and at the fame time (he-w their va- 
lue. 

jfn explanation of the Terms of the 
Game of Ambigu^ and their value. 

Thc/wW confifts of two or three 
cards of the fame fuit, as diamonds, 
clubs, 2cc. it is the loweft part of 
the game ; the fupcrior point takes 
pUtce of the inferior, and is paid by 
a mark, or a counter, from each 
player, belides the poul, the vadc, 
and the revys, to him tiiat wins it. 
You are to obfcrve, that one card 
makes no point, fo that a four and 
a five, that mike only nine, take 
place of a ten, and io of the Xfz^ ; 
and in the fame manner, three 
cards of an inferior point take 
place of two of fuperior. 

T\\t prime is four cards of diflfe- 
rent fuits; this wins in preference 
to the point, and is paid by ^wo 
counters from each player, befides 
the poul, the vade, and the revys; 
and if the points that compofe are 
.above thirty, it is called the grapd 
jirime^ and is paid by three counters 
from each : the higher prime takes 
piace of the lower* 

The fequence^ is a tierce in the 
fame fuit, as a five, fix, and feven ; 
this takes place of the point. and 
prime, and is paid by three coufn- 
teis from each, befides the poul, 
and the higher fequencc takes place 
of the lower. 

The tricon is three tens, three 
nines, three fours, or any thrte. 
cards of the fame rank : this takes 



place of the pointy prime, and Se- 
quence, and is paid by four coun- 
ters from each, befides the poul,&c^ 
and the higher^ricon takes place ©if 
the lower. 

The flux is four cards in the ■ 
fame fuit, as four hearts^ four dia- 
monds, &:c. and this wins in pre- 
ference to the tricofly fequence, 
prime, and point, and * is paid by 
five counters from each player, be- 
fides the pou]| the vade, and the 
revys. . 

Thefe ^yQ are the fimple games 
that compofe the Ambigu. We 
are now to (liow thole that are dou- 
ble, as contaitiing two of them, for 
which reafon they take place of 
any fingls ones. 

The tricou, with the prime, is 
when three aces, or three other 
cards of the fame rank, are joined 
to a fourth card of a different fuit, 
by which means it takes place of the 
other fimple games, and is paid as 
much as the other two games would 
have been paid fcparately. 

The flux, with the fequence, 
takes place of the tr icon with the 
prime, apd of all fimple games, 
and is paid in like manner what 
would have been paid for them fc- 
parately. 

A fi|quence, of four cards, takes 
place ot a fequencc of three, though 
the latter fliould contain a higher 
point than the former. 

The fredon, which is four tens, 
four aces, four nines, &c. is confe- 
quently higher than the other 
games ; it takes place of tht m ac- 
cordingly, and is paid by eight 
points for the fredon, and tv*'o or 
three for the prime, according as 
it is great or fmall ; the higher fre* 
don takes place of the lower, and 
that of aces is the lowed of all. 1 

When the point, the prime, the 
fequence, and the flux, are equal^ 
the eider wins it by right of fenio- 
rity. Having thus fully explained 
the parts of the game, we (hall ( 
aotv give the ia«'s of play. 
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Laws of thi Qame if Amhtgu. 

1. When there arc two or three 
players that have an equality, the 
elded wins it, tinlefs in the point, 
where two cards in fcquence, as 
four and five, or five and fix, take 
place of two and fevcn, or fevcn

L ry, cannot revy above what has

I 3. A player may revy over ano- 

[ f her, when they have all pafled and

, and revy above them, if he has a 
came fufficiently ftrong to do it. 
rhc players may, by common con- 
ftat, regulate the revys, that they 
,xpay not be expofed to fo great a 
lo(s. 

4. How great foevcr the revy is, 
no onp can win or lofe more than 
the counters that are before him, 
or that are due to him by the other 
players, for you cannot oblige him 

. io iiand to more. 

5. This game is not to be played 
on credit, that is to fay, a player is 
not to go for more than he has 
(lakes ; if he would do that, you 
are firft to decave^ that is, give frefli 
counters, for which he is to pay 
before he plays. 

6. You have a right to demand 
whs^t you have won, till the cards 
are cut for the next deal, but not 
afterwards. 

7. It is not permitted to take any 
money from your purfe, or to borr? 
row any after you have feen the 
third hand, therefore, . after feeing 
the firft two cards, and finding that 
you have a promifing game, you 
may do it when any one deals 
again* and flake what you think 
proper, by faying, I have fo many 
punters.' 
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8. Though you have nothing re-' 
maining before you, or all that Is 
engaged on the revy, you pay, ne- 
verthelcfs, the value of the game to 
him that win? it ; that is, the value 
of the point, prime, fequence, flux, 
or tricon, &c. and a^ was obferved 
before, all except the vades and 
revys. 

9. Every time there is a pa(s, 
rhc cards mufl be dealt witnout 
(hufRingt and they are only (liufHed 
and cut, when the firft and fecond 
vades are made. 

When there are not cards fuffi* 
cient to deal to every player, and 
it is to be done after haying dealt 
all that there are, they take up the 
difcards, which are ihuffledj cut, 
and dealt, to compleat the number 
wahted. 

10. If any one of the players 
forefees th^'ther^c; will ixot be'fuf* 
ficient cards, an4 that they will be 
obliged to take the difcards, he i!i 
at liberty to put his difcard on one 
fidej that they mav not be taken 
up with the reft, left the fame cards 
that were ufelefs to him before 
fhould be dealt him again; or left 
being good cards, they Oiould make 
another player's game good. 

11. He who calls his game 
wrong, as a wrong fequence, flux,

■ 13. If the dealer neglefts to 
Ihuffle, and to hai^e the cards cut, 
v?hen he fn^es ufe of the difcards^ 
as we have faid, he (hall be obliged 
to pay fofur matiks to tl^ game, and 
lofe the coup, without Hs being pre- 
judicial to the other players, who 
^all finilh their reyys sjnd the.coup, 
which they fhall be- paid, according 
to tfcc value <>i their cards. 

14, If either of the players 
ihoald, ihew his hand or his difcard, 
he ftiaU lofe the coup, and pay four 
counters to tlie game. 

* Th'e* mofl: entertaining parts of 
this game, arc the revys that are 
made, and thi^ cirfiofity the piayer 
•kai of feeing the cards that hfe 
draws^ in hopes of finding whart 
.^eti^ants ; Inwhith, however, he is 
vwy frequently ^fappornted. 

' This game Js very focial and 
^miifing, and therefore very fit to 
pafs away an irkfame hour; but, as 
it iflight carry the player too far, Vt

The elephaiit, on his part, wifhes 
for nothing fo much as to get rid of 
thefe troublefome yifitors, and ac-

On the other hand, The boldeA:** 
arfd moft expert of thefe fellows, 
ivithan^ony ftick, whith he carries

\ of his hindl legs. At this inftant, 
the lads, knowing that the animal 
has work enough cut out for him 
' before him, and that his whole at- 
1 terttion is taken up by the ftick, 
approach him with the greateft 
boidnefs, aiid faftening the noofe 
as quickly as poffiblc round his 
ieg, drag him on ttll they find a 
tree fit for their purpofe, to which 
they faflen him, and let htm ilaud* 
In the mean time two of the men 
run home, and bring a tame eie* 
pbant, to tvhich^ having coupled 
the wild one, they lead them to- 
gether to the (iable.

. £ngte bird^ which my fricad kHled ; 
obfcrving the dog draw, he foon 
feU>aded, and fpnmg another, which 
he alfo {hot ; and his dog continu- 
ing to draw, he rofe, fifed at, and 
kiiled the uhole covey« CQofiiling 
t>f £x birds at as n^any ihots. 

A perfon I am acquainted with, 
obferving fome fieldfares in a in«a» 
dow clok to his hoitfe, got to a low 
wkidow looking out tntx> the field to 
Aootac them* through which, aim- 
ing at a bird* he killed it, and per- 
ceived another that had ftood in the 
lame dire^ion inftantly drop more 
than twenty yards beyond tiie one 
he (hot at. 

Two gentlemen trying for a 
wdodcock* their dogs, at length, 
Auflied one from a little coppice, 
when one of them fliot andilruck 
the birds head clean from the refl of 
his body. 

A man in the^village^of Wraxall, 
Som«rfet(liire, being oot a (boot- 
ing* fprung two fnipes from a plafii 
at- the corner oi a hedge, and tak- 
ing aim at one, he killed both at 
the fame ihot* 
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The fanne peribn (who is well 
known as a very good markfman> 
once feeing fome llwie plovers, or 
curlews in a field adjoining ^ warn 
ren, endeavoured to get at tticm, by 
creeping along behind a wall, 
wljerc he looked f^ytr^ and per* 
ceiving two at fome difrance, wa$ 
going to (hoot, when one that he 
had not feen, roie up nearer; h^ 
levelled ami kilte'd his bird, and at 
the fame time (hot one of ihofe oa 
the ground which had fiood in a 
dirc6t line with tl:e other at the in- 
(lant of drawing the trigger, tb^e 
fpace between being little Icfs than 
thirty paces. 

Lately going through an orchard 
with his gun, he obfervcd twohawks 
chaciug each other, when firing at 
the one n€are(t him, both of tiieai 
fell to the ground 

A gentleman, whofe veracity { 
can depend on, as he was (hooting, 
faw two hares pitched m- a marAiy 
ground; be (liot, but they fled^ 
away unhurt, whclt, to hid great , 
furprife, at a little diflance rrora 
the fpot, he found two fnipes dead, 
and antrther fluttering on the grafs. 
A kinfman of mine was once 
walking through a comb as he re- 
turned from . (hooting, and per- 
ceivcd fome ivy that adhered to the 
fide of a rock gently agitated, as if 
by fomething creeping underneath; 
the day being remarkably calm, 4ic. 
thought it could not be the wind ; 
the motion continuing, with a (light 
ruflling, he let fly at a venture , 
axTKMigll the leaves, and with amaze- ' 
ment, faw a (ine large martin that 
he had &ot come tumbling down 
the rocks. 

This pnerfon, a very old fportf- . 
man, has (hot feveral woodcocka 
in the oonrfe of his life abfolutel)^ 
without feeing them. It ia obferv^ 
able, that he bad marked the bird 
down behind .<<>me iraall .bu(b pr 
brake throngh whioh he fired, and 
found it dead on the other fide. 
Thcmoft ftxtcaotdiuary (hot with 
rcfpeft 
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rrfpcft to tbc number of Wrds 
killed that has eyer came within 
my knowledge, is one of a boy in 
my neighbourhood, who, with a 
little piece that I had, lent him, in 
iight of feveral pcrfons, killed thir- 
teen fieldfares on a fmall bulh,where 
th^ had flocked together for the 
haws, it being in the hard winter, 
of ninety -four. 

A warrener, of the name of 
Smith, near Briftpl, killed eleiren 
plovers at a ihot. 

A gamekeeper, in Somerfetflure, 
being out pheafani (hooting the 12th 
of October, l\ad killed a brace, 
when he thought he beard another 
rifingamongft the leaves, but foon 
perceived it was a woodcock,* which 
fell to the ground as he fired, and 
afforded him the opportunity of 
faying that he had the firft in the 
country.

THe ICING Vtrfus JOHN GORDON 
S^NCLAfR. 

THIS was a profecution at the 
inftance of Monf. Charles 
Alexander de Caionne againd Col 
Sinclair for wilful and corrupt per- 
jury. 

The fa6ts of the cafe arc (hortly 
thefc ; Monf. de Calonnc , at Cob- 
lentZf in April, 1792, attending 
the affairs of the French Princes, in 
whofe fervice the defendant was a 
Colonel, purchafed a charger of 
the defendant for loo iouis d'or, 
p^id him by the hand of his Valet 
de Chambre, who took a receipt 
for the money. Some time after- 
wards Monf. dc Caionne, as alfo 
the defendant, came to this coun- 
tryi and the defendant brought an 



aftion, in the Common Pleas, 
againft M. de Calonnc for the 100 
louis d'or. Upon the receipt being 
produced for the money received 
by the defendant, it was alledgcd 
on his behalf, that this receipt pro-' 
duced by Monf. de Caionne, was a 
forgery, upon which it was- im- 
pounded by the Officer of the 
Court, and the trial flopped, hf' 
-ter this Monf. de Caionne filed $. 
Bill againft' Mr. Sinclair in the Ex- 
chequer, to which Mr. Sinclair put 
in his anfwcr, denying that Monf. 
de Calonne's Valet ever paid him 
the 100 louis d'or, and pofitively 
inGf^ing that the receipt was a for- 
gery. Upon which Monf. de Ca- 
ionne preferred a bill of iodidroent 
againft Mr. Sinclair for wilful and 
corrupt perjury in this anfwer. 
This indiif^ment came on to be tried 
before Lord Kcnyon and a Jurjr of. 
Merchants in Gi)ildball, London* 
when the defendant was found 
guilty. 

This day he came up, to receive 
the judgment of the Court. 

He produced an affidavit, ftating 
the hiftory of his life, which froti\ 
the age of eighteen has been puVciy 
military, and referring to the do-* 
cuments he produced in Court. 

Thefe documents were read ; they 
confiflcd of certificates from the 
Magiflracy atBrofTc-is; letters from 
Monfieur, from Co rate d'Artois, 
Due de Fitz J^mes, Marfbal Brog- 
lio, from a brother officer in the 
fervice of the. Princes, and from 
feveral other illuflrious perfonaget 
— all verifying that he was an admi- 
rable Officer, and, to their entire 
belief, a man of flri£t honour* 
Some of thefe documents were di* 
refled to his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of York, and to hi\r, Secre* 
tary Dundas, recommending Mr* 
Sinclair to their notice, as a brave 
%t\d deferving OfficQr, ^c. fcc. 

Lord Kenyon obferved, that in 
fln6^nefs none of thefe documents 
were evidence in the cafe' before 

the 
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the Court \ \but humioity induced 
the Court to receive ihcm. 

Mr. Gibbsfaid» he was of coun- 
Tei far the unfortunate defendant, 
the gentleman who ftood before 
their Lordihips. The greater pact oi 
what had been jud read to the Court 
he had never feen nor heard until 
it came into Court. He was aware 
that the greater paitof thefe docu- 
ments were not evidence, fpeaking 
ftn6tiy, and he felt that his client 
had great indulgence in having 
them read* The defendant, he faid, 
prefcnied a picture vi hich could not 
fail of exciting the compalfion of 
the Court. It appeared that Co- 
lonel Sinclair bled for his country 
at fo early a period of life as eigh- 
tetn years of age, for at that time 
be was wounded at Bunker's Hill. 
He then went into a foreign fcrvice, 
where he conduced hinifcif with 
honour. ^To fay he wras a man of 
courage was to fay nothing of him, 
but he conducted himfelf with great 
ikill and fidelity as a auiitaryoh:cer. 
He wa^ appointed to places of great 
trufl and importance, and he gave 
fatisfa<5bion every where. He dif- 
tinguiAsed himfelf by his Hdeliiy, 
ikill, and zeal, in the fervice of the 
unfortunate Princes of France, 
who had never been able to make 
him any remuneration. He actually 
:|dvanced to one of thefe Princes 
100,000 11 v res, for which he had no 
return but an acknowledgment of 
it, and never afltcd for any other. 
He had met the commendation oi 
thefe illultrious Princes, wiiom he 
had thus ferved and aflifled, and 
he forbore to prefs them for any pe- 
cuniary recompence. The mind of 
fuch a man was not likely to be the 
feat of dilhonour« In any^ except 
this flage of the proceeding, there 
might, perhaps, be a mode oi de- 
fending him different from the 
courfe now to be taken, but after, 
the finding of the Jury there was 
but oile coiirfe that could be taken. 
The Court had heard his ilory; 
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they had heard how bravely, (kil* 
fully, and faithfully he bad fought, 
firft for his country, and afterwards 
for the Princes of the Blood of 
Frafice ; they had heard how thefe 
iliuftrious perfons and others fpoke 
of him. His recent misfortune* 
had fo bent down his miiid, that 
he was well perfuadcd that Monf. 
dc Calonne himfelf, vif he were pre* 
Uiu^ would not alk for a fcverc 
judgment-againft him; 

Mr. Beft made an able fpccch oa 

the fame fide. 

Mr. Erikinc faid^ he was per. 
fuaded the Court would readily be- 
lieve, that he and his learned friend 
Mr. Garrow, were fincere in thex 
declaration he made for both, as 
counfcl for this profecution— that ' 
tiiey had no difpolicion to take 
away from the humane confidera- 
tion of the Court, all the matters 
laid before them on behnlf of the 
defendant. They had confented to 
fimilar evidence at the trial, and 
wiihou* their confent it could not 
have been received. He confefTed 
thai he perfonally felt a great deal 
of regret at the whole cOurfe of the 
proceedings in this caufe. The un- 
fortunate gentleman who now flood 
for judgment, wasa man of family 
and conneded in n^arriagc with per- 
fons of high diftinftion in hi« JL.« 



in his own 
country, and he bad made applica- 
lion to put this matter in a train of 
fettlement. If the gentleman whom 
he reprefentcd in Court were to 
bring before their Lordlhips his 
fervices, the honour and integrity 
with which he had conduced him- 
felf would be m.mifeft to the Court 
as they were indeed to all Europe! 
Monf. de Calonne had noobjefiin 
this profecution, but to defend 
himfcif from the fatal confequcnccs 
to which he would have been liable 
had he not inftituted this profecu- 
tion. If, on the trial oi the indi^- 
ment, Mr. Sinclair had faid, that 
this-fubjea of the receipt muft have 
arifea from a millake, gr fpme 
delulioa 
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delttfian of . memory, Monf. de 
Caloane woiiid havc^beea perfeS- 
' \y fatJstied. • 

H« was perfuaded Monf. dc Ca- 
loane would liave followed his ad- 
vice as Counfcl» wiiich would iiave 
been to drop the maiter upon re- 
ceiving an apology ; out tlie courle 
which Colouei bmclair took, did 
iu>t involve the hofiour onlyt but 
the life alfo of M. de Calonne ; 
for the receipt was compiaiiicd of 
as a iorgery^ which laid the foiin- 
dation Dr a capital crifcie againft 
Moixi, de Calonne. This was un- 
fortunately iniifted on at the trial ; 
and therefore, which her was willing 
to allow, that in every thing but 
this, Colotiei Sinclair had conduct- 
ed himfelf laudably ; yet, he muft 
take care that his clicpt was not to 
fjulfer in his reputation ; that was 
perhaps beft done by hy'mgy ihzX 
JMonf. de Calonne did not now in- 
ilru£t his Counfcl to pcefs for a fc- 
Ycre punidiraent on this unfortu- 
aate gentleman. He left it en- 
tirely with the Court; ir was for his 
own honour, and for bis own life, 
that he had proceeded thus far. 
Both his honour and his life being 
iaiiQy Monf. de Calonne had no- 
thing further to prefs upon the 
C<«irt. 

Lord Kenyon then ordered that 
the defendant be brought up this 
day fe'na ght ro receive the judg- 
ment of the Court. 



ANECDOTES 
OF A LEGACY HUNTER. 

MR. J. who venerates his ini- 
tial^ and is the moll complete 
e^otiit probably within the bills of 
mortality, is alfo one of the moft 
fuccelbtul adventurers in the lot- 
tery of death. This wheel of for- 
tiine, like that, at Guildhall, is M- 
dom propitious to thoie who are 
the iBoil fan^uific ia the purfuit, 



or its moft needy votaries. A 
tradefman upon the brink of faij- 
ing frequently purchafcs a ticket at 
Mr. Hazard 't, or even at Mr. 
Goodluck^s, without either retriev- 
ing his affairs, or protrading bis 
ruin, whilll the proprietor of a 
brace of plumbs, or a Nabob, care- 
iefsiy eyes his number in. the lift- 
oppofite 20,000, without the ieaft 
emotion of pieafure, or the fmalleft 
fenfation of joy. So Mr. J. pe- 
rufes the will of his inoft. iiitimaie 
friend at the Commons, without 
either dropping a tear for his iofs, 
or cOntrading a raufcle for his own 
gain. Mr. J. is a fyltematic legacy- 
hunter; he has calculated all the 
chances of new wills, and frefli co^ 
dicils, and can tell you to a frac- 
tion the value of a teftamentary 
item in his behalf, through all the 
alphabetic range of his friends 
initials. 

J. is fuppofed to be worth fifteea 
thoufand pounds intlie funds, and 
he has made promiflbry bequefts of 
about fifteen millions'. He culti- 
vates an intimate acquaintance with 
every perfon of properly in his 
neighbourhood ; he is a man of 
feme pleafantry, and a tolerable 
good companion. After having 
ingratiated himfelf in the opiniou 
of his new friend, he drops fome 
hints that he has juft made a new 
codicil to his wil), a diftaut rela- 
tion having -greatly difobliged him, 
and that his worthy friend at hi^ 
elbow is not forgotten. If this 
does not produce a reciprpcality of 
fenti.ment in his behalf, he enters 
into a detail upon the ingratitude 
of kinlinen, and generally con- 
cludes vv'ith Swjft, '* that the mer- 
rieft faces are feen in mourning 
coaehes.". When this does not 
operate, he then has recourfe to 
his laft expedient, which is to. re- 
mind his bofom piend that we are 
all mortal, and that it is neceffary 
to prevent confufion among rela- 
tioos and cxpeftaiits. Having fucr 

ceedcd 
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cceded in this hint, he then pro- 
p<rfes himfelf as the manufa<5tur€r 
of the teftament, having been 
brought up to the law ; but defpif- 
ing the infamy of the profeflion, 
he is refolved to encourage it as 
little as polfible, and is therelfore 
always defirous of contra(5ting its 
gains. 

It were neediefs perhaps to add, 
that in the courfe of this fabrica- 
tion, he throws out fuch ufeful 
hints,' as he thinks will tend moft to 
his advantage. J. has neverthelefs 
been fometimes aifappointed, when 
he has brought matters even to this 
promiling crifis. When he hinted 
the other day to Dr. Legend, 
•' That it was juft in that numeri- 
cal item in his will, that he had be- 
queathed the. Doctor five hundred 
pounds," the Doctor replied with 
a fmile, " that his uncommon ge- 
nerofity proved his riches, and 
therefore be fhould, in that very 
ttem^ bequeath J. nothing but his 
cverlafling thanks for his kindnefs/* 
Again, it was but a few months 
iince, when, attending the levee of 
Mr. Feeble, after being given over. 
Air. J. with an unparalleled hypo- 
cfitic face, lamented he was afraid 
he ihould -be compelled to wear 
mourning for the lofs of fo dear a 
friend. Feeble, knowing his man, 
replied, *^ that as J. had fo often 
wore black with a fmile on his face, 
he intended for once, that J. (hould 
appear in colours with a rueful 
countenance," adding, " Mr. J. 
having difcovered your real cha- 
ra£^er, I ftruck you out of my will 
laft night." 

Notwithftanding thefe,and many 
fuch difappointments, beyond the 
reach of calculaiion, Mr. J. is fup- 
pofed to have realized about twelve 
thoufaiid five hdndred pounds, in 
the courfe of his profeifion, legacy 
huntings and now contents himfelf, 
like Cicfar in his Commentaries, in 
relating his own victories over the 
deceafes, and even declares, his

AND WHIST ARE GAMES OP 
ENGLISH INVENTION. 



MR. EDITOR, 

IN the wardrobe atconnt of the 
28th year of King Edward the 
Firil, (A. D. 1300) publifhed lately 
by the Society of Antiquaries,! 
among the entries of money ifTued 
for the ufe of his fon, Prince Ed- 
ward, in playing at different games, ■ 
is the following item : 

*' Domino Johanni de Leek ca* 
pellano dpmini Edwardi filad creag 
et alios ludos per vices, per manus 
proprias a pud Weftm. 10 die 
Apriles 100 Sr. page 157.*' 

It ^ remarked in the preface, 

p. xliii. that there is no word in the

fenfc pf a game, in which creag 
could have been ufed ; but 1 ap- 
prehend light will be thrown upon 
It by the following extacl of a let- 
ter from Mr. Maurice, jun. to Mr. 
Roger Gale, dated May 13, 1743, 
, and printed in Biblioth. Topog. 
Britan. No. II. Part. ill. p. 393. 

" On difcourfe of plays, obftrv- 
Hig that the inftrument ufed tTiereat 
generally gives the denomination to 
the game, and recolle6ting all I 
could of the ball plays, ufed by the 
Greeks and Romans, and confult- 
ing Ballinger </<? Ludis Fet^ Roufe, 
Godwyn, and Keanet,find nothing 
cf cricket there— a very favourite 
game with our young gentlemen* 
I conceive it a Saxon game, called 
cfiicce^ a crooked club, as the bat 
is wherewith they ftrike the ball; 
as billiards, I take to be a Norman 
pailime from the billarr, a flick fo 
called, with which they dd the like 
thereat." 

The variation of creag from 
cpicccy is certainly not very great ; 
and confidering the long lapfe ot 
time, ticket cannot be deemed an 
extraordinary corruption of either 
of thofe words. Is it not there- 
fore a probable conclulion from 
the above cited article, in the 
wardrobe account, that cricket was 
.an old Englifii game ; that almoft 
five hundred A' ears ago, it was nearly 
fo denominated ; and that then it 
was a favourite pailime with the 
Prince of Wales : nor is it un- 
likely, but that John de Leek, iiis 
>Jighnerb's chaplain, might be his 
play-lellovv. 

From Cricket to Whifl, other- 
wife Whiik, another game fup- 
pofed to have been invented by 
the Englifli *, is in thefe days no

uncoiomon tranfition ; and I offer 
the latter as a topic of di(cu£Eioa 
to your many ingenious correfpon- 
dents, with the view of prompting 
them to afcertain which is the pro- 
per word, It being extremely mor- 
tifying, that a game, which fo 
much engrofles the attention of 
numberlefs polite afTemblics, ihould 
not be corre6lly pronounced. 

In the well-known paflage of 
Swift, as cited by Mr. Barrington, 
in his EfTay on Card-playing, 
(Archaeol VIII. 143) it is fpclt , 
whiik, and that 1s tlie reading of 
the word in my copy, of the works 
of that humorous author. fiut 
Dr. Johnfon, in bis Dictionary, 
though he quotes the fame fen- 
tence, writes it lubift^ and fays, that 
ixihijk is a vulgar pronunciation. 
Whifk is manifeftly far better 
adapted to hazard, as well as to 
unlimitted loo, and many other 
games of cards, in which the largeft 
Hake can be expeditioufly fwept or 
fwabbercd* off, than it can at 'whifi. 
This is, befides, a game that re- 
quires deliberation and filence, 
which is a word fynonimous with 
"whijl. It is.doubtlcfs, on this acr 
count, that the. ladies have almofl 

* According lo Mr. Barrington, this 
game fcems never to have been played upon 
principles, till about fifty years ago, ^hcn 
it was much fludied by a fct of gentleme^^ 
who frequented the Crown coifcc-hoafc, in 
Bedford-row. Before that time, it was con- 
fined to the fervants' hall with All Fours 
and Put, being then played with what was 
called fwabbcrs. Qu. In what year did 
Swift publifh his Eflay on the Fates of Cler- 
gymen ? If many years previous to the 
time Mr. Barrington has fpecified, the pro- 
bability is, that it had been the iiroufenient 
of pcrfons of rank, fupeiior to fervants ; 
an Archbiihop confidering it to be pardon- 
able in a clergyman to play now and then a 
fober game at whiflcjor pailime, though hi?

DEATH OF MR. ANKER.

He had been many months 
in Bath, and was highly eftcemed 
for his affability and generous* be- 
haviour. He Idfl his lady about 
eighteen months ago, which lofs af- 
flicted his mind moft fenfibly. A 
gentleman who had known him 
-many years teflified, that fince that 
misfortune,* he has often fccn him 
in the deepeft defpair, and was 
fcarce ever known to pafs an hour* 
wjthout bewailing it with the ten- 
dered poignancy. To diffipate this 
gloom^* he had recourfe to gaming, 
and it is faid tliat he has loft confi- 
.derable fums at various times, but 
rot fo as 10 injure his property 
(which was very large) in any ma- 

'terial degree. That he did not 
conimit the rafli a6t through any 
immediate diftrefs was evident, as 
cafh, notes, and valuables, to a 
.coiifiderable amount, were in his 
poflcflioii at the time of his death. 
The Coroner's Jury brought in a 
verdJ6V, Lunacy— founded upon the 
rcprcfentation that had been given' 
in evidence of the frequent agitated 
Hate of his mind. The unnappy 
gentleman was a Norwegian, of a 
tamily of nobie alliance, as well as 
great mercantile conucdions. 



HYDROPHOBIA. 



In* 
firmary at Liverpool, with 
the following correft ftatement of 
an uncommonly afflifting cafe of 
that' mo(i dreadful of all human 
maladies the hydrophobia, which 
occurred there during the laft 
month. 

A perfon of very refpe<Sable'cba- 
ra6ter, whofe name, from a regard 
to the feeling? of his friends, we 
(hall at prefent forbear to mention^ 
had the misfortune, ^about three 
months ago, to be bitten by a mad 
dog, and as the wound was but 
flight, he omitted to take fome of 
the necelTary precautions which ar^ 
recommended in fuch cafes; he 
contin-ued perfedly well till Moat 
day the aSih^f May, when be 
complained of head* ache and lau- 
gour ; this continued all night and 
the following day, during which 
time fome difficulty of dighuitioa 
was obfeived; and. he grew more 
and more feeble. On Thurfday 
morning he was feen by a medical 
gentleman, when the fatal fymptoms 
of abhorrence of water was per- 
ceived ; he was immediately admit- 
ed into the Infirmary, where cvtry 
poffihlcafliftance was afforded him, 
without the leafl effeft. About four 
o'clock in the afternoon, death put 
a period to his extreme miferies. 
i During the whole of the com- 
I plaint his mind was perfedly col- 
I )e£led. What renders this cafe flill 
j more lamentable, the unhappy man 
j had .been married only eight days. 
j Twenty-feven ptrfpns were bit, or 
othcrwife endangered by the fame 
animal, at the lame time; all of 
whom had been made out-patients 
of the Infirn[>ary, and arc going 
through proper courfes of medi- 
cine, which, it is hoped, will avert 
any ill confequcuccs.

PROFLIGATE INFANTS. 
A Law Cafe, and a Letter thereoa.'

Sittings before Lord Kenyan,

THIS a^ion, according to Mr. 
Erlkine, was brought by the 
plaintiff, who keeps the lnn» called 
the Golden Lion, at Sydenham, in 
Kent, to recover the fum of loL 
13s. The defendant, inanfwerto 
thai <^emand, pleaded his infancy. 

Mr. Erfkine faid, that Mr. Rolfe 
and a Mr. Talbot went in a poft- 
chaife down to the plaintiffs houfe, 
where they lodged and boarded for 
a month, and amufed thcmfelves 
with (hooting and hunting. They 
went into the country for the pur> 
pofe of avoiding an arreft. Mr. 
Talbot's uncle had paid his bill, 
which was exa(5Vly equal to the fum 
for whict} this a,6tion was brought. 

It appeared in evidence, that the 
plaintiiFwas a refpe^able Oidin, and 

kept 
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kept a good table. There was no 
doubt that the defendant had board' 
ed and lodged for a month at his 
houfe. A lady alfo had flept there 
one night with Mr. Roife, though 
not his wife. 

Mr. Gibbs, for .the defendant, 
admitted that the queftion for the 
dccifion of the Jury was, whether 
the articles which were provided 
for the defendant by the plaintiff, 
under the circumftances in which 
they were provided, were or were 
not necefTarics. He agreed with 
his learned friend, that a breakfaft 
and a dinner were necelTaries ; he 
heartily agreed that a luncheon was 
peculiarly necelTary for a growing 
young man ; but the queflion was, 
whether thefe articles provided at 
that Inn were neceffary for the de- 
fendant. Thefe two boys went 
down to this public-houfeand lived 
there for a month in hunting and 
fhooting; and whatever migbt be 
the refpe^lability of the plaintiff 
and his iionfe, he admitted a lady 
into his inn for one night, whom 
he knew was an'immodefl womant 
The plaintiff, in his bill, ftated that 
this demand was for meat, drink, 
and lodging, furnifhed to the de- 
fendant and his wife, though he 
knew perfe(^ly that the lady was 
not his wife. The defendant was 
an apprentice under twenty, who 
had run away from his mailer, and 
the queftion for the decifion of the 
Jury was, whether they thought it 
necefTary for this apprentice, hav- 
ing run away from his mafter, to be 
furnifhed with meat, drink, and 
lodging, and to take the amufe- 
ments of hunting and fhooting in 
the country ? If the Jury were of 
opinion rhefe were neceffaries, the 
plaintiff was entitled to their vcr- 
di^, if not, the defendant. 

The defendant's mafler proved 
that he was a minor; that he him»- 
felf was^a mafbn ; that this young 
man was articled to him'; that he 
bad run away from him ; and that 



he had not heard of him for four 
months. 

Mr. Erfkine by way of reply, 
fubmitced that fome thing, at leaft, 
was due to the plaintiff. 

Lord Kenyon,' in his addrefs to 
the Jury, told them, that he was 
bound, in point of law, to fay, that 
the plaintiff was entitled to no part 
of that demand. A proper fenfe 
of religion, morality^ and a regard 
for the good of fociety, extorted 
the fame fentiment from every \ 
worthy man. If a man kept a 
houfe for debauchery, and gave 
credit to an adult perfon, fuch was 
the decency of the law, that it 
Would not fuffer the mafter of fuch 
a houfe to ereft a demand, even ' 
againft an adult, in a Court of Juf- 
tice ; it would not fuffer any man 
to derive emolument from fuch 
corrupted fources ; the law, which 
had fhewn the greateft anxiety for 
the protedlion of unguarded youth, 
had declared, that no infant ftiould 
be bound for any debt, except for ^ 
neceffaries for him. And the quef- 
tion which the Jury had toanfwer 
upon their oaths was, whether this ^ 
debt was dontraded for necefTaries 
under the circumftances in w hich 
the defendant had come to that inn. 
If the defendant had paid the plain- 
tiff ready money, very well. But 
the law would fuffer no man to fet 
up a demaiid againft an infant but 
for necefTaries. So far the law 
went injts humanity, becaufe if 
infants could not contra£l debts for 
neceffaries, no man would truft 
them ; and, therefore, jhey might 
in fome inftances, ftarve. prom 
the evidence of the defendant's 
mafter, it appeared that this young 
nan had the misfortune to have loft 
both his parents, and he had been 
placed by thofe who were in loco 
parenttim^ as an apprentice to that 
witnefs, who allowed him feven- 
teen IhillingSi and fix-pence per 
week ; and was ready to give him 
that information which would ena- 
ble 
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bl^ him to make his way through 
the world. The, defcodant, with- 
out any^good reafon, ran away 
from his maftcr, and had contradtcd 
this debt, and the * Jury were 
bound upon their oaths to fay 
whether it was for necelTaries. His 
Lordfliip obferved, that he was 
certainly bound upon his oath to 
fay, that it was not for nccelTaries. 
Every man in the fituation of the 
plaintiff, ought to kiiow fomething 
of the fituation of a young man 
before he gave bim credit for a 
month's board and lodging -m his 
|ioufc. — Verdi<a for defendant.

A Trial which I have read in the 
morning papers* of this day, 
refpe<Siing a debt due by an infantj 
pr a perfon under age, to the land- 
lord of an inn, fuggefts fome re- 
fle(5tions, with which I (hall troitblc 
you to infert in your Magazine, 

The law which protefts the pro- 
perty of infants from the. crafty 
wiles of impoGng tradefmen is, 
unqucftionably, a very wife one ; 
but, in my humble opinion, it was 
a much wifer law when fir{l-ena6bed 
than at preftnt. At that time, it 
Was very probably thought, that 
twenty-one years was a very pro- 
per period to conclude infancy; 
but fuch are the changes of man- 
ners, that in our days, a young man 
of twenty-one has run* through 
nearly two thirds of his life, and 
old age begins to appear about 
feven or eight and twenty, after 
which the decay is pretty rapid. 
Manhood generally begins about 
fifteen, or the period when- the 
young gentleman firft begins to 
ii^t a horfe, and talk of horfemjin-

ihip. By twenty, he is \try ex- 
pert in all the eilablifhments of the 
full grown gentleman ; has his dif^ 
trefles and intrigues, and will carry 
off two bottles with more eafe, 
than I, at that age, could carry off 
two glalTes. 

Connected with thefe 5iccom- 
pliihmcnts, is a very happy knack 
in dealing with .tr*d'?fmen; in 
whofe iliops he fhows as ntuch ikill 
in chpofing, and as much know- 
ledge in higgling about price, as the 
moft ilaid elderly gentleman among 
us ; and yet, ftrange to tell, if thd 
jury is of opinion that;the articles 
he purchafes are not ftri«5lly necef-^ 
faries (and whzt gentleman^ I (hould 
be glad to know would put up with 
neceffaries only ?), he is not obliged 
to pay for the.m. Now, firs, you 
perceive, that two inferences are 
Xo be drawn from this law— Firfl, 
that all young men before the age 
of twenty-one, ^rt fools. And fc- 
condly, a tradefman muft conclude, 
that all young men before that age 
are rogues. Here, therefore, the 
law that provides for the fafety of 
the infant, leaves no redrefs for the 
tradefman, if the infant fhould 
prove TOJ/d! enough to be a rogue. 

Now, firs, as I have ahready {lated, 
that young men enter into man- 
hood at leafi ten years fooner than 
when this law was made, I fhould 
humbly think that a revifal of it 
would be^ very neceffary, and that, 
for infiance, minority fhould ex«> 
pire about fixteen ; before which 
period it would be almoft impofli- 
ble to difling^ifh -between eighteen 
and twenty-one, particularly w4th 
the fallow complexions, Ipindle 
fhanks, and other emblems of frail 
mortality, which our youths of fpi- 
rit exhibit. Before fixteen, how- 
ever, it is not to be fuppbfed but 
that nature will retain enough of 
her bloom to mark the period.

THOMAS V. TU*rON. 

MR. Onilo«', who opened the 
pIaintifF'$ cafe, ftatcd, that 
this aftion was brought to recover 
a fatisfa<ftion in damages, for a 
moft violent aflault and battery. 
The plaintiff, Mr. Thomas, had 
been in trade, but had now retired 
from it in great affluence ; and the 
defendant was the Honourable Mr. 
Tufton, Member for Rochefter, 
and brother to the Earl of Thanet. 
This affault and battery was com- 
mitted at a billiard table, at Par- 
^lloe-s, in iSt. James's flreet. The 
plaintiff was" playing at billiards with 
the Rev. Dr. Harvey* Mr. Tufton 
was alfo prefent, and chofe to bet 
on the fide of the plaintiff; in fe- 
veral games he was fuccefsful, but 
at laft the firccefs was on the other 
fide, and Mr. Tufton was pleafed 
to fuppofe, that Mr. Thomas did 
•not play fair, (a circumftance 
which refledVed on his moral cha- 
rader and honour,) though he had 
flayed to the beft of his ikill. The 
cfefendant called the plaintiff a raf- 
cal, and knocked him down. :Hc 
was not fatisfied with that, but af- 
ter he got up, he knocked him 
down again wiihout any provoca- 
tion, 'rhe plaintiff is a little man, 
and the defendant very flrong and 
robufl. The plaintiff was treated 
with fo much violence, that had a 
Kjr.Fitzgerald not refcued him from 
this Hercules, v<:ry ferious Corrfe- 
qiiences might have enfued. This 
Was ftatcd to 'be one df the nipft 



outrageous and wanton affaults that 
ever was committed. 

John Dukes faid he was at a bil- 
liard tabic at Parfloe's. on the 23d 
of Novenfber laft, along with thefe 
parties. He could not charge his 
memory with particulars. The 
plaintiff was playing with the Rev. 
Dr. Harvey. Mr. Thomas made 
fome obfcrvations on a ftroke of 
his to Mr. Tufton, on which Mr.

He could not fwear 
who ftruck the firft blow, btit T\if- 
ton thr^jed Thomas. He beat him 
much. The plaintiff is a Jefs man 
thap the defendant. He ^ did not 
fee any body down. 

On crofs examination, he faid, 
he did not kn6w the plaintiff. He 
did not know, whether he fre- 
quented that place. He did not 
fee whether the flroke on which 
the plaintiff made obfervations, was 
fair, eft* whether /^^ was/ilajing booty* 
The plain trff muttered fomething, 
and the defendant aiked him what 
he muttered, and faid he was a 
d d rafcal. 

Dr. Harvey w^s next called. He 
faid on the 23d of November laft, 
he was playing at billiards with the 
plainiiff, and heard Mr. Tufton 
call Mr. Thomas a d— — d rafcal. 
He did not fee any catife for ir. 
Mr. Thomas replied, then you are 
a d — mn — tion rafcal. After that 
a fcuffle enfued, but he could not 
tell who ftruck the firft blow. Mr. 
Thomas was very much bruifcd. 
He faw the defendant flrike Tho- 
mas frequently. 

On 
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On cfcfs eirammatiot), he faid he 
did not know either of the parties. 
The match was not played. There 
vas no imputation o^ foul play on 
the part of Mr. Thomas. It was 
impoflibie for bim to fay whether 
Thomas had played his beft.- 

Mr. Mingay, as Counfei for the 
defendant, ot»fei^ved, that in cafes 
of that fort, the Jury might depend 
upon it, that neither they, nor his 
Lordfhip, cotild get all that happen- 
ed on the occafion. One man faw 
one part of it, and another another, 
Sind ail of them faw it with very 
different eyes. The plaintiff muft 
have a verdi£l, as he could notpof- 
fibly juftify the coudu£t of the de- 
fendant, who undoubtedly was a 
geoEleman of charadcr and honour. 
The point upon which the caufc 
turned was, whether the original 
offence was, or was not given and , 
brought about by the plaintiff him- 
fclf. Mr. Tufton betted oh the 
head of Thomas, and therefore he , 
ought to have won if he could. He 
made an obfervation on a ftroke of 
his own, and muttered fomething-, 
which the witnefs faid he did not 
hear, but the defendant heard ijt ; it 
was fomething that was offenfive, 
and therefore the defendant faid he 

was a d d rafcal ; on which the 

plaintiff replied, you are a d — —na- 
tion rafcal, and then made this the 
iubjcvft of a ferious charge in a 
Court of Jufticc. They clofed, 
they entered into a fcuffle, and 
what the plaintiff had fufFered, he 
did not know. Th^ Jury, by their 
verdi6l, wo^dd not exceed thofe da- 
mages, which were fufficient to an- 
fwcr the juftice of the cafe. 
. Lord Kenyon, in his addrefs to 
the Jury faicJ, he generally found 
them very ready to do that which 
their duty called upon them to per- 
foriQ. The^rcat majority of caufcs 
arofe among the inferior orders of 
the people, which often brought 
ruin on one, and fometimes on

both the partiesj and therefore he 
always wifhed to difcourage fuch 
adtions, and to recommend it to 
fuch parties to go before a Magif- 
trate, where they might have their 
differences adjufted at a trifling ex- 
pence. This was not quite a tranf- 
a^ion of that kind. In adminif- 
tering juftice, one ihould look for- 
ward to what the probable confe- 
quences might be, if people made 
an appeal without effect to the laws 
of their'country. The parties here 
were pepple of confiderable rank, 
the defendant was a member of a 
very noble and ancient family; 
and though it did not appear 
who Mr. Thomas was, he niuft 
fuppofe him to be a gentleman, 
from being found in the company 
of the defendant. The ftatute law 
of the land had looked forward ^o 
the probable coofequences of <Jir- 
putes arifing at gaming tables, and 
ifhemiftook not, it hjd made a 
challenge given in confequence of 
gaming go to the full ejttent of the 
forfeiture of all the perfonal pro- 
perty of him who fent the challenge 
under fuch circumftanccs. If peo- 
ple of rank, after appealing to the 
laws, found that appeal unavailing, 
they would take the law into their 
own hands ; and if fi, it led to a 
conteft, which probably might end 
in the blood of one of the parties. 
The Jur^ taking that con fide rat ion 
into their minds, would fay what 
damages they ought to give. They 
would confider whether it was not 
ncceiTary to mark this cafe by giv- 
ing the plaintitf a full compcafa- 
tion. They would conGder what 
ferious confeqnences were to be 
apprehended if people of rank, ^ 
after coming into a Court of 'Juf- 
tice, could not meet with there a 
fair ajid full rcdrefs.

A Holland fmock, ornamented 
with blue ribbons, was run for by 
6 arrack ladies^ and won by a Nancy 
I^rancis; and a pair of cotton 
blockings and fcarlet garters were 
adjudged to a frail fair, called J\fifs 
Sukey Ives, as being fecond beft in 
the race. 

Eight men tied in facks, jumped 
two hundred yards, afforded much 
diverfion, and concluded the enter- 
tainments of the day.

^boar, the anjtnal clofely prefTed, ob- 
/ taiued fliclter in the hermitage 0/ 
Eflcdale-fide, where it expired : the 
hermit having clofed the door, it 
was broke open, and the .old An- 
chorite beaten fo feverely with 
their boar (laves as to occafion his 
death. ^ The Abbot of Whitby at-, 
tending him in his laft moments, 
ordajncd not their deaths,, but the 
following expiatory, penance: that 
on ajfcenfion-day, they fliould re- 
pair to the Abbot's woods, pre- 

' ceded by his bailiff blowing a horn, 
and at iiitervah crying * " out on 

j«a," and cut from thence a certain 
number of ftakes,and flowers, with 
a. knife of no more than a penny 
price. With thofe materials they 
were to ere<5l an hedge at nine in 
the morning, at low water mark, 
in the harbour of Whitby, which 
was to ftand the wafhing of nine 
tides, on pain of sonfifcation of 
their whole property. This cerc- 

-mony has never been omitted in 
the memory of man x the late Lord 
af W.hitby Manor, as fuccefTor to 
the Abbots, offered to difpenfe 
with this ceremony, but the Pro- 
prietors of the remaining lands, 
held by this remarkable tenure, 
djeclincd it. 



Laft month, a butcher, of Wiiid- 
for, killed a bullock, which was 
i\iuened by his Majefty's Bailiff on 
one of the Great Park Farms, 
which weighed i6oft. or laSolb.

• \ z either 
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^thcr of the parties are under age 
ithe female not being a widow), 
Ihall be null and void, iinlefs the 
confent of the parents and guar- 
dians be previoufly obtained. By 
the articles exhibited before, the 
Court, it appeared that a marriage 
was folemnized on the 30th of 
-April, i/'94, by licence, between 
Robert Crew and Judith Say, with 
the approbation of John Crew, 
the father of Robert, but without 
the confent or knowledge of the 
another of the lady. The affidavit 
made to ground the licenfe Hated, 
that Robert Crew, aged eighteen, 
propofcd to marry Judith Say, aged 
iixtcen, and that there was no law- 
ful impediment, &c. but no men- 
tion was made of any confent be- 
ing obtained either of father or 
mother. Several circumftances 
were difclofed, to prove that this 
marriaoq was totally without the 
fair confent of the lady's mother, 
and therefore void by the exprefs 
words of the Marriage A&. The 
learned Judge admitted feveral of 
the articles produced in this caufe 
to be fubftantial, and ordered the 
caufe, to ftand over ifor further 
confideration. 



COURT *0F king's BKNCH, 
JUNE 25. 

THIS day Colonel John Gor- 
don Sinclair, was brought in- 
to Court to receive judgment. See 
the. arguments on this gentleman's 
cafe, when brought into Court on 
the 1 8th inftant, in our prefent 
Number, page 146. 

Mr. Juftice Aflihurft faid, he 
muft do him the juftice to obferve, 
that perfons of high refpeftability 
bad borne teftimony to his former 
charafter, a circumftance of which 
he had had the full benefit on bis 
trial; Undoubiedly where evidence 



hung in an equal balance, that fide 
would preponderate into which 
charafter was thrown • but in this 
cafs? it was nothing but charafter 
againft tlie clearcft evidence. It 
was much to be lamented that a 
man producing fuch rcfpc(5table 
atteflations in .his favour, fhould 
for any conGderations, be induced 
to foriake the line of equity and 
honour ; but, under all the circum- 
ftances of this cafe, the Court was 
not inclined to adminifter juftice 
with that feverity which, perhaps, 
ought to be expefted. It there- 
fore adjudged him to be confined 
twelve months in the King's 
Bench Prifon. 

Colonel Sinclair faid he was in 
hopes that, previous to judgment 
being pafTed upon bim» he (l)ould 
have been allowed an opportunity 
of making ^ few obfervations, 
whic^a would throw light on this 
fubjea. 

, Lord Kenyon obferved, that the 
Court had dealt very mercifully by 
him. The atreftations in his fa- 
vour had very mu<5h diminiftied the 
feverity of the fentence which 
would otherwife have been pafTcd 
on him. 

Colonel Sinclaii* acknowledged 
the lenity of the fentence, but it 
was certainly all the payment he 
had ever received from the Proie- 
cutor. . He, however, wiftied to be 
indulged with a few words, not for 
the purpofe of mitigating his fen- 
tence, but merely to ftate a few 
fa6ks. He was not afraid of 
exafperating the Court, when he 
declared the receipt to be a fo'rgery. 
He could now prove it to be fo; 
and he would do it eVen at the ha- 
zard of a fecond trial, for he 
meant to indi<ft the party. 

Lord Kenyon. — Commit him 
imn^ediately. Nothing can be more 
improper than to hear fuch charges 
made m this fcxtra-judicial manner.

THIS caufc refpe£lcd the 
identity of a horfe, and was 
produftive of an uncopamon de- 
gree of intereft arifirg from ,the 
contradiflory nature of evidence on 
the one fide and on the other. The 
defendant had fold a horfe to Bolt, 
which had afterwards been claimed 
by a Mr. Ramfden ; and, in confe- 
qucnce of his making an affidavit 
of the horfe being his property, it 
was given up to him. The aftiGn 
was brought to recover the amount 
of the price paid by the plaintiff to 
the defendant. 

Mr. Ramfden, of Limehoufe, 
was called on the part of ^the 
plaintiff, and he (Uted he had 
bought the horfe in queftion of »' 
Mr. Mortlock, The horfe was a . 
grey flallion, and at the time he 
purchafed him, lame in one of his 
legSj but as he paid a very low 
price, he thought it not a bad fpe« 
culation, as he was young, that he 
might get upright, and turn out a 
good horfe ; in this, however, he 
was deceived. He was a very fine

horft to look at— bad a noble amd • 
bandfotnc forehead— he had oi^ny 
peculiarities which diftlnguiihed 
him^ — one of his legs had a black 
fpotonit; his manner when itry 
perfon came into the field where he 
was, was remarkable : hci ufually 
took two or three turns rotind the 
field, then flopped fliort, and 
looked iledfaftly at the perfon Who 
approached him. He had a large 
fear in his fide, the confequence of 
a bite of another of Mr. Ramf- 
den's ftallions ; it wa9 particularly 
obfervable, frort the hair never 
having grown on the place. This 
horfe, which Mr. Ramfden had 
purghafcd in 1795, be kept till 
1797, when he was ftolen. He 
had fo mean an opinion of him, 
that he did not think it worth 
while, to^ advertife him, and had 
given over all thoughts of feeing 
him again; but happening. to caS 
his eye into a field adjoining his 
own, he faw a horfe, in which he" 
recognized his otd acquaintance. 
ThV horfe was thrufting his neck 
over the fence, fecmingly wifhing 
to g6t into a placo where he had 
fpent his former days. It was re-' 
markable that the fpotto which the 
horfe's wilhes fcemed to lead him, 
was bad and woru out pafturage, 
while that he wanted to qujr, was 
wp to his eyes in grafs. Mr, Ramf- 
den went over to the horfe, and 
examining him minutely, was con- 
vinced. he was his property, and 
accordingly made an affidavit to 
" that effect before the Lord Mayor, 
and the horfe was reftored to him. 
/ He afterwardhy rode hinr to the fame 
places he had been ace u domed to 
take him before he was ftolcn ; and 
it was a convincing propf" of his 
being the fame horfe, that he ftop- 
ped'whercver "he had been ufed to 
flop in his former rxcurfions. Mr. 
Ramfden faid, there was not a gate 
where he^ufcd to buy turnips but 
the horfe knew. He farther ftated, 
he had been in the habit of often 



lending him to a Mr. Purcell • and 
in order to difcovcr whether the 
hoffe would remember Mr. Pur- 
cell*s flables, his halter was taken 
off at fevcral hundred yards diflant 
from them, but he immediately 
found his way to them as he had 
been wont to do. 

/ It would be tedious to mentions 
the variety of circumffstnces from 
which Mr. Ramfden felt himftlf 
juflified in afToriing confidently, 
upon oath, that the horfe belonged 
to him, and to no other man. . 

On the part of the defendant it 
was pofitively fworn by Mr. Bean, 
; a ftable-keeper, that he bought the 
; horfe at Woburn fair, and his tefti- 
I mony was corroborated by tliat of ' 
! his brother. He afterwards, fold 
him to a Mr. Ricards, who fold 
'him to Mr. Mountford, who fold 
I him to Mr. Aldridge, who fold hinx 
;to the defendant. All thefe per- , 
; fons depofed in dired terms, that 
the horfe in queflion was the horfe 
! originally bought at Woburn fair. 
I Mr. Erfkine, counfel for the 
; plaintiff, made a very impreffive 
addrefs to the Jury, in which his 
■ohjefl was to infer, that the de- 
fendant's witneffes were miftaken 
' as to the identity of the horfe. 
I Lord Kenyon obferved, the cvi- ' 
dence was fo contra di6Vory, that he 
: was unable to form any decifive 
:t)pinion which' was <?onfonant to 
i truth ; but upon a full review of it, 

• and particulaily that part which re- 
fpeded the condu<ft of the dtfend- 

■ ant, who had given an evafive an- 
I fwer to the firft application to him 

• upon the fubjt^t, he was inclined 
': to think the ftalc preponderated in 

favour of the plaintiff. 

The Jury went out to view the 
horfe, and'upon infpe6lion of the 
fear, oc(;afioned bv the bite in his 
fide, it was fo palpable he was the 
animal defcribed by Ramfden, that 
they inflantly returned into Court 
with a vcrdift for the plaintiff. .

FREDERICK Molyneut was 
indited for obtaining from 
John and William Pilling, rhe fum 
of Eighty; Pounds under falfc pre- 
tences. THe circumftances of this 
cafe, as ftated by Mr. Giirney, 
comfel for the profeciuion, were as 
follow :' — MefTf-i. Pilling, were per- 
foti$ eitgaged in trade, and lived 
at Howden, in Yorkfhirc. In July, 
1797, they obferv'ed an advenife- 
ment in a' York paper, refpe6ling 
money to be lent, on remarkably 
! liberal and advantageous terms, 
I from One Hunlred Pounds to 



' Two Thoufand Pound?, on ap- 
proved fecuriry; applicjtion to be 
I made, by letter, to G. H. Morris, 
I 8r, Baker-ftreet, Portman-fquare 
Being in want of cafh, they applied, 
\ by letter, to Mr. G. H. Morris, 
requiring a loan of Two Thoufand 
, Pounds, and ofFering a mortgage 
I .on fome premifcs, which were in 
I fa£l an ample fecurity for a muih 
greater fum. They received an 
anfwer from Mr. Morris, fetting 
forth, h6 had no doubt of the good- 
nefs of the propofed fecurity, but 
begged to recommend another 
mode as more beneficial to the 
borrowers, and much more accppt- 
ablc. to himfelf, namely, to infurc 
• their lives ! — In conftquencea cor- 
refpondence took place, and feveral 
letters were imcrchanged. The 
prifoner requefted* they would rs- 1 
mit the fum of Eighty Pounds to [ 
pay for the policy of infurancc. 
Ini the courfe of the cNrrefpon- 
dence, he repiefented himfelt to 
be confiiicd with the gout, at his 
villa near Richmond, toat he had 
heard of the nice liavour of the 
Yorkfliire hams, and begged MeJis. 
Pilling would forward a couple to 
Baker-ftreet, for the purpofe of 
trial. In fliort, the profecutors be- 
came the dupe-, of bis-reprefenta- 
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lions; they remitted (he Eighty* 
Pounds to pay for the policy, and 
fcnt up the hams. 'After doing 
this, they naturally cxpeded to be 
put in pofleflion of the Two Thou- 
iand Pounds ; but, the next letter 
from Mr, G. H. Morris was very 
different from all the- preceding 
ones-i it was exprcffive of his^eafi 
regret that he could not then for- 
ward the money, as his clerk in 
town had run away, and robbed 
him of cafb and notes to a very 
great amount. This intelligence 
awakened the fufpicions of the 
profecutors, and Mr. William Y\U 
ling came up to town. Upon going 
toNo. ^i, Baker-flreet, he iound 
the houfe unoccupied, and a biU 
upon the windows for letting it.- < 
Upon farther enquiry, he learned, 
that a perfon o^ the name of Frede- 
rick Molyneaux (tbe prifoner), 
who lodged at a public houfe, waa 
in the habits of rcceivino letters 
there, directed to G. H. Morris. — 
Theaffiftanceof a Bow-Oreeto&cer 
was called in ; the prifoner was ap- 
prehended at his lodgings : the let- 
ters of Meffrs, Pilling were found 
in his poflTeflion, and aifb the great- 
eft part of the hams he had men- 
tioned. 

IV! r. W. Pilling was then called, 
and confirmed the ftatement of the 
counfel as above. He defcribed 
the correfpondcnce between the 
prifoner and him to have com- 
menced about the middle of July, 
and continued rill the middle of 
Odober. He added, that, when 
the prifoner was apprehended, he 
faid he only adted for another per- 
fon ; about a dozen of letters paHed 
between them. 

Carpmeal, the officer, ftated, 
that early in November laft he 
went with, Mr. Pilling to appre- 
hend the prifoner; he took him 
into cuftody at the CompalTes pub- 
lic-boufe, in Mount ilr^^t, where 
he lodged ; they fearched his apart- 
ment, and in a drawer feveral let- 
ters

tcrs were found which Mr. Pilling 
faid were written by him ; they 
Mo found one ham entire, and part 
of another. The prifoncr faid he 
was only an agent in the bufine.fs. 
He was taken to Bow-ftreet, but 
the witnefs faid^he did aot believe 
that any regular examination was 
figned by the prifoner there. He 
was afterwards taken to Guildhall* 
and committed from thence. The 
ktters were produced, and pe- 
rufed by the court; on which Mr. 
Recorder declared his opinion, that 
the indi<5^ment could not be fub- 
flantiated againft the prifoner by 
the evidence adduced, as the pro- 
fecutors could neither prove that 
the prifoner was the perfon who 
had fent the letters, nor that he had 
written them. The prifoner was 
accordingly pronounced — 
Not Guilty.

After proceeding 
through a fcv%' notes, his voice broke, 
and he loft the tune. The mother 
immediately recommenced where 
he had failed, and went very dif- 
tin6tly through with the remainder. 
— The young bird made a fecond 
attempt, commencing where he-had 
ceafed before, and continued the 
fong as long a^ he was able, and 
when he loft the note again, the 
mother began anew, where he 
ftopptd, and completed it. Then 
he refumed the tune and finiOied it. 
This done, the mother fang over the 
whole fericsof notes a fecond time, 
with great precifion ; and a fecond 
of the young attempted to fol- 
low hen With him, (he purfued 
the fame courfe as with the firft;

It flioold appear, that the Dutcb- 
efs is very partial to ,the canine 
race.; hot whether fo or not, one 
thing is certain, her Royal Highnef* 
is in herfelf an ornament to her 
own race. 

Pugs are, donbtlefs, favourites 
with her, and which, in fad, fug- 
gcfted the occafion of our giving 
the prefent Etching of a " Pug ' 
Dog.'* 
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THE ART OF ANGLING, 

{Continued from page i aS . ) 



TRB SOAOH. 

THE roach is as fooliili as the 
carp is crafty ; he is by no 
iBcans a delicate fifh^ the riv^r 
ones arc much better than tho/e 
bred in ponds. They fpawn in 
May, and will bite all day long, if 
the weather is not in either of the 
extremes, on the top of the water. 
Their haunts are chiefly in fandy, 
or gravelly deep waters, delight- 
ing to be in the ihade. In April 
their baits are cads and worms. In 
fummer, white fnails or flies. In 
autumn, a pafte made of fine white 
bread, moulded in your hands with 
water, and a little cdtton added to 
k, to keep it from wafliing off the 
hook. In winter, gentles ^re the 
befl bait for him ; you (hould fifti 
with a line made of fingle hairs, ja 
quill float, and the lead about a foot 
from the hook ; and when you an- 
gle for roach, always call in a 
ground bait, made of bran, clay and 
bread, incorporated together ; and, 
when you angle with tender baits, 
always flrike at the lead nibble 
that is apparent. Sprouted malt, 
thie young brood of wafps, bees 
dipped in blood, and the dried 
blood of flieep, are noftrums in 
this kind of angling. 

The largeft roach in this king- 
dom are taken in the Thames, 
where many have 'been caught of 
two pounds and an half weight; 
but roach of any fize are hard to 
be taken without a boat. 

The people who live in the fi(h- 
iog-towns along the banks of the 
Thames, have a method of drefTing 
large roach and dace, which, it is 
faid, renders them a very pleafant 
and favoury food; it is as follows : 
without fcaling the fifh, lay him 
on a gridiron, over a (low fire, and 
*rcw a little 'flour oh him, when 
Vol XII. No. 70. 



he begins to grow brown, make « 
flit not more than fkin deep, in his 
back, from head to tail, and lay 
him on again ; when he is broiled 
enough, the fkin fcales, and all will 
peel off, and leave the flefh, which 
will be by that time very firm, and 
perfeAly clean ; open the bcl!y^ 
take out the infide, and ufe an^ 
chovy and butter for fauce. 

THE DACE, OR DARE. 

This fifh, and ihc roach, are much 
of the fame kind, therefore the di- 
re6tions given for one, %iil fervc 
for the other. They fpawn about 
the middle of March,.and will take 
any fly, efpccially the flone-cadew 
fly. May fly, the latter end of 
April, and mod part of May ; and 
the ant fly in June, July, and Au- 
guft. When you angle for the 
dace with the ant fly, underwater, 
let it be about two hand's breadth 
from the ground. They never re- 
fufe a flv. ,in a, warm day, on the top 
of: the 'water. -The befl bait for 
them in the vi' inter is, the earth bob; 
it is the fpawn of the beetle, and 
is to be found by following the 
plough in fandvifh grounds; put 
them into a velTel with fomeof the 
earth from whence they are taken, 
and ufe them all the winter as an 
excellent bait, as I have before 
mentioned in the dcfcription of 
baits. As for your line, &;f . the 
dire6lions ^iven for the roach, will 
ferve in all refpeds for the dace or 
dare. 

^ Dace may be alfo taken with flefh 
flies, upon the furface of the wa- 
ter ; into whofe backs, between 
th^ wings, you mwft put your hook, 
which fliOuld be very fmall : they 
bite in the morning and evening ; 
you mufl then provide a cane rod, 
which is ilie ligliteft uf any, and let 
it be feventeen feet at lead in 
length, and your line, which fliould 
from the middle dowBwards, con« 
fifl ot fingle hairs, be a little longer 
than your' rod ; then provide a fuf- 
A a ' ficicnt 
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fidcnt quantity of fmall houfe flies, 
which keep in a phial Hopped with 
' a cork.. With thefe repair, efpeci- 
aliy about fcven or eight o'clock 
in a luramer*s evening, to a mill 
f^rcam^ ^nd having fixed -three or 
four hooks with fingle hair links, 
not above four inches lopg to your 
.Lnc, bait them with the flicb,' and 
angle upon the fur face of the wa- 
ter on the fmoothcft part, at the . 
CJid of the ftream :. the dace will 
ifife freely, efpecially if the fun 
does not Ihine on that part of the 
water where you Cdfl the flies, and 
you may take two or three at a 
time. This fport will continue as 
long as. day-light wiJl permit you 
to fee the flies. In the fame man- 
Der dace wiil alfo rife at the ant ily 
upon the furface of the water, if 
Vied in a morning at the foot of a 
current or mill ftream, or on the 
fcour before the fun conr>es on the 
water. If the water is high, fo as 
ta be almpfl equal with it's banks, 
take your fly rod, and faften to 
your line an artificial fly, called the 
caterpillar fly; or a fmall red- pal m- 
cp; then take a large yellow gen- 
tle, (the yellower the better) run 
the hook-thrbugh rht fkin of it, and 
.dr^w it up to the tail of the fly; 
this being done, whip with it on 
the furfaee of the water, and if you 
are di.igcnt and expert, you Will 
have good di ver (ion. If 3^ou au- 
gle where two mill ft reams are go- 
ing at the fame time, let it be in 
the eddy between the two flreams: 
ftrft make ufe of your plummet; if 
the \^'aier is deep, angle within a 
foot of the bottom, and, perhaps 
you will find but poor fport;' but 
if it proves to be Ujallou , that is, 
about the depth of two feet, or npt 
exceeding three, your fport may 
be bett«r:jbaic your hook with 
three large gentles, ufje a cwrk float, 
be very attentive, and ftiikcat the 
very fijft bite; if there arc any 
large dace in tkc niiil-pool> they 



will refort ta {he eddy between the 
two dreams. , 

N. B. Whenever' you fr(h for 
roach or dace at ground, without 
you ufe a ground baiti the attempt 
is almofl ufeiefs. 

THE GUDGEON, 

The gudgeon is a fifli that affordi 
the young angler an aixiaziag deal 
of diveriion, being one that birei 
very free, and when ftruck is n©- 
vcr loft, becaufe he is a leather* 
mouthed fifli. They fpawn three 
or fo«r times in the fumoier, and 
their feeding is like the barbels^ in 
the ftreams, and on gravel, flight- 
ing, all flaanncr of flies. Thdf 
baits are chiefly wafps, gentles, and 
cads^ but the fmall red worm is 
bcft. When you angle for them, 
be provided with a gudgeon -rake, 
with which rake the ground every 
ten minutes, which gathers them 
together, A finglc haired line is 
beft, with a quill or cork float, ac- 
cording to , the rapidity of th« 
ftrcam ; yoiur hook and your bait 
on the ground. You may angle 
for him with a running line by 
hand, without a float. 

, THJi POPF, OR RUFP. 

This fifli, with a double name, k 
fmall, and rarely grows bigger thaii 
a gudgcofi ;. ill fljape, very like the 
pearcb, but is better food, being 
in the tafte as pleafant as any fifi 
whatever. His haunts are in the 
deepcft running parts of a gravelly 
river, the exa^ bottom whereof, 
having found by plumbing, bait 
your hooks with fmall red worms, 
or brandlings, for you vMy anglfc 
with two or three, and have c*ecl- 
lent fport. He bites very greedily, 
and as they fwim in Ihoals, you 
may catch twenty or thirty at ori^ 
ftandin^y \f\ a cool gloomy day. 
Always bait the ground with earth, 
and ufe the fame tackle as for th* 
gudgeon. The river Yare in Nor^ 

folk 
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folk is almoil peculiar for pletaty of 
Huffs. 

THE BLEAK, OA BXEY, 

' The bleak, on account of its ea- 
.^crnefs to catch flies, is called by 
ionae, the river fwallow, and by 
others, the freih water fprat^ be- 
.caufe of its refenoblance to the fea 
tfprat. He biles very eagerly at all 
forts of worms, fties, paftes, and 
fiteep's blood. ' You may fifti for 
him with fix or feven fmall heoks 
^ta time. He is an excsllent fi(b, 
•to initiate a young angler in fly 
ii^ing, by bis whipping for them 
in a hot fummer's evening, with a 
Cmall artificial black gnat. Your 
tackje muil: be fine, '^.nd neatly 
formed. He is a capital bait for 
the pike, 

THE MINNOW, OR PINK. • 

The minnow, though one of the 
fmalleft /fifties, is as excellent a one 
to eat as any of the moft famed. 
They are generally found in March 
and April, and remain till the cold 
weather compels them to retire to 
their winter quarters. He is of a 
greenifli, or wavy Iky colour, his 
belly very white, his back black - 
ifli, and is« moft excellent bait for 
any of the fi(h of prey; namely, 
the pike, trout, pearch, &c. His 
baits are fmall red worms, wafps, 
cads, &c. If you can can catch 
enough of them, they make an ex- 
cellent tan fy, their heads and tails 
l>«ing cut off; and fried in eggs, 
with a fauce made of butter, fugar, 
and verjuice. 

THE LOACH, OR LOCHK.. 

This fifh is very fmall, but eats 
very w'ell, and is nourifhing food 
for fick pcrfons. He is found in 
Qtear4Jwift.brooks and rivulets, and 
his food is gravel. Be is bearded 
like the barbel, and freckled with 
hlack and while fpots. You may 
take him with a fmall red w'orm at 
&r9uad ; 'iie delights to be ncajp the 
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gravel, therefore h hardly 
feen 6n the tbp of the water. 

THE BULL-HEAD, OR MILLEr's 
THUMB, 

This fi(h, on account of its ugli- 
nefs, is in fome places called the 
frefti-water devil ; he has a broad 
' head, and a large mouth, no teeth, 
but his lips are like a file^with which 
he nibbles at the bait. They fpawn 
in April, and are full ot fpawn 
mofl of the fummer. Their haunts 
in fummer, are chiefly in holes, or 
amongft ftones in clear water; bUt 
in winter, they lie in the mud like 
the eel.. The worft of anglers may 
take this fifli^ fpr if you look about 
the water in a hot day, you may 
fee him funning himfelf on a flat 
ftone; put your hook upon it, 
baited with a fmall red- worm, and 
be will take it diredVly. The tafte 
of thisJifti is very good. 

THE STICKLEBACK, SHARPLING^ 
OR BANSTICKLE. 

This fifli with three names, as he 
is called by in different counties, is 
a fmall prickly fith, and not worth 
the angler's notice, in regard to 
himfelf, but that hs is an excellent' 
bait for the trout, who will take it 
fooner than the minnow. His 
pricks muft be broke off^' and 
baited according to the dire6i:ions 
given for baiting the minnow, un* 
de'r thedefcription of the tout. 

N. B. The tackle, baits, &c. for 
this fi(h, and the three foregoFng 
ones, muft be the fame, and very 
fine, 

THE MOST SCIENTIFIC METHOD 
OF MAKING FJSH-POX0S,STEWSy 
&C. 

It is agreed that thofe grounds 
are bed which are full of fprings, 
and apt to be moorifti : the one 
breeds them well, and the other pre- 
fcrves them from being ftulen. 

'The fituation of the pond is alfo 
to be confidcred, and the nature of 
• ' A a 2 the. 
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the currents that fall ix|to \\\ like- 
wife, that it be refrefhcd with a lit- 
t!e brook, or .with rain water that 
falls from the adjacent hilly ground. 
Add, that thofe ponds which re- 
. celvc the dale and dung of horfei, 
breed the large ft and fatteft fi(hts. 
' In making the pond, obferve 
that the head be at the loweft part 
of the ground; and that the trench 
of the flood gate, or (luice, have a 
good fuilt fall, that it may not be 
long in emprying. 

If the pond carry ^\^ feet of wa- 
ter, it is enough; but it mud be 
eight feet deep, to receive, the 
•f re Hies and rains that Aiould fall 
into it. 

It would be alfo advantageous to 
have (hoals oa the fides, for the 
fithes to fun therafelves in, and lay 
their fpawn on ; befidcs, in other 
places, certain holes, hollow banks, 
flielves, roots of trees, iflands, &c. 
to ferve as their retiring places. 
"Confider further, whet!hcr your 
pond be a breeder ; if fo, never ex- 
pe^ any large tarps from thence: 
the greaincfs of the number of 
fpawn over flocking the pond. 

For large carps, a (lore pond \% 
ever accounted the bed; and to 
make a breeding-pond become a 
llorepond, fee what quantity of 
carps it will contain: then put in 
alhnilteis, or allfpawners; whereby 
in a little time you jiiay have carps 
that are both large, and exceedingly 
fat. Thus, by putting in one ft x, 
there is animpolfibility of the in- 
crcafe of them; yet the roaches, 
notwithftanding this precaution, 
wiii multiply. Referve fome great 
waters ^or the, head quarters of the 
fifties, whence you may take, or 
wherein you may put any quantity 
whereof.' And' be fure to have 
ftews, and other auxiliary watefs, fo 
as you may convey any part of the 
llock, from one to tJie other : ioy to 
iofe no time in the growth of the 
fifties, but employ your water, as 
' yau, do your land, to the bed ad- 



vat>tage. View the grounds, %xA 
find out feme fall between the hills, 
as near a flat as may be, fo as to 
leave a proper current for the water. 
If there be any difficulty of judging 
of fuch, take an opportunity, alter 
fome fudden rain, or bi caking op 
of a great fnow in winter, you will 
plainly fee which way the ground 
cads ; for the water will take the 
tru^fali, and run accordingly. 

The condition of the place mui| 
determine the quantity of the 
ground to be covered with water. 
For example, I may propofc in all 
fifteen acres, in three ponds, or 
eight acres in two, and not kfs; 
and thefe ponds fliould be placed 
one above^nother, io as the point 
of the lower may almoft reach the 
head or bank of the upper, which 
contrivance is no iefs beautiful than 
advantageous. 

The head, or bank, which by 
dopping the current, is to raife the 
water, and fo make a pond, rouft 
be built with the clay and eartb, 
taken out of the pan, or hollow, 
dug in the lowed ground above tha 
bank: the ftiape of the pan to be 
an half oval, whereof the fiat to 
come to the bank, and the longer 
diameter to run fquare fiom it. 

For two large ponds of three or 
four acres a piece, it is advifeable 
to have four dews, each two rods 
wide, and three long. The dews 
are.ufually in gatdens, or near the 
houfe, to be more handy and bet- 
ter looked to. The method of 
making them, is to carry the bot- 
tom in a continual decline from one 
end, with a mouth to favour the 
drawing with a net. 

A GLUE FOR ANGtlNU ROD.^* 

Pour fome water on fome quick 
lime until the ebullition ceafcs, then 
pour the water from it, and boil 
your glue very gently with this wa- 
ter, and it wiU make a y^ty good 
glue* 

4AW 
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WINDHAM V, REED. 

THIS a<^ion was brought by the 
Ri^ht Honout'able William 
Windham, the Secretary at War, 
againft Mr: Reed, a gentleman in 
Gofjvell-ftrcet; to recover the va- 
lue of a horie fold by the defend- 
ant to the plaintiff, and warranted 
found. 
The horfe in que (lion was acci- 
^ dentally feen by a perfon in the 
fervice of Mr. Windham, who was 
commifuoned to buy .one, and he 
liking itj made a purchafe of it for 
Forty Pounds. It remained at the 
fame ftables, where the defendant 
kept it till next day, when it was 
taken away. Mr. Windham's 
groom entertained fufpicians as to 
ibe found nefs of the horfe, which 
he communicated to the perfon 
who had bought him ; the refult 
was, an amplication to Mr. Cole- 
man, of the Veterinary College, 
whoexamined him,&nd pronounced 
him to be what is termed a Roarer, 

Mr. Coleman was examined^ 
and ftated to the Jury what was the 
natm-e of the diforder which gave 
a horfe the denorhi nation of a roar- 
er: it was a diforder that was al- 
ways a long time coming on, and 
was never cured. It was produced 
by an inliammation of the wind- 
pipe, which continuing a length of 
time, thrtw a certain quantity of 
extravafared blood into the wind- 
pipe, and by that means occafioned 
a horfe to 'make a fort of roaring 
noife. He admitted that the ftran- 
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gles would caufe a horFc to make 
a noife fomewhat (imilar to 1 oar- 
ing ; but the ftrangles was a 
curable diforder, and incident to 
every horfe fome time or other, 
the fame as^ the fmall-pox in th« 
human race. It was a fwelling of 
the glands of the^ neck, whicb 
prefling on the wind-pipe, pro- 
duced a difficulty of breathing. 
The horfe in queftion had not th« 
ftrangles, but he was a romer^ 

On the part of the defendant, 4 
great number of witnefTes wer« 
called, fome of whom had been ac* 
quainted with the horfe from th# 
time it was foaled, till it was fold, 
and they all depofed that the horfe 
was nut a roarer : ttiat when he was 
fold, he was perfectly faund and iu 
good health, but that when he was 
.returned, he was. very ill frpm the 
ftrangles, and no other caufe. One' 
of the witnelTesja farrier, who had 
been fifty years in bulinefs, and 
profeffed to be deeply ikilled ia 
horfcs, was fiirprifed any mani 
fliould call this horfe a roarer. He 
faw him when he was returned, 
and imm.cdiately pronounced he 
had the ftrangles. 

Lord Keriyon left the Jury to 
decide between -the'oppoiite tefti- 
mony of the witneffes,' which they, 
did in favour of the plaintiff.

A WAGER DECIDED. 
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KINO V. SMITH. 

Jc^el Kiiig brought this aftion 
againft the defendant, who is 
ah atiorncy, to recover back tea 
guineDs which had been depofited 
with him as a ftake^holder. Th^ 
plaintitf laid a bet^of ten guinea* 
^ wiik 
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with a man of th« naraf of Forge, \ 
that 1:6 would tiad a pcriQn that 
»'ould run iwo uiiles and an half in 
4U1 hour more than Mr. Forge 
could.. Mr Forte was a tat roaii, 
antl afterwi-ards thougUt p^ropex to 
dec line this foot race. Tdis adtion 
uas therefore bxxjught to recover 
back his ten guineas from the 
Hake holdtr. 

Lord Kenyon faicl, that a foot 
race was within the ilatuile, and 
therefore the Jury found a vcrdid 
lor plaintiff for his ten guineas'. 



COURT OF kino's BENCH. 
JUNE 29. 

ELDRIDGE V ATKINSON. 

Thrs was "an a6tion brought b}' 
the -plaintiff to recover a fum c- 
money all edged to be due to him, 
as the fervant of the defendant, 
waiting at his table, &c.-!— The 
charge was one guinea per week. 
. There was no doubt that he was 
the plaintiff's fervant, or that he 
had pertor.-ned the work for which 
be M'as hired ; bwt the queftion 
was — Whether he was entitled by 
law to recover any wages for the 
work he did? The defendant main- 
tained the negative of that propo- 
lition, and infifted that the whole 
of the labour of the plaintiff M'as 
in 2i gaming jira^ice in the defend- 
ant's houfe. 

It appeared in evidence that. the 
pjaintiff was what is calkd Groom 
Porter in the defendant's houfe, at 
Cove.^t Ganlen, which was a gam- 
ing-houfe, and that' the bufinefs of 
a groom porter is to call the main 
and chance^ as they are termed, at a 
hazard table. 

Another witnefs was called for 
the plaintiff, who Itated that he had 
been croupier at the oaming-houfe. 
The chara^'er of this olHccr was 
ftated to be that of a decently 
dreffed perfon who ufually fits at a 



gatoing-fcahlc, furnifhed with me- 
ney from the bank of the gaming 
houfe, to play, feemingly againft 
the bank, when the Hats do not 
bleed freely. , 

Various circumftanccs were then 
difclofed about a gaming-hpufe in 
Covcnt Garden, but as thev hajd no 
bearing upon the iflue between 
the parties in tnis caufe, they need 
not be detailed. 

Lord Kenyon was clearly of 
opinion, that whatever rnight be 
the iniquity of the defendanr, the 
plaintiff could not recover in this 
aclion, becaufe his fervices wer<e 
only to fupport an illegal' praftice, 
and the law never allowed a man to 
recover wajges for a conduA that 
was againff law. If it had appeared 
that the plaintiff had performed aiiy 
doraeftic or other work, indepen- 
dent of the gaming bufinefs, he 
might recover wages for fuch work, 
but there was no evidence of that 
kind4iepe, and therefore the plain- 
tiff had no right of adion.

OO.UG« ^. COPPIN. ^ 

This was an a£tion for damages, 
occafioned by the defendant's hav- 
ing ihot at the plaintiff and wound- 
ed him in the thigh. 

The plaintiff is a tanner, whofc 
refidence is in Shropfiiire ; the de- 
fendant, a young gentleman in, 
Hertfoi'dfhire'. 

It appeared by the evidence, that 
as the plaintiff and another were 
riding over Finchley Commoni 
they flopped at the Bald»faced Stag, 
where they llaid about an hour for 
refreQ^ment, during which .time 
they faw a nvan riding by ycry 
brilkly on a bay mare j and very 

liiortly 
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' Ijiortly jifterwards a carriage came 
up, aafthe plaintiff obf(yrvcd that 
he thought tne man who had paired 
was a high>\ ayman. Th€ poft 
ehaife that followed was driving at 
a very great rate. The gendeman 
in the chaife, as well as the poft- 
boy,,called out and aflced the plain- 
tiff and the witnefs if they had feen 
a highwayman pafs ?, And the plain- 
tiff anfwprcd they had, and that ff 
they were in purluit of him, he, the 
plaintiff, and his frierKJ, being well 
mounted, would affift tfeem to take 
the highwayman. The gentleman 
in the chaile did not fay how the 
highwayman was moimted, but 

■ went on. as faft as poffible. The 
plaintiff and the witnefs immedi- 
ately mounted their horfes and fol- 
, lowed the chaife — never loft fight 
of it, and in a little time came up 
10 it at the bottom of the hill lead- 
ing up to Hi^hgate. The plaintiff 
Was on the right hand of the wit- 
wfs. They galloped up as near to 
the chaife as they could go, the 
chaife was then going a^ the rate of 
eighteen miles an hour. They"* 
pafled the chaife without faying a 
word, and after they had got 
a-head of the chaife about thirty 

V yards, they heard the difcharge of 
a piftol, and the plai4>tiff cried out 
he was wounded. The plaintiff 
rode a grey mare, and the highway- 
man was mounted on a cropt bay 
one. It Was a clear moon light 
night. It appeared to the witnefs 
that the defendant fired after he 
muft have known t{»at he was fafe." 
The witnefs turned round his 
horfe, and called upon the poft boy 
< to ftop the chaife, lor that the raf- 
cal hadlhot his friend, and that he 

. raufe know it, besaufe thc^ high- 
wayman was mounted on a cropt 
bay mare, and the plaintitf on a 
grey one ; and that tney had told 
itie defendant, as he pafled the BaH* 
faLcd Stag, they would affilt him 
in taking th^ high way awn. The 



defeudant ackaewlecfge^ infonjlyf 
that he fked tl>e piftol. The plain-. 
tifF was cariifcd up to Highgat^, 
where he had the affiftancc of a 
fua»g«on,and was afterwards brought 
to. London,. Where he was attended 
by % fttrgeon of the n^me of 
Hearns, as 4 was afterwards at-^ 
tended by Mr. Patcrnofljer, a fur- 
geon. 

Mr. Pateriwfter, the furgeon, 
faid he attended the pkintiff fromt 
November to thr a6th of Decemn 
ber every day. That he is deeply* 
wounded; that fo^^ wadding wa» 
extraded from the wound, but the 
ball is not yet extra^cd, nor can it - 
ever by ikill ; it muft, be left entirely^ 
to nature, aod fhould the ball come 
away, it is poffible, ;iad even pro- 
bable, that the plaintitf may be- 
come quite well, but that muft be 
the work of tinae. 

It appeared ^kat the defendant 
had defrayed the cxpences of the 
plaintiff fo far as to pay thirteen 
guineas for his lodging, and lour«» 
teen guineas to the furgton. 

It was contended, on the part of 
the defendant, that the accident wa* 
not the effecfr of the defendant's 
raainefa, but of the mflmefs o* the 

; plaintiff, for that as the defendant, 
had been flopped before on the. 

■ road that night, and had (hot ar, 
and probably wo>j»ded the high-, 
wayman, he expelled that the high- 

• wayman's companion was on the 
road, and that the defendant might 

, have met the fate of the lateunjfor- 
tonate Mr. Mellifti; that as the 

; plaintiff and his witnefs pafled the. 

j chaife, they cried oat, '' That's the 
chaife, that's the chaife," and, that 
the defendant being defired by the 
poft boy to be on hrs guard, he 
fired the piftol, as he conceived, iu 
his own defence. With refpcii to 

i the plaintiff being thirty yards off*? 

; at the time of firing the'pi(tol, that 

' muft be a miflake ; he muft have 

bcea 
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been within four or five yards, or 
clfc the wadding never could have 
entered the body; that this was a 
mere accident ariiing from miftake, 
and therefore, unlefs his Lordfbip 
was of opinion that the plaintiff 
moll at all events have fomc da- 
mages, evidence Qiould be called to 
prove thefe fa6ls. 

Lord Kenyon faid, that the law- 
was, that from wharevcr accident 
the thing happened, the plaintiff 
had a clear right to maintain a civil 
aflion for the injury he had fuffer- 
cd. The defendant had not been j 
guilty of any culpable ralhncfs in 
this cafe; he had condu^led himfelf 
with humanity ; but ftill the law^ 
called upon him to anfvvcr for the 
injury qf which he had been the 
caufe, although he had a6led as any 
.other man might have a6ted under 
the fame circumftances. It was a's 
clear as the fun that the plaintiff had 
bis aflion for civil danaages, the 
amount of which he left to the 
' good fenfe of the Jury. Nothing 
of indignation, however, ought to 
mix in the meafure of the damages. 
The beft of men might happen to 
(hoot his friend wit^iout intending 
it, but if he did fo, that friend had 
a rit^ht to bring his ai^ion for da-,^ 
mages. The defendant in this cafe' 
had not been guilty of any crime; 
he had fuppofed he was (hooting a 
highwayman. It was no crime, his 
Lordfliip hoped, by the law of 
God or mart, to flioot a highway- 
man ; but the defendant had been 
the accidental caufe of an injury to 
the plaintiff; and what damages he 
was to pay for it was a queflion for 
the Jur> to determine. 

The Jury withdrew,^, and in 
about an hour brought in their 
verdi<fl for the plaintiff^ —

The PrtncipleSy and Practice, of (hoeing 
Horfes, w.hich preferves the Fopt in 
Health. 

THERE arc two tircumftanccs 
neceiTary to be attended to in 
flioeing, viz. to cut the hoof, and 
Vol, XII.

apply a flioe. Before the hoof is 
protected by iron, fome parts re- 
quire to be removed, and others 
preferved. This part of the prac- 
tice 4s even of more importance 
than the form of the fhoe. Bur, 
men have att9Hde4 chieiiy to the 
Hioe", and not to its application, or 
to the hoof; and this error has, 
produced more iijifcbicf, and more 
enemies to rhepraftice of the Ve- 
terinary College, than ail the pre- 
judices and calumnies, of grooms 
and farriers. A uatch, or any other 
machine intended to regulate time, 
will perform its fun6lions, in pro* 
portion as it is well, or ill made ; 
but a horfe-fhoe may be formed 
mathematically correft, and yet 
produce lamenefs, if the bars and 
frog are removed, the heeU of the 
fhoe allowed to reft on the fole, and . 
the frog raifed from the ground. 
The very heft fhoe will produce 
more mifchief, when applied to a 
hoof improperly cut, than the word 
(hoe, when well connc£ted to a 
hoof prepared with judgment. 

The firft thing to be attended to, 
is to take away a portion of the 
fole, between the whole length of 
the bars and cm ft, with .a drawing 
knife. The heels of the fole, as. 
Ijas already repeatedly been ob- 
ferved, cannot receive the preflure 
of the flioe without corns.- Ta 
avoid preflure, the fole fhould be 
made concave or hollow, and not 
allowed to be in contact with the 
ihoe. If there be any one part of 
the pradtice of ftioeing, more im- 
portant than the reft, it is this re-- 
moval of the fole,' between the bars ^ 
and cruft. When this operation is 
per^pkTmed, the horfe will always be 
free from corns, whatever may be 
the form of the ftioe ; but, if the 
fole is fuffered to be flat at the 
heels, and prcfTed upon by the 
ftioe, h IS of very little importance 
what kind of ftioe is applied. 
Every groom, and every fmith, is 
fully eoavinced that the fole will 
A a not 
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not \>e<3Lr prcffarc ; and to prevent 
this effed^ thcv remove the whole 
of the bars, oy opening the heels, 
and applying a concave (hoe. We 
have endeavoured to prove, that j 
the de(lru6tioi\ of the bars is al- 
ways improper; that this praAice 
is the remoje caufe of corns, the 
very difeafe which it is intended 
to prevent; and that the bars are 
very neceflary to preferve the cir- 
cular form of the hoof. Bcfides 
this, the heels of the flioe (liould 
be made to reft on the junction of 
the bars with the cruft; but if the 
bars are removed, then the (hoe is 
fupported by the cruft only, and 
not by the folid broad bafis of cruft 
and bars united. 

Any horfe may be pricked in 
fhoeing by accident, but corns pro- 
ceed froni neglect. I have never 
fecn a fingle inftance of this difeafe, 
where the fole at this part has 
been concave, the bars preferved, 
aud the fhoe properly applied. Jt 
is neceflary that the fole (lipuld be 
cut before any other part of the 
hoof be removed. If the heels 
have been firft lowered by the but- 
ter is, then pollibly there may not 
. be fufficient fole left to enable a 
drawing knife to be applied, with- 
•but reaching the fenfible folej. 
whtrea$, by cutting the fole in the 
^rft inftance, we can determine on 
thiB propriety of lowering the heels 
aftd fliortening the toe. The fole 
Can then defcend, without the mo- 
tioi^ being obftru<fted by the ftioe, 
and any foreign bodies that may 
have been received into this ca- 
vity, are always forced out when 
the fole. defccnds, without produc- 
ing any mifchief. 

It might be expe^f^ed, that the 
fole at this part, would be bruiled 
by gravel and ftones ; but we Jlind, 
from experit-ncc, ihat the fole ne- 
ver fuffers, when there is a cavity- 
between the bars, and cruft, for 
fuch fubftancetj to efcape. When 
the ftioe is applied, the cavity be- 



tween the fole and flioc fiiould be 
fuificiently. large at every part to 
admit a large horfe-picker, and 
particularly between the bars and 
cruft. If the fole is naturally con* 
cave, a (lioe with a Bat furface/ap- 
plied to the cruft, will not touch 
any part of the fole; and if the 
fole be flat, or even convex, in the 
middle, or towards the toe, the 
qqartcrs and heels of the fole will 
generally admit of being made con- 
cave with a drawing knife, fo as 
not to receive any prelFurc from a 
flat flioe. I never faw a hoof, that 
would not admit of this operation, 
wher^ the horfe had been properly 
ft)od, and the bars and heels pre- 
ferved. And it is equally true, 
that the fole, when flat, and in con- 
tact with the flioe, is very liable to 
be bruifed. 

If a flioe with a flat upper fur- 
• face, does not leave ample fpace for 
a picker, l>et ween the fole and flioe, 
then it is requifite to make either 
the fole or the fliue concave. 
Where the fole appears in flakes, 
and thick in fubftance, it will be 
better to make the whole of the 
fole concave, by a drawing knife; 
and this operation fliould always be 
performed before the toe is ftiort- 
ened, or the heels lowered. Wheo 
we have made the fole hollow, then 
a flioe with a flat furface will reft 
only on the cruft :, but if the fole 
be flat, or convex, and thin towards 
the toe and middle of the hoof, fo 
as CO prevent the poflibility of re- 
moving the fole at thefe parts to 
form a concavity, then it is necef* 
fary to employ a flioe fuflicienrly 
concave to avoid pralTure, and to. 
admit a picker. In this cafe, how- 
ever, the fole at the heels and 
quarters, even in convex feet, will 
gener.illy allow of removal with a 
drawing knife; and ihen'rhe quar- 
ters arid heels of the (hoe, may be 
flat. It therefore ■ follows, that 
where the fole can be made con- 
cave, a flioe wirh a, ftat furfaCe may 

witli 
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«.ith ftfcty be applied ; but wlicrc 
parts of the fole, from difeafe, or 
bad flioeing^ beconne flat, a (hoe 
with a concave furface is required. 
As the hoof is always growing, and 
s« the flioc preferves it from fric 
tiont^ the toe of the cruft requires 
to be cut once in about twenty- 
eight days. The more horn we 
can remove from this part,, the 
fooner it will be proper to apply a 
(hoe thin at the heels, without mif- 
chief to the mufcles and tendons, 
and the horfe will be Icfs liable to 
trip. 

• The bars and frog fhotild never 
be removed* M^here there are 
fagged, and detached parts of the 
frog, it is better that they (hould 
be cut with any fmall knife, by the 
groom, than by the fslrrier; tor if 
the latter is once allowed to touch 
the frog, the found parts are gene- 
rally dcftroyed. Where the frogs 
are not large and projecting, and 
the heels are higher than the frogs, 
then it is advifeable to bwer the 
heels, which may be done by a. 
rafp, or the butteris ; for, in every 
cafe we are to endeavour to bring 
the fro^ in contaft with the ground. 
We (hauld never lofe fight of this 
principl-, that the frog muft have 
prefTure. or be difeafed. If the 
frog does not touch the ground, it 
cannot perform its ufe ; and no or- 
gan can be prefcrved in heahh, that 
does not perform the fun£lions for 
which it was made. Neverthelefs, 
where the frog has been difquali- 
fied for hs funflions for a confider- 
able period, and become foft, it 
muft be accuftomed to preflure by 
degrees. If the eyes have been 
deprived of light, it would be dan- 
gerous to apply the natural ftimulus 
very fuddenly. If the horfe has 
been long without cxercife, he will 
be difeafed, and muft be brought 
to labour gradually : and, in like 
manner, the frog, and every other 
ofgan, that has been placed in an 
unnatural condition, will receive 



mifchief from any fudden and vio- 
lent change. If the quarters are 
high, and much exceed the con- 
vexity of the frog, it will be ne- 
celTary to lower the Reels, and en- 
deavour to bring the frog, and heels 
of the (hoe, on the fame prarallel 
line. Where the horfe is required 
to work, and the frog foft and dif- 
eafed, it i^fiay be gradually expofed 
to prefTure, by lowering the hoof, 
about the tenth of an inch, every 
time of fhoeing, until the frog be 
hard, and equally prominent with 
the heels; or it the horfe be not 
required to work, great advantages 
will be derived from ftanding with- 
out (hoes on hard pavement. 

But, as the feet of horfes arc fo. 
varioufly deformed by bad ma- 
nagement, it will be requiiite, in 
(lioeing, to attend to each particu- 
lar kind of bjof. If any form of 
fhoe be indifcrimipatcly employed 
for all kinds of feet, it muft fre- 
quently fail of fuccefs: but by a 
proper attention to the different 
hoofs, we can generally improve 
the whole foot, fo as to adopt the 
fhoes recommended at the Veteri- 
nary College with advantage. 

After the hoof has been cut, 'and 
properly prepared, then it becomes 
requiiite to apply a flioe, and to 
vary its length, breadth, and thick- 
nefs, at the heel, furfaccs, &c. ac- " 
cording to the hoof. If the heels 
of the fore feet are two inches 
and an half,, or more in ^depth, the 
frog found, and prominent, and 
the ground dry, then only the toe 
of the hoof requires to bc/fhortened, 
and afterwards prote<^ed by a fhort 
fhoe. This (hoe is made of the ufual 
thick nefs at the toe, but gradually 
thinner towards the heel. A com- 
mon (ize faddle horfe (hoe, may be 
about three-eighths of an inch 
thick at the toe, and one-eighth at 
the heel. The intention of this 
fhoe, is to bring the frog eompleatly 
into contact with prefTure, to ex- 
pand the heels, to prevent corns, 
a B 2« an4 
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and thru(bes, aad canker; and if 
the (hoc be ^applied when the 
ground is dry, in the monrh of 
May or June, it may be continued 
the whole fuinmer; and in warm 
climates, wherp the ground is not 
fubje^^ to moiilure, no ether pro- 
tection for the hoof is reqAjifite. 

It ha"- been fuppofcd that fVones 
^nd other hard bodies would deftroy 
the hoof; but whenever the frog is 
found, and the ground free from 
nioiilure, the growth of the horn 
at the coronet,- is always equal tp 
.'the confumption of hoof below : 
but in the winter months, when 
.the roads arc wet, the horn will 
X be worn more from one day's la- 
bour, than that of feveral weeks in 
iummer. I have known fome light 
horfes, whofc hoofs have been luf- 
.ficiently ftrong, to wear fhort fhoes 
^the whole year ; but fuch cafes are 
ijiot common. Neverthelcfs, the 
iljort fhoe can be employed on moft 
•hbrfes with advantage in fummer, 
where the heels are from two 
inches and an half, to three inches 
in d<fptb, and the frog equally pro- 
-ininet!t : but, unlefs the hoof has 
been properly preferved, the heels 
and frQg^ are generally too low to 
receive the fliort Ihoe^ The toe of 
the hoof requires to be fliortened 
as m-uch as pofQbie ; but if tlie 
frog touches the ground, no part of 
the heels OioiUd be cut ; and, by 
;purfoing this practice, the heels 
will frequently grow fulBcicntiy 
high to receive the Ihort Ihoc. 

In this country, we have only 
thrce^ or four, dry months in the 
ytUr-, and therefoie the fhort (hoe 
.can feldom be employed in winter ; 
but in cafes where this flioe has 
been tndifcriminately, and impro- 
perly appHed^ I have never feen 
ja»y permanent ' inconvenience. 
-The foie has been worn thin, and 
.the horfe, on pavement or gravel, 
in great pain ; but reft for a few 
days, and applying a different (hoe, 
.has rciaovedbotU caufeand effe£i. 



Horfes for the turf may generally 
wear fliort flioes on the fore feci, 
if the heels be high, as the cruft of 
a blood horfe is generally ftronger, 
and thicker, ' than that' of , heavy 
horfes. But when the legs arc 
we?ik, and bent at the knee, or the 
pattern joints very long, or the 
•heels low, this fhoe is not to be 
employed. 

During the wet months, we pro- 
teft the whole of the cruft by ki 
long (hoe<; and if the heel« of tiuB 
hoof are low, we employ the fame 
ihoe in fummer*. 

In winter, whten the hfeels are 
too high, it is better to lower therti 
moderately with a rafp, than to 
wear them down by expofore tb 
the ground with the fhort ihoe; tt 
the wet may deftroy more horn 
than is neceffary to be removed; 
but it cannot be too often repeated, 
that the fole between the bars anii 
crufl, fliould be taken oUt before 
the heels arc cut. If the hecls4in5* 
firfl removed, then pofTibly thfc 
horn left will be infufficicntto leavie 
a proper degree of concavity be- 
tween the bars and cruft. U here 
the horfe has been in the habit of 
wearing very high-heeled (hoes, 
the frog would be liable to be 
bniifed and inflamed, and the innf- 
cles and tendons (that bend rfic 
leg) by the fudden, and improper 
application of a (lioe, thin ^t:tbc 
•heels, flrctched beyond their tone. 
Indeed, whether the fl)oe,.or hoof, 
be the caufe that elevates the frog, 
the fatne attention is required, to 
bring it gradually in conta6^ with 
the ground; wc therefore find 'it 
abfoiutely requiiire to thin by dc^ 
grees the licel of the fhoe, that the 
frog may be accuftomed to hand 
fubHances. The ihicknefs of the 
laft flioe, at the hf el, will always 
furnifli a proper criterion for the 

* The long fhoc fhou'.d be made of the 
fame thickncfs as the (hoe, that is, about 
three parti at thf toe, and -ont part at the 
heel. 

fllOC 
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'flioe, M^rthmit incFeafingthc Isboor 
of ,the mufcl6s and tendons. 

If a borfc has been in the habit 
of wearing flioes half an inch thick 
at every part, and the toe of the 
cruft can be removed half an inch, 
(but none taken from the heels) 
then, if a (hoc -be- applied, that is 
•tbree-fixths, or.hajf ?u>,iuch 'ilxiqk 
at the toe, and on ^y oqe-fixth of an 
inch at the heels, the flexor muf- 
cles, and tendons, will not be 
flretched, but more relaxed riian 
•before ; the relative fituatioa of tbe 
^o^ 3nd heels will be altered one- 
'fixth'Of an inch in favour of thte 
mufdles^and tendons thfeit bend the 
leg. In thofe cafes, therefore, that 
•admit of half an inch of horn beiiyg 
removed from the toe, we can at 
once apply a thin heeled ^loe, prd- 
^ vided that the frog be found, and 
paralkl with <he heels. If the frojg^ 
(hould not at firft be fuffioientJy 
callous torelift hard 'bodies without 
pain, this inconvenience will be 
•frequently removed by reft, and 
the conftant preflure of hard pave- 
ment. But where, from contrac- 
tion of the heels, or any other 
caufc, the frog will not bear the 
prelTure of the ground j and if it 
has been ncverthelefs moft vio* 
Icntly, and injudicioufly, expofed 
tto ftonc's and other hard bodies, it 
is only neeeflary to rcrarove the 
cavfcy that- is, t^ke off the -flioes, and 
the effc^s will foon ^eafc. But 
.where the common thick ' hecle'd 
flioes are employed, the morbid -cf- 
fe^ts-are probably not fecn for ma- 
ny months; and then, ^Ifchourgb the 
caufe may be removed, the cffe^s 
^i)l fill remain. If the borfe fuf. 
^^'r no pain during the firft montij, 
from a tiiin heeled flioe, it may "be 
continued -with fafety, and tl»e 
whol^ hoof will be iiiipr6ved[ ; 
•while other ftioes, that elevate the 
^r^g» grafdually deftroy its flru6inre, \ 
and funt^ions, wiihoitt betrayhig; 
The canfe of the difeafc, till, pcr^ 
" 4iaps, 



Ihtjt -It) be next employed. If 
Only a fmall portion of the hoof 
tan be taken from the toe, tke heel 
of tne new flioe ftiould be about 
^oire-tenth of an inch thinner, than 

\ the flioe removed ; and the growth 
•of the cruft will generally be equal 
8to this diminution of iron. By re- 
-ducing the heels of the flioe, in 
the fame proportion as the hoof 
'grows, a thin 'heeled ftioe may, in 
« few months, be employed; and. 
vet the horn being preserved at the 
^Jicels, and cut at the toe, every 

I 'time of (hoeing, the heels (flioc 
•and hoof together) will be as high, 

I iand frequently higher, than when 
iheforincr thick heeled flioes were 
•applied. The cruft fhat defcends, 

^ at tbe heels, we allow, to remain ; 
^but fubtra6t an equal quantity of 

I iron from the heels of the fhof, 

I 'and as much horn as poflible from ; 
the toe of the hoof. This fyftem 
♦fliould be continued, imtil the 
'heels of the flioe are dbout one- 

' third the thicknefs of the toe. 
There are particular kinds of hoofs, 
'that admit of a much more fpeedy 
change ; but before tbefe -are de- 
fcribed, it will be neceflary to pre - 
mife, 'that in proportion as the 
"cruft from the coronet to the toe 
•increafcs, and the heels decreafe 
in depth, the back flnews, ^nd 
"mufdes; will be put upon the 
4lretch. And the converfe of this 
propolition muft be equally true, 
that, as the heels are high, and the 
tocfliort, thefe mufclestire relieved. 
It therefore follows, that every 
atom of horn, or iron, taken ito\x\ 
the-toe of the cruft, or ftioe, tends 
to relax the piufcles and tendons, j 
at the ba<?k 6f the leg; and that | 
the removal of the horn, or iron, \ 
from the heels, produces the oppo- 
Ute effe6l. \^ thefe fimple fafts 
are- kept in view, thtrq can be no 
difficulty in afcertaining the quan-- 
tity of iron, that may be removed ; 
with fafety from the heels of any 
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Jups, it is too. late for the radical 
cure.

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THURSDAY, June 5, the 
Corps of City Light Horfc 
Volunteers, commanded by Lieute* 
nant-Colonel Herrics, were ho- 
noured with a Royal Review on , 
Wimbledon Common: — they pa- 
raded early on Clapham Common, 
and about eight o'clock came on the 
ground, preceded by the two field- 
pieces attached to them, each drawn 
by four horfes, driven by two pof- 
tillions, and a party of horfe artil* 
lery, and their rear brought up by 
their three unmounted troops, which 
aa as infantry,.drawn in (ix military 
cars, by fcts of fine bay borfe^ 

with 
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With three poftiUiuns to each in 
their owd military uniform.— -Lord 
Leflie's Surrey Yeomen Cavalry 
had preparatorily encircled the 
grpund. The line was no vir formed 
in. four fquadrons, the unmounted 
troops taking pod: in the center. — 
On a fignal of the. King's arrival 
ou the Common, the field-pieces 
upon the right wing difcharged a 
royal falute with great celerity. — 
His Majefty alighted out of his car- 
riage, and mounted his bay capa- 
rifoned charter at half after nine, 
and attended by the Duke of York 
on his right, and the Duke df 
Gloucefteron the left, feveral Ge- 
neral Officers, and his other niiU- 
tary fuite, palTed the line from the 
right, in front, the trumpets blow- 
ing, « God fave the King!"— Af- 
ter paffing the rear alfo in the fame 
manner, his Majefly took his ilation 
at the Royal Camp Colour, in the 
center of the front, when the Colo- 
nel delivered into his hands effec- 
tive returns of the men then un- 
der arms; v\z. 347, horfe, and 154 
foot; total 501. — The cor*ps now 
wheeled to the right, ancf pafTed 
the King in grand divifions ; then 
forming to the ri^ht in columns, 
the cavalry paffed m fingle files.— 
The line being reformed, the field 
pieces fired with great quicknefs 
from the center ; after * this the 
whole marched by in rqqadrons, 
with the field pieces rapidly drawn, 
and a detachment of the infantry 
in like manner, in three of their 
cars. After this the infantry per- 
formed fome evolutions, and then 
went through their feveral firings. 
Then followed the feveral modes 
of horfe charging from files, to fub- 
divifions, ^d 10 progrcffively to 
that in full column. To this fuc- 
cccded the fword exercife ; all the 
motions were firft gone through in 
the halted line ; afterwards, a de- 
tachment of about twenty-four fc- 
ie£t men advanced, and pafled the 
Ki.ng, firfl in fingle files, exhibiting 
Vol. Xir. No. 70, 



the principle of attack and defence, 
fuii fpeed; then in double fi\fts, 
man oppofed to man, in which the 
principle ,of attack and defence 
was clearly demonftrated. Seve- 
ral evolutions fucceedfd, which 
were clofed by charging full fpeed 
through the infaiitry, which had 
opened to the right and left for that 
purpofe; and thfen in full line alfo, 
which completed the climax of 
equeflrian difcipline. The infan- 
try now fired two vollies, and the 
field-pieces another royal difcharge, 
which terminated the'brilliant ma- 
noeuvres of the day, at half after 
ten o'clock. Colonel Herrics ga^e 
the word of Command to the horfe^ 
and Major Bofanquet to the foot. 
On the King ilepping into his catv 
riage, the Duke of York rode up to 
Colonel Hemes, and informed 
him, ** that his Maj6fly defired he 
would exprefs to all the gentlemen 
who cojnpofed the line, the high 
fenfc he entertained of their loyal 
zeal, and military difcipline, which 
they had demonftrated that day.'* 
We have derived more than ordi- 
nary pleafure in detailing the ex- 
emplary merits of a volunteer 
corps« the influence of whofe con- 
du^ beneficially reacnes far beyond 
the extent of their own ranks. The 
day proved exceedingly unfavoihra- 
blc; for, juft as the King took his 
poft, a heavy rain began to de- 
fcend,. which continued with little 
intermiffion throughout the revlevir: 
the horfes were confequently fecn 
to great difadvantage, particularly 
as they firft pafled in fingle files. 
Under this difcouraging cirgum- 
ftance, however, nothing was want- 
ing that martial gallantry, and dif- 
cipline could atchievc. All, the 
charges of the horfe were made 
with a firm front, and a rapidity of 
movement fcarcely to be paral- 
leled : their fword exercife was no 
lefa fkilful, and adroit; and. the in- 
fantry, allowing for the fbort pe« 
riod in which they have been 
Crc raifed, 
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raifed, tequitted themfelves with 
iiqual ability ; their bleadid evolu- 
tions gave an intercfting contraft to 
tiic whole. The ground was lined 
with an immenfe concourXe of No- 
bility and Gentry in carriages, who 
werehi|;hly gratifi/sd with the whole 
of thb mtercfting, national fpe<fta ^ 
cle.

IF you fhould have purchafed a 
good old family -halU feated 
I0W9 and encircled by w'oods, and 
neara running ilream, pull it down 
and fell all the materials; on no 
account preferve any carving, old 
wainfcotting, painted glafs, or lofty 
mantle*piec^$, becaufe thefe things 
are entirely out of fiafhion, and (hew 
a gothic tafle. Your iirfl thought 
then mud be to burn bricks and 
tiles ; never think of ftone or flate, 
as nothing looks grander, or is feen 
farther than a red brick houfe with 
long wings; this done, choofethe 
molt elevated fpot on your e^late, 
whence, you may command a view 
of f^veral counties, at which ex- 
pence your friends will woiider- 
ifuUy admire, and copimit coxnical 
millakes about didant obje6ts. 

Cut down all the trees that are 
near your houfe, as they will fpoil 
the profpc6^, and obdruft the fun* 
Should a tew be left, flirove them 
to the very top for the benefit of 
the herbage. 

Grub up all the hedges around 
you to make your grounds look 
parkifli, and your outfide fence 
keep well clipped, for it looks neat, 
and will iliew you any pafling ob- 
jeds, or travellers, upon the road. 

Make the approach to your 
houfe as meandering as poifible, 
the better to difcover the views, 
and make your friends eager to ar- 
rive. Front all your rooms to the 
fiouth and Welt for the benefit of 



the fun, and to liave your bed- 
chambers well aired, and let thofe 
be low and fmall for comfort and 
for health. 

In cutting down all the wood 
around, you will add finely to the 
profpefi ; and la place of the naftf 
decaying old oaks, you may plant 
either fingle, or in fmall clumps, the 
larch, the Scots fir, or the Lorn- 
bardy poplar. * Our foolifii ancef- 
tors delighted in trees of gloomt 
fervine only as harbour for rooks, 
fquirrels, and wood-pigeons; but 
we prefer thofe of neatnefs and 
quick growth. If there are an/ 
old formal avenues, cut them quite 
down, and leave not one tree ftand* 
ine to difgrace your tafte-^ 

Now think of the gaiety of a 
fhrubbery ! unlike to tne monaftio 
melancholy of the old wood- walks; 
and herein you may plant all the 
neat trees I have before -mentioned, 
with ponds at proper diflanees for 
gold-fiib, and benches with Latia, 
mottos ; befides temples dedicated 
to the heathen gods ! This ftiews 
learning, as well as frequent boards 
of threat of ftecl traps and fpring 
guns, with your refolution. I have 
often feen figures of Sportfmea 
ihooting in lead, which produce 
pretty efFe6ts. 

It were well to make numbcrlefs 
ha-has^ and fink fences, for as you 
increafc in territory, you naiy go 
on laying open, and catching views 
of the diftant counties, never 
thought of before. 

Great flocks of Iheep clofc toyour 
houfe, will prove you a good far- 
rher, and it is pleafant to fee them 
bafking on the gravel, and under 
the walls ; but kill them early^ or 
they become cxpenfive keeping; 
on no account omit to place that 
SQelodiou:^ ornament, the tintinahula^ 
about their necks. 

Keep numbers of peacbcfcs and 
guinea fowls, who will make de- 
lightful ferenades, added to the 
gUcerlul founds of the geefe and 
poultry ; 
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poultry; but this is all in tKc way 
of ruml pl'opriety and fimplicity. 

In your hall you may chain' a 
monkey, to divert the fervants ; if 
you are advifed to burn lime for 
your X^ndy build th^ kilns at hand, 
that they may be under your jn- 
fpedllon. 

P. .S. I need not explain to you 
the common ufeful method of 
throwing the mud of your ditches 
Vpon the hedge, by' which the 
young, unfcemingly quick, will be 
deftroyed ; or that yoii would foon 
think oi cutting a long canal near 
your houfe, for which ybu muft 
build a boaty and prepare wells for 
SIR.

Juan too, that inimitable iabrication 
of all that can fafcinak, adohifh,

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and amaze,* brings up the rear of 
luxuries ia reverfion, which wJll 
amply compenfate for the abfence 
oi the bufkin, and the accumula- 
tion of events fo fraught with fu- 
pernatural circumftanccs, fo big 
with wonders, fo awful and terrific 
in their efFedls, as the Libertine in 
every fcenc exhibits, cannot fail to 
excite and gratify the curiofity of 
every admirer of the ftupendous, 
the grand, a;id the fublim'e ! ! !

BUTTERFLY. 

T^HIS is a French game, which is 
JL almod unknown in London; 
is ncverthelefs very diverting, and 
requires a certain addrefs that every 
p^rfon is not mafter of; it was a 
rarourite game with the late unfor- 
tunate Louis the XVIth. There is 
reafon to expe<fl that when known, 
it will be well received ; being, be- 
fides, a game of great commerce. 

The number of players at Pa- 

pillon, muft be either three or four, 

•nd they play with an entire pack 

•f fifty-two cards. 

After you have agreed on the 



number of tours you intend • to 
^ play, fettled the value of the ftakes, 
and fuch other things as are mat- 
ters of choice, you then fee who 
is to deal ; and as the deal is difad* 
vantagcous, the laweft deals. 

The dealer gives the* cards to hi$ 
left -hand man to cut, and then 
gives to /each of the others and to • 
himfelf, three cards, which are to ' 
be dealt one and one, and in no * 
other manner; after which, he fe- 
piarates the next fcven cards from 
the ftock, which fevcn cards he 
turris up. This is done when there 
are three players, which is the com- 
mon manner of playing the game; 
but when there are four players, 
he turns up only four, in order 
that the cards may be equally i e- 
gulated. 

There is a box on the middle of 
the table, into which every one at 
the beginning of the game, puts a 
fiih more or lefs, as? they choofe to 
play high or not. 

He who is on the right ha^nd of 
the dealer, examines his game, and 
fees if there is any card on the 
board that agrees with thofe he has 
in bis hand. 

You are to obferve, that there' 
arc only the king, queen, knave 
and ten, that are bee efTarily changed 
for one of the fame fort ; a king 
for a king, a queen for a queen , 
&c. 

Obferve too, that feveral of 
thefe cards that are on the board^ 
collected together, may be taken 
off by one card ; for example, if 
there is on the board an ace, which 
goes for one point, a four and a five, 
you can take thefe three cards with 
a ten only, that you may have ia 
your hand, if you arc to play ; and 
fo of the others which may be- 
paired in the like manner : and it 
is in this confifis the ficill of the 
game, as you draw thereby two ad- 
vantages; the firft is, that you Car- 
ry off thofe cards that may be of 
ufe to the other players ; and the 

fecondj 
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feeond, that you get by thi$ meaat 
a great Dumber of cards that may 
ferve to via the cards, for which 
every one pays what has beeo 
agreed on to the winner. 

We faid, that if it was your turn 
to play, becaufe if you was not to 
play, he that was to play before 
you, might take the cards that are 
on the game to your prejudice, if 
they Oiould be conycnieot for his 
band. 

In ibort, it is a general rule, that 
vou muft have in your hand a card 
of fome fort or other, that can 
take, when you are to take, by 
equalling it to one or more cards 
that are on the board \ as for ex- 
ample, '•'ith an eight you cannot 
take off two eighths, but only one ; 
but with an eight you may take off 
two fours, or a five and three, or a 
fcven and ace, or a fix and two, 
which are all equal numbers amongft 
themfclves. 

' You are to obferve, like wife, 
that though you have in your hands 
feveral cards iimilar to thofe that 
are on the board, you can never- 
tbeie{s take off only one at each 
toifr; and each other in like 
manner. 

He whofe turn it is to play, and 
cannot pair any card that is on the 
board, having none of the fame 
fort, or of any equal number with 
two or more of them, is obliged, 
and to put, for fo doing, as many 
counters into the box as he puts 
down cards, either by the tricks he 
has txude, or by laviiig down his 
game ; he who is to deal gives, in 
like manner, three cards to each 
player out of the remainder ol the 
ftock, without cutting; and the fame 
thing is done over again^ by en- 
deavouring to pair the cards that 
are on the board. 

At laft, when all the calrds are 
dealt, he who clears bus hand of 
his three cards, by taking up thofe 
on the board, wins the party ; and 
if there are fcvexal that clear their 



hands, he who is near^ft the d^* 
ler's left hand, win9 in preference ; 
and confequenfly the dealer in pre- 
ference to all ti)e reft. 

You fee by this, that if the feni- 
ority has fome advantage, it hat 
alfo fome difad vantages ; in fa£^, it 
is but juftice that he (hould win, 
who plays the party by taking iip 
the feweft cards, becaufe it is the 
moil diffici|lr ; and when nobody 
finiihes, that is, does not difcharge 
himfelf of his three cards, as it 
frequently happens, he that pUys 
the laft card or cards by layinz 
down, beftdes that he collects al| 
the cards which are on the game, 
a^d which ferve to win the cards, 
he receives alfo of each player, a 
counter for the confolation. Here 
follow the hazards of the gamej 
and what is paid for and agaioft. 



HAZARDS AND CLAIMS TO BE 
PAID AT TUB GAMK OF PAPIL-*

pays as many counters to the box4 
as he lays down his cards.

So he that in playing, draws 
I all the cards, or the only card that 
I remains on the board, wins a coun- 
I tcr from each player, and this is 
called the fatUerdU^ or the grafs-, 
hopper ; and in that cafe, he who 
is to play after him, ii obliged to 
lay down his game. 

8. He that in play, during the 
coorfe of the party, makes his three 
cards, wins a counter from each, 
and that is called th&Jtetit fiaJiUhn ; 
we fay, tluring the courfe of the 
party, becaufe he that makes them 
when all the cards are played, firins 
the party. 

9. He who in his tricks has the 
greateft number of cards, receives a 
counter from each for the cards ; 
and when they are equal with fome 
other playersi nobody wins them, 
but they are paid double the next 
deal, 

10. He, who though he does not 
win the party, holds out wuh his 
cards the laft, receives a counter 
from each, and this is galled the 
claim of con/dation. 

.It. He who wins the party, or 
holds out to the laft, takes the cards 
that are on the. board,, which fervc 
to win the cards. 

12. If the pack (hould be falfe, 

ttbe deal is ftill good, provided the 

number of cards is right. 

I 13. When the cards are wrong 

I dealt, the deal becomes void ; the 

I moment it is perceived; and ia 

that cafe there is a new deal, and 

)ie that dealt forfeits a fifli to the 

box. 

■ 14. He that plays before his 
. turn, is obliged to lay down his 
cards. 



i^. He that deals is to declare 

that tliey are the laft cards, when 
there are only three cards for each 
left in the ftock. 

This game is very cafy, and af- 
fords a great deal of pleafure to them 
who play it well j and when it is 
once learnt, there is no doubt of 
its being found agreeiible. 
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GILLOW AND OTHERS V, 0AN* 
VERS. 

THE plaintiffs are uphoIiJcrcrs 
in Ox ford -road, and brought 
this a£tioii againlt the Hon. Mr. 
Butler Danvers, to recover 46 il. 
the balance of an account for fur- 
niture fupplied by the plaintiffs. 

From the evidence of Mr. John 
King, Jt appeared that Mr. Butler 
gave the plaintiffs four bills of ex- 
change to the amount of their dp- ' 
mand^ payable at different time*. 
After the firft of rhcfe bilts became 
due, Mr. King faid, hoj^paid a f^um 
of money to Mr. Gillow, and then 
entered into a frefh contra^ with 
him, namely, that Nj;. Gillow 
ftiould deliver up thcfe bills of ex- 
change to Mr. Butler, and that Mr. 
King fhould pay him down another 
lool. and give him a bill for the re- 
mainder of his balance, payable at 
nine months, and to be dated on 
the ift of February, 1798. A 
written agreement to' that cffeift, ia 
the hand-writing of the plaintiff 
himfeif, was produced by Mr. 
King. Mr. King's evidence was 
fupported by that of one of hi« ' 
fcrvants. 

Lord Kcnyon faid, that unlcfa 

Mr. King was pctrjuretj itKim top to 

bottom. 
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bottom, and unlefs bis fervant (who 
had given his evidence in a very de- 
cent manuer) wasalfo perjured, the 
plaintiff had been prema'ture in 
bringing his aftion. He 'wouid 
have his money, but he (hogld not 
have brought his SL^tion in the teeth 
. of his own pofitive agreement.*^ 
Flainiiffs mnfu'ucd. 



HESSRS, GILLOW*S ACCOUNT OF 
THE ABOVB CAUSE. ' 



6ILL0W V, THE HON* BUTLEB. 
OANVEKS. 

' It is dated, in a paragraph in a 
paper of Friday fe'nnight, '* That 
the plaintiffs, McfTrs. Giilow, who 
ar^ eminent upholflerers in Oxford- 
ilrect, agreed to furnifl) two rooms 
for the defendant for 500I. That 
the plaintiffs hill, however, amount- 
ed to upwards of loool. for which 
the defendant gave them . bills on 
MeiTrs. Childs, bankers; but they 
were returned for want of effedls ;— 
that the plaintiff having fued out a 
writ againfl the defendant, on a 
bill for 140L Mr. Kin^, the de- 
fendant's falher-inlaw, offered 
them either lool. .down, and the 
defendant's fecurity at nine months 
for the remainder, -ok- to put an end 
to the matter, by taking back their 
furniture at 400I. That this Jaft 
they refufed at any ' price; but 
agreed, on being paid lool. down, 
to give up all the old bills : that 
Mr King paFd the lOol, but the 
defendant being in Leicefterlhire, 
he could not give the other until 
his return : in a fortnight, however, 
he returned, and repeated meffages 
were fent to the plai miffs, to call 
and receive the lOol. and fecurity ; 
but it appeared by the evidence of 
Mr. King's fervant, that they never 
came: that my Lord Kcnyon 
l^bvight the a6lion premature, and 
the plaintiffs were nonfaited." 
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From the paragraph, it would 
appear that ^Nieflrs. GjUow had 
been guilty of a glaring breach of 
contra<5t in two inflances : — in the 
firft, by charging loool. for what 
they had agreed to do for 5 col. and 
in the fecond, holding the defend- 
ant to bail, when they bad agreed 
to wait nine months : and« to make 
their candu£t the more impofing, it 
would further appear that the fum 
of loool. w,as charged for furnifh- 
ing two rooms. 

MefTrs. Gillow have long pof. 
feffed a very extenfive bufiuefs, 
and have endeavoured, (and they 
hope not without fuccefs) to merit 
the patronage of the public. They 
are of Opinion, that the man is little 
defcrving fair fame, who is not 
anxious to preferve it from imputa- 
tion ; they therefore rcqu^ft an in- 
fertionof the folio wing Hatement: 
— MefTrs. Gillow were employed to 
furnifli the houfe of Mr. Butler 
Danvers, in Piccadilly, in the 
mohth of February, 1797, and in 
the courfe of the following months 
fuppiicd him with a great variety of 
articles. ^No agreement whatever 
was made with refpeft to any par- 
ticular fum ; and they charged their 
articles as they ufually charge them; 
and, fo far from only furni&ing two 
rooms in Mr. Danvers's houfe, there 
was fcarccly any part of the houic 
that they did not furnifh. They 
employed, as they do on fimllar 
occafiqns, carpenters, painters, &c. 
whofe bills ,they paid, and which 
compofed a vtty conOderable part 
of their accounts, as appeared by 
the bill, which was produced and 
proved at the trial. 

In the month of Augufl Iaf^# 
they delivered in their account to 
Mr. Sutler Danvers, the whole 
amount of which wa$ 711I. 15s. 
5id. — Mr. King had paid, on Jic- 
count, in March, 1797, X50I. 
which brought the balance to 561I. 
15s. 54d. No fault was ever found 
with their charge ^ and in the 

month 
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jljpntb of Dcccjp'^iF*^ laft/^bc de- 
fendant gave* his a^cccpunces for thf 
amoq^HJ four bills, Jpr 140I. iis. 
each, payable i a. t>yo, ihfce, four, 
and five months, ajt^ Mcflrs^ Wali.! 
wynn and Co.'s, Bond-flrect.-:: 
When the fifft Ijccame due, it was. 
difboDoured for waiift of eiffc<!ls; 
and indeed it appears that Meflrs. 
"Watwynn and Co.' had hot,- at thp 
' jiroe vrhen the bills were drawn, 
iior for a long tioif prcrioufly, nor 
^ have hacf iat arty tiine fince, any ca(h 
bc}qnging to 'Rir. Butler Dartvers 
in their hands. Mr. King feat fqr 
Mr. Richard Giflow, one of the 
copartners in the firm X)f McflTrs. 
iGillow, and tdldhim, Mr. Butler 
banvcrs's cmb^rraflcd circum- 
ftances rcri4ercd l^im utwiblrto pay 
for the goods, arfd proppfed that he 
ihou|d take them again for^ool,-- 
This'he very properly >rcfu(cd: it 
iirould havcb^en a highly iintr^def- 
rhanfike a^ in itfeirbn any oyca- 
^on; befides, as hath been before 
obfct-ved, Mcf?i-s. GilloWs bill did 
W confift merely pf goods which 
could be returned ; a' very confider- 
sWc fum liad bcei^ paid for painf- 
^ng, for papering, fo*!: carpenter's 
Vork, gift raouiaihgs, &c. which 
eould be'of no ferviceany where 
tlfe. The icarpets, curtains, and 
inicles of upKi^lftcry were -fitted 
tathcir fituations,^ and>yould bcof 
•comparatively no value when re- 
moved,. €*clufivc of their valiie 
originally depending on the whim 
and caprice ' of famion and tafte» 
%hich IS conftahtly changing. 
^ Mr: King then propofed to give 
McflT. Gillo«i^ ro6l.and an6thcr lool. 
in a' few days, in cafe he would 
take' Mr; Butler Danvers's bill /•t 
the ' remainihg balance' in nine 
months : this was agreed to : lOol. 
was kccordingly paid/ Nobody 
was prefent at this converfaiion 
tiut Mr. King and Mr. Gillow. 
Mr. Richard billow, anxious to 
fullil his agreement, called ^t Mr, 
lying's hoafe in the courfc of three 
" VoL.Xil. No. 70. 
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days:— he few Mr, King, who af* 
feifted to fay he muft firft fee Mr. 
Danvers; in the cgurfe of (\x fuc- 
ceeding weeks he called twice, and v 
fometimes three tiipes a week, at 
Nfr. King's houfe, for the cx^refs 
purpofe of proctiring the lool. and 
the bill, witnout being able to fee 
Mr. King; and at length, Ifindiug 
hiflifclf trifled with,' and .the. ofhir 
bills being fegulariy difhoiioured 
as they l^ecanje due, Mfeflrs. Gil- 
low were conipeiied to aWft Mr. 
Danvers, in order to recover th^t 
to which they werie juftly entitle^, 
and Whicb they defpaired of reco- 
yering by. any other n^eans. 

It appeared, from the cyidende 
of Ml*. John Ijfing, at the trial, 
that the money and the bill had 
been always ready'; not only f6, 
but that he, Mr. King, had fent 
feveral n^efi^ges to MefT Gillow, 
to defire they might be fetcHed*; 
and alfo fent a letter to the fame 
effe6b. Mr. King's fervant fwore 
he had carried fuch rncfTage and 
letter. Every pcrfcin belonging 
to the houfe of Meflrs. Gijlow has 
been ftriftly queftibneiJ,^ and no 
one has the leaft ifecoUcdion of 
any fuch letter or liiefla^e having 
been received. 

' MeflT. Qillow wi(h not to pafs 
any comment or infinuation on the 
charadtcr 6r conduct of any one irt 
thi^ trahfa6tion. The above is a 
plain and accurate ftatement of 
fafts, which they mull leave to the 
judgment of the public. ,^ ,.

MR. Ramus, now refidcnt at 
Bengal, exhibited charges of 
adultery againft his wife, now in 
England, by^ which it appeared^ 
from the evidence adduced, that 
the; parties had been married in In* 
dia, and lived together for feverat 
years in conjugal felicity, but that 
on account of ill-health, Mrs. Ra^^ 
mus was fent to England, and,

It appeared frort the tcftimbriy 
of Jher fefrvants, that ihe lived in 
an elegant fHle in Bond-ftreet ;/ af- 
terwards at Brighton, and then irt 
Baker- ftreet, Portmap-fquare ; at 
all which plaoes.ihe was in the ha-* 
bits of receiving the vifits of fevc- 
ral young men, and entertaining 
them iingly till very late hours, 
and under circumftances tb^t were 
convincing proofs to all the ftr* 
vants that (he had been; guilty of 
adultery > particularly with the foN 
lowing gentlcmcn-l-Mr. Barton, 
Captain Bloomfield of the Engi. 
neers, then at Brighton, Mr. Came* 
ron, and two other of the. Mates ia 
whofe (hip (he returned to Eng* 
land,. It aifo appeared that (he af* 
terwards yvM arrcftea, and furren- 
dcredto the.Fle^ prifon, in the 
year 1 706 ; a^d then entered into a 
criminal uitercourfe with a Mr. 
Fen wick/ then alfo a prifbne'r, an4 
refidingln the feme gallery; fof 
the better accommodation of tBcir 

pur* 
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^urpofcs, tRey exchanged rooms, 
and became inmates in the fame 
bcdj aad thus cohabited together 
for many months— Mrs. Ramus al; 

j one t;ime" declaring to her fervaat 
that Mr. Fen wick \\2,6. bought kery 
and. therefore fhe thought they 

^ . might as well live together ; and 
in further proof of their criminal 
intercourfe, the depositions of the 

1^ two fifiemng. \Yitne(res^ viz. Mr. 
Cowan and Mr. Lediey, were read, 
whereby it appeared that the par- 
ties had been mutually happy. To 
allthefe depolitions, the Advocates, 
for Mrs, Ramus made no defence, 
but fubmitted to the decifion of 
the Court, who declared that the 
latter fafts needed no a^id in proof 
from the charges exhibited againft 
the former part of her conau£t; 
but the Judge obferved, there was 
a ftrahge declaf-ation on the p^rt of 
the lady, that " Mr. Fenwicjt had 
bought her,'* which, had fhe al- 
ledgcd herfelf in. defence, would 
certain Ij; hgve demanded confider- 
able attention ; that being declined j 
there could be no reafon for refuf- 
ing confent to her hu{band*s prayer 
for a feparation. Two of her el- 
deft danghtcrs were. Wards. of the 
Court of Chancery, and out qf her 
controul. .

RkCKETTS /f. RICK?TTS. 

Dr. Nicholl, after fom»: prcfatp- 
ry obfervatioijis, moved the Judge, 
Sir William Scott, for a divorce^ 
Menja et Shorp between fhe plain- 
tiff and Caflandra Ricketts, his pre- 
fent' wife, in confequcnce of jadul- . 
tefy committed by the latter,' and 
for which the plaintiff in the Court 
of King's Bench obtained ^ vcrdift 
for five thoufand. pounds damages, 
againft Obacles William Tayler, 
£fq. , Member of parliament for 
Wells. 

It' appeared that Mr. Rickctts, 
«bo is a Barfifier, had pccalioa to 



go the Spring Circuit In 1797^ 
when he left his wife refiideiTt-at 
the houfe of her mother, the Dow* 
ager Lady Say and Sele. 
. The principal evidence was that 
of Cook, a taylor, in Margaret- 
ftreet, Cavendifti-fquare, Thig 
man's houfe was 9ppofite that kept 
nominally l^y the valet of Mr. Tay^ 
ler., for the reception of ladies. 
One day he iaw Mr. Taylcr con- 
verfing with a lady in C'avendifh- 
fquare, and returning home foon 
afterwards, he perceived that one 
of the (Imlters of Mr. Tayler's 
window was clofed, as was his cuf- 
tom whenever he had a female 
with him. Cook faw Mr. Tayler 
let out the fame lady whom he had 
feen with him in CaVendifli-fquare, 
after which he went up and looked 
after her out of the window. . He 
faw the fame lady afterwards viftt 
Mr» Tayler twice, and from the 
fti utter being clofed, as well as 
from other obfervations, he. verily 
believed that a criminal intercouric 
had each time taken place between 
the parties. Being afterwards ta- 
ken down to a part of the country^ 
where Mrs. Ricketts refided, hp 
immediately recognized her as the. 
vifjtant of Mr, Tayler. 
. Mrs. Ricke^t's maid fwore, that 
her miftrefs, about the time alluded 
to, contrary to her ufual cuftom, 
was in the habit of going' out unat- 
tended. . She heara her fpeak in 
very tender language of Mr. Tay- 
ler, who ftie faid was fond of her^ 
At night, when undreflinf; her, (he 
again fpoke in fuch language as the 
deponent could not repeat, ac- 
knowledged that (he had a crimi- 
nal intercourfe with him, and once 
at a ball given at a lady's houfe-r— 
that fhe wiflied he was to gojp 
bed ^o her inftead of her huiband, 
for (he loved him infinitely better^ 
&c. &c. 

Three letters were then read^ 
one from Mr. Ta> ler to Mrs. Rick- 
etts, apologizing for his quitting 

heR 



ler at a ball^ and g^oing away with 
another ro efcape I'ofpicioii from a 
I^Irs. D— — , and not to make her 
jealous— in the conclufion he fays 
— ** Whatever appearances he 
might aflfume before others^ he 
would always feel warmly for Caf- 
fandra.** The fccond was from 
Mrs. Ricketts to him, reproaching 
him for iiiconftancy and inatten- 
tion, wifhing him happy, but ex- 
preffing a determination to avoid 
him in future. — The third was a 
letter from the lady to Major Ram- 
fay, her relation, requefting to 
know what Charles (Tayler) faid 
of her ? &c. &c. The fecond let- 
ter was not fent to Tayler, as Ram- 
fay, who was coniulted on it, 
thought it too long, and all three 
©f them were found in a letter cafe 
belongingto the latter. 

The next exhibit was that of Mr. 
Richards, a friend of Mr. Ricketts, 
to whom the lady acknowledged 
the letters, and the criminal inter- 
courfe \* ith TaWer, particularly on 
the three vifits'ftie made him. She 
faid Mr. Tayler paid great attention 
to her in her hufbaiurs ab fence, 
and (he at lad yielded to his impor- 
ttfnities. 

Dr. Lawrence fa Id, all that had 
been advanced amounted to ho 
more than proofs of indlfcretion, 
according to the practice of that 
court, from which they were not 
warranted to infer the leaft a£t of 
criminality. As to the confeflions 
thev could not be made evidence 
in that court, and as there were' no 
proximate acls ihewn, he fhould 
think it neceiTary to ftate his ob- 
je^^ions to the application for a di- 
vorce. 

Dr. Nicholl then proceeded to 
artnie exhibits, which were nearly 
the fame as the evidence adduced 
in another cafe, where there w2ls 
no defence, nor any vexatious bp- 
pofition interpofeJ. For inftanCe, 
'if a woman proved with child here, 
or Weft ladies, the. circumftance 
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would be fufEcicnt ground for t 
divorce, though no criminal afts 
(hould be in evidence. In the 
fame way a married woman - ac- 
companying a- man into a houfe of 
ill fame, wrthout proof of any fur- 
ther intercourfe, wasrecently <ieem- 
cd fufficient to authorize a divorec. 
He then mentioned the different 
heads i^f evidence, in order to (hew 
that there aas a moral probability 
of the intercourfe having taken 
place, which he contended to be all 
that was required. 

Sir William Scott, in delivering 
his decifion, pbferved, that there 
were fufficient proofs of the par- 
ties' having been legally married, 
in which flate they continued feve- 
ral years, nor did it appear that Mr. 
Ricketts was by any means forger- 
fiil of his duty as a hufband, nor 
infenfible to the love he had a right 
to expedl from his wife, who, in the 
fpring of the year 1 797, became 
Infatuated with an unruly paffion, 
which alienated her aflfe^Vions from 
the pcrfon with whom fhe wa5 
united. Adverting to the exhibit 
of Cook, he obferved, that, confi- 
dering the licentious purpofcs for 
which Tayler kept the houfe in 
Margaret -ftreet, together with the 
clofing of the fhutier, the clandef* 
tine way of letting her in and ouri 
&c. it was not ve^y uncharitable 
to .conclude that Mrs. Ricketts's 
vifits were di(5tated by motives be- 
yond what may commonly be term" 
ed indlfcretion But there was no 
occafion to reft here. There re- 
mained the letters found in, the. 
poflefiion of Major Ramfay, whom^ 
he was forry to find a6ting in fub- 
ferviency to the corrupt pwrpofe of 
ruining his kinfwoman. The Sfirft 
of thefe from Tayler was far from 
being written in the ftile of a 'de-* 
fponding lover, or of one Who did 
not meet with ail the encourage- 
ment that he could wifh. When 
with this was coupled the infa- 
tuated paflon of the unfortunate 

Lady, 
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Lady, as exprcflcd to her maid, it 
was not to be ^uppofed that, on 
her vifits to Mr. Tayler, ihc would 
have inifled the opportunities Ihe 
had of gratifying it. The letters 
indeed of themfelvcs would not be 
competent evidence; but in con- 
jun6tion with thofe opportunities; 
and her confeflions to her maid, 
and Mr. Richards, he thought Mr. 
Ricketts entitled to a divorce a men* 
fa et thoro — which was accordingly 
pronounced.

On the Inflnence of the -Gyinnaftic Excr- 
cifes, on the Manners and Coniiitutions 
. of the Ancicat Greeks, ^ 



AMONG all the various infti- 
tutions which owed, their 
ongin to Greece, it is not poflible 
to conceive one more pernicious, or 
more calculated to fabilitate the hu- 
man fpccies, than the G vmnaftic art. 
. Galen has completely demonftrated 
this in an e^xprcfs ireatife on the 
fubjed, as well as by innumerable 
I arguments fcattefed among his 
other writings, in which he refutes, 
in the moft convincing manner, all 
that had been advanced by their 
defenders, in favour of the athletic 
cxercifes. Yet there have appeared, 
- among the moderns, fome weak 
writers and feeble critics, who have, 
attempted to juftify pra£^ice« for 
ever condemned by the grearefl 
phyfician of antiquity, who fpoke 
of what fell daily under his own 
obfervation, the minuted circum- 
llan^cs of which could not cfcape 
his notice ; if his opinion may be 
trufted, thefe modern authors, who 
have written in defence of fuch in- 
flitutious, are blitided travellers, 
led aftray by the thread of a falfe 
and fallacious fyftem. 

Thofe among the ancients who 
conftantly pra<Siifed the art of box- 



ing, or of wreftling, turned ema- 
ciated in the limbs, from the lips 
down to the feet, whik the upper 
part of their bodies acquired aa 
enormous bulk. Such on the con- 
trary as cxercifed themfelves ia 
running and leaping, grew emaci- 
ated from Xhe head downwards to 
the waift, and the lower part of 
their body and limbs in creafed to a 
fize beyond all proportion too great. 
This is a remark made by Xeno- 
phon, and it is agreeable to reafou, 
as it may be eafily conceived that 
the nutricious juices of the body 
would be mbft copioufly direi^ed to 
thofe parts that were expofcd to the 
moft violent and long-continuc4 
exertions. 

Though the ancients have faid 
nothing of the fymptoms incident to 
the dilcobuli, whofe excrcife it was 
to heave to a vafl diftance, quoits of 
an enormous fize, yet we may be 
certain, that in them the mufcular 
part of the arm muft have been .di- 
lated to a monftrous volume, and 
the heck fo entirely deprived of its 
flexibilit}', that it would become 
iiDpoffible to turn the head to the 
right or to the left, the vertebrae 
being too feverely comprelfed, \\\ 
order to augment' the force pf the 
throw^ 

Above all, nothing could be 
more pernicious than the extrava- 
gant races which it. was the pra<5licc 
to make children attempt in the 
Olvnvpic courfe, and at all the for 
lemn games of Greece. In thcfe, 
the extraordinary action of the at- 
mofphere upon their tender fibres, 
muft have been extremely apt to 
wound the organs of refpiration, 
and bring on confumptions of the 
lungs, which the anticnts were as 
^capable of curing, as the mo- 
derns. 

Should it be pretended that fuc^a 
exercifes might have been ufetul, 
had the Greeks known how to 
keep them within moderate bounds, 
the anfwer is obvious. In thcfe 
mod era- 
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iBoderatioa was impoi&b^ for they 
were founded op emulation, {t is 
the nature of emulation to know 
jieithcr bounds nor medium; one 
muft either vanquifli of be van- 
quiftied; one great effort brought 
on anotUcr ftill more gr^ at, and the 
combatants were enervated both by 
defeat and by viaory. 

Before one champion could be- 
come famous, an hundred others 
muft have perifhcd in the trials 
without taking into the account 
thofe who would be mutilated to 
fuch a degree, as to become equally 
ufelefs to the (late, and burdenfome 
to themfelves. 

The nervous fyflem pf the hu- 
man frame, is fufteptible only of a 
certain degree of tenfioi. In 
every exertion beyond that, >^hat 
is gained in one part, is iaevitably 
loft in another. In the .wreftlers, 
the hands were ftrengthcned at the 
cxpcncc of the feet, and, in the 
riccrs, the feet acquired ftrength at 
the cxpence of the arms. The 
equilibrium of all the powers of the 
body was. deftroycd F)y a particular 
force, which, being purely factiti- 
ous, foon degenerated into weak- 
nefs. 

Montefquieu aflerts, that it was 
the cxercife of wreftling which 
gained the Thebans the battle of 
LeuClra ; but he forgot that this 
battle was fought in the load 
Olympiad, when, for four hundred 
vears, the Laccdomjans had prac- 
tifed as well as the Thebans, the 
Axercife of wreftling, which never- 
thelefs could not fave them from a 
total defeat. It was the genius of 
Epaminondas, combined with other 
.particular accidental caufes, that 
rendered the Thebans victorious 
at LeuCtra, The gymnaftic art 
had no (hare in that victory ; and 
foon after, the world beheld thefe 
fame Thebans vanquiilied at Che- 
ronae, reduced into captivity by 
Alexander, and fold at laft to the 
liigheft bidder, as flaves in a thar- 



ket, while the plough paiTed ovQft 
and corn grew on the very fpot 
wber^ Thebes had flood. Could a 
nation which had Jiever praCtifed 
the gymnaftic art, ever experience 
a fatc{ more humiliating, or termi* 
nate'its career by i more terribly 
cataftropbe? 

In reading biftpry, Jt is alwayjs 
more prudent to judge of events 
by their confequences, than by 
caufes, which are' often covered 
with an impenetrable veil. " To 
prove the advantages, and the vl^y 
lity of gymnaftic wreftling, the au- 
thor of the Spirit of Laws ihoul4 
have deriionftratcd,that'Theb.ef was 
never deftroyed, a^d the Th^ibans 
name never effaced fronpi the Uft of 
nations. 

The Macedonians, whom Dc- 
mofthenes affeCted continually to 
term barbarians, had ftrong nerves, 
and a degree of good fehfe qbnfe- 
quent upon fuch a conforthatioh of 
the. fibres ; they ajpplied themfelves 
but little to ajhjeiic exercifes, yet \d 
pitched battled alihoft coiiftantly 
defeated the other Greeks. Tlic 
Baeotians, the Phocipris, the Spar« 
tans, the Athenians ; in ftiort, all 
who durft opppfe themfelves to the 
Macedonian forces, fell in fuccef-^ 
fibn aim oft as corn before th^ 
fickle of the reaper. '• • "^ 

The Roman foldicry who knew 
not even the iiarae of the gyrhhat 
tic art, began their march- in'the 
morning, and were fure before 
evening to vanquifli the Greeks, 
wherever they could find them; 
Unfortunately they came upon 
them, ^l a tirne when already they 
were entirely enervated by the ve- 
ry eff^orts they had made to render 
themfelves robuft. ; "^ * *> ' 
Even fuppoling thefe exercifes 
of ijoxinjg,. pancratium, a hcf extra- 
vagant racing, had not brought on 
the monftrous deformities already 
mentioned, the too abundant per- 
fpiratipn, and too great effufion of 
fweaty which fuch practices could 
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•met fell to excite, muft have been 
more than fuffUient to debilitate 
the human body, by depriving it of 
9 grest part of the juices neceffary 
to its prefervation. 

Accordingly, Galen aflures \js, in 
the moft pofitiv9 terms, that, from 

gippocratcs down to himfclf, no 
reek phyfician had approved of 
the tempcranjcnt, fonftituiion, or 
IFcgimen of the Athlaea. 

It is truly abfurd to oppofc, as 
has been done to the tenimony of 
id thp phyficians of Greece, the 
^^nfignificant s^uthqrity of fuch ^ 
writer as Lucian, who has com- 
pofed a dialogue on the gyronaftic 
arti in which, by an inconceivable 
Ignorance vf ancient hiftory, he 
ventures to introduce Solon, as if 
thjlt legiQator had been a zealous 
partiian of the Atbletaee, to whom, 
^ the contrary, he was a decided 
enemy. Solon reduced to almod 
nothing the rewards which were 
^eftined for the champion, and 
taught the Athenians, that it was 
infiniteW more advantageous to 
employ' the funds of the ftate. 
In brineing up orphans, than in 
^ (iuppoirtmg wreftlers, ufelefs in 
' times of peace, ^nd ftill more ufe- 
lefs in time of war ; for^ according 
to thfj cxpr^ffion of Euripides, they 
were th<^ worj^ of ^l the Grecian 
foldiers.^ 

It has hitherto been thought, 
that thQ combats of the gladiators 
at Hom^i were a fpcdacle beyond 
eomparifon more c^rud, than the 

fyn^naftic combats of the Greeks ; 
ut the truth is, the one were as 
^ruekasthe other. The wounded 
gladiators might be healed by able 
Qhiurgeons; and Galen faved the 
fife af moil of thofe who bad re- 
ceived wounds atPergamusy where 
he refidedj. But the Grecian cham- 
pions could not be cured, be* 
caufe, in their combats, entire 
members were torn off. They 
U)ft eyes, teeth, nofc, chin, and 
fars; and, in ibort, looj^ed like 
Vot.XU, N<t. 70. 



men hardly eftaped from the pawt 
of a tygcr or a leopard. Canwc 
conceive any thing more atrocious 
tb^n to fee champions naked, dif- 
guftful with blood, tearing each 
others bodies with gantlcrs, and in- 
flifling fa many cpntufions on the 
face, that all the features were al- 
tered to fuch a degree, that ^, po- 
ther after thcfe exploits, could not 
recognize her fon, and brothers 
were unable to know one another 
by fi^bt? O^ thefe accounts, it is 
certain, as liberates aflures us, that 
none but the vileft of the populace 
froqfi the obfcureft villages of 
Greece, would embrace fo infa- 
mous a trade, for want of having 
learned another that miaht have 
enabled them to live with lefs trou* 
ble and lefs renown. 

With regard to horfe- races, they 
produced upon thefe animals the 
fame efFcfts that the gymnaftic ex* 
ercifes did upon the human fpe- 
cies, that* is to fay, their race was 
totally enervated throughout all 
Greece, where they had the con- 
fummate folly to bring upon the 
courfe, fillies fo young, that one 
fingle trial ef that kind> ruineti 
them for ever. 

The Englifh have greatly de- 
graded the breed of their horfes» 
by the Newmarket races, and 
others of a finmilar kind through 
the kingdom ; but had they imi- 
tated the Greeks^ and made fillies 
enter the lifts, there would not at 
this day have remained in all Bri- 
tain, afingle horfe worth riding. 

Pindar, fpeaks of a race at the 
Pythian games^ where there were, 
fays he, no lefs than forty Chariots 
broken to pieces, and forty chario- 
teers overturned on the fand \ which 
made, to ufe an expre$on of So- 
phocles, a fiijpwreck by land. This 
fignifies, in other words, ^hat thicw 
were then deftroyed, without any 
benefit to the ftate, a great num- 
ber of men and ufeful animals, 
whereof fome were craftied to 
£ <^ deatk 
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.^cath upon tbc fpot, and others 
languifh d in long continued pain. 
Thus werd all the horrors of war 
exhibited in the midft of peace.

OUR Author proceeds. — To 
Gibfon and Bracken, fucceed- 
cd Bartlet and Ofmer, both regu- 
lar bred furgeons.' Bartlet may be 
looked upon as the commentator 
of Gibfon and Bracken, whofe re- 
dundancies hejudicioufly pruned, 
and whofe fyftems he reduced to a 
cbmpafs more convenient to the 
generality of readers. He alfo con- 
tribut/ed confiderably to public in- 
formation, from his own genuine 
- ftock of veterinary knowledge ; 
but in no refpea was his book of 
greater fervice to the country, than 
py the communication of the cele- 
brated M. la FolTe's Theory pf 
Shoeing, and management of the 
feet; from which (although by no 
means perfect, or indeed often 
praa-icable) the hint was firft taken 
of improving our wretched and un- 
natural fyflem of fhoeing, or rather 
of cramping and clogging the feet 
of our horfes. Bartler's Preface to 
the Gentleman's Farriery is parti- 
cularly excellent, and to the pur- 
pofe: and I have no doubt, has 
aftea as a ftimulus rcniany gentle- 
men of the faculty to undertake ve- 
terinary praaice I have fome ob- 
fcure rccolleftion of ^« A Com- 
pendium of Farriery,*' written by 
Bartlet," but am uncertain as tpih^ 



faft, and have at the inftant no 
means of pnquiry. 

Ofmer bequeathed to his coup- 
try a Treatife on tb^ Lamenefs and 
Difeafes of Horfes, which, notwith- 
llanding certain errors and excen- 
tricities, and his attempt to fuppoft 
the vain and unphilofophic notion 
of the inclafticity of the tendons, 
(whilft he allows clafticity to the 
fibres of which thofe tendons are 
compofed) is generally excellent, 
replete with practical utility, and 
the apparent refult of much expe- 
rience. His obfcrvations on epide- 
niics in cattle, eommonly called 
diflemper, are well worth the atten- 
tion of the veterinary furgcon ; but 
his fyftcm of horfe-iliocing, and 
treatment of tha feet, forms the 
raoft valuable part of his work ; 
on that branch of the veterinary ait 
he may indeed be eftcexncd our 
original writer, from whofe ideas 
our prcfent improved prad^ice has 
originated. This facetious and 
good-natured writer (fuch Ofmer 
feems to have been) alfo publifhcd 
a whimfical pamphlet, under the ti^ 
tie o{^ " A Diflcrtation on Horfes," 
in which he affefts to be diflatisfied 
at our diflinguifliing that particular 
fpecies of the horfc, deflined to the 
courfc, by the ufual denomination 
of blood : contending, that we 
ought rather to ftile them fini?^ or 
foreign horfes. h\ this fpecies he 
had great Ikill, accompanied by no 
fmall prejudice in their favour* 
His pamphlet affords good, infor- 
mation on the origin of the racing 
breed in this country; and had 
fome of his remarks been attended 
to, many a thoufand, which has 
bfeen graundlefsly javifhed away in 
the Ifluda, might have been fpared* 
H-e has writt^en with con&derable 
/kill on the mechanic powers of 
motion in thofe living engines cal- 
led horfes; and, on all the above- 
recittid topics, if he has not abfo* 
lutely hit the exa6fc medium of 
truth, he; has at leaft made a very 
- • . near 
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ncBX approach, an^l has faid enough 
at once to animate and aifift fuc- 
ceeding enquirers. 

To this fhort, but meritorious 
lift of writers on hories, during the 
prefcnt century ; which, by gene- 
ral confent, are efteemed our En- 
^liih veterinary claffics, I think, in 
juftice^ ought to be added the re- 
fpe^abte names of Berenger, and 
Lord Pembroke. The work of 
the former is a Treatife on the Mi- 
litary Manege, ancient and modern ; 
a fubje^ on which I poiTefs no in- 
formation from experience. My 
Lord Pembroke's book ought to 
be confuhed by every gentleman 
who keeps « horfe, and who wiihes 
to have that mod important part uf 
Um, the foot| in a fiate of prefer- 
vation. 

Mr. Clarke fills the refpe^able 
office . of his Majefty's farrier for 
Scotland. He has published two 
treatifes on fhoeing, and on the 
prevention of difeafes in horfes j 
and has acquittad himfelf with that 
ability, which we had a right to ex- 
pert from a mafter of his profef- 
fion, and, at the fame time, a man 
of found underilanding, and good 
judgment. If my memory fervc 
me faithfully, he 'was the firft of 
our writers who taught — that unc- 
'tuous and grcafy applications, by 
doling up the pores, and prevent- 
ing the necefTary cmiflion of the 
perfpirahle fluid, really impeded, in 
place of promoting, the growth of 
Ungular and horny fubftances ; and 
who recommended, in lieu thereof, 
that horfes hoofs (hould be flopped 
With clay, and wafticd with water. 
Without being entirely convinced 
of the truth of the propofition, re- 
ipe6l:ing un£luous applications (on 
Which i Ihall explam myfelf in 
proper place), I can very fafely re- 
commend the water in all cafes, 
aod in moft the clay, from my own 
experience. 

Over and above the writers al-" 
ready adverted to, a number of 



gentlemen of the profeffion of Air- 
gery, iince the days of Oibfon and 
Bracken, whofe names I cannot 
immediately recolle(^, have pub-* 
liihed tr,eatifes on farriery; with 
very laudible intentions, no doubt^' 
for the promotion of veterinary 
knowledge ; but although their fe* 
veral works contain now and then 
a ufeful remark of their own, yet 
their obligations to the original 
writers are fo extenfive, as to ren^ 
der farther obfervation unnecelTary. 

Of the mere compilers, authors 
of Sportfmens' and Farriers' Die* 
tionaries, and Difpenfaries, retailers 
of infallible noKTums, hereditary 
receipts, and fo forth; we have 
had many more than quant, fuff, vx 
the courle of the prefent century. 
Thefe worthy labourers in the vin- 
yard may be charadterifed , as foU 
lows ; fome of them had, perhaps^ 
a fuperficial knowledge of hories, 
bu( none at all, either or phytic or 
furgery ; others, had a fmattering, 
of medicine, without any know- 
ledge of horfes; but the' greater 
part of them, feem to have knofrn 
nothing at all^ of either the one or 
the other. The irrevocable fen- 
tence of public opinion has loi^g 
fince paired upon thefe books: 
their very titles have been long 
forgotten. 

There are yet one or two compi* 
lations, which I by no means m* 
tend to include in this general cen- 
furc. Mr. Topham's Book, I have 
not yet had an opportunity to pe« 
rufe. Mr. Mill's Treatife on Cat- 
tle, is in fonie refpe^s a ufeful 
compilation ; particularly as a book 
of reference to thofe authors of 
different countries, who have treat- 
ed on veterinary fubje^s. It alfo 
(ketches out a good general outline 
of practice for the veterinary fur- 
geon. But how much to be re- 
gretted it is, that this gentleman^ 
who, although a man of learning, 
of good underflanding, and gpod 
fenle, w)is utterly devoid of prac- 
a £ » tical 
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^tietl knowledge of horfcs, or of 

* any of thofe animals on wbkb he 
tindertook to treati bad not fub* 
mitted bis manufcript to the cor- 
rection of fome friend of experi- 
ence in thofe matters. Such a dif- 
creet proceeding might have faved 
the re{$utat!on of his book, by 
purging it of many errors, fome of 
which are of fo extraordinary a 

• compiexion, that i( is fcarce poffi- 
ble tor a man who has any know- 
ledge of the matter, to perufe them 
with a grave face. What pig- 
breeder but mud fmile at the direc* 
tions of Mr. Mills, to cut pigs at 

X fix months old ; and to put itores 
up to fat upon wheat, allowing 
them fcarce any thing to dnnk ? 

Whilft Mr. Mills is quoting our 
late writers on farriery, or Snarpe 
oh the operations of furgery, he is 
always rational and in{lru6tive; 
but why attempt to i-evwe the ex- 
ploded and irrational whim6es of 
Vcgetius and the ancient writers ? 
Even the authority of the Maifon 
Ruftique will, at this time of day, 
aiil in thi5 country, fail to induce 
the enlightened fportfman to give 
his horfe a dofe of fublimate, frefli 
butter and red wine, on taking him 
up from grafs. Nearly all that is 
faid on the fubjea of breeding in 
iliUs's book, will be ridiculed as 
obfolete and inapplicable, as well 
as irrational, by the Engliih 4>recd- 
ers of the prcfent time. 

After having introduced a trea- 
tife on live ftock in general, it is 
impofiiblc not to rccolleft a late 
excellent work of that kind, writ- 
, ten by Mr. George Culley, a Nor- 
thumberland former, and which 
ought to be in the hands of every 
farmer in Britain. It is the only 
original work of the kind an our 
language, and contains^ in a fmall 
compals, a moft valuable fund of 
information (chiefly from the au- 
- \ thof*s own experience) concerning 
the ciitfercnt breeds of animals in 
ufc among us at the prcfent time, 



with tiieir cooiparative merits. Mr. 
Culley's chief attention ftems ta 
havo been paid to horned eattle aid 
iheep ; but what he fays relative to 
hories is truly interefting. He is 
an advocate for the lixe Mr. Bakc- 
well's Syftem of Breeding Cattle, 
in and in, that is to fay, from the 
neareft affinities, provi'dedl they be 
of^ the beft breed which is to be 
procured, and ofthe.trueft fym« 
metry ; a fyflcm ill direft op^» 
tion to the old one, of croifiog 
breeds, which ftill maintains itt 
ground in our fluds of horfes* 
There is no doubt but this new me* 
thod has produced the moil valua- 
ble, and the rooft beautiful cattle^ 
ever feen in England. Thisau* i 
tbof alfo recommends the barrel 1 
fiiape in cattle, with fmall bone, ad 
the quickeft feeders, in preference 
to depth and large bone. EnquiN 
ers atter truth, although they may 
not, any more than m]^felf, be pfc- 
cifely of the fame opinion with thil . 
author, in all points, will yet fitid 
their ideas expanded, and the 
fphere of their information en- 
larged, by a pcrufal of his work: 
Which, confidering the univerfal at- 
tention paid of late years to agri- 
cultural topics among us, I wonder 
much has not pa&d through a 
greater number of editions ; as to 
its merits in refpcdt of llyle, If 
plain, unafFe6ted good fenfe, con- 
cifenefs and perfpicuity, are yet to 
be numbertd among 'the merits of . 
a compofition, Mr. Culley's book 
has a great deal to boaft.

WHEREAS by an aft ptflW 
in the prefeut SelSon ^f 
Pariiameflti for repealing the dufi^' 
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on dtntages, and impofihg new 
duties in lieii thereof, the duty im- 
pofed on carriages, commonly 
called taxed carts, is alfo repealed'; 
and it is expedient to |>Iace fuch 
^triages unaer the regulations, atld 
fubjeS to the duties berein-after- 
mentibned ; may it therefore pieafe 
your Majefty that it may be enaft* 
ed; and be it enacted by the Kind's 
jiaoft excellent Majefty, by ^nd with 
the advice and confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
ihons, in this prefent Parliament 
afieinbled, and by the authority of 
the fame, that there fhail be charged, 
raifed, levied, and paid, unto and 
fbi- the life of his Majefty, his heirs 
stnd fucccfTors, for and upon every 
carriage with lefs than four wheels, 
tt) be dra-^nji^y owe horfe, mare, or 
gelding,^ which ftiali be buih and 
c6nftru6ted whally of wood and 
ih»n, without any covering other 
than a tilted covering, and without 
atiy lining or fprings, or any orna- 
xhi^nt whatever, other than paint of 
a dark colour, for the prefervation 
of the wood or iron only, and which 
(hall have the words' •' a taxed 
cart," and alfo the otvnefs name 
and place of abode thereon, an'd the 
price of which, (repairs excepted), 
ihall not have exceeded, or the va- 
lue whereof (hall not at any time 
exceed the fum of twelve pounds 
fterling, the annual fum of lone 
pound and four ftiiUings,which duty 
fliall be raifed^ levied, xollcdcd, 
paid, accounted for, and applied in 
the fame manner, by the (ame per- 
fons refpe6lively, and under the like 
rules, directions, and provifions and 
tb the like ufes as the duties on 
carriages impofed by the faid recit- 
ed a5* are direfted to be raifedj 
levied, collcfted, paid, accounted 
for, and applied. 

2. Provkled always, and it be^ 
ftirther enacted, that nothing here-

ceafed, they met to decide them by 
a boxing match, and it was with 
relu<5tance that the prifoner con- 
fented to fight ; in the battle Tur- 
ner brok^ a blood veiTel, which 
killed him. The prifoner was found 
guilty of manflaughter. 

Ill the above cafe of Niblett, the 
authority of Lord Chief Juftice 
Hale and Mr. Juftice Potter was 
cited by the Court, for the purpofe 
of (liewing, that if perfon^ met ex- 
prefsiy in purfuancc of a previous 
agreement to fight, the principals 
and acceffaries were all guilty of 
murder j but if they fought acci- 
dentally, in confequence of an un- 
forefeen and fuddcn quarrel, the 
death of either parties would, in 
that cafe, fubjeft them to the pe- 
nalty of manflaughter.

KEADlNOj AUGUST 18. 

On Monday* taft the mornin|( was 
ufliered 10 by the ringing of the 
beUs in this town, in honour of the 
Prince of Wales's birth-day. At 
ftine o'clock the Reading AlTocia- 
tioD affembled in the Forbury, from 
whence they marched to Bulqiarfh 
Heath, where an elegant pavilion 
^U eredled between the two tem- 
porary ftands, which were ftlled 
iltith the bed company of the town 
and meighbourhood at aq early 
hour. The Reading Volunteers, 
and the Henley AiTociation, kept 
the ground with an alacrity, which 
proved their affedlioa to their feU 
low-citizens in arms, and their rea- 
dinefs to promote the general caufe.

On Monday laft the Corps of 
Southampton Aflbciated Houfe- 
holders received from the liands 6{ 
Mifs Barnouin, a moft elegant Co- 
lour, worked by the young ladies 
of her feminary. The tafte and 
Execution difplayed in the lively 
embroidery of the fcfloons fur- 
founding the arms of the town, moft 
accurate^ (fcetched and delineated 



by a very ingenious artift of the 
corps, Mr. Young, excited the adi. 
miration of every beholder. 

The Corps proceeded to Godf- 
houfe Mead, the ground efaofen for 
the purpofe, attended by the South- 
ampton Cavalry and the Loyal Vo* 
lonteer Infantry, who^ obligingly 
offered their fervices to keep the 
ground.

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GAME CBRTIFiCATES. 
A CAUTION. 

IT has been obferved, that fincc 
the tax on Game Certificates, a 
new race of fportfmen has fprung 
up, who ignorahtly imagine that 
the Certificate gives a right to fport; 
the writer, from motives of public 
policy, and to defend private pro- 
perty from the mifchi/»fs attending 
trefpafles, and retirement from in- 
trufion, takes this method of in- 
forming tbofe who are under ftich 
miftake, that " a Game Certificate 
" gives no right to Iport, unlefs the, 
" party be qualifietl by law fo to 
" d6,'' either by an eftate in land 
of one hundred pounds a year, 
(clear of ail charges and incum- 
brances) if an eftate of inheritance • 
but if an eftate for life only of one 
hundred and fifty pounds a year; 
and alfo of reminding unqualified 
fportfmen, that there are two wayi 
of recovering the penalty of five 
pounds, to which they malte them- 
lelves .liable at the option of the 
profecutor; one in a funFrmary way 
before a juftice of the peace, ano- 
ther by a^ion at law. The writer 
has got a friend to fupply him with 
the copy of a bill of cofts', paid by t 
defendant who has a verdift againft 
him for the fivt pounds. It is at 
the foot of this, and points out an

eafy method of preventing inter- 
ruption by unqualified certificated 
fportfmen. Nothing with fo much 
certainty deilroys the habit of ufc- 
ful induftry in the farmer and 
tradefman, as |)ccoroing what is in 
common lairguage, called a fportf- 
mau : let this remind the unquali- 
fied man of the rifque he runs, and 
the debt he makes himfelf liable 
to; and if it (hall tend in the leaft 
to keep each perfon to his proper 
calling, he fhall think he has done 
fome lervice bpth to the individual 
and to the ptiblic, .

\st, madfi thin. If no horii can he 
cat from the toe o\ fhe cruft, and 
if the heels of the ihoe that are 
firft applied, be only one-third* the 
ihicknefs of the toe, then the flej^or 
mofcles will be ftretched, and very 
probably occafion temporary lame- 
Aefs; The fame precautions, thefe- 
foref, are neceflary for the flrft 

- ftfoe«, as for all the (hoes to be 
afterwards applied. If the cruft 
oan'^be removed at the toe, nearly, 
intfee f^me degree as the part is 10 
be covered with iron, and if the 
i\ti^ l5e found, and prominent, then 
a tl^fl heeled rfioe may at once be 
empldycd with fucccfs. This -flioe 
i$ chiefly recommended, by the 
circumftance of a thin heel, being 
the bcft eakulated to expofe the 
fro;r to ^reffure. But, if the heels 
of the hoof are higher than the 
ffdg, then no ihoe of xany fort will 
allow the frog to be in contact with 
the gtound. And we haVerepeat- 

• edty obferVcd, that the frog cannot 
long be prrferved in health, with- 
out prefl&re.

111 all cafes, where the frog does 
.not embrace the ground, u>ith a 
thin fhoq^Jt is neccffafy to cut the 
heels at thl5 bottom of' the hoof; 
and if bigh^heeltd fhoes have been 
at the fame time employed, it will 
require a confiderable period to 
reftore the hoof to health, as both 
fliop and hoof muft be iovVeredf. 
The (lioe may be made gradually 
thin, and the heels of the noof af- 
terwards removed ; or both thefe 
alterations may be effected at the 
fame tinie, provided . the frog be 
found, and that the abfolute depth 
of the fho^ and hoof together, is 
not diminipied in a greater degree 
than the cruft is ftiortencd at the 
toe. We have frequently re- 
marked, that contracted feet, thriiQi- 
es, and canker, generally proceed 
from the frog not having been per- 
mitted to fuftain a conftant pref- 
(ure. It is farther to be obferyed, 
that, as the frog may be effefluaily 
raifed from the ground, even with 
a thin fliae, (where the heels of 
the hoof are allowed to grow be- 
yond the frog) the fame confe,- 
quences muft enfuefrom this flioe^ 
if the hoof be not properly cut, 
that take place from the common 
method of (hoeing. In this ^cafe^ 
therefore, as no poflible ftioe can ' 
bring the frog into coiitaft with th« 
ground, the heels ftiould be gradur" 
ally lowered every time of flioeing, 
until the heels of the ftiae and frpg 
^e "Equally prominent. Wberj.the 
frog, and the thin heeled flioe, ?ire 
.placed in the fame line, and when 
the precautions here recommend- 
ed, of (hortening the toe, and 
lowering the heels, have bee-ii ar- 
tendeeTto^, then it will .be found,- 
that the frog will become totaJiy. 
infenfible, although expofed tp the'* 
hardeft fubftances. If the heelsi 
are not already contrafted, they 
never can contraft, fo long as the 
fr g Is in eontadt with the ground,. 
Thrufhes, canke?, and corns, are 
aUo avoided, ' and in ftiort, the 
H h whole

whole hoof is prefervcd in its Datu-* 

ral figure. 

When the frog is once made to 

bear oh the groand, ^nd equally 
high with the (hoe, then it will not 
be requifitc to lower any part of 
the heels, until they exceed two 
inches in height. In this cafe, if 
the ground be dry, it will be pro- 
per to have recourfe to the fiiort 
ihoe ; and if the groupd is wet, to 
remove a fn^all portion of horn from 
the heels. If the frog be long kept 
from the ground, then it generally 
becomes ioft, and the blood, that 
fhouid nonriflr, and enlarge the frog, 
is confumed in the production of 
matter which is called a thruih. But, 
where the frog receives the natural 
preflure, there the growth is healthy, 
and it never becomes difeafed, or 
confumed by fridion, in a greater 
degree than it grows. 

There are fome few hprfes that 
require to be ihod a little differently 
from the pra6tice recommended, 
although the principles of (hoeing 
are flift the fame. 

We generally find, that the toe 
of the moe is worn out, before the 
4veels, although the toe, when firft 
ihod, be thrice the thicknefs of the 
heel : but fometimes, although ve- 
ry rarely, the horfc wears the (hoc 
nearly as much at the heels, as at 
the toe. In that cafe it wilt be re- 
ouifite to increafe the thicknefs of 
the heeb ; for the toe, and heel of 
ibe (hoe, (hould be worn out nearly 
at the fame time. 

Horfe^ that are Mi trotters, and 
others that travel from thirty to 
forty miles per diem, (liould have 
fironger flioes than ufual, both at 
the toe and heels: but ftill the 
frog (hould be in contact with the 
ground. 

A llioe and nails, for a moderate 
^ed coach horfe, (hould weigh 
from eighteen to twenty ounces. 
This (hoe may be about one inch 
wide at the toe, and three-fourths 
#f aa ^ch a^thc heel j tbrcc-fixths 



of an inch thick on the 6utfide pi 
the toe, and one-fixth on the in- 
(ide. The heels of the Ihoe (hould 
be only one-fixth of an iiicb, or 
one-third the, thicknefs of the toe. 

A faddle horfe fiioe with nails, 
may weigh about twelve or four- 
teen ounces ; wide at the toe (ix- 
eighths of an inch, but one-fourth 
lefs at the heel. The toe of the 
(hoe may be three-eighths of ai& 
inch thick on the outGde ; the in« 
fide of the toe and the heel one- 
eighth. Thefe proportions will be 
found generally proper for cqm- 
mon feet ; but it muft be obviouft 
that fome little variation ma^r 
fometimes be requifite. If ttie .. 
iron be well formed, the (hoes for 
ordinary labour (hould lafi twenty- 
eight days ; and if any horfe wears 
out his flioes before twenty-eight 
days, the fubfbmce of the next 
(hoes m)ay be increafed. 

Horfes that are very heavy, and 
employed in drays and carts, ^luft 
wear more iron. The toe (hould^ 
neverthelefs, be three tinties thicker 
than the heels, provided this quan- 
tity is not worn out before the toe. 
The (hoes removed will generaUjr 
point out the degree of wear in' a 
given time, and aifo the points that 
have received the mod fridHon* 
And, if the heels of the (hoa 
(hould,^ by accident, be. entireljr 
deftroyed, before the toe is wori^ 
out, or new (hoes applied, no mif* 
chief can enfue. 

There is no kind of horfc that 
will not be benefited by the Arog's 
receiving prefTure, provided the 
hoof is not already difeafed. The 
length of the (hoe is not lefs Im- 
portant than the breadth, and rela? 
tive thicknefs of the heels and tge. 
Where (he heels and frogs arc two 
inches and a half perpendicularly 
high ot upwards, and the ground i% 
dry, we have recommended only 
the toe of the hoof to be covered 
with a (hoe, gradually thinned 
from the toe to the heels. The 

htth 
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lietfh of the (hort (hoe fhould ter- 
minate at>out thr^^fburths of an 
Inch from the heel of the cruft; 
but the. heels of the long ihoe 
ihodd reft on the jun6l:ion of the 
bars ivhh the cruft, pofterior to 
the feat of corns. The length of 
the (hoe commonly employed, is 
bettreen both : the heels are gene* 
rally oppofite the feat of corns, 
and the length of the (hoe contri- 
butes very much to produce - this 
difeafe. The ihoe, when firft ap- 
plied, is adapted to the lower part 
of the cone of the hoof; but; be- 
fore the expiration of the month, 
the hoof deicends, is expanded, and 
frequently becomes too large to fit 
the (hoe ; and then the heels of the 
ftoe, that were at firft equal with 
the cruft, prefs upon the horny 
fole, bruifc and inflame the fen(i- 
ble fole, and occafion corns. This 
circumftance, therefore, explains 
the caufe of corns not generally ap- 
pearing iqin^ediately, but after th^ 
(hoe has been fom^ tir^e applied. 
The (hort (hoes arc not allowed to 
approach the feat of corns; and 
then the heels of the fole having 
great freedorn of n^otioq, this diir 
•afe is prevented. And where the 
long (hoes ^re properly employed^ 
if the heels reft on the jun&ion of 
the bars with the cn^ft, aiid if the 
(ble, between the bars and the 
cruft, is rempved, coins are equally 
^ivoidcd. 

As it has been recommended at 
the Veterinary College, to thin the 
heels of the (hoe gradually, nu^ny 
have adopted the ikmt principle in 
fliortenlng the toe: but we have 
attempted to demonftrate that the 
fiioe mould either reft on the junc- 
tion of the bars with the cruft, of 
be fliort of the feat of corns about 
three-fourths of an inch; and that 
the intermediate length will b^ lia- 
ble to procluce lanienefs. 

The external ' and internal fur- 
&ces of the (hoe fhould alfo be 
confidered. This fo/ms a very im • 



portant part of flioeing. It may 
be necelTary to repeat, tlwt the coml 
mon (boe of this country Is con- 
cave on the infide, beginning at 
the outer* and ending at the inner 
edge of the (hoe, and convex on 
the outfide, not very unlike the 
form of an oyftcr (hell. The in- 
ternal furface of the (hoe is made 
<oncave» to avoid corns. , But the 
quarters of this (hoe produce the 
very difeafe they were intended to 
prevent, confine the heels of the 
hoof, and prevent their expanfion. 
The external furface of the fljoe is 
made convex merely to prevent 
labour. As it was deemed neceflary 
to make the internal furface con- 
cave, the external part of the (hoe 
was made convex. It would havi 
required more time, and more ex- ' 
pence, to make the external fur«^ 
face fiat, and the intfsrnal concavp. 
The fame ftroke of the hammer 
that renders a flat furface CQncave* 
will n^ake the oppofitp part con- 
vex. 

I cannot induce myfelf to be« 
lieve, tl^t any n^an \^onld pr^feri 
as a H^atter Pf chpice^ a coi^v^x 
furface to fupport a great weij^bt^ 
conftan^y iousotion; and particq^ 
larly when thp ftreetsfgnl roads are 
a(fo covered wifh convex fub* 
ftanoes. It is obvious, to 4emon« 
firation, that when tw<> convex ftir* 
faces appro^ich each other, only fetr 
points can come into conta£|;. Mr. 
Qlark, of Edinburgh, with pro- 
priety obferves, that a wa}tiut-(bell|^ 
^ftened to the ioot of a pat, is 
nearly as well adapted to keep that^ 
animal firm upon its legs, as con* 
vex (hoes applied to. the feet of 
horfes. 

- The (lipe th^t has been moft re- 
commendedy is partly flat, and in 
part concave, on its upper (urface. 
The flat portion of the (lioe is in- 
tended to reft only on the cruft, 
while the canfcavity of the (hoe is 
f uppoftfd to be ojjpofite the fole, 
and the nails are phced inthe cen- 
H h s& ir* 
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^ trp of the feat, or flat part of the 

* fhoe. The prijicipU of this (hoc 

is, to prevent ^ny part of the fole 

.from recciviag preflure, and to 

■ oblige the crpft . t;o fqpport the

If it ftoulci h? fonpd, where the 
flioe is applied, th^t the fpie. very 
frequently rec^iyes preffure, then 
w? iliaii certainly ^^n^pnftratf, that 
the pr^di^e is u^^ojnp^tibje with 
the principle, U \\ b^ good pracr 
tice far the fole to r^ceivo prefFure, 
the^i the pfincipk m^ift be errone- 
ous, that attempts to make the (hoe 
reft totally 9a the cruft ; and if the 
pxindple' be well founded, for the 
crufl: only to fupport |he flioe, thea, 
if the fole be in cootaci: with the 
flioe, \h^ pra<Siive muft be irapcr- 
h€t. Except 9 model be. taken of 
every horfe's foot, it is impoflibic 
for tbe refiing f)k^<^e of the fhoc 
jifecifcly to lit t^i; cruft; for the 
ctuil not. only v%ric^ exceedingly 
dr different horfi?^, but in the £arne 
fiDof/ at different p^rts. The flat 
fyxhc^y therefor;©, that is only 
feroad enough for the to^, is fre- 
quently tpp broa^d for the quarters 
and heels. And, in a I the (hoes I 
have. .ever feen fif this defcriptioa, 
rtjerfat part of the flioe is made of 
tl?e farne t>readih at the quarters, a^ 
at th? toe. it is farther to be oh- 
fcjrved, that this furfete very geiie-» 
Mliy exceeds the cruft at every 
part. In the fame proportion as. 
the feat of the flioc exceeds the 
breadth of cruft, exactly fo much 
of ^ ilat furface is,Oppofite an equal 
quantity of fole. The principle of 
this fhoe i^ thereby defeated by the 
p^aiftice; for jnftead of the feat 
reftiiig on the crnft., it proje^s 
Qvcr the pdge.of the fole. It. is 
theri?for.e a fa6t, that while great 
jii^ios have been taken t;o. make, a 



|lat feat on the (hoe,. In order t* 
fppport the^ 4ru(t only, and the web 
cpncave, ii) order tp remove prefr 
fure from every part of the fole ; 
that the f^^t ha«» nf verthelefs, very 
rarely fitii^ %\» cruft, -»nd confo- 
quently the fples. nf 4li&t feet at 
(heir cpnne<ftia» nvith the cruft, 
iniift receive more sxt lefsaf pref- 
fmei frpm the feat of ^h© ^<^ 
Where the folo is. concave, this 
il>pe will only reft on the ernft; 
but £t (hoe that is flat op its whole 
internal furface, woqld anfwer thr 
f^in^ pnrpofe : for the concave part 
cti the fplQf oppofite to the concar 
vi^y pi the web of the flioe, won^ 
receive no preiFuro even fropai 
^()Q whpUy flat. *•]" 

It has always heea admitted, 
chat the preiTure of the ftioe on 
the fple, is produi^ive of mifchief ; 
$l\d from the fa^ being well eftab* 
Uihed, th;s ftioe has been inyeatcd 
tp prcferve the fole. We p«rfc6ilf 
agree with the principle. Chat the 
fole ihould not receive any preflure 
from the flioe ; but, as hoofi^ with 
thin crufts, have flat foles, the 
flioe that has nails in the center of 
a fl&t feat, muft, in aU cafe& wbe/^ 
the feat of the flioe is broader thaa 
the cruft, prefe upon the fole, and 
produse the very e^eft which is 
intended to be obviaxed. 

As it is a fa^ known to all far<* 
i^iers, th&t the fole will not bear the 
preffilre of the (hoe without injwyj 
the common fluoc is made concave 
within, for th^ pnrpofe of prcferV'.. 
ing the fole. But we have endea- 
Youred to prcuve, that this (hoe does 
not anfwer the purpofe \ that th* 
fole is frequently braifed by the 
heels of the ihoe' ; and, moreover, 
that tihe .concavity of the quarters 
of the ftioe confines the hoof, and 
produces contraction* Both thefe 
kindi of Iboes, tbecefbre, otca- 
iionally prefs upon the fole, ^ndar*' 
t>ot well calculated to reft exclu- 
lively on the cruft. Nevcrthelefs, 
by. cutting tlie- fole properly, we 

find 
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, iind it yerjr pmfticaibl^ to apply a 
&oe that wiiinoc prcfs upon the 
(ble, pr produce the inconvenience 
pf the cooirnon concave (hoe, viz. 
that of copiiniagthQ quarters. 

Il has been before obfcrved, that, 
where the foie is Temoved, and 
inade poncavc between the whole 
kngtii of the bars and cruft, a flat 
fttrface cannot touch, muth lefs 
prcfs upon the fok at this part. If 
tttQ who(« uf the foie be fuiHcientlj 
thick to adnait of being concave, 
then the whole internal furtace of 
Iha ihc« may be made flat. But 
where the fote, towards the toe, is 
i^onvexf or fiat aj^d very thin, 4 Qioe 
ihQgcther flat* or a flat feat, *ith 
ihetiaiis in the roiddie, cannot be 
appiied, without impiviper preffbre. 
The toe uf the fole, in this kind of 
hoof, is very generally more flat, 
and l€f« thick, tbao ^he quarters, 
and heeb, ,aad caanot be made 
CQQcave. But I have fcarccly ever 
(een an inftance,^ where the foie 
c^uld not be removed, the firf) or 
fecoiAd time of fhoeing^ between 
the whole of the Hara and cruit.

Obfervations concerning Artificial Fly- 
Angling, with proper diredtions for the 
Angler's Rods, Lines, &c. 

THE art of artificial fly-fifliing, 
certainly has the pre-coii- 
nencc over the other various me- 
thods thatarc ufed to take fifties in 
the art of angling. It requires a 
great deal of ingenuity and atten- 
tion, and the variety w'hich attends 
it, makes it at once both picafant 
aud agreeable. The angler is not 
Confined to any particu&r part of 
the water in fly-fifliing, but roves 
from one place to another, trying 
his fortune by throwing his flies 
into different eddies, and the moft 
likely places h(f meet with, to make 
a captive of the fpecklcd trout ; 
6njoying at the fame time the har- 
monious warblings of the nume- 
rous fongftcrs of the groves ; be- 
holding the divcrfity of the prof- 
pedls fpread around him, and gain- 

^ ing that health and ferenity of 
mind,, not to be purchafrd by all 
the jfithes in the univerfc. The 
imitations of nature in regard to the 
flies neccflary for his ule, fuiting 
the different colours fo cxa6tly as 
to refembie the natural fly; and 
obferving thegreateft nicety in re- 
gard to its fymmetry, contribute to 
makcitftiil more delightful. When- 

'*ver he mAkes a fly, let him have 
the natural one always tefore him, 
which will enable him to be a com- 
petent judge of the materials moll 
neceffaiy to dub it with; a lift of 
vhich, and of the beft way to make 



the Palmer and May iy,' (that «c 
the ground of artificiarfly angling) 
I ihali give him by and by; for if 
he is not able to make his own 
flies, he never will be a good fly- 
fiftier, nor experience that plea* 
fure, which he will receive by tak- 
ing fifties with one of his own mak- 
ing. He muft never think a fly 
ill made, becaufe it will, not kill 
fiihes as well in any other river, ai 
that he particularly angles in ; be- 
caufe the fame flies differ very 
much both in colour and fize id 
different conn ties : therefore, \ 
would advife him to purfiie a plan, 
that he will And very agreeable and 
pleafant, and very much increafe 
his paftimp ; which is, to make a 
feledion of the natural flies he 
means to imitate, for artificial fly 
fiihing, in the differipnt counties he 
angles in, and put them into a glaft 
cafe for prefervation, by which 
means he will always be able to fuit 
the fly for the water he fifhes in \ 
and likewife let hinitake the exa£^ 
time, that each fly kills beft in, as 
the fame will be taken much foon* 
er, or later, on one river than 
another ; nay, even the fly which 
^yas taken on its peculiar water onQ 
year in April, will perhaps not be 
on the next till the middle of May ; 
according to the backwardhefs, or 
forwardnefs of the feafon. If he 
fliould follow this method, he xif;^^^ 
not be at the expence of a glafs 
cafej but provide fome chip boxes, 
about eight inches fquare with tops 
to them, and at the bottom of each 
place a piece of cork half an inch 
thick, then when he has taken a 
fly, let him heat a pin in the flame 
of a candle, put it through the fly 
near its head, and then ftick it 00 
the cork, allowing roorti enough 
fot each fly, for if he docs not,' 
fome parts of them will fnap off*; 
If he draws very well, he may alfo 
fake the exa(5t fizc, colour, and 
fliape of the fly on paper, which 
will add more to his amu^roeht : 
" ©r, 
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or, let him dircftly he has taken a 
proper fly, make one in imitation 
of it, then try it, and' if it kills fifh, 
coii it up neatly, and keep Jt in a 
box as a 'famplc, upon the lid of 
which, let there be written the 
name of the river, and the time it 
is generally taken. I fliall now 
proccecf to give the angler a de- 
Icfiption of the rods, ahd lineSj 
belt calculated for artificial fly-fifti- 
ing; but before I do, ihall'make 
this out obfervation: that theory 
without practice, can never make 
a man a proficient; and that^ if he 
wilhes td arrive to any-degree of 
cxcejlence in this, or any other art. 

Rods and Lines proper for Artificial 
Fly-fi/hing^ Csfr, 

As for your artificial fly-rod, the 
diredtions already given are fuflici- 
ent, only be careful that the mate- 
rials wliich it is compofed of ixt 
well feafoned, and free from knots» 
and (hat the whole is exactly, per- 
fcft in regard to fymmetry. 

The length of the fly-rod is ge- 
nerally from about fourteen to fe- 
vcotecn feet long, which is long 
enough for any one who under* 
ftaods fly-fi(hing to throw twelve 
yards of line with one hand, and 
fcventccn with both. 

Your fly line fhould be about 
thirty yaras long, and wound on a 
fmaii brafs multiplying winch, 
which is to be placed on the butt 
of your rod ; then you piuft run 
the line through the rings before 
mentioned, and you may always 
command any length without the 
troubleof changing the line, and 
fliorten it when you come to places 
encumbered with wood. The ge- 
neral length that you fhall have off 
your reel mufl be about four yards 
longer than your rod, nay lome- 
times . the line muft be twice the 
length of the rod ; for to fi(h fine 
and far off, is the Handing rule for 
trout filhing. But it will be a long 
tia^ before you are able to throw 



a dib line with nicety at the gene- 
ral length, yet, as you can always 
lengthen or fliorten it by means of 
the winch, you may, if you are ex- 
pert, and are a true lover of an- 
gling, after fome trials accompliih 
it. Never incumber yourfclf with 
too much line at fird, but increafe 
the length of it as you find you 
make improvement ; and as* it \% 
ten to one, ^hat you lofe a fly every 
time you cad your line, until you 
are arrived at fome degree of per- 
fe<51:ion in doing it, it will not b« 
amifs to pratftife fome time without 
one. But let me return to the fub- 
jeft : your line fliould run taper 
from the top of the rod down to 
the fly, that is, if the fir ft link is 
compofed of thirty-five hairs, th# 
next muft be of thirty-four; fd 
leaving out pne hair in each link 
till the whole is compleated; theii 
comes the filk worm gut, on which 
you fliould whip all your hooks. 

But the beft lines* for artificial 
fly angling are thofe that are wove, 
and are all one piece, and are to b« 
bought at any of the fhops in Lon- 
don where filhing tackle is fold, and 
run taper like the laih of a coach 
whip, and may be had at any 
length J as from thirty to fortj 
yards, &c. 

Thefe are the only lines that caa 
be ufed on a winch ; becaufe they 
have, no knots to prevent their run- 
ning glibly through the rings of, 
the rod. 

By the line bci^g made taper, 
you will be able to throw it into 
any place you like with a greater 
exaftnefs, ' and it will fall much 
lighter on the water, which wiU 
very much increafe your fport. 

Likewife, you will find a great 
advantage by obferving, as I faid 
in the making of your line, an af- 
cending, or defcending progref- 
fion, which is, if you begin at the ' 
bottom of* your line with three 
hairs for the firft link, then the 
next to it muft confift of /our, fo * 
continuing 
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^cotitinuTtig, the increafe of one in 
'every link till of a proper length. 
This is called an afceiiding feries, 
the fame as i, 2, 3, 4, &c. in anth-^ 
metic : but if you begiit to make 
your lifje from the fop, and the 
firft link ia con>pofed of thirty hairs, 
the next to that muft cop{ift of 
iwenty-nine, fo continuing.tht dc- 
creafe of one in every link till 
the whole is compleated ; this^s 
called a defcemiing feries^ the 
fame a^ the figures 5, 4, 3, 2, 
1, Sec. Your lines being thiis 
made, there will almoft be a con- 
tinual regular decline from the 
butt of the rod, down to the 
very fly, uhich will be very much 
in your favaur, in refpedt to caft- 
ing it with nicety ; and when you 
bi^e faftened your hook to a bough 
of a tree, or a bufli, fo^that you 
cannot difengage it without break- 
ing your line, you will not riot lofc 
above one, or two links of it at 
moft, on act-ount of the Hoc being 
llronger the nearer it is to the top 
of the rod. 

The reader being informed of 
the rod and lines befl calctilated 
for arfificial fly filbing, I (hall now 
give him a lift of the materials he 
muft be in pofleffion of before he 
attempts to make flics, and after* 
wards give him the beft inftra^i- 
ons for making them. 
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caufe when he wants td ufc them 
he can go to each fepafate article 
without any trouble/ The fixteeH 
drawers are to hold the following 
materials 7 

No. 1, Hog^s Down, 

Combed from the roots of til* 
briftles, of black, red, whitifli and 
Tandy coloured hogs j the whit^ 
down you may have dyed to any 
colour you like* Jt is excellent 
dubbing, becaufe it will ftand thtf 
water and fhines well. To be a 
competent judge of the real colour 
of aijy dubbing, yoa muft hold it

"No, 9. Cow's Hair. 
The fofteil yoii can get from a 
black, brended, and red cow ; and 
vf thefe colours, have brown, dark 
brown, light brown and black. 

"No, 10. C<?//*J, or Calve^s Hair. 
Thefe afford very good dabbing 
. and a variety, efpccially thofc hides 
that have been tewed, or drefled in 
a Skinner's lime pit > but as I faid 
before, Teal's fur dyed is much bet- 
ter than cither cow's, or either of 
the hairs of thefe two ; becaufe it 
38 not fo harfll, and does not re- 
quire fo much trouble to work it 
on the hook ; and obferve further, 
that this fur is for fmall flics, and 
hog's down for large ones, 

No. II. Camlet^ s^ 
Both haij^ and worftd of all co- 
lour^, blue, yellow, dun, brown* 
dark brown, light brown ; red, vio- 
let, purple, black, horfe-fieih> piak 
iMid orange.

OflP the fquirrel, efpeciaify hi$ 
tail ; a hare the part off the neck, 
which is a withered fern colour; 
fox-cub, from the tail where it i$ 
downy and of an alh colour ; an 
old fox, and old otter, otter-cub, 
fulimart, or filmert ; a mole, a black 
cat's tail ; a houfe moufe, and water 
rat ; a martern particularly, fronj 
off the gills, or fpots under the 
jaws, which is of a fine yellow. 
Thefe are all to be had at the fur- 
riers. 

N0. 13. Hackles. 

Thefe arc the feathers that hang 
from the head of a cock down his 
neck, and likewife near his tail; 
they are particularly ufed in making 
the palmer- fly; get the following 
colours of them, viz. red, dun, 
yeliowifh, white, orange, and black ; 
let not the fibres of them be above 
half an inch long. Whenever you 
meet with a cock whofe hackle Js 
of a' ftrong brown red buy him, 
and make the mdft of the hackles. 
Note, the feathers of a bantam, or 
cock chick are good for nothing. 

No. 14. Feathers^ 

To make the wings of artificial 
flies, &c. it is neceflary to be pro- 
vided with all kind of feathers ; 
procure therefore thofe from the 
back, and other parts of the wild 
mallard, or drake ; of a partridge, 
particularly the red ones in the 
tail; thofe of a cock-pheafant's 
breaft and tail ; alfo the wings of a 
ftarcy or ftarling, jay, land-rail, 
black bird, throftle, field -fare, wa- 
ter-coot, and a brown hen; like* 
wife the top, or cop, of a pevit, plo- 
ver, or lap-wing, peacock's hcrl, 
green, copper coloured and white; 
alfo black oftrich's herl, and fea- 
thers from the neck and wings of a 
heron.. Obferve, that in many in- 
(lances hereafter that you will meet 
with, where the mallard's feather 
' I i is 
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is fet dowQ for the wings of an ar- 
tificial fly, that the flarhng will be 
preferable, becaufe it is of a finer 
grain, and will not imbibe the wa- 
ter fo much. 

No. 15. Carpets and Blankets. 

There Is very good dubbing to 
be got from blankets, alfo from an 
old Turkey carpet; untwift the 
yarn, and pick out the wool, then 
feparate the colours, wrap them up 
in different papers^ and lay them by. 

JVo. 16. Silks, ^c. 

In this drawer, which is the lad, 
keep fmall, though ftrong filk of all 
colours, wrapt on little reels ; alfo 
flaw filk, gold and filver, flatted 
wire, or twid ; hooks in fmall chip 
boxes, with the number of the flze 
of each marked on the outflde ; 
wax of all colours, and needles ; a 
iharp pen knife and a fmall iharp 
pair 01 fciflars, made quite angular 
with large bows for the fingers. 

N. B. When you make the 
palmer-fly fuit the colour of the 
filk to the hackle you dub with ; a 
dun hackle requires yellow filk ; a 
, black hackle, fky-blue filkj a 
bro^n, or red hackle, red filk; 
M*hen you make flies that arc not 
palmer's, dub with filk that refem- 
bles the colour moft predominant 
in the fly ; and in making your 
flics, remember to mix bear's hair, 
and hog's down with your other 
dubbing, becaufe they fepel the 
water; make your flies always in 
hot fun-ftiiny weather, for your 
waxed filk will then draw kindly ; 
and when you take the dubbing to 
imitate a fly always wet it, and then 
you will be pcrfc<ft in your imita- 
tion; for although the dubbing 
when dry may fuit, yet when it is 
wet it may be quite another colour. 
Wartern's fur is the bed yelloiv 
you can ufe. ^

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CEREMONY OP PRESENTING COr 
LOURS TO THE CHELMfPO&D 
LOYAL VOLUTJTEERS. 



CHELMSFORD, JUNE 2t), 

THE ceremony of prcfenting 
colours to the corps of Loyal 
Chelmsford Volunteers, took place 
on Wedncfday, June 23, in the 
prefence of an unufual concburfc. 
of people, and formed tindotibt- 
edly one of the mou brilliant 
fpedlacles ever exhibited in this 
town. The corps afleoibled at tea 
o'clock, before the Shire Hall, 
agreeably to orders ifl^ued at a pre- 
ceding parade ; and the roll being 
called over, they marched through 
the town, to the field of their ufual 
exercife, where they were met by 
Captain Tufnell's corps of Yeo- 
manry Cavalry, and a troop of the 
Ayrflnre Fencible Cavalry, under 
the command of Captain White. 
The neceflary arrailgements hav- 
ing been made, the corps returned 
at eleven o'clock in the town, and 
took their feveral ftations on ihc 
parade, near the Black Boy Inn, 
the Loyal Chelmsford Volunteers 
being in the centre, flanked on the 
right by Captain Tufnell's troops, 
and on the left by the Ayrihire, 
and in front of the platform erected 
before, and communicating with, 
Mr. Coats*s houfe, where the two 
cldeft daughters of the Rev, John 
Morgan, re£lor of Chelmsford, 
with their parents, and a numerous 
party of friends, (among whom 
were fevei^ ladies of the firft dif- 
tiniftion in this neighbourhood) 
awaited the return of the corps, in 
order to confer on it the honour 
they had propofed. 

The 
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•'^ TTie ccfemony irfimediately com- 
menced, by ihe appearance of the 
fair donors on the platform, at- 
tended as above,, and bearing the 
colours in their hands, which were 
then delivered by Mifs Morgan, 
with the following addrefs, to Cap- 
tain T. F. Gcpp, (commander of 
the corps), who had afccoded the 
platform for that purpofe : 

" Permit me, Sir, in behalf of 
jxcj fitter and myfclf, torequeftthat 
you and the gentlemen of your 
corps would honour us by the ac- 
ceptance of thefe colours ; we of- 
fer them in teftimony of our duti- 
ful and affeftionate attachment to 
the befiof kings, and the mof^ en- 
viable conftitution in the world ; 

^ and npt lefs as a token of refpe£t 
to this honourable corps^^ and of our 
admiration of thaf fpirit of patrio- 
tifm wl^ici^ has prompted you at 
this ^wf^l and momentotis crifis, to 
offer you;: ferviccs for the prefcr- 
yation of the peace and fccurity of 
a country in which it is our happi- 
nefs and glory to be ranked as citi* 
zcns.*' 

This being finifhed, Captain 
Grcg'g replied as follows ; 
** Madam, On receiving froin 

* your hands thefe colours, which 
you and youl* fitter have obligingly 
been plcafed to work and prefent 
to the corps, which I have the ho- 

I nour to command, a duty devolves 
upon me, which I mutt confefs my- 
felf inca|»ble of difcharging with 
^bat abiiity the fubjcd merits:— 
As reprefentativet on this occa-. 
fion, oi the con^pany of Loyal 
Chelmsfprd Volunteers, I return 
you in thejr name ^nd my own, nay 
beft thaqk^ for the J^ery bandfonie 
ipauner in wl^ich ypu have con- 
fcrrc4 this fa>«)U|:: we receive 
thefe colpurs as an additional proof 
qf the psj^triotifm, and loyalty, which 
have long diftingi^iflied your family 
by their exertions in fqpport of 
our happy conftitution; — and the 
pQftffioa.of them will excite in us 



a ftrong defi;:e of efFe6ling the pur- 
pofes for which we have aflbciated, 
by the ttri<^eft attentijon to the dif- 
charge of thofe duties we have en- 
gaged to perform. 

** Atiy obfei:vations from me on 
the elegance of the defign and exe- 
cution of the work would be fuper- 
fluous, as the exquifite beauty and 
tafte difplayed mutt be ftriking to 
t\^iy fp^^tator; — and the device 
may be confidered, not only as em- 
blematical of an isera in the hittory 
of this country, which is comme- 
morated with heartfelt fatisfaftion 
by every true Briton, but alfo of 
that fpirit of union which has 
prompted us to offer our affittance 
in the prefent critical ftate of the 
country, for the protection of our 
king, oiir laws, religion, and pro- 
perty, and for the prefervatioh of 
our glorious conftitution, as handecj 
down to us by our anceftors, an4 
which continues the envy and ad- 
miration of furrounding nations, 

"Should the circumftances of 
the country, at any time^ require 
the fervices of this corps to be 
called forth, I truft the Loy4 
Chelmsford Volunteers will prove 
themfelves not undeferving of the 
honourable refpec^ you have this 
day condefcendcd to fliew thcjii» 
and that (encouraged by your pa- 
triotifm and beneficence) their ex- 
ertions under the protection of Di- 
vine Providence) may tend to fe- . 
cure internal tranquillity, and ef- 
fectually refift all enemies of our 
native country, either foreign or 
domeftic." 

The reply being ended, the Rev. 
T. Morgan coi^fecrated the colours * 
in thefe words : 

" Trufting, O Lord, that the 
caufe in which we are^ engaged is 
in thy fight, in every reljpedt a 
righteous caufe and juft, the caufe 
of Tihce O God, our country and 
our king : with all humility, with 
deepeii reverence and reipedt I 
her« prefume to confecrateand de- 
\\% dicate 
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dicatc this ftandard to thy fervicc 
and to thy glory. Preferve it O 
Lord, I befeech thee, by thine Al- 
mighty power, inviolate and pure, 
and to latcft ages; the royal iiand 
ard of this happy land. Render 
It, O Lord, facred to every Briton's 
eyc,^ and ^ influential to hijs ^ heart, 
infpiring it and filling it with Jove i 
unfeigned, onccafing, for Thee hisi 
God, his country and his King." 

Which being done, the colours 
were configned by the commanding 
officer to the care of Mr. Welch, 
fecond lieutenant, who advanced 
from the line, with a detachment, 
to receive them, the corps (landing 
with prefented arms, and a band of 
mufic playing duri4)g the ceremo- 
ny. The colours being conveyed 
to the ceritreof the ranks, the coirpj 
immediately proceeded to church, 
where the prayers were read in a 
ftyle uncommonly impreffive, by 
the Rev. Mr. Herringham, and a 
rnoft excellent fermon was preached 
.by the Rev. J. Morgan, from Ne- 
hemiah ©hap. vi. verfe i r. In t()€ 
courfe of the fervice three anthem§ 
tver6 fung by a chojtr from the 
ilei'gHbourhobd, who obligingly at* 
tended on the occafion. The cot 
lours were fixed in the front of th^ 
jgallefy, which was appropriated to 
^^. "^e of the volunteers and the 
affiftaht military. Divine .iervice 
bdng ended; the corps refumed 
tlieir arms, (which during that time 
were piled under the gailery), and 
formed in the church-yard, u hence 
they 'returned to their ilation on 
the parade (attended bv the caval- 
ry as before), where' ihey fired 
three moft excellent voUies in ho- 
ilbur of the day, with a degree of 
e<a<anef§ not inferior to that of the 
^oft experienced veterans.— They 
afterwards marcjied again into the 
field.— .Major General Rofs attend- 
ed both the ceremqny of receiving 
the colours and the fcrviceat church, 
and was pl^afed to exprefs his en- 



tire {ati»fa<ftion at the «»HtB/jr ap- 
pearance and difcipHne of the 
corps, and We underhand has fig« 
nlfied his in^entiqn to take an ear^ 
opportunity of infpc6ting them. 
The corps fpeat a fhort lime ia 
going through fome fnanoeuvres,aBd 
then marched through the town, 
in order to lodgt tl>e colours ^ tte 
houfe of Captaiii irepp, Che coa- 
manding officer. 

An elegant dinrier, to which % 
buck ivas addfed by tlie bounty oi 
Captain Tufne>ll, was provided at 
the Black Boy, at -which above one 
hundred and fifty perfons attended, 
ihcluding the drflnercnt corps. A 
great humbcfr of excellent fongs 
Were fung, and the botlte circu- 
lated tb a long lift of loyal and con- 
flittitional toafts. An elegant tranf- 
parency, appropriate to the occa- 
fion, defignedand executed by Mr. 
S. N. Summers, bne of the volun- 
teers, was difplaycd at the centre 
window of the rocrm in which thfe 
company dined. 

A great part of the company af- 
fembled at dinner, ^djourned ia 
the evening to the theatre, which 
was unufually crowded, the perfor- 
mances being under the patronage 
of the J-oyal Chelmsford Volun? 
tders. 

The band of the Herts regknent 
of militia, attended throiighout the 
day, by permiffion of theJVfanqiiis 
of Salifljliry. .:

<< You have. Madam, with a 
inoft perfuafive energy, pointed out 
to us the glorious conduct: that now 
becomes us as Britons; and you 
have enforced it by the appropri- 
fte examples of the brighteft cha- 
ra6ters that adorn our hiitory. 

^* In the revered name of the 
venerable founder, not only of this 
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diftingoifiied feat of learnin| and 
piety, but alfo of the brighteit fyf- 
tcm of civil polity that everappear^- 
ed in the world, we are called to 
the protection of our liberties, our 
religion, and our laws; we arc 
fummoned to defend, by the ex- 
ample of his valour, the excellent 
conflitutton we owe to his wifdom. 

In this great and momentoui 
caufe we have this day fet up and 
confecrated our (landards. 

*• When I look to the noble per* 
fon to whofe liberality we are in«» 
debted for them, whofe protedion 
and patronage is our peculiar boaft, 
I confider them as the banners of 
loyalty, of patfiotifm, and of xt% 
gion ; and when I look to the 
amiable band from which we re- 
ceived them, I regard thetn as the 
enfigns of all the fofter and more 
endearing iutereil and affections of 
our nature." 

Turning to the corps, the Colo* 
nel proceeded ; 

** To your care, my much ho- 
noured companions in ^rms, to your 
proteftion arc to be confided tbefe 
Banners fo facred, fo disnified, fq 
endeared. 

♦* And when I refleft on the 
manly and fpirited zeal with which 
you have flood forward in obedi- 
ence to the calls of your country} 
when 1 reflect on your readinefs %o 
quit for the public fafety thofe fta- 
tions in which you were placed to 
cultivate and to adorn th« commu- 
nity, my heart feels big with proqd 
expectation and hope that you wil{ 
do juflice to the important and ho- 
nourable trull. Nay, I will not 
content myfelf with the cold and 
doubtful expreffions of hope. I 
will adopt a more juft and decided 
language, I will afTert with confi- 
dence you will, by your conduct at 
all times, evince and ^onfirm, thj|t 
kVou have by this day's folemnity 
mod awfully and religioufly devoted 
yourfelves to the caufe of your So- 
vereign, your Country, ajnl your 
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God. And may that Almighty 
poweri whofe creatures wc arc, in 
, his divine goodnefs, profper our 
hutnble but ardent endeavours to 
render ourfelves the inftruments of 
his glory and the welfare of our 
country." 

The battalion then formed a line, 
the efcort advanced and pafTed in 
front of it, the line prefenting 
arms; the fenior Lieutenants then 
deFivered the Colours to the two 

. junior Lieutenants, the band play- 
ing " God favc the King," during 
the ceremony of delivery ; the ef- 
cort refumed its (it nation. The 
battalion then pafTed in review be- 
fore the Colonel, performing their 

^ roaneBuvres, and concluded with a 
feu de joye ; then palLng in review 
with the Colonel at thcirhead, be- 
fore. Lady Harcourt, they left the 
ground, and afterwards formed in 
the Broad -ftreet, when the right 

^ company formed an efcort and 
marched in front, the line prefent- 
ing arms; the efcort then proceed- 
ed to lodge the colours. 

The regularity, cxadnefs, and 

promptitude with which this newly 

aflociated body went through the 

:' , different manoeuvres, would have 

I done honour to the mod veteran 

I corps ; and though the day was not 

io propitious as could be wiftied, 

i the ladies were amply recompenfed 

with a very fplendid ball in the 

evening. 

Earl Harcourt, Right Hon. Wm. 
Wyndham, the Secretary at War, 
the Rev. the; Vice-chancellor, and 
many ladies of dinin6tion, accom- 
panied Lady Harcourt in the pa- 
vilion; fcveral temporary (lands 
were crowded with ladies and gen- 
tlemen, and a more numerous af- 
fcmblage of perfons,* without the 
(ma)le(l confufion or accident hap- 
pening, has feldom been witne(red 
on any occafion." 



CkREMONY OF PJlEiBWTlNG CO- 
LOURS TO LORD PETRb'S V0« 
LVNTEER CORPS. 

On Monday, July 50, the Vo-, 
lunteer Corps, lately raifed by the 
Right Hon Lord Petre, confi{lin|^ 
of a company of light iuiantry, of 
one hundred and twenty men, com- 
manded by Captain Havers, and 
two companies of pioneers, of one 
hundred men each, (exclufive of 
thole attached to tiie waggons and 
timber carriages) comihandcd Uy 
Captains Forbes and Mafon, were 
paraded at an early hour in front of 
his Loid(hip*s noble man(ion in 
Thorndon Park, (tents having prc- 
vioufly been pitched for their ac- 
commodation) for the purpofe.of 
receiving their colours, and of be- 
ing reviewed by Major-General 
Rofs. At eleven o'clock the light 
infantry marched to church, attend-, 
ed by Lord and Lady Petre and 
family, Bilhop of Gioucefter and 
Lady, General Rofs and Lady, Sir 
William Howe, and a numtrou« 
alTemblage of the firft families in 
the county, when the fervice of the. 
day was read, and a fermon appro- 
priate to the occafion delivered by 
the Rev. Thomas Newman, jun. 
On the return of the corps to their 
former ground, they were marched 
up in line to the fpot appointed for 
receiving the colours, when the 
Right Hon. Lady Petre, fupported 
by Major Howard, of the Giou- 
cefter regiment, and Captain Sher* 
win, Aide-de-Camp to General Sir 
William Howe, came forward in 
the front of the line, and prefentcd 
the colours to the Commaiiding 
Officer, Thomas Havers, Kfq. with 
the following addrcfs: 

*• Gentlemen, it is with great 
fatisfa^lion I have the honour of 
prefenting the Ingatcftone and 
Brentwood Volunteers with thcfe 
Colours, confident that their valour 

and . 
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and loyab^F will prefer ve them 
"^ fjroiB ever failing i»to the bands of 
the enemy,'* 

Upon the colours being delivered 
to the Officer appointed to carry 
tbeih.thc band ftrnckup**Gorfiavc 
the King,*' and arms were prcfent- 
ed; after ivhkh Captain Havers re- 
plied to Lady Petre in the following 
iapprc^priate and energetic terms : 

•' I have the honour to return 
your Ladyffiip the thanks of my- 
fclf, and of the Corps o^f Ingate- 
ilone and Brentwood Volunteers, 
for this very diftinguiflied mark of 
your favour ; and permit me to.af- 
fure your Eadyftiip, thit, by our 
love for our King and our country, 
and by the mod* aftive exertions in 
the defence of both, v^e fliall en- 
deavourto merit this flatterirrg tef- 
thitony of your approbation of the 
caufe in which we are engaged." 

Then, turning to the Corps, he 
tbus addreffed them : 

**^ To you, gentlemen, volunteers 
ifi the fame. glorious canfe, ai^iad- 
ing from the famedifintcrefteci mo- 
tives as myfclf, I wifli to fay a few 
utords on this uccaiion. In times 
like tbcfe, when a proud fuccefsful 
foe threatens to involve us in 
the general deftruftion, when re- 
bellion in a neighbonring kingdom 
interrupts our internal trafiquilliry, 
when all Europe has been fhaken 
to her foundation by political thco- 
riesi abfufdly aiming at ideal pcr- 
fedion, it is our peculiar duty to 
unite in the defence of our laws and 
our liberties, to weigh well tlie me- 
rits of our free Con Ititurion, to ap- 
preciate its (lingular and numerous 
advantages, and to fecure, as h.r as 
m us lies, their continuance, by the 
moft united and frrcrnuous endea- 
vours. Diftrtfsful indeed is our 
political fit nation, and heavy are the 
duties which it impofes on us ; but 
we may look forward, gentlemen, 
with confidence and hope, if to na- 
tional difficulties we are determined 
tQ oppolc public fpirit and general 



unanimity. .Grateful is the mind 
o( liberty to an Englifliman, and 
long may it be dear to his heart 1 
Let us prefer ve it as a facred depo- 
pofit from t5e hoilile attacks of 
open violence or fccret machinal 
tion ; but let us, genilemcn, for 
ever reject that fpurious, equalizing 
freedom, which, under the maflcof 
impofing and refpe^table nameS| 
would break the chain that bindv 
together the fcveral orders of fo- 
ciety, conncfts. by reciprocal du- 
tics, the wealthy agd the poor, and 
unites in harmony and affe^ion thcf 
various relations of human life. 
That fuch fentiments occupy your 
minds, and influence your condu^, 
your prefence here on this day, and 
your acceptance of the important 
truit repofed in you, are fufficient 
evidence. But let us, gentlemen, 
remember with gratitude the very 
liberal exertion of our noble pa- 
tron ; let us not forget, that, defti-» 
tute of his patriotifm and munifi- 
cence, fecotided by a conduct in 
his noble relative, the moft amiable 
and condefcending, our bcft inten- 
tions had ended in fruitlci's wiflies, 
and we had been difappointed in 
that moft honourable of all paflions, 
the defire of fcrving-iour Kinj^ and 
our country." 

After returning to theii- former 
pofition, the whole corps of infantry 
and pioneers marched pall in the 
following fucceffion : firft. Colonel 
Burgoyne's band, and Lord Euf- 
ton's drums and fifes, which thefe 
gentliem<?n had politely fent for on 
the occaiion, playing tl>c Duke of 
York's march; after them came 
the light infantry, in four divifions, 
with their Captain at their head, on 
horfeback; next Captain Mafon, 
alfo bn horfeback, at the head of 
the firft company of pioneers, in 
four divifions ; then four waggons 
and four horfes, with barrows and 
fpare implements, and four timber 
carriages with two horfes each in 
filej the other company of pioneers 

clofing 
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clofing up the rear, in the fame or- 
der Qjp march as the former. The 
light infantry then marched pail in 
quick time^ and on returning to 
their ground, fired three rounds by 
divifi^onsr, grand divi (ions, and three 
volLies. General Rofs afterwards 
infpe^teii the different corps, and 
was pleafed to exprcfs his 'entire 
fatisfa^ion of their fleady and fol- 
dierlike appearance and behaviour^ 
and complimented them on the cor- 
reftncfs of their firing, which would 
not have difgraccd regular troops. 
After a general falute, the men 
' were ordered X6 pile arms, and the 
whole corps proceeded to the hof- 
pitablc board of their noble patron. 
When they had partaken of an 
excellent dinner, the drums were 
ordered to beat to arms, and the 
volunteers with the utmoft alacrity 
repaired to their colours, which they 
cfcorted with great fteadlncfs to 
head quarters at Ingateftone. It is 
but juftice to remark* that the ex- 
ample of the Hon. Mr. Petre, who 
did the duty of a private in the 
ranks during the day^ did not fail 
to merit the attention and approba- 
tion of the whole corps with whom 
he had enrolled himfelf, and the 
numerous fpedlators who aflcmbled 
on the occafion. The day was fa- 
vourable, and the manoeuvres per- 
formed by the Ayrlhire fencibles, 
(who had obligingly lent their fer- 
viccs to keep the ground) added 
greatly to the beauty of the fcene. 



CEREMONY OF PRESENTING CO- 
i.OURS TO THE GRErNWICH 
AND BLACKHEATH VOLUN- 
TEERS. 

On Wedncfday Augufl i, in the 
paddock adjoining Pelham-houfcy 
the Loyal Greenwich Volunteers, 
and Blackheath Cavalry, received 
their colours (provided by a fub- 
fcription of the ladies of Grctn- 
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wich, and its neighbourhood) from 
the hand of Lady Hood, who, in a 
very handfome manner, acqaiefced 
moft cheerfully with the wifl^es of 
the Commanding Officer'^.and the 
whole corps, in thus honouring 
them with her prefcncc. To fay 
that this very refpedlable body^ of 
men went through their evolutions 
with decency, is under-rating their 
merit; as, confidering the fhort 
time they "have been embodied, 
they difplayed a moft refpedlable 
and foldieriike appearance. The 
day was particularly fine, and the 
fituation^ of the fpot, and beauty 
of the furrounding fqene, drew to- 
gether a concourfeof near ten thou* 
fand people of the firfl refpe^labi- 
lity and faftiioa. Her Ladyfliip, 
on delivering the colours to Major 
Campbell, Commanding Officer of 
the Infantry, fpoke as follows : 

*' Major Campbell and ger>tle* 
men, it is wich great pleafure I 
comply with your wifhes of pre- 
fenting the Colours to the very rc- 
fpe£table Corps in which you have 
fo cheerfully enrolled yourfelves for 
the defence of the nation : you have 
thereby proved a duty and Ibyalty 
to the beft of Kings, and affection 
to your country, as well as a laudable 
refolution to prote6t not only your - 
own perfons and property, but ^e 
perfons and property of your 
neighbours, againft an unprinci* 
pled and ferocious enemy." 

To this addrefs, Major Camp- 
bell thus replied: 

" To defend our glorious Con- 
ftitution*-to defend our moft ex- ' 
cellent Sovereign— to prole£l the 
perfons and properties of our fcl* 
low-fubje6ls — thefe were the folc 
motives for our enrolment.— -Thefe 
obje^s we are determined fteadily 
and uniformly to purfue, againd 
both foreign and domeftic enemies: 
and, upon every neceflaryioccafion. 
we (hall rally round thefe colours^ 
and the ilandard, pledging pur* 
K k felves^ 
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fclvcs, as wc moft folcainly do, ne- 
ver to abandon them. 

*' To you, madam, wc feci infi- 
nitely obliged by the polite and 
handfome manner in which you 
have prefented this. very flattering 
taark of attention from the Green* 
wich ladies. To your Ladyihip 
and to them I beg to return the 
unanimous and (incere thanks of 
the Loyal Greenwich Volunteers 
and Blackhcaih Cavalry.'* 

The ground was kept by a part 
of the Dcptford Volunteers, and the 
Weft London Militia accommo- 
dated the ^orps with their band.

Technical 
phrafeology is become the life and 
foul of afTociation, whilft the gene- 
ral ftrugglc feems to be, whofe 
uniform has proved moft atiraSing 
to the ladies. Even the footy tribes 
of fables, thofe harbingers of woei.

an account of the roman 
gladiators. 

EVERY one in the leaft ac- 
quainted with antiquity, knows 
that Gladiators were perions who 
combated with others, or with wild 
beafts, for the entertainment of the 
people; and it appears that thei 
Romans borrowed from the Afia- 
tics, this cruel ^nd deteftabie cuf«- 
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torn. 
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torn, whiqh was^o doubt fobfti- 
tuted for the horrid praaice ot fa- 
crificing captives, at the |»mbs of 
thofe who had fallen in war. Ho- 
mer tells us, that Achilles facrificcd 
twelve young Tiojans to the manes 
of Patroclus ; and we read in Vir- 
gil, that the pious uEneas fent pri- 
loncrs to Evandtr, to be facrificcd 
at ihe funeral pile of his fon Pal^ 
las. 

The Trojans imagined, that it 
was nceeflary to (hed blood at the 
tombs of the dead, in order to ap- 
peafe them, and fo prevalent was 
this fuperftition amongft them, that 
even the women made incifions in 
their bodies with their own hands, 
and with their blood befprinkled 
theTepulchrcs of thofe who were 
<lear to them. 

When people bccamc'morc civi- 
lized, and cooceived a more juft 
averfion to fuch horrid anions, they 
refolved, in order to avoid the im- 
puiaiion of cruelty, that flavcs and 
prifoners of war devoted to death, 
according to their laws, Should be 
made to fight one with another, and 
do their bcft to fave their own 
lives, and to take away thofe of 
their adverfarics. This eftabliih- 
mcnt appeared to be lefs barba- 
rous, becaufe thofe who were the 
Qbjc<as of it, might, by their dexfc- 
rity and ikill^ avoid death, and in 
iome refpeAs could only blame 
tbemfelves, if they did not avoid it. 
To this therefore, we may refer the 
oxi^Mi of Gladiators. 

The firfl exhibuion of thefe un- 
happy wretches, given at Rome, 
^vas in the year 490, after its foun- 
dation, under the Confulfhip of 
Appius Claudius, and M. Fulvius. 
At firfl, fuch (hews were allowed 
only at the obfequies of the Con-. 
fuls, and principal Magiilrates of 
the Republic ; but this practice 
was gradually extended to thofe of 
people of inferior rank ; fo that at 
length, fcvcral private perfons or- 
dered exhibitions of this kind in 



their latter wQls, and we have in- 
ftances of gladiators fighting even 
at the funerals of women. 

When it was obferved by t^e 
number of fpedators, that the peo- 
ple took great pleafure in fuch en- 
tertainments, the gladiators were 
regularly taught to fight ; they were 
carefully trained and bxercifed, and 
the profeiEon of inftru^^ing them 
became an aftoniihing art, ofwhich 
there had never before been-aiiy 
example. Different kinds of arms, 
and different, methods of combat- 
ing, w^xt invented for them. Some 
were made to fight in chariots, 
fome on horfeback, and others in 
troops ; fome had no oflfenfive arms, 
others were clad in complete ar- 
mour, and fome had only a buck- 
ler to prote6l their bodies ; fom<l 
had a fword, a poignard, or a cut<^ 
lafs, . others^ fought with two poig- 
nards, or two cutlafTes ; fome com- 
bated only in the morning, others 
in the afternoon; in fliort, they 
were diftinguifhcd by various 
names, according to their names 
and deflinationl Firfl, the Secti- 
tores, whofe were arms, and a kind 
of club, headed with lead. Se- 
condly, the Thracians, who had a 
cutjafs or fcimitar, like the people 
of Thrace, from whom they had 
their name. Thirdly, the Myrmii' 
lones, who were armed with a buck* 
ler and fcytj^, and wore the figure 
of a fifli upon their helmet. The 
Romans gave them the nick-name 
of Gauls. Fourthly, the Retiarii, 
who bore a trident in one hand, and 
a net in the dther : they combated 
in a tunic, or jacket, ancl purfued a 
Myrmillo, crying out, *' It is not 
thee, O Gaul, that I feek, but thv 
iifh.'* Hon luto te Galle^ fed Jitf^ 
am Jieto, Fifthly, the Hoploma- 
chi, who were completely armed as 
their name indicates, which is de- 
rived from the Greek. Sixthly, 
the Provocatores, the adverfaries of 
the Hoplomachi 5 thefe were armed 
in the fame manner as the former. 
Seventhly, 
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Seventhly, the Dimacbaerly who 
fought witba poigna^d in each hand. 
Eighthly, the EiTedarii, who al- 
ways fought in chariots. Befides 
thefcy there were the Anabata&,who 
fought on horfeback, having their 
eyes blindfolded either with a ban- 
dage, or with the armour of the 
head, which ' covered . the whole 
vifage. The Meildiani, who were 
thus named, becaufe they appeared 
only at noon : they fought with a 
kind of fword againil thofe of the 
fame clafs. The Befliarii, gladiators 
either by condition, or bravadoes, 
who attacked wild animals, to ihew 
their courage or addrefs, like the 
Spaniih Toreros, or Toreadors of 
the prefent day. And laflly, the 
Fifcales,. the Caefareani, and the 
Poftulatitii, who were maintained 
at the expence of the Emperors. 
They took the name of Caefareans, 
becaufe they were deftined for 
thofe exhibitions, at which the Em- 
perors ai&fled; and as they wxre 
the braveft and the mod fkilful of 
all the gladiators, they were called 
Poftulatitii, becaufe the people of- 
ten called for them. 

The Catervarii, were gladiators 
t^ken from the different clafles, 
who fought in troops feveral againil 
ieveral. 

The fame indufiry which formed 
different claiTes of gladiators, ren- 
dered the inftitution lucrative for 
thofe who dcvifcd them. They 
were called Laniftns, and^ to their 
care were committed prifoners, cri- 
minals, and flaves> who had been 
guilty of any crime. 

Tothefe they added other ilaves, 
ikilful and robufl, whom fhey had 
purchafed for the public games, 
and whom they encouraged to fight 
with hopes of liberty. They trained 
them to this inhuman diverfion, 
taught them to handle their arms 
with addrefs, and exercifed them 
continually for different kind^ of 
combats, in order to recommend 
them intercfting to the fpedators \ 



and, in this refpeA, it mdft be al. 
lowed, that they had too much fuc. 
ccft. 

Befides, gladiators of this ^kind, 
there were fometimes freed mcoi 
who hired ihcmfelves to fight, ci- 
ther on account ot the depravity of 
the times, or of their own indi- 
gence, which induced 'them to foU 
low this occupation for the fake of 
money. The mafiers who hired 
thefe voluntary gladiators, made 
them fwear they would rather die 
than, yield. 

Thofe who were defirous of cx» 
hibiting gladiators, applied to thofe 
mailers who furnifhed a certain 
number of pairs of the different 
claiTes at a price agreed on 5 but in 
procefs of time, the chief men of 
the Republic maintained gladiators 
for this, or for other purpbfcs j and 
among this number we may reckon 
Julias Caefar. 

The iEdiles at firft fuperintcnd- 
ed thefe cruel fports ; afterwards, 
the PrjBtors and Com modus, at 
length, alTigncd this care to the 
Quaeilors. ' 

The Emperors, cither for the 
fake of pleafure, or in order to 
gain the fricndihip of the people, 
exhibited fuch ihews on their birth 
days, at the dedications of public 
edifices, at triumphs, before they 
fet out upon any warlike expedi*^ 
tion, after a vi£lory, and upon 
other folemn occafions. Suetonius 
relates, that Tiberius gave two 
combats of gladiators, one in ho- 
nour of his father, and the other in 
honour of Drufus. 

Sbme time before the day ap^ 
pointed for the combat, thofe who 
prefided over the games, gave ne« 
tice to the people, by bills polled 
up in certain places, in which were 
mentioned the kmd of gladiators 
who were to be exhibited, their 
names, and the marks by which 
they might be diftipguiOied ; for 
each afTumed a ceruin mark, fuch 
as the feathers of the peacocl^ or 

of 
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of other birds. They fpccifled 
alfo the duration of the fpe6tacle, 
and how many pairs of gladiatora 
thcfc would be, becaufe thefy were 
always coupled. AH this wasfome- 
times reprefented alfo by a paint« 
log expofed in public. 

On the day appointed for the 
{pe6tacle, tw^ kinds of arms were 
brought yp to the arena ; one of 
which were knotty cudgels, or 
wooden files named rudes, but the 
other were real arms, fuch as 
fwords, poignards, cutlalTes, ^&c. 
The firtt kind were called ajma lu- 
firia^ (porting weapons : and the 
fecond, arma dtcrtt^ria^ arms de- 
creed, becaufe they were given by 
a decree of the Prator, or of the 
perfon who defrayed the expence 
of the fpe6tacle. The gladiators 
began by fencing with the firft 
weapons, which were, as it were, a 
kind o\ prelude ; after which, they 
took the YedDnd, and fought either 
naked,or in a fort of jackets. The 
firft kind of combat was called/r^- 
Indert^ to fport ; the fecond, dkmi^ 
tart at ctrtum^ to fight in earned. 
As fboo as blood began to flow 
from the gladiator, the people cried 
out, ** he is wounded;" and if at 
that moment the combatant laid 
down his arms, it was concluded 
that he acknowledged himfelf to be 
.vanquiflied; his life, however, de- 
pended upon the fpe6kators. or the 
perfon who prefidcd over the 
games; but if the Emperor en- 
tered at chat inftant, he faved him, 
either fimply»or on condition that, 
if he recovered of his wounds> he 
ibould not be exempted from 
fighting again. 

In the ordinary courfe of things, 
the people decided concerning the 
life and death of the wounded gla- 
diator : if he difplayed great cou- 
rage and addrcfs, they always faved 
Km ; but if he behaved cowardly, 
and (hewed timidity, he was genc- 
\ rally demoted to deuruaion. When 
tfao people intended t* fave the 



life of a gladiator, they held op 
their han(», whh the thumb benil 
down under the fingers; and when 
they pronounced his fentence of 
death, it was fufficient to fhew 
their bands with the thumb raifed 
up, and directed towards the un- 
happy viaim. The wounded gla«f 
diators knew fo well this laft fignal, 
that they were accuftomed to pre- 
fent their throats, as foon as they 
faw it, to receive the mortal ftab. 
After they expired, their bodies 
were dragged aw^y from the arena, 
that fuch hideous objeds might be 
concealed from the view of tht 
fpe6tators. 

The fondnefs of the Romans for 
thefe brutal* amufements, was car-> 
ried at length to fuch a height, that 
Cicero introduced a law, that no 
perfon fhould exhibit a fhew of 
gladiators within two years before 
he flood candidate for any public 
office. Julius Caefar ordered, that 
only fuch a number of men of 
this pTofeflSon Ihould be in Rome 
at a time. Auguftus decreed, that 
only two Ihews of gladiators ihould 
be prefented in a year, and never 
above fixty pair o/combatants in a 
(hew ; and Tiberius provided, by ' 
an order of the Senate, that nb 
perfon lliould have the privilege of 
gratifying the people with fuch an 
entertainment, unlefs he was^ worth 
four hundred thoufand. feflerces. 
But the inclination of feveral 'Bxd* 
perors for this fanguinary fport, 
ruined the ftate, by increafing fo 
barbarous a pra^ice. Nero, ac* 
cording to Suetonius, made feve* 
ral R,oman Knights and Senators 
appear in thefe tragical fcenes, 
obliging them to fight either wit^ 
one another, or again ft wild beafts. 
Dion afliires us, that there were 
people bafe enough to offer to 
fight among the gladiators, in order 
to pleafe the prince : even princes 
themfelves exercifed this infiamous 
profefiion ; for we are told that th^ 

Em* 
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^ Emp^tor, Commodus, aflumed the 
office of a gladiator, and fought 
with wild beafts. 

We ought not to be furprized fo 
much at the length of time which 

. thefc fports continued, as at the dc- 
gree of refinement to which they 
were carried. The gladiators were 
not only inftrufted in their art with 
the great^ft care, and die in a grace- 
ful pofture, but different kinds of 
murdering weapons were invented, 
with which thcfe wretches de- 
ftroyed one another ; and in thefe, 
fuch a combination was fought, as 
might render their combats flower 
and more terrible. But what may 
appear (till more aflonifhing is, 
they were even fed with barley 
t^kes, and other kinds of food, pro- 
per for rendering them corpulent, 
in order that the blopd might flow 
more (lowly from the wounds they 
received, which gav^ the fpe61ators 
an opportunity of enjoying their 
«gony longer/

*' A FTER having (proceeds 
-ilJL our Author) fpoken fo 
fully of the authors of our own 
country, it may be expe<!led that I 
Ibould not be entirely fiJent, in rc- 

fard to thofe of our neighbours the 
' rench ; a fliort difcullion, with a 
recurrence to fa£ls generally known 
and admitted, may perhaps enable 
me to determine on which ^Ac 
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reftslhe fiipcriority *in veterinary 
knowledge. The ardent, inquifi- 
tiv^e, penetrating genius of the 
French, is ever pulhing them for- 
ward in fcientiiic purfuits. France 
has always abounded much beyond 
this country in public inflitutions. 
The French have long had the ad- 
vantage of a public veterinary 
fchool, which has produced fevcral 
very e mi nent» writers. In the laft 
century we had no writer on far- 
riery to put in competition with So- 
leylell, unlefs we except Snape, 
who wrote but little. Whence 
then has it happened, thatnotwith- 
ftanding all thefe advantages, with 
that of a milder climate fuperad- 
ded, the balance of improvement 
has all along gone with this coun- 
try ? Let the French themfelves, 
and the world at large, judge of 
the fa6^, who have invariably given 
a preference to EnglKh horfes. 
Whence has it happened, that not- 
withftanding their numerous learn- 
ed treatifes, and their veterinary 
hofpitals and fchools, their flable 
economy, fliould in general have 
been fo bad, even at the manOon 
of their princes, that thoufands of 1 
fine Engiiih horfes have actually 
fallen a Jacrifice to it ? . 1 

I can folve this difficulty in no*l 
other way, than by attributing our 
fuperiority to that alinoft univerfal 
paffion for horfes, not only as ob- 
jects of utility, but of pleafnreand 
fjJ)ort, which has fo long prevailed 
in this country ; it has ferved to 
diflfufe a praAical knowledge of 
the proper treatment of thefe ani- 
mals, throughout all ranks and de- 
grees of the people. The French 
are ;inore confined in the ufe of the 
horfe than the Engiiih; and the 
flately manege excepted, are by 
no^ means fuch expert horfemcn. 
For the fame reafon, that is to fay, j 
bccaufe the horfe has never been 
fo pra(51ically underftood in France 
as in England ; at Icaft within the 
prcfent century, their writers of 



this period have been, I conceive, 
inferior to ours in eflentials. La 
Fofle, Bourgelat, and St. Bel, had a 
great deal of fcicnce; they de- 
fcribcd, accurately"^ and well, the 
theory of motion in horfes, and 
their geometrical proportions ; they 
had abundance of veterinary prac- 
tice at their infirmaries ; but which, 
I have been given to underftand, 
was not unfrequcntly governed by 
a rage for experiment, rather thaa 
fteadily condu^l^ed upon the true 
principles of medical philofophy. 
I muft own they appear to me good 
writers, but too much theorifts. I 
may be a partial, or what I think 
more probable, an incapable judge; 
but in my opinion there is more 
folid and ufeful knowledge to be ^ 
drawn from the Englifli, than the 
French veterinary writers. In ru- 
ral economies, this country has 
alfo prcferved a fi mi iar fuperiority; 
and yet France has enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of numerous inftitution?, 
favourable to that fcience, and of 
an infinity of writers and fpecula^ 
tors thereupon. In whatever they 
have failed^ the defeft may be fairly 
attributed to their late delpotic fyf- 
tern of government, which de- 
voured the fineft country, and 
ftifled the ^ energies of the mofl 
emulous and enterprifing people 
upon earth. A country and a peo- 
ple, which, under the cheering 
aufpices of liberty, muft infallibly 
excel in all things. The Republic 
has already begun to cultivate the 
arts and fciences in the moft effec- 
tual manner, by the eftabliftrment 
of a new academy upon a grand 
and extenfive national plan. Ve- 
terinary fcience occupies a place rn 
the firft clafs. The following citi- 
zens, namely, Thouin, Gilbert, 
Teffier, Cels, Parmentier, Huzard, 
are appointed refidentiary mem- 
bers. Huzard publiilied, laft year, • 
a ufeful little tradl on the preven* 
tion of the glanders. 

Charics Vial de Saint Bel, died ' 
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in the year 1793, in the profefFor- 
ihip at the London Veterinary 
College, to which he was intro- 
duced by the favour of two noble 
Earls ; and which office he filled, 
much to his own reputation, and to 
the fatisfaffcion of his noble pa- 
trons, and ,all concerned in that 
truly ufefuland patriotic inftitution. 
Mr. St. Bel's works have been col- 
lected, and publiflied in an Englifh 
drcfs, for the benefit of his widow. 
They contain much to intcreft 
every proprietor of horfes; but 
the chief novelty in the coUeflion 
is, the eflay on the geometrical 
proportions of the famous racer 
Eclipfc. The reader may, if he 
pleafe, fmile, and quote the father 
of biirlcfque poefy— 

N 

■ As whip*d lops, and bandied balls^ 

The learned hold, are animals ; 
So horfes they affirm to be, 
• Mere engines made by. geometry. 

But he will ftill find that the ani- 
mal ftru6lure, its proportions and 
progreffive powers, are the proper 
iubje£bs of geoH>ctrical and mathe- 
matical calculation; and that St 
Bel and the French writers, have 
treated on this branch of equef- 
trian fcience in a very comprehen- 
fiv€, perfpicuous, and fatisfadory 
manner. In this particular they 
excel, and I know of none of our 
Engliih writers who has attempted 
it, except Ofmer ; he appears m- 
dced to have underftood the me- 
chanical principles of progreffion 
in horfes; but was obvioufly un- 
prepared , to elucidate them in a 
precife and fcientific way. I 
would wiih to recommend warmly 
this part of St. Bel's works, with 
the valuable plates annexed, to 
the attention of the fporting read- 
f CT; he will find great help in thofe 
rational aiui well-grounded theo- 
ries, towards forming juft ideas of 
the moft perfe<£t fhape, and moft 
advantageous mode of progreffion 
in thiife herfes dcftined . to the 
Vat.XIL No. 71. 
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c9Urfe. I fhall have occafion to 
examme St. Hers fyftem of fhoe* 
ing, in its proper place; as alfo 
moft of thofe lubjedls which are 
handled in his writings. As to the 
numerous attempts hitherto made 
in the French fchools to cure the 
glanders, I muft own, liee noth- 
ing to wonder at in their ill fucc^fs. 
It appears evident to me (i fay this 
after good advice) ,that many of 
thofe he6tic patients died of the 
doaor.'' 

Our Author next proceeds to 
inveftigate Mr. Taplin's book, 
*' The Stable Direaory," and em- 
ploys thirty -four pages on that 
liibjea alone. Mr. Lawrence and 
Mr. Taplin, being both known to 
the perfon who makes this extraft, 
he, on that account, forbears quot- 
ing any part of Mr. Lawrence's 
criticifm, and likewife declines 
giving his opinion thereon, but re- 
fers both g^tlemen to the candid 
judgment of the readers of thek 
refpedlive works. 

The Second Chapter treats oa 
the horfe In general ; and thus Mr. 
Lawrence begins — 

" The horfe, to the eye of fci- 
ence, is the moft beautiful of all 
four-footed animals; fuperior to 
all in fymmetry of body, in fpeed, 
and in general utility to mankind. 
He poffefies in common with the 
human race, the reafoning faculty, 
the difference confifting only ia 
degree, or quantity. Human pride, 
prejudice, and cruelty alone, have 
queftioned this truth ; thofe paf- 
fions fufpcnded, it becomes in- 
ftantly obvious to common fenfe. 
The body then of the horfe, as 
well as that of every living crea- 
ture, is vivified and informed by a 
foul, or portion of intelleaual cle- 
ment fuper-added. This portion 
differs in degree, in diflferent ani- 
mals, according to the wife difpen- 
fation of nature. I hope I may- 
be alllowed to make ufe of the' 
term fouU without a<vy ofifence, d* 
Ll.^ ther 
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thcr to the matcrialift or the atheift ; 
and wuhal to add, that I conceive 
the difpute between them, and 
their antagonifts (like many other 
learned difputes) to be rather con- 
cerning the terms,. than the fub- 
flance of the argument. All par- 
ties evidently fee and feel a f9me- 
thing to cxift, which it is not in 
the power of rcalbn to get rid of, 
either in this world, or the next. 

Thefe free opinions may poflibly 
run 'counter to certain eilablifljed 
fyfterns, religious or prophane, 
but it does not thence follow, that 
they are contrary to truth; the 
only probable mode to attain 
which, that I am apprized of, is to 
|;ive reafon unbounded fcope, to 
jiKige impartially of the evidence 
before her. In purfuance of this 
philofophy, we will then fay, that 
as the anatomical art evinces the 
itri<a analogy between the brute 
and human body, fo the conftant 
experience of the fenfes confirms 
the fame, in refpe6t to the mind 
and its qualities, llie horfe is en- 
dowed with fiich as we are com- 
pelled to denominate qualities of 
.mind ; namely, perception, con- 
fcioufnefs, memory, free-will ; in 
thefcoriginate love, hatred, fear, 
fortitude, patience, generofity, obe- 
dience, a limited fenfe of juflicc. 
He reafons ; he therefore poiTcfTes 
an immortal and imperifliable foul. 

To fceptics (pretended or other- 
wife) I fay, if an animal reafons in 
degree, it is to pofltfs the realbning 
faculty. lb it not reafoning, and 
from experience too, to diflinguifli 
a mealuie of corn from a bag of 
nails ? And is it not by the help, of 
precifely the fame faculty, that 
they thcmfelves difcover the differ- 
ence between a plumb-pudding 
and a bulrulh ? Becaufe I am in- 
finitely interior in the power of 
reafoning to Socrates, or Hume, 
does it fottow, that the portion 
which I pai(efs, is not reafon, but 
inftindl ? Il io^ to be quit with you, 



I Ihalltake the liberty toaffcrt, that 
the mighty powers of thofe men 
were nothing more than a fupenor 
degree of injinfl. 

The reafoning faculties 6f brutes 
do not feem capable of taking a 
very extcnfive rage; but experi- 
ence evinces, that they are highly 
improveable. They reafon cor- 
re£tly enough from fimple ideas, 
but are incapable of much combi* 
nation, and feem to derive little or 
no benefit from analogies. Their 
memories (thofe of horfes in par- 
ticular) are occafionally very ftrong 
and retentive, and I have witnefTed 
fa6ls, which have been faithfully 
recorded therein for more than ten 
years. That they are confcious ^t 
every day witnels. 

I have many times fecn a favou- 
rite hackney walking, from her 
paddock to the ftable, through 
droves of young chicks and duck- 
lings, lifting up her feet, laying her 
ears, and putting her nofe aJmoft 
to the ground, left (lie Ihould tread 
upon them. The fame nnaie, trot- 
ing at full fpeed, once flew a 
rod out oi^ her way, that fhe 
might not tread upon a child, Vrho 
was accidentally cro fling the road. 
This was not the efFedl: of ftarting 
or ihying, to which fhe was at no 
rate addicted, except fometimes 
from afFetflation, and when fhe 
was in a gay humour, and fought 
to entertain her rider. 

The fame mare faved herfelf 
and Her mailer, at the Eaflcr hunt, 
upon Epping Foreft, whither he 
had once the curioOty to go: be 
was riding flowly and very hecd- 
lefsly up the bill^ abrcaft a wag- 
gon. The mare pricked her ears 
at a man and horfe comhng full 
fpeed down the hijl, exactly in her 
line of dire6tion ; and at their ap- 
proach hung back, and in an in- 
flant, with the dexterity of harle- 
quin, bobbed under the tail of the 
waggon. Ahorfeman behind, go- 
ing very fail, received the mighty 
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fiiock, which made the earth trem- 
ble. One horfc was killed out- 
right, and the fhoulder of the 
other fhattered to pieces. Thefe 
knights, it may be prefumed* were 
not of the order of ** the fons of 
care.*' I have a thorough convic- 
tion this animal a6bed in the above 
cited inftances, purely from the 
influenc,e of rational motives. 
^ I have already trefpaffed in the 
length of this digreffion, or I 
fhould prefent my reader with an 
anecdote of an Italian Buffalo, 
which for fome year's a6ted as a 
volunteer, in carrying the Cala- 
brian courier and his mail acrofs a 
river ; demonftrating a very extra- 
ordinary portion of fagacity. But 
as the work, in which I read this, 
abounds in curious information, 
and of a country and people little 
known to us, I refer the reader to 
it ; namely, Aufrere's Tour to Na^ 
pics.

THE GAME OF MA COMMERE, 
(aCCOMMODEZ MOi) 01^ HELP 
]4B NEIGHBOUR, 

THIS isa.I'rench game, refcm- 
bjcs much that of Commerce, 
is very diverting, being befidcs ve- 
ry eaiy, and a game that cannot be 
attended with much lofs. 

It is fo called, becaufe, the whole 
bufinefs of the player at this game 
i$ to endeavQur to acconimodate 
bimfelf by t^at of bis neighbour, a§ 
will l?e fc'^en, 

This game is played with an en- 
fire pack of fifty- two cards ; and it 
may be played by fey en or eight 
pcrfons, each one having a ftake, 
coiii^fting of ^s many counters as 
yon plcafe, and the counter is va- 
lued according to what yon intend 
to win or lofe : you are likcwife to 
determine how niuch the flafce (ball 
^e^ for that wins the game. 



After feeing who is to deal, the 
dealer ihuffles, and the cards are 
cut by his left-hand ' phycr. He 
then gives to cactt three cards, ei- 
ther oiie after the other, or all to- 
gether ; and then places the ftock 
on the table, without turning any 
card, as there is no trump at this 
game. 

The c^rds being dealt, all th»t 
you have fo do, is to try to get the 
point, the fequence, or the tricon; 
The tricon takes place of the fe- 
quence, and the fequence of the 
point ; and the higher al^'ays takes 
place of the lower when there arc 
two of the fame fort; and he of the 
two that is neareft the right hand of 
the dealer when there is an equality. 
You are to obferve that the ace is 
above the King, and goes for ele- 
ven points. 

The point at this game confifls in 
having three cards of the fame fuit, 
which is alfo called a flux. 

The fequence is three cards that 
follow in their natural order, as 
ace, king and queen, king, queen 
and knave, five, fix and fevep, &c. 
and is that which is called a tierce at ' 
piquet, with this diff^erence^ that at 
piquet the cards mud be all in the 
fame fuit, which here is not necef- 
fary, provided they follow in pro* 
per order. 

The tricon is three aces, three 
tens, or any other three in like 
manner. 

The eldeft hand, in order to ac- 
cornmodate bimfelf with the ad* 
vantages we have juft mentioned^ 
feparates. from hi* game fuch cards . 
as fuit him leail, and giving it tQ 
the player on his right hand, he 
fays, " Neighbour help me, orac* 
comn\pdate» mfe, who gives him in' 
return the card of his game that be 
finds leaft ufeful; and if he is not 
contented with his hand, he in lilfe 
manner changes With his right band 
neighbour, and fo of the reft, till 
fome of them has found out what 
he wanted ; in which cafe be fhows 
L 1 2 down 
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down his cards^ ftnd if nobody has 
a better point, fequencc, or tricon, 
than himtelf, he wins the party. 

You will remember what was be- 
fore faid, that the tricon takes 
place of the fcqiience, and that of 
the point ; and that when there is 
an equality, the elder hand wins it. 

He tliat wins by the point, draws 
the poui only ; but he that wins by 
th« fequcnce, gets not only the 
pbul, but a counter from each 
player; and he that ^^ins by the 
tricon, gets, befides the poul, two 
counters from each player. 

It is to be obfervcd, that fre- 
quently after the players have paflTed 
all their ufelefs cards about for a 
long time, they are not able to ac- 
commodate themfelvcs by the firft 
deal; and in that cafe, being tired 
with fcarching to no purpofc, the 
dealer gives to each of them another 
card from the ftock, and receivts 
one from each plaver in their room, 
beginning with the right hand play- 
er, and dealing from the top of the 
(lock; but this can only be done 
by common confent, for otherwife 
there mud be a new deal. 

When each player has got a fre(h 
card, they make the fame tour as 
before, each endeavouring to ac- 
feommodate himfclf by his ncigh- 
boBr til) one of them has got a 
point, fcquence, or tricon : they 
may even diaw a fecond card from 
the flock if they cannot fait thcm- 
- felves by the firfl 5 but that feldom 
happens, for they rarely deal more 
fhan twice. 

There is no othey penalty for 
dealing wrong, than dealing again $ 
if the pack is falfe, the deal is void, 
but the preceding ones (land good ! 
and even rhat, if it is finifhed, that 
is, if any of the players has won* 
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To the Prefidcnt, Vice PHident, Direften, 
Comnnttce, and Prdfcffor of ihe Vetcri* 
nary College, Camden Town, St. Paa- 
cras. 

WE the under- written old and 
tftabliihed Smiths and Far- 
riers of the metropolis, confcious of 
the little encouragement beflowed 
upon our profeflional exertions for 
Lcnturies pafl, as -well as the flill 
lefs inducement fpr either educa*. 
tion or ability, to embark in the 
caufe of reformation, faw with ex- 
treme pleafure the endeavours of a 
modern writer crowned with fuc- 
cefs, as well as the general zeal 
manifelled by public fubfcription, • 
for the eredion and fupport of 
your eflablifhment, upon an opi- 
nion that fuch inftitution was ori* 
nally intended for the improve- 
ment of Veterinarian Pradice on- 
ly, and not as it now appears fof 
the total monopoly of the trade, 
but tiie utter extindion of the 
tradefmen alfo Divefled of every 
malevolent idea, we naturally feel 
difpofed to re n. ark, that under 
fuch boaflcd patronage as was lo ig 
held 'to public view, in a hfl of 
opulent and diflinguifhed fubfcri- 
bers, we had every reafon to fup- 
pofe, fo great and unprecedented 
an eftabliihment, would have been 
enabled to fupport itfelf upon tbe 
broad bafis of its own excellence 
and boafted infallibility ; whether 
after near feven years trial, it has 
fo done, or is likely fo to do, let 
the repeated applications to Parlia« 
ment for pecuniary fupplies, im- 
partially fpeak in confirmatioD., 
Far would it have been from our 
intentions, to have rcmbnftrated^ 
againft any aft of the College, fo 
long as they had continued to a(ft 
within their own bounds, or even 
,the bounds of decency \ but when we 
find our very vitals^ and the Idpport 
of our families, attacked by a moft 

uupre- 
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^rapreeedented attempt at mtmd/i»ly^ 
we can but advert to the inconfiu- 
cncies by which fuch attempts arc 
Blade, and the diftrefles (if luch at- 
lemptS' had proved fucccfsful) in 
which ourfelves and families muft 
have been involved. 

Seeing with concern "/or^«" 
announced in the dinrnal prints 
«nder the manageme»t of the Pro- 
feflbr of the College, in ' various 
parts of the town, we claim the 
privilege of retaliation, and wifli 
to know, under what imaj^inary 
fuperiority, the theoretical Direc- 
tors of the College could fandlion, 
or permit, fo palpable an infult to 
Hie fir ft of the trade in the metro- 
polis; who, we prefume, (without 
k proftitution of confidence) are 
adequate to any tafk, or any won- 
derful cure, that has hithertp been 
J>erformed (or at ie^ft publiflied) 
from a fpot of fo much local cele- 
brity. » It is alfo to be pre fumed, 
tfhat with the forges of Lay ton, 
Moorcroft, Cunningham, Taplin, 
Henderfon, and Bond, at the Well 
end of the town, as well as Jones, 
Adams, and a long lift of et cereras 
at the other, no forge Could be re 
quired under fanftion of the Col- 
fege, cither in Grofvenor Mews, 
6r the Curtain Road, unlefs from a 
motive of courtly politenefs, that 
srt the public ditl not find it necef- 
fary to gratify the pfide and expec- 
totion of the College Advocates, 
by bringing a fufficiency of horfes 
to the College forge, they found it 
by no means inapplicable, to bring 
tile fdrges to them. How far this 
ungenerdus attempt at our total au- 
dihilation may fucceed, time, and 
probably a farther application for 
parliamentary aid, may hereafter 
explain. 

Wc arc too fully convinced of 
the ftrift candour of a difcerning 
and generous public, to doubt its 
protedion to us, who have fo many 



years laboured in its fervice, and 
ftiaii fo continue to do to the m^ 
moft extent of our abilities ; mean- 
ing by ho means (or under any 
confideration) to promife more 
than we rigidly ititend to perform ; 
not meaning by fuch declaration 
of integrity, to convey a contemp- 
tuous infinuation at an^ promife 
public kly made, in the original 
printed rules of the College, par- 
ticularly one now before us, which 
runs literally thus : 

" A Volume of the Tranfaftiofts 
of the College and School, (hail be 
publiflied annually, and delivered 
to each fubfcriber gratis.** 

Haw far this promife, made fe« 
ven years fince, has been perform- 
ed, the pubhc need noinfo-mation ; 
but we (who it is weli known are 
not the moft literary chara^Vc-g) 
remember no fuch annual volume, 
of either tranfa<^iions, difcoveries, 
<5ures, or improvements; but w« 
confefs to have fetn (at the expi- 
ration of feven years) the embryo 
of a volume, tonfifting of one- 
hundred and twenty (large margi*.^ 
nal) quarto pages, upon the fub- 
jeft of fhoeing,' price tvt'elve IhiU 
lings, which many of us admit to 
have read ; but from its paradoxi- 
cal, and perplexed ingenuity, w« 
are unable to ufiderftand In this 
ftate of Veterinarian improvement, 
in which we are fo immediately and 
materially implicated (by additional 
forges brougiu home to cur ^oors)^ 
we muft lay claim to a fimiiar de-> 
gree of free agency, and ftiall 
henceforth prefume to hold a pub- 
lic opinion upon public tranfa6ll- 
ons, by communicating futh w««. 
derful cures from the College, as 
the College and its indefatigable ad- 
vocates, may not deign to promul- 
gate in its annual volume of incre- 
dible incredibilities.

ON THE HUNTING OF THE ANCI- 
ENT INHABITANTS OF THIS 
ISLAND, BRITONS AND SAV- 
ONS, 

In a Lttter from the Rev. Samuel Pcggc, 
F. A. S . to Richard Gough» £f<i. Di« 
redlor. 

DEAR SIR» 

IN regard to your que (lion con- 
cerning the hunting of the an- 
cient inhabitants of the Ifland of 
Great Britain, the Britons and Sax- 
ons, the genuine and authentic no- 
tices which have come down to us 
relative to the cuftoms and manners 
of thofe two nations, are indeed 
but Very few, fo that much cannot 
rcafonabiy be expefted to have 
j^eached us on the fubje^t propofed. 
However, for the amuiement of 
yourfelf and friends, I (hail endea- 
vour to bring forth fuch paflages as 
have occurred to me in authors 
concerning this matter, with fome 
ncceflary remarks and obfervations, 
premiiTngand noting here once for 
ail, that the writers alluded to deal 
fo much in generals, that they af- 
ford us not many particulars re- 
fpe6ting the modes of proceeding 
of our anceftors in thofe early 
times in the great and important 
iujinefs^ as I may call it, of the 
chafe. 
The predominant paffion of the 



northern nations was war, as they 
wiihed for ho greater pleafurc than 
to drink and caroufe out of the 
(kuUs of their enemies, as appears 
both from the poems of Of5an,»if 
I may be allowed to cite that au- 
thor, and from Monficur Mallet. 
Now the very beft fcbool for war 
in thofe remote ages, when difci- 
pline was but little underftood, was 
huntings a^ wc learn from Xeno* 
phon, and has been repeated by 
many authors fince his time; yet 
was it more peculiarly fo in regard 
to thofe people we are here fpcak- 
ing of. ' The Greeks ufcd hunting 
as a paftime, or diverfion, and had 
arrived at great perfe<5tion in the 
fport, as we find by the author laft 
mentioned. The Romans did the 
fame, as appears from their minor 
poets 5 but Monfieur Mallet will . 
tell you, that hunting in the north 
was the conftant and daily exer- 
cife of the men, while the wo- 
men bad the care of every thing 
clfe. It will appear too, hereafter, 
when we come to mention the feve-. 
ral fpecics of beafts which they 
comnionly purfued, creatures wild 
and ferocious, that that employ- 
m^nt required, in its vtxy nature, 
the utmoft aflivity and dexterity, 
courage and condu<^ ; qualifications 
all extremely requisite, for the a4« 
vantageous meeting of their ene- 
mies in the field of battle. Xeno- 
phon^has accordingly made bis herO| 
the young Cyrus, a'great hunter. 
" But apart fi;om the gonfideration 
of hunting, as an ufeful preparative 
for the labours of war, our proge-. 
nitors had a kind of neceffity 
for it. They lived much, Caefar 
tells us, upon flefh. And thus, the 
boar, the wild buU, the hart aud 
hind, and the goat, all which wiU 
be mentioned hereafter, came to 
the table; and as to the vcnifon, 
Mr. Ivlacpherfon has given us their 
manner of baking or cool^ing it, 
wiih hot flones. The wild beafts 
again, the bear, the wolf, and the 

fox, 
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fdx, they would be dcfirous of de-' 
ftraying, for the fake of prefcrving 
their ufeful cattle^ or domeftic ani- 
mals, from their ravages, and devaf- 
tations. 

The northern parts of this ifle arc 
often fo fad bound and hardened 
by froft, or fo deeply covered with 
fnow for feveral months together, 
that one cannot fuppofe the natives 
could at fuch times either hunt the 
ferocious or the timid animal ; 
whence one is compelled to ima- 
gine, that they, as in other coun- 
tries, had fome method of prefcrv- 
ing the fJefh of their eatable game 
caught at other timrs; by drying, 
- falling, or oiherwife, againft Jhe 
hard and inclement feafon. 

I obferve next, that the country 
throughout was then extremely 
woody in comparifon of « hat it is 
now, when fo much is afferted, 
♦tilled and fed. What an immenfc 
traft of wood was the Saltus, Cale- 
donius of the Coritani, and the two 
others of the fame defcription, to 
' name no others? This is a cir- 
cumftance (o very unfavourable to 
mens' hunting on horfeback, that 

[ one is in a manner forced to con- 
clude, that, in thofc times the 
greatcft men purfucd their game, 

I whatever it wai, on foot. And this 
it feems was the manner of hunting 

I the'fox by our Kings in the thir 

|, tcenth century, where one horfe 
only was employed forthe purpofe, 
not of riding, but of carrying the 
toil. It is my firm opinion, that 
the heroes of antiquity proceeded 
no otherwife in the held fports; and 
that from thence fwiftnefs of foot 
became a quality of excellence and 
admiration. It feems, however, to 
have been otherwife in the* great 
. and magnificent huntings of the old 
Perfians. 

To go now to the fport itfelf, the 
Britons, I am of opinion, made ufe 
both of dogs and nets. Strabo 
informs us, that the Britifh' dogs 
were excelknt for hunting aiid war, 



and were exported for- thofe pur- 
pofes into other countries- And 
amongft the coins of Cuobelin, 
there appears a dog ftrong and tall 
enough to carry a lady upon him. 
Mr. Thorefby alfo in his Mufenm, 
regifters a Britifli coin, exhibiting a 
dog under a man on horfeback; 
whence I fufpe^l, that'Scrabo's Bri- 
tifh dogs, which were an article of 
commerce, and purchafed by the 
Celtae,as well to be ufed in war, as 
for the chafe, were of this bold and 
robuft kind, fuch as would aflauit a. 
Hag when at bay, or attack a bear, 
a boar, or a bull, upon occation ; 
though I do not obferve that Y>u 
Caius has mentioned this of fierce 
and valourous dogs in l)is treatife 
de Canihus Britianicis\ and yet they 
were brought up by the Romans, as 
Mr. Camden fliews, for the fporis of 
the amphitheatre. So far in regard 
to the interpretation of the palfagc 
in Strabo. It appears, however, 
from the exprefs teflimony of Ne- 
mefi^nus, that our Britons were an- 
ciently fatlious for dogs of rlie 
fwift and fleet kind, as well as for 
pugnaci >us and warlike fort for the 
combat ; the words are 

^ed non fpartanos tantum tanlttm$c 

Mohfus 
Pafcendum catulos : di*vifa Britiania 

tnittit 
Vehcesy nojirique orhis * venatibus 

ajitos, 

Nemefian Cynegef^ 123. 

And, indeed, I have formerly 
feen a ftrong and yet fwift kind of 
greyhound, which they termed 
a wolf dog^ or lyctfus» There 
was one at Lambeth palace, 
and another at Wentworth houfc; 
and if the breed be not now quite 
worn out, perhaps it may be found 
in Ireland or Scotland. 

I return now, Sir, to what I con- 

* Meaning Italy, or the Continent, 
Britain being fometimes termed Alteh 

O&BIS. 
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eeive to have been the commoii 
mcKleof hunting among the aDCieot 
B>iton$. When tue chafe was 
roufrd from his lair or den, which 
was done, I prefumc, more by bcat- 
ing» than by quefling, it was por- 
fued into the toil, and the hunters 
came up with their cry of dogs and 
arms, with their venabula^ or hunt* 
ing fpears, and their bows and ar- 
rows. A method of proceeding 
not much unlike, to compare fmail 
things with great, the grand fcenes 
of ancient and modern huntings 
amongd the oriental monarchs, at- 
tended by little armies in the field of 
fport. The whole is finely ex prefled 
by Virgil," in that appofite fimile of 
the Twelfth Book, where i£neas 
preifes upon Turn us, when hemmed 
in as it were on all fides : 

Inclufum veluti Jiquando in fiumine 

' naSus 
Cervum^ aut Jiunicca fejitum fwrms- 

dine penna^ 
Venator curfu canis^ et latratihus in- 
Jiat. 

jEn. XII. 349, 

The river here, and the red fea- 
thers^ correfpond to the toil. I 
have no evidence or authority, 'tis 
true, for the Britons ufing toils^ and 
thci;efore introduce them from ana- 
logy. All nations, I obferve, ufing 
them anciently in hunting of wild 
beads; and Xenophon minutely 
defcribing ihem even in hare hunt- 
ing ; and that they were ufually ap- 
plied in fox-hunting, we have above 
from the Wardrobe account of the 
thirteenth century. 

The arms of the hunters which I 
mentioned, were abfolutely nccef- 
fary for the favage beads, fierce 
enough by nature, when once ex 
afperatcd, and fighting in their own 
defence, and for their lives, were 
often very furious and dangerous to 
the afiaiiants. Adpnis is reported, 
by mod authors, to have been flaia 
by a wild boar. I need not take 



any further notice of the venabir 
lum, or fpear ; but as to the bows 
and arrows, the huutrcs Diana hai 
her bow ; and Virgil, in the fourtk 
iEneid, beautifully compares the 
loye-fick Queen to a kind ftrickcn 
with an arrow ; and what is mors to 
our prefcnt purpofc. King William 
Rufus, of Northern extraftion, 
was killed by an arrow in hunting, 
very foon after the Conqueft. 

As one may be allowed, I pre- 
fume, to argue from the cuftoms and 
prildtices of the Germans, to thofe 
of the old northern inhabitants of 
our ifland, I beg leave to obferve, 
that the Germans had a method, as 
appears from Caefar, of taking the 
larger wildanimils by the fovea, off 
pit fall, an artifice probably uot 
unknown here, and flill ufed 
abroad in regard to thofe unwieldy 
beads, the elephant and the rhino* 
ceros. 

The ©bjeas of the Britifh fponf. 
men was either the lavage and nox- 
ious animals, the bear, the boar, the 
wolf, the fox, and the bull; ortbofd 
of a more timid and harmlcfs na« 
ture, the hart, the hind, the roe* 
buck, and the goat. 

The Bear. 

For what relates to this animal, as 
cxifting once in Britain, I (ball refef 
you, Sir, to Camden, and the Dif- 
fertation on the Coritani, and there* 
to you may add Archbiffaop Uflier^s 
Antiquities, Dugdale*s Warwick-* 
^re, and Mr. Pennant's Zoology. 

The Boar. 

See the Eday 00 the Coins of 
Cund)eiin. 

The Wolf. 

I have nothing to add, to what 
Dr. Caius and Mr. Pennant have 
faid on this noxious bead, but that 
after ^he general daughter of him 
in the reign of King Edgar, there 
remain fome traces of bis continu- 
aace here, and that the Saxons

(railed January the Wolf-moiith 
from their great iierceii<;fs at that 
ieafoQ. 

The Fox. 

This, animal is an inmate of ^11 
the- cold Northern climates, and 
v^as every where an objedk of the 
chafe ; but as he is now fo well 
known, nothing need be faid of 
him here in particular. 

The mfd Bull. 

For tbU creatur€^ i«« the coins 

of Cunobelin, Glafsiii. No. 5, and 
Glafs v.- No, t. Mr. Pennant in 
the Zoology, vol. i. page 18, feems 
to think this animal to be extindt, 
\ hut the late Marraadukc Tunft*all, 
of Wycliffe,. Efq. whofe death I 
mod fincerely lament, fent me a 
print not long fincc, of the wild 
bull, of the ancient Caledonian 
breed, now ranging in the Park at 
Chillingham Caftle, in Northum- 
bcrlancf. Mr. Tunftall was no 
contemptible judge of thefe mat- 
ters, but perhaps not fo perfc(5l or 
accurate a connoifleur, as Mr. Pen- 
nant. See however this lad Gen- 
tleman's Second Tour to Scotland, 
page 109, to whom I fhall only add, 
that Fitz-Stephen reports, that in 
his time, the twelfth century, the 
immenfe foreft of Middlefex af- 
forded the wild bull ; and of his 
horns we may well foppofe the 
curious ancient drinking-horns 
were compofedj for which fee Cae- 
far and your Archseolo^a. 

You will wonder. Sir, perhaps, 
that the Wild Cat is not recorded 
here amoiigfl: the favage beads, 
as an obje^ of the Britons chafe, 
as it is true, that two or three cen- 
turies ago, we were wont to hunt 
it*. But Mr. Pennant having 
given us feme valid reafons for

thinking it is not an indigenous 
animal here, one knows not how %. 
to alfign it a Britifli antiquity in , 
th« illaud. . One docs not hear of 
any cat- hunting now, except ia , 
America. . 

The hart and the hind, the roe- 
buck and the goat, were the harm- 
lefs and inofFenfive obje£ks of the 
Britiih chafe ; but the cafe here is 
fo plaiiii that it is fufficient to name 
them. But then you .will fay. Why 
do you not mention the hare? 
Was not that creature to afford 
them diverfion? I anfwer; We 
are told by Caefar, that the Britons 
did not eat this animal, and there- 
fore, as it was harmlefs and iano« 
cent, they had no inducement to 
take any pains to deftroy it. Let 
us now vifit 

The Saxons. 

Imagining then that this people 
had the fame motives for deftrpy- 
ing the noxious animals, as theic 
predecefTors the Britons had, as alfo 
the fame object of amufement and 
diverfion, only adding to them the 
hare« we ihall have little more to 
do here on our fubje^b, than t© 
fhew good and fufficlent authority^ 
that this northern nation was fond 
of hunting, after they were once 
fettled in the ifland. 

In the reign of Wulfere, King 
of Mercia, about A. D. 660, Wul- 
fade and Rufioe, the King's fona* 
are faid to be chafing a hart, when 
they firft approached the cell of 
St. Chad, had converfe with him, 
and were converted by him' to the 
Chrifiian faith. This probably, 
and what follows of Wulfer's flay- 
ing both his fons with his own 
hands, are no better than legen. 
dary fiories ; but neverthelefs they 
may go fo far as to (hew what kind 
of diverfions, young princes ip. 
ihofe times were accufl:omcd to. 

Afler Menevenfis, reprcfents 

hunting as a laudable and princely 

art, when he mentions it as one.of

the acoomplifhments of the young 
iVlfrcd. •* In omni venatoria arte 
indujiricus venator inceffabilittr lahQ- 
rat {/, laborat) noH in vanum : nam 
in^cmJtaraMis omnibus /leritia a feli» 
t'ttate in ilia arte^ficut et in ceteris 
omninbuf Dei Jmisfuit.** 

-That lafcivious prince, King 
Edgar, who acceded to the throne, 
A* D. 91; 7, wandhg to detect the 
fraud and treachery of Earl Athel- 
wold, his favourite and confident 
in an affair of love, proje^ed a 
match of hunting in thofe parts 
where the lady refided, as if fuch 
rendezvous were not uncommon, 
and took that opportunity to (lay 
him. Edgar moreover, ordered a 
general hunting or malTacre of the 
wolves in his kingdom, as related 
above. 

And by a law of King Canute, 
every m^n might hunt in his own 
wood and grounds, but not to in- 
terfere with the royal dcmcfnes. 

In a MSS. Saxon Calendar, in 
the Cottonian Library. Tiber B. V. 
the month of September, is cba- 
ra6terifed by a wiid-boar hunting. 

The above, Sir, are all the parti- 
dllars i can at prefent recollect 
concerning the matter in hand, 
and I fear will prove little fatisfac< 
tory. One obfervation, however, 
I will fubjoin as a conclufion, that 
I find nothing either of the^ri or 
fbreft' in this period. The word 
fiark indeed, occurs among the 
Saxons as an inclofure, but not as 
particulariy appropriated to deer, 
though that be the ftnfe of it now, 
and England is famous for the 
great number of them ; but as to 
the other, iheforeft^ I find it not in 
the diflionary, and, in fa A, I be- 
lieve both the word, and the forefl 
la«', and all the terms and cxpref- 
fions relative to thofe privileged 
* diftri^s, were entirely the intro^ 
du^ion of the Normans. Confc- 
q^uently, if the monkiih hiftorians, 
writing pofterior to the Conqueft, 
ihouU at any time be found to 



drop an expreifion, allufive to the 
foreft, or the peculiar terms there- 
of, when fpeaking of the Britons 
or Saxons, it muft be by ^pnlehfis^ 
and not to be underftood ilrictly, 
but with latitude, and according t9 
analogy; juft as Mr. Macpherfon 
ufes the word foreft in Fingal.

SUDDEN DEATH Of MR, PA^MffR* 

ON Thurfday, thfc arf of Aii- 
guft, died at Liverpool, Mr. 
John Palmer, Comedian of Drury- 
laiie Theatre : while perforiping 
the part of the Stranger in the 



new play oi that name, he waj 
fei^ed with a fit in the middle of 
the third a6^, funk down upon the 
iiag^; and almost inftantatwsoufly 
expired ! — he had laboured for 
fome weeks under a dftpreflion 6f 
fpirits, occafioned by the lofs of a 
wife, a brother, and a fon, wirhin 
the ftiort fpace of feven mouths. • 

A corrcfpandcnt at Livefpod 
has favoured us with the following 
further particulars of this melan- 
choly event : • 

On Sunday, the 29th ult. 'Mr; 
Palmer dirieS with MetTrs. Hurft, 
Harj^merton, and Mara,' all beiong-^ 
ing to the i-iverpool Theatre. At, 
ter dinner, Mr. Hurft complained, 
that of lati he had ahyaj'S fonnd 
iiimfelf . exceedingly drowfy affer 
his meals'. Mr. Palmer, in a moflf 
friendly and feelihg manner farrf' 
« My dear E>ick,Ylo»^ ^<> be famili- 
arly ^called/Mr. Hurft), for Ood's 
fake erideaybur to overcome thof;* 
alarming i^iilp'toms ;" and,' after ;( 
ihor^paufei, added,. ** I fear, iny 
dear frjepd. that my own afflidion<^j 
(alluding *to' the recent lofs trf hjl 
wife and favourite fon), will ver^ 
fhortly bring me to my grave.*** 
For fome days however, he fecmetj 
to bear up^ againft thofe trying n^isr 
fortunes' wuh much refolution, and 
on the Wednefday following, pet-- 
formed the part oi Young JViHUfig^ 
in the Lyar^ with a confiderabJe 
degree of fpirit. On Thurfday ' 
morhihg he appeared rather cl^- 
jelled, and all the efforts of his 
friends >»ere fcarccly 'capable of 
rouzing hiiP from the ftate of me^ 
lancboly in which he appeared to 
have fpnk. In the evening o'f 
that day hie appeared in the cha- 
racter P^ th^ Stranger^ in the new 
play ^^ that name, and in the t\»'*o 
jirft afts exerted himfelf uirh great 
c^eft: in the third, he djfilaye'd 
evident marks of depreflSon, and as 
he w?s about to reply to the quef>

lion of Bann Stein/oriy relative to 
his children* he appeared wnu- 
fually agitated. He endeavoured to 
proceed, but his feelings evidently, 
overcame bltn; tlie hand of death 
arretted his progrefs, and he ii - 
ftantly fell upon his back, heaved a 
convulfivc (igh, and inllantly ex- 
pired without a groan. 

The audience fuppoted'for Ihe 
moment that his fall was nothing 
more than a fludied addition to 
the part, but dn feeing him carried 
off in deadly ftilFnefs, the ut4Jio(l 
aftoniftiment and terror becam<5 d«- 
pi^cd in every countenance. 
Hammerton, Callan, and Mara, 
^•cre the perfons who conveyed 
the lifclcfs corpfefrom the ttage 
into the fcene-room. Medical af- 
iiilance was immediately rprncured ; 
his veins were opened, but th'ey 
yielded not a fingle drop of blood, 
and every other means of refiifcita- 
tion was had. recourfc to without 
cfftQ* .THe gcn.tlcmcn of the fa- 
culty, finding every means ineffec- 
tual,* formally announced his death. 
The piercing ihrieks" of the wo- 
men," and the Heavy fighs of the 
meua which fucceeded this melan- 
choly annunciation, ex^ccerfed the 
power of language, to 'defcribe. 
The furgical operations' upon the 
body continued about an hour] af- 
ter which, all hopes ;pf|rccovery 
having. vaniQied; he wasrcarfitd 
home to his lodgings on a bier, 
^ where a regular inventory was im- 
' mediately taken of his property. 
Mr. Aickin, the manager,'came on 
the ftagc Jo announce the mtlan- 
choly event to the audience, biit fo 
comiJctely overcome with grief as 
to be incapable of uttering a fen- 
tcnce, and was at length* lorccd to 
retire without being able to make 
himfclf underftood : he was bathed 
in ttars, and for the moment funk 
.under the generous feelings of his 
manly rrature. Incledon then cfemc 
forward, and muftered ^ fuffitienl 
refoliiiion to communicate the 



dreadful circun^ftance. Theboufe 
was inflantly evacuated in mourti* 
ful (ilence, and tlK people formioj 
themfclvcs into parties, contem- 
plated the fatal occurrence in. the 
open fquare till a late hoOr next 
morning. Doctors Mitchell and 
Corry gave it as their opinion, that 
he certaiivly died of a b^ken heart, 
in confequence of the family afflic- 
tiohs which he iiad lately expe- 
rienced. Thus died one pf the moft 
able and ufeful performers the ftage 
has for iTiany years known, and one 
whofe lofs, we fear, will prove 
utterly irreparable. The pcrfwm* 
ancc announced for Friday wal 
poftponed, and the houfe fhut up 
on't^'e bccafion till Monday, when 
he was to be interred at the village 
of Warfon, near Liverpool. ^Jr. 
Palmer was in the 57th year of his 
age. Being involved fome years 
part in pecuniary embarraflments, 
his creditors -not Aeog-fince, infured 
his life at Blackfriars for 2000I. 
which funi they are of courfe en- 
titled to by Trts much-lamented 
death. — Peace to^bis amies !

The funeral of tbis much-la- 
mented a<5t6f took place on Mon^ 
day morning, Augiift 6, which was 
conduced with the mofl folemn 
te'fpeaabiiity. The hearfc was 
preceded by mutes on horfeback, 
lour' mourning coaches (being the 
whole the to%% n could.futnifb) and 
one glafs coach ; and followed by 
MclTrs. Aicker, Holman, Whit- 
field, Incltdon, Mattocks, and 
Wild. The chief mownwrs were 
Mr. Hurft (as his oldtft acqoain- 
tanc#) 64id'a Mr. Stcreits,coufin to 
the deccafcd. Next came Major 
Pott«, Capt. JSnow, (jfee gentle- 
man wbo performed near two years 
fince, at Covent Garden, under, 
fhe alTumed name of Hargrave), 
Captain Kc^nKdy,'Mfcnrs. Ham- 
merton, 
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iiri€t't«Mi, f arlcy, Tompkins, Toms, 
Emery, Df maria (the painttr) 
Clinch, HolUngfwood, and the refi 
of the company; the whole of 
whom accompanied the corpfe in 
tt^^ttrnful filencc from Liverpool to 
the n€igbbo»ingviIlflgc of Warton, 
whi»-e tfa« body was interred. 
There were alfo two or three 
eoacbes of private parties helonpng 
to trhc town. The proCeffiOn fet 
©ut at eight o'clock in the morning, 
and reached the church about half 
pall nine.

* RrCHARD FAIRBRpTHER 

Was born of humble, yet well 
difpofed parents, in EiTex, in the 
year 1 734. At an early period, he 
Ihewed a very great attachment to 
dogs and horfes, and, as he ad- 
vanced in life, his inclinations 
^vere bent towards hunting, which, 
as it received . no material check 
from his parents, grew upon him to 
fuch a degree,* that he refolved to 
leave every other mode of obtain- 
ing a livelihood, and give himfelf 
up totally to dogs and horfes; and 
accordingly, about the age of 
eighteen, entered into fervice in 
the capacity of groom, where he 
gained fon^e knowledge of horfes j 
but he had not yet attained the ob- 
ject of his defires, he was much 
fonder of dogs than horfes, ai^d 



his greateft delight was in the ftu- 
3y of the diflFerent fpecies of the 
canine race, the befl. manner of 
breeding them, the various difleoi^ 
pcrs they were fubje<ft to, and the 
befl and moil efife6lual means of 
reftoring them to health; fuch; ia 
youth, were his favourite purfiiits. 

The Author of this Biographical 
Sketch, requcfts the reader to ex- 
cufe his not enumerating the fevc* 
ral perfoi^s names, with whom 
Richard Fairbrother lived, before 
he arrived at an age fufficiently 
mature, to take upon him. the ma- 
nagement of a pack of houiids, 
which w^re not numerous. His 
good behaviour was fuch, that, it 
was no eafy matter to be difpleafed 
with^him; and if at any time he did 
offend, he always endeavoured^ t^ 
the utmoil of his power, to makf 
up for it by his future attention an^ 
obedience. » 

His relations being in ind]gen| 
circtimflances, it was not poffiblci 
or even to be expelled, that h^ 
fhould receive any extraordjnanr 
educatioif; but notwithllandinj; 
fuch difad vantages, there .was ^ 
fomcthing in his behaviour far 
above the lower order of people, 
and which was much improved af<r 
ter he became a huntfman, on ac* 
count of his frequently converfing 
with gentlemen who took that di- 
vcrfion. . r 

After having gone through, witli 
a cheerful mind, the different 
ftages, which were only prepara- 
tory to his greated ambition, and 
having with ipuch application 
gained a fufficient knowledge of 
dogs and iiorfe^, to qualify him for 
O a2 the 
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the employ be fo'muck wKbed, he 
at lengt^ entered into the fervice 
of a j^eiitleman, in the quality of 
huntmian, where his talents in that 
line foon became confpicuous, and 
confirmed him in his choice of the 
fituation, which his inclination led 
him to prefer. I muft here again 
^^eg leave to pafs over the names of 
thofe with whom hfe fir ft lived in 
that capacity, that I may make 
mention of that more celebrated 
Tmrt of his life, which he fpent in 
the fervice. ■ ■ Ruffcl, Efq. 

in RlTex, Xht fame of whofe fox 
lipunds, I doubt not but every 
fportfman nuift recolle£t, and which 
the fubje^tof this article hunted in 
fuch a manner, as rendered his 
mme famous throughout that part 
of the country, and gained him 
the eftetm of his mafter, which he 
enjoyed many years.— Leaving that 
phce, he then went info the fer- 
irice of Harding Newman, Efq. of 
Nayeftock, in ElTex, whofe fox 
llOtinds were likewife looked upon 
as equal to any in the kingdom. In 
this gentleman's fervice, he rode a 
l)orfe, at that time well known to 
Iportfmen by the name of Jdlly 
^ogn\ which carried him through 
fome of the ievereft chafes ever 
fcnoun in this kingdom * ; and by 
his extraordinary feats in the chafe, 
iinited to fuperibr talents, he 
rained the admiration of every 
one. Here I fhould not omit to 
mention a very long chafe which 
happened during the time he was 
in Mr. Newman's fervice. On 
the ad of December, 1793, they 
found a fox at Bromfield Hall 
Wood, near Chelmsford, and after 
a* chafe of more than twenty -fix 
miles, without the leafl check, ran 
into him, as he was attempting to 
get into Lord Maynard's Garden, 
at Dunmow; and it is worth re- 
marking, that the hounds purfued

the fpx through feveral herds of 
deer, and an amaainft guantity of 
hares, with a fteadineis not tO' be 
furpafiedby any of the crack packs 
which hunt that country. I am 
forry I caniiot give other inftances 
fimilar to this, (which are fufficirnt- 
ly numerous) for want of an ac* 
curate defcription of places. Ri* 
chard lived in this place feveral 
years ; at length finding himfclf ad- 
vancing in age, and in a manner 
furrounded by a large family, 
which looked up to him for its 
Chief fuppbrt, he began to enter- 
tain thoughts of quitting the fox 
hourids entirely, and entering into 
fome other ftation of life, which 
did not require fo much exertion, 
and which would be attended with 
lefs danger ; not through a fear of I 
death, but in confideration of the 
injurjr hia family might fufiain by 
his lofs. * 

He might have had employment | 
as a gamekeeper, but an opportu- 
tunity offering, he preferred hunt- 
ing a pack of harriers, to that of 
(hootrng ; and accordingly engaged 
himfelf with a gentleman, about 
three miles from Romford, in Ef- 
fex, where he fpent the remaiader 
of his life, in a manner much to 
his o^vn comfort and fatisfa^lion. 
In this place he enjoyed himfclf, 
not quire four years, during which 
period he lived in a Cottage, at a 
little, diftance from his npafter's 
houfe, with his wife and children, 
leading in his old age a peaceable 
life, like one retired from, and 
wearied with, the yarious fcenes 
and viciffitudes of human affairs. 

He conftantly, during the feafon, 
hunted the hounds of the gentle- 
man alluded to, three times a week, 
and was never known during that 
period, to conduft himfelf wim the 
leaft impropriety ; on the contrary, 
it was oblervcd by moft people, 
that he behaved much better tbaU 
the generality of thofe in his fta* 
tion «tid« i will not pretend t<^ 
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JTay, that be was entirely free from 
faults, but they were fo very tri- 
fling, that his other good qualities 
totally counterbalanced them. His 
tender regard for tiis family, and 
the care he took of it, are very 
much to be commended, (which 
though large) he contrived at all 
times to keep decent, and from 
u'ant; and much to his credit, he 
never fufFcrcd his children to ufe 
fiich converfation, or mix with 
fuch companions, as might tend to 
corrupt their morals. . As foon as 
they were able to obtain any thing 
towards their own mainrenance, he 
found means to get them em- 
ployed. 

The care alfo he took- of both 
dogs and horfes, is very much to 
his credit, and merit the warmeft 
commendation. 

He was a tall man, but by no 
means lufty. He complained of 
being unwell during the fummer, 
and after a few days very fevere ill- 
nefs, he expired on Saturday 
rtiorning, ihe 8th of September in- 
itant, in the 64th year of his age ; 
^nd was buried on the Thuriday 
following at Chigwcll» very much 
regretted, not only by the gentle- 
men of the chace, but by every 
one who knew him. 1 believe I 
iTiay fairly fay with Lord Thomas 
Manfcl, in rcfpedt to Evan Rees, 
the celebrated Welch huntfman,

PZteSENTATIOK OF COLOURS TO 
TH£ JJATFIELD VOLUNTEERS. 

ON Wednefday the jth inftant, 
the Marchionefs of Salilbury 
prefeated the Hatfield Volunteers 
with a very handfome (land of co- 



lours. ^ The company was drawii 
up in the front of Hatfield Houfe, 
when a very excellent difcourfe 
was delivered, and the colour^ 
confccrated by the Rev. Mr. Keet, 
Reftor of Hatfield; which being 
done, the Marchionefs prefcntcd , 
the flandard to Captain Pe;irofe| 
with the following fpcech : , 

" GENTLEMEN, • 

*' The pronciency you have, ii| 
Co ihort a time, made 'in the ufe of 
arms, has obtained the applaufe of 
all thofe who have had opportunities 
of obferving it ; and affords an ho- 
nourable proof of your attention^ 
your zeal, and your patriotifm. 
To your ceurage and loyalty, and 
to tlie attachment which in your 
refpeflive fituations you before felt 
to our Government and Confti- 
tution, you now add the union, the 
difciplinc, and the expertnefs of 
foldiers. 

" That no part of a military 
eftabliftiment may be wanting to 
you, permit me to defire your ac- 
ceptance of thefc colours, as a inarfc 
of the fenfe I entertain of your me- 
rit, ajnd of the gratitude I feel, in 
common with my neighbours, foe 
the fccurity we derive from your 
vigilance and fidelity. 

** I prcfent them to you in th« 
fulleft confidence that they will b^ 
valiantly defended; for in defend- 
ing them, you will be animated by 
the reflection, that you are, at tb« 
fame time, defending your religion, 
your King and country, your pro- 
perty, your wives and your chiU 
dren, and all that is dear and valu- 
able to men and Engliftimen," 

Captain Penrofc fpoke in replf 
as follows : 

*• I feel particularly happy that 
it has fallen to my lot to recejv^ 
from your LadyOiip's hand the 
fplendid mark of honour juft pre- 
fented to the Hatfield Volunteers* 
and I am defired by the company 
to rcqueft that ypu will have the 
goodncfc to accept their very grate- 
ful 
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ful thanks. Permit mc^ Madam, 
to add, that we feel that honour 
greatly enhanced, in .being con- 
ferred by a lady, not more con- 
fpicuous for her high rank and birth, 
than for her fuperior mental accom- 
pli fli meats. 

" After the very flattering com- 
|)limentsandimprcirivc fpecch with 
which the noble MarchioneCs has 
honoured us, and the very eloquent 
and perfuafivc difcourfe juft deli- 
vered by our worthy Rcdlor, it 
would be prcfumption in me to 
add one word of advice to the 
Hatfield Volunteers. I (hall there- 
fore only obferve, that from the 
firft hour of their noble and patriotic 
offers of fcrvice, their condudt has 

' been uniformly meritorious and 
orderly. And I feel confident, 
that their future behaviour will 
clearly evince to the wopld, that 
they are not unworthy the high 
honours committed to their care; 
and that they will, at all limes, 
protc6t and defend them with the 
mod undaunted courage and bra- 

' very. s 
* ** I therefore hope and truft, 
that this ftandard will be preferved 
pure and unfuUied to the moft 
diftant period, and that it will always 
be confidered as the rallying point 
of the Hatfield Volunteers, in de- 
fence of their religion, their King, 
and their glorious Conftitution." 

The colours being delivered to 
the Enfign, the Volunteers fired 
three vollies, and went through 
their different evolutions in fuch a 
fteady and foldier like manner, as 
did infinite credit to ihemfelves, 
and was highly gratifying to a vaft 
coHCOurfe of fpcdl^tors aflembled 
on the occafion. 

A public breakfafl was given by 
Lady JSalifbury to all the nobility 
and gentry of the neighbourhood, 
and an elegant dinner was provided 
for the Volunteers. The affability 
and attention of the noble Mar- 
Chioiy:fs added to the wcU-kpown 



hofpitality of Hatfield Houfe» could 
not fail to render the day com- 
pletely happy and convivial. . 

On Friday the 7th inflant, the 
Volunteers were entertained by 
Captain Penrofe, at his own boufe, 
where a mofl excellent dinner was 
proviiled for the whole company, 
and never was a day fpcnt in more 
perfed harmony and conviviality. 



PBSSEKTATION OF A STANDARD 
TO THE LOYAL ESSEX TROOP 
OF YEOMANRY. 

On Wcdncfday the 5th inftant, 
the Loyal Eflex Troop of Yeoman- 
ry, commanded by Col. Burgoync, 
received their ftandard from th« 
hands of Mrs. Montagu Burgoync. 
Four troops of yeomanry cavalry 
and two of infantry^ atfended on 
this occafion, and formed a moft 
refpedlable line on Thorn wood 
Common, in the vicinity of Bulh 
Fair Common. Capt. Conyers's, or 
the firft troop, was nn the right, 
and Capt. Ravnsford's on the left. 
The Hatfield '(Regis) Volunteers 
were commanded by Capt. Allen; 
the Ongar Volunteers by Capt. Dy- 
er. The other two troops were 
Capt. Houblon's and Capt. Han- 
kin's. They all made a very mili- 
tary appearance, and did great cre- 
dit to their refpedivc commanders. 
About one o'clock Mrs. Montagu 
Burgoync, delivered from a plat- 
form ere6bed on the occafion, a 
beautiful ftandard, embroidered by 
hcrfclf and eldeft daughter. 

The ceremony commenced by 
the confecration, which was per- 
formed in a very folemn and encr* 
gctic manner by the Rev. Mr. 
Miller, of Hirlow. ^ 

After this part of the ceremony, 
the ftandard was then delivered by 
Mrs. Montagu Burgoync to the Co** 
louel, with thefe words ; — 



i( 
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SIR, 



*' I have great ple^furc in pre- 
fenting this ftandard to the Troop 
of Yeomanry which you have the 
honour to command, certain that 
the EflTex Yeomanry will aUays 
diftinguifti themfclves by their loy- 
alty to their King and country, 
and bv their valour in defending 
them.'' 

The Colonel thcn^addrefled the 
donor of the flandard as follows: 

** MADAM, 

** I do not feel a little proud 
that the Loyal E()rcx Yeomanry 
Ihould receive their ftandard from 
a perfon fo nearly allied to me as 
yourfelf. When we took up arras 
in oUr country's caufe, we confi- 
dcred the many blcliings we enjoy 
iinder that conftitution which we 
have fworn to maintain. But per- 
mit rhc to affure you, that the pro- 
t€<5tion of your fex, and the prc- 
fefvatibn ' of our comforts, were 
among the ftrft objedls of our 
concern. Yes, Madam, the Loyal 
Eflcx Yeomanry love their wives 
'rfiid families, and will defend them." 

Then turning to his troop and 
the reft of the Volunteers, he ad- 
drcflcd them in the following words : 

*' This ftandard is committed to 
our care, and by' receiving it we 
confirm the facred obligation we 
have entered into, to maintain that 
conftitution under which we have 
lived free and happy, and for which 
our anc^ftbrs fought and bled : to 
fupport * the laws which diftribute 
equal juftice to the poor and to the 
rich; to defend our gracious So- 
vereign in the execution of thofe 
laws, which are the fafeguards not 
only of our property, but of our 
liberty and our religion. 

" If ever we &ould be fum- 
moned on a6tive fervice againft 
the attacks of foreign foes, or 
([what Heaven avert) againft the 
internal enemits of our peace and 



happinefs, Ittiis -ftandard,. I truft, 
will animate every man amongft 
us to ufc his utmoft exertions, and 
be the fignal that leads to vicStory in 
a good caufc. But fliould our coun:- 
try not call upon us to fight in her . 
defence, ftill we muft confider this 
ftandard as the pledge of our future 
condu<a ; and if it be not neccfiary 
for us to conquer by our arms, let 
us reform by our good example.' 
Each of us fliould confider thi« < 
ftandard as his coat of arras, whick 
his condud may ennoble, but whiclj 
his n^ift)ehaviour muft difgracc. - 
" I beg now to offer you my ac- 
knowledgments for the fupport 
you have.given me in raifingihis 
troop, and for your orderly beha- 
viour, and conftant attention to 
thofe duties which you have volun- 
tarily impofed on yourfelves. By 
perfevering in the fame line of con- 
duft, you will make me fupremely 
happy, yourfelves uleful io your 
country, and your country proud 
of you. 

" To you,. my brethren inarms, 
though not enrolled in the fame- 
troop, yet embarked in the fame 
glbriojs caufe, and acting on the 
fame principles of defending our 
king and country, permit me tb 
fay a few words. Such a fight as 
we now behold muft gladden the 
heart of every Briton. Men of 
your refpeaability coming forward 
without fee or reward in defence 
of every thing that is dear to us, 
have proved the falvation of your 
country. Vain threats, infidious 
proclamations, and bafe treachery, 
are all that we have received from 
an infolent and implacable foe. 
The army, which thev have arro- 
gantly termed the « Army of Eng- 
land,* has not dared even to at-' 
tempt to fet a foot on Englifti ^ 
ground, and the feeble efi'ort which 
they have made on a fifter, king- 
dom, will only briqg a curfe on 
them from the deluded vidims of 

French 
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French perfidy and treachery. But 
my feelings on thisoccafion are ex- 
cited in a peculiar degree. I fee 
names written in charaSiers of goid 
i>n that ftandard, which arc more 
ilrongly infcribcd on my heart. 
Four years have pafled fincc you 
conferred on me and the regiment 
under my command, this mark of 
your approbation, in a manner To 
honourable to yourfelves, and fo 
flattering to me. I witneffed the 
yeal and anxiety whtch you ex- 
prefled to come forward in defence 
of your country ; and you only 
waited to be called on to prove the 
Cncerity of your profeffions. That 
tappy period arrived, when a 
neighbouring gentleman, much to 
his credit, and in a manner that en- 
titles him to the thanks of his 
country, raifcd ' The Firft Troofi 
0/ Efex Yeomanry.' The bright 
example was foon followed, and 
we can now boaft of armed yeo- 
manry equal, if not fuperior, to any 
other county. I am not unmind- 
ful of favours iince conferred on 
roe ; but though I feel them, I (hall 
not, for rcafons too obvious, now 
Jhtah of them :— unanimity muft 
be our firft principle. Free to 
ourfelvcs, and firmly united, we 
are invulnerable: but divided and 
difunitcd, we fall a prey to our 
common enemy. Away wub all 
•party fpirit, all illiberal jealouhcs, 
"all petty feuds and anin^ofities I 
Let our" only/tfr/y be omt country^ 
our only contention who fhould 
beft dcferve its applaufe. ^ 

** I will no longer trcfpais on 
your time than to offer you my 
inoft fincere and cordial thanks; 
and though not privileged by the 
facred proftffion of my lefpeftable 
•friend, I cannot help uttering my 
good wiQics for the Yeomanry of 
the county of Effex in fcripturc 
•language, and faying with fincerity, 
** peace be within your walls, and 
pknty within your dwellings! may 



your fons grow up like yooii|r 
plants! may your. garners be full 
and plenteous with all manner of 
ftore ! may your flieep bring forth 
thoufands and ten thoufands in your 
fields ! may your oxen be flrong 
to labour, that there be no decay, 
no leading into captivity, nor com- 
plaining in your ftreets ! may you, 
as g©od Chriftians, long enjoy the 
bleffings of a free, a happy, and a 
glorious Conftitution !** 

After the ceremony, the Whole 
moved in proceffion to £u(h Fair 
Common, where upwards of four 
hundred dined in a large booth 
prepared for the occafion. In the 
evening there was a dance for the 
ladies. Nothing coujd exceed the 
mirth and conviviality of the com- 
pany, who expreffed themfelves 
highly fatisfied with every part of 
this day's entertainment*

BOW TO MAKE THE PAXiiCER AK^ 
« MAY FLY. 

THERE have been various 
difputes whether the paU 
mer's (liould be made with wings, 
or not, all exceedingly idle and iu- 
tile, therefore I dare venture to fay 
they fhould not, nor will I ever re- 
cant from what 1 aver, until fome 
one can affurc rae for a truth, that 
they have fcen a caterpillar, or 
Worm with wings; a fpecies of 
Which they certainly are. No one 
as yet has ever given an account 
how to make the palmer-worms, 
but it has been fo erroneous, dark, 
and unintelligible, that it would be 
tmpoffible for a tyro in the art of 
angling to make either head or tail 
t)f it ; therefore, I fhall inform the 
reader how to perform it, in fo 
plain and eafy a manner, that if he 
has got a grain of mechanifra in his 
corapofition, he will fully compre- 
hend the method ; but if after ail 
he fliould find himfelf at a lofs, the 
"only thing I can recommend him to 
^o is, to ^e fome (kilful hand make 
Wh the Palmer aiid May-fly. 

Firftj lay all the materials by the 
Sde of you, viz. half a yard of fine 
round even fiik worm, gut ; half 
a yard of red filk well waxed with 
>vax of the fanic colour; a hook, 
the fize No. 6, a needle; fome 
ftrands of an Oftrich's feather, and 
, a fine red' hackle : then take the 
hook and hold it by the bent be- 
tween the fore finger and thumb 
Of your left hand, with the fhank 
towards your right band, and with 
the point and beard of the hook, 
not under your finger*, but nearly 
parallel with the tops oi them: 
afterwards take the filk and hold it 
^ewlfe about the middle of it, 
*Hth your book, oo« part laying 
VpL.XII. No. 72, 



along the infide of it to your left 
hand, the other to the right ; then 
take that part of the filk which lies 
towards your right hand, betwcco 
the fore finger apd thumb of that 
hand, and holding that part towards 
your left tight along the infide of 
the hook, whip that to the right 
three or four times round the (hank 
of the hook towards the right hand; 
after which, take the filk worm gut 
and lay either of its ends along the 
infide of the (hank of the hook^ 
till it comes near the bent of it; 
then hold the hook, filk and gut, 
tight between the fore finger and 
thumb of your left hand, and af- 
terwards give that part of the filk 
to yout: right hand, three or Jour 
whips more over- both hook and 
gut till it comes near the end of the 
fiiank, and make a loop and faflea 
it tight ; then whip it neatly aga|,a 
over both filk, gpt, and hopk, till it 
comes near the bent of the hook, 
after which make another loop and 
faflen it again; then, if the gut 
(hould reach further than the bent 
of the hook,' cut it off, and your 
hook will be whipped on, and the 
parts of the filk hang from the bent 
of it. 

Having proceeded fo far, wax 
the longeft end of the filk again, 
and take three or four ftrands of 
an Oflrich's feather; and holding 
them and the hook as in the firft 
pofition, the* feathers to the left 
hand, and the roc^ts of them in the 
bent of the hook, with the filk tha^ 
you waxed laft, whip them three 
or four times round ; make a loop, 
and fafien them tight ; then turn- 
ing the flrands to the right hand, 
and twifiing them and the filk to- 
gether, with your fore finger and 
;humb of your right hand, wind 
them round the fiiank of tfcus hook 
till you' come to the place where 
you firft fattened, then make » 
loop and fafien them again ; if the 
flrands fhould not be lon^ enough 
to wind as' far as is neceffary round 
? p ' the 
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the (hank, when the filk gets bare, 
you muft twift others on it.. Hav- 
ing performed this, take your fcif- 
fars and cut the body of the pal- 
mer into an oval form, that is, fnttiU 
at the bent and tbei cad of the 
ihank, but full in (Ue center; do 
not cut too much of the dubbing 
off. Now both the ends of the 
filk are feparated, one at the bent, 
Another at the end of the (hank, 
wax them both again ; then take 
the hackle, hold the fmall end of 
it between liie fore finger and 
thumb of your left hand, and flroke 
the fibres of it with ihofc of your 
right the contrary way from which 
they are formed : hold your hook 
as .in the firft pofi lion, and place 
tTie point of the hackle in its bent, 
virji that tide which grows neareft 
the cock upwards, and then whip 
It tight to the hook ; but in faften- 
jilig it, tie as few fibres in as you can 
poffibly avoid. The hackle being 
feft, take it by the great end, and 
keeping the fide nearefl the cock 
to the left hand, begin with your 
right hand to wind it up the ihank 
upon the dubb|ng, (lopping every 
fecond turn, and holding what you 
have yvouud, tight with your left 
lingers, whilft with the needle you 
pic-k out the fibres you will una- 
voidably take in. Proceed in this 
manner till you come to the place 
where you firll fafttued, and where 
an end of the filk is, then clip off 
thofe fibres of the hackle which 
you held between your finger and 
thumb; clofe to the ftem, and hold 
the ftem clofe to the hook ; after- 
wards take the filk in your right 
hand, and whip the flem very laft 
to the hook, then make a loop and 
faftcn it tight. Take your pen-knife, 
and if that part of the ilem next 
the fhank of the hook, is as long 
as the part of the hook which is 
bare, pare it fine, wax your Elk, 
and bind it neatly on the remain- 
ing bare part of the hook, then 
' lalten the filk tight^ and fprtad 



fome {hoemaker*s wax ^ry lightly 
on your laft binding; after that, 
clip off the ends of the remaining 
filk both at the (hank and beat of 
the hook, and all fibres that ftart 
or ftand ill conditioned, and th^- 
whole is Completed, 

This is called the palmer-fly. or 
plain hackle, and may, inftead of 
the Oftrich's feather above men- 
tioned, be dubbed with black fpa- 
nieFs fur, and is a very excellent 
killer. There are three more pal- 
mer's which are all to be made m 
the fame manner as I have^ laid 
down, only with different articles, 
which are as follow : 



Great Palmer^ «* Hackle. 
Dubbed, the fame as the plairt 
hackle with the ftrands off an Of- 
trich's feather, or a black fpanicrs 
fur, and wrapped with red pea- 
cock's hackle untrimmcd, that is, 
leaving tlie whole length of the 
hackle ftaring out (for fomctimei 
the fibres of the hackle are to b« 
fliortened all over, fometimet 
barbed only a little, and fotnetimcs 
clofe underneath) leaving the whole 
length of fibres on the top, or back 
of the fly, which makes it fwim bet- 
ter, and on a whirling round wa- 
ter, kills great fifli. 

Golden Palmer^ or Haekle^ 
The fame dubbing, ribbed whh 
gold twift, and a- red hackle over 
all. 

Stiver Hacile. 
Made with a black body alfo, 
(liver twift over, liiat, and a red 
hackle over ili. 

The variation that is, to be ob- 
ferved in making the gold and fiL- 
ver palmer's 15 this, that when you 
whip the end of the hackle to ihe 
bent of the hook, you muft alfo do 
the fame to the gold or filver twift, 
and tirft wind cither of them on 
the dubbing, obierving that they 
lie flat oa it, a^d then feften off^ 

after- 
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aftfrvards jMroceed witb the hackle 
a$ dire£bed ; or you may wind the 
haekle on the dubbing firfl, ^nd 
rib the body with cithpr of the 
twiiis afterwards. 

Thqfe are the ftandard hackles 
in fly fidiing, ^qd ^re taken any 
month in the year, iFrom nine to 
ritsrcn in thQ morning, and from 
one to three in the evening, and 
upon any water ; though you njuft 
!i|ve difrcrqut fixes of thqm, and 
dubbed with differei>t colours, that 
you may always be able to fuit ei- 
ther a clear, or a dark water, or a 
bright, or cloudy aunofphere'; ob- 
fcrving that fmall light-coloured 
flies arc for clear water and fl^icg ; 
and the larger^ for dark and cloudy 
phes. ' 

Thefe palmers (as I faid before) 
being taken every month in the 
year, wheii I come to treat of the 
flics proper for each month, I (hall 
not take any notice again of the 
four which J have fet down; for 
that would be totally unncccifery ; 
but the others that deviate in their 
fizc and dubbing from the general 
rule, will be fqlly exprefled. ' 

The angler fliould always try the 
pahners firft, when he fifties in a ri- 
ver that he i$ unaccuftomed to ; 
, even in that which he conftantly 
nfcs, without he knows what fly is 
on the water, and they (hould never 
be changed till hedo^s; the only 
way to come to the true knowledge 
of which, he muft obferve an old 
eflabliflied rule laid down for that 
purpofe; and as it is poetically de- 
fcribcd by Mr. Gay, we ihall give 
it in our poetical department, '

HINTS TO SPO|lT^MEVi 

0UAUFICAT|ON to keejp 
a gun or dog, is only to hunt 
in a' man's vwn ground. 

Game-keepers cannot, merely as 
fuch, keep dogs, guns, or net«, bnt 
muft for that purpofe be duly qua- 
lified by law. 

If I drive a deer that is com© 

upon my laifds off them, with my 

dogs, and t"he dogs foUo^y the decff 

fp^ int^ 
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9wner of the park may kill the dogs. 

If the keeper follows a buck 
which is chafed out of the park, 
though he who hunts him kills him 
in his own ground, yet the keeper 
may enter into his ground, and re- 
take the deer. 

If A darts an hare in my clofe, 
and kills her there, it is my hare ; 
but if A hunts her into B's, and 
kills her there, then it is the hun- 
ters. 

But if A fiarts an hare in his own 
clofi^, and hunts her into B's, and 
kills her there, yet the original p/o* 
percy is (liil in A, and the courting 
is a continuation of the property. 

You ciinnot juftify your entry 
for hares into the freehold of ano-^ 
ther. 

If a qualified perfon (hoots game 
in his own land* and it fails into 
another man's ground, the fportf- 
man may follow and take the bird, 
and is not punifliable, bat only for 
his entry into the other man's 
ground. ' 

But where the game flies into 
another perfon 's warren, and the 
iportfman kills shim there, the 
/:arryingaway,as well as the entry, 
is iertious. 

A man may follow his hound in 
purfuit of game, into another man's 
ground, being found in his ou-n. 

If a man 
own warren, 
ther's, the fportfman cannot enter 
in order to take up the bird. 

In fome placet a man may iland 
in one county, and ilioot into two 
or three, fo that the venue mufl be 
laid where the offence was com- 
mitted, and that is, where the party 
flood when he fhot, not where the 
object was which he fhot at.

concavity between the bars and the 
cruft, and if the horfe be obliged 
to worl(, then it will be nec^iiary 
to employ a bar (hoc, to reft on the 
frog, and raifed from the.' foie at 
the heels. /But w here. the fole can 
be prefervcd ojiiy for a few weeks^ 
it will grow t fufiiciently to be mad^ 
iconQavc with a drawing knife^ be?- 
jtween the bars and cruft; and then 
the heels of 4hc fhoe may be flat, 
>*'ithout toujching the fble, 
i, '* Mjr. Saintbcl employed a Ihoe 
with a flat ^ upper ifarfacc^ but, 
from npt attending to; the very im- 
portant operation ,ofr removing the 
fole lender the. heels of the fhoe^ 
and thQ'^ndifcriminate application 
ftf a fiat furface at every part of the 
flKie,.ta;everyvkind of hoof, it frc- 
^iicf^tly failed of fuccefs. 
U .'* The.beft form for the external 
iurfece pf ihe fhoe,/ is a regular 
^oo^ayity ;» that, is, the common 
fcoc*«revci^ed.^ This flioc leaves 
the hoof : of the fjJm€ figure when 
ftKid, as .be fore its application. And 
it. is; evident^ .that a concavity has 
more points of.conta<fl with^pave- 
m&sM and> other> convex bodies, 
than a ftat or jcoovex furface,^ and 
that, the; horXe is confequently more 
^cure on his legs. , A fhoe that is 
flat cxter,naUy^ may prefer ve the 
Ijoof equally well in health; but 
thisibrm, is .not fo well calculated 
to prevent the horfe from flipping 
aii a concavity> > . 
/'f We have already pbferved, 
that when horfes. are fhod in the 
yfual jcnanner^ four nai4s arc placed 
in each, quarter of the cruft, nearly 
oppqiite \ and.' that this pra6lice 
confines . the gnowth > of cruft,. and 
€ontra6^s .the heels. To obviate 
this de/e^b, -the Aoe fliould be 
oaihrd all round thetQc pf the cruft. 
The tpe is . by ntuch the thickeft 
part of the, cruft iq the foie hoofs *, 
j ^ Iq the hind feer^ the quarters «|pd toe 
ait Aca^y of tht £uBB fabftaace* 



and therefcM-e capable of receiving 
nails, with kfs danger of wounding 
the fenfibk parte within, than at 
the quarters^ where the cruft is gef- ' 
nerally thin : and, ^by prefcrving 
the greater pan of the quarteiS 
free from n^iis, ti*fe heels are aU 
lowed to expand . If » however, the 
whole 'quarters, and heels of ihd 
fljoehaw no nails, the great length 
of lever from . the laft nail to th« 
extremity of the heel, will be very 
liable .to difplacc the nails, aiid to 
occafion the lofs of the fhoe. 
. "About one inch and half of 
the*he«ls of the fhoe mhy be gene- 
rally Jcft without nails ; but for 
hunting, it is re<^uifite topkcc ono 
more nail on the outfide quartet. 
The outiidc ia thicker than tlie In* 
fide cruft ; and if the nails are kept 
from the heel on the in fide, th* 
quarter* of the hoof will not be 
confined ; but,, w^herc the cruft is 
tbia or broken, this length of fhoe. 
without nails, would be too long! 
It is a great inconvenience to lofe a 
fhoe at any time, but panlcularly fo 
in the field ; and as hunters are lia- 
ble to be in deep and ftiff ground, 
they require the fhoes to be more 
firmly conneded with the cruft, 
than horfes ufed to pavement, or a 
turnpike road. As this praaice pf 
nailing at the toe prevents the nails 
from forming two oppofite fixed 
points, and permits the cruft to ex- 
pand, it.fhould be always adopted. 

The nail holes, and the nailsi 
employed at the College, are made 
very differently from thofe in com- 
mon ufc. The nail holes are 
ftampcd with a punch of a wedge 
like form, and the heads of the 
nails arc of the fame figure, namely, 
conical, and received into the nail 
holes ; and then, fo long as the fhoe 
remains, fo long there ard heads to 
the Ji ails. 

. This kind of nail is the invention 
of Mr. Spencer, a very ingenious 
horfe nail maker; and although the 
quality of the iron, and the fbriti 
. . of 
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of the najl, render this article infi- 
nitely fuperior, not only ii> fl]iape, 
bnt durability, yet the piice is not 
more than iieven-pence per thou- 
fand above the common nails. 
And, from the experience I have 
had of their MCility, I am perfuaded 
that the dioes are not only more 
fccurely attached to the hoof, but 
that the fmith will find it very eco- 
nomical to ufe them univerfally in 
bis pradice. But, if the increase 
of expence were an object of con- 
fideration, it is of much more con- 
fequence not to lofe a (hoe, and 
particularly in hunting. 

The head of the common nail is 
not conical, but nearly fquare ; and 
no part is received into the nail 

. bole.. When the nail is driven 
into the llioe up to the head, the 
farrier generally continues to ham- 
mer with great violence; and, as 
^he nail hole cannot admit the 
head, the texture of the nail, con- 
tiguous to the head, is ftjivcred, 
and in a few days is broken ; 
whereas the head oi Mr. Spencer's 
nail operates as a wedge : the more 
it is hammered, the more firmly 
it is conne61ed with the nail hole, 
fo as to become pare of the flioe. 
Moreover, the head of the common 
nail, when not injured by the far- 

/ rier, projects beyond the flioe, and 
when worn out, the (hoe is liable to 
com^ off. This accident will more 
frequently happen, if the nails are 
placed in the old nail holes of the 
cruft ; before the nail holes of the 
ilioc are ftamped, the farrier (bould 
examine the fituation of the for- 
mer nails; and by having new 
criift for the nails, the fhoe will be 

' more firmly connefted with the 
hoof. 

Horfes that are employed in the 
fliafts of heavy carriages, require 
an artificial flop for the hind feet, 
and, in hilly fituations, for the fore 
feet. But where the frogs are 
(bund and prominent, and the 
horfe not employed to refift more 



than his natural weight, (if there^ 
be no ice on the ground) artificial' 
flops are ufelefs. 

It is of great importance for the 
frogs of the hind feet to be as much 
in conta6l with the ground as pof- 
fible. Where the heels of the cruft 
are not kept low, and the horny' 
frog prevented from receiving its 
due degree of prclTurc, horfes are 
very fubjedl to violent infiamma* 
tions, and fuppuracions of the fen- 
Gbie frog, and canker, extending 
even to the fole. 

At Woolwich, where I have had 
the honour to fee this pra6lice par- 
ticularly attended to, we have had 
no fuch difeafe ; although I have 
feen numbers of the fame kind of 
horfes incurably difeafed with can- 
ker, from the common pradice of 
(hoeing. This practice is, to cut 
the frog, leave the heels of the 
cruft very high, and turn up the 
outfide heel of the (hoe only. The 
frog t(ien becomes foft and dif- 
eafed ; and the internal part of the 
extremity ncceiTarily fupports fof 
much weighty as frequently to oc- 
caHon Tplints atnl flavins. 

It is very obvious, thaf the raif- 
ing one fide of the fhoe, and de- 
preifing the other, is unnatural^ 
and mod require the infide quarter 
of the hoof to bear more than its 
due proportion of weight. To re- 
medy this defe<a, fome farriers turn 
up both heeJs of the fhoe: but 
this pra<Elice is very often produc- 
tive of ftill greater mifchief; for 
the proje£lion of the fhoe on the 
infide, bruifes the foft parts above 
the hoof of the oppofite hind leg, 
and a finus very foon forms be- 
t\yeen tfie hoof and foft parts, cal- 
led by farriers, a quiftorJ 

The fhoe employed at the Ve- 
terinary College, prevents both 
difeafes. We turn up the outer 
heel of the fhoe only : but, in or- 
der to guard againft unequal pref^ 
fure, the horn of the outer quarter 
is cut away, while the intcnud part 
' is 
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Is preferred. Whert the hoof is 
fttfficiently thick to admit of remo- 
•val on the outfide heel, in the faiii« 
proportion as we raife. the heel of 
the Ihoe, then the weight of the 
animal, on ilbn«s and hard ground, 
is mutually fuppoited; and on foft 
ground, the heels of both quarters 
of the ihoe will be nearly equal.

THE CAME op TRUMPS. 



THERE are fcveral ways of 
playing at this game, which 
all agree in fomc things, but differ 
in others that are eflential ; for 
which reafon we Ihall here particu- 
larly defcribc the different methods 
o£ playing it. 

You take a common pack of 
cards, that is, the fame that are ufed 
at piquet, in which the cards (land 
in their' natural order, wliich is as 
follows— king, queen, knave, ace, 
ten, nine, eight, and fevcn. 

This game is played one againft 
one, or two^againft two, or fomc- 
timcs three againd three ; when they 
play two and two, or three and 
three, thofc that are of the fame 
party, place themfelves on the fame 
fide of the table, and their adverfa- 
ries on the oppofite fide ; and thofe 
of, the fame party communicate 
their game to each other by Ihcwing 
it only, and play according to their 
rank ; but whether they play in that 
manner* or one againft one, they 
begin by fbufliing the cards in order 
to fee who is to deal ; and as the 
deal is difadvantageous, he of the 
two parries who cuts the higheft 
card obliges the other to deal, which 
be does, after ihuflling. the cards, 
«nd having them cut by his adve r- 
fary, or by his left-hand man. If 
there arc feveral players, he deals 
each live cards, and takes as many 
to himfdf} by pace two and once 



three, and then turns up* the firft 
card of the flock, which is the 
trump, and which remains upon the 
ftock. 

The eldcft hand then plays fuch 
card as he thinks proper,' which 
fuit the others are obliged to follow 
if tbey have it, and to win if they 
can ; or trump it, if they have any 
trumps, and have none of that 
fui't. 

He of the two, or of the two 
parties that makes three tricks, wing 
andfets up one for the game ; and 
if he makes the* vole, he fets up 
two. 

If one of the players has a bad 
hand, he is at liberty to give up the 
game to the other; and, if, the ad» 
v^x{t party, or the adverfary, when 
they play tete a t^tc, will not accept 
of it^ he lofes two, if he does not 
make up the vole, inflead of gain- 
ing one, if he had accepted it. 

LAWS OF THE GAME OF TRUMPS* 

1. The pack is falfe when there 
is a faced card. 

2. He who deals too many, or 
too few cards, or any how deals 
wrong, takes off one f/om his fcore, 
if he has any; if not, the oppofite 
party marks one. 

3. He who undertakes the vole^ 
and does not make it, lofes two 
games. 

4. He who plays before, his turn, 
lofes one game. 

5. He who plays in the fuit \fA^ 
but docs not win it when he could, 
lofes one game. 

6. He, who having none of the 
fuit led, might have trumped it, 
and did not, lofes one game, even 
though he that played before him 
had trumped with an higher trump 
than bis. 

7. He that renounces, lofes two 
games, or the party, as ihall be 
agreed at the beginning. 

. 8. He that is deteded in changr 

ing 
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ing bk csird» with his aflbciate, or 
with tbe tricks that are made, lofes 
|hc party. 

9. Whoever quits the party be- 
fere it is iiniflied, lofe§ it. 

There is a gieat deal of art in 
playing this game, and it requires 
moVe attention to play it wcU than 
at firft may fecm neceflary. 

The common party is of fiire 
games, or points, and you play as 
many parties as you pleafe. 



XVOTHEI^ MANNB& OF PL4YING 
THE GAME OF TRUMPS. 



This method is better known 
than the former ; it obferves in ge- 
neral all the rules before men- 
tioned; thepaek is the fame ; they 
"fee in the lame manner who is to 
deal ; they deal five cards to each 
player ; and rhe only difference is, 
that four, five, or more perfons 
may play together, without having 
any connexion wiih each other ; 
on the contrary, each endeavours 
to make the moll he can for him- 
fclf 1 and when two of the players 
make each of them two tricks, he 
th^t made the firft two marks the 
pamc, the fame as if he had three. 

you are to obferve, that when a 
player reoownces, or. commits any 
pther fault by which he lofes a 
point, the others do not augment 
their points for th^i ; but when he 
that committed the fsiiilt wins, he 
does not fcore it till he has given 
full fatisfa^ion to the other play- 
. ers. This game is very diverting, 
and of great commerce^ 



A THIRD METHOD OF PLAYING 
THE GAME OP TRUMPS, 

This method is the fame as the 
laft, with regard to the players each 
playing for himfelf, but it differs in 
(hi^ that the ace is the highlit card 



in the game, and cbnicquentlf 
takes the lung ; the other cards fol*» 
low their natural order. 

There is alfo an advantage here 
for the dealer ; for example, if af« 
ter dealing five cards to each, he 
turns up an ace, he pillag^esy that is^ 
he takes the ace that makes the 
trump, and difcard& one from.' his 
hand as he thinks proper; and if 
there (hould be more cards of the 
fame fuit that bellow -it im n acdia tc ly 
on the top of the (lock, he may 
.take them likewife, anti place io 
many of the otbers.to the game in 
their room. 

It is the fame if one of the othei^ 
players has the ace of trumps, in 
his hand, he pillages alfo $ that is^ 
he takes off the trump turned up^ 
and the cards that follow it,, if thef 
are of the fame fuit, and. places as 
many others on the ftock in thei^ 
room, that he may not have too 
m^ny cardo in bis hand- Thia me* 
thod of playing the game of trumps^ 
is called, playing with the ace that 
/tillages \ the reft of the game is 
played as in the fir^ manner, and 
the party (^onfifts of as many, or as 
few points as you pleafe. 

The game may be played in thii 
manner, and without the ace that 
pillages : it may 'be diverfifi^ed bjr 
playmg it fometimes one way^. and 
fometimcs another, ftill havin^rre* 
courfe for the general rules to the 
laws that are laid down .in the firft 
method of playing it.

HIGH COURT OF DELEGATES. 

HARRIET Campbell, wife of 
Capt. Charles Collin Camp- 
bell, againft her Hufband. 

This was an appeal on behalf of 
Mrs. Campbell againft a fcntenc^ 
of divorce obtained againft her for 
adultery with Archibald Hook, 
Efq. 

On the hearing of this caufe, it 
appeared to the Court, that thefe 
parties were married the 17th of 
February, 1786, according to the 
rights and ceremonies of the Kirk 
of Scotland, in Edinburgh, in the 
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^prefence of her mother and other 
perfons, and lived together as huf- 
band and wife till November, 1787, 
when Captain Campbell being or- 
dered to* Scotland, left his wife 
v.'ith her mother at Boulogne, and 
they afterwards camtr to London. 

In December, 1 788, he left her 
with her mother, being obliged to 
go to the Weft Indies, and made 
the beft provifion he could for her 
in his abfence ; he fent her a draft 
of* Fifty Pounds in a letter, being 
all he could fpare, but which letter, 
with the draft inclofed, were re- 
turned to him unopened. 

In the fummer of 1788, whilft 
the Captain was with his regiment 
at Hilfea Barracks, Archibald 
Hook, Efq. a Major in the Eaft 
India' Company's fervice, and un- 
cle by the mother's fide' to Mrs. 
Campbell, arrived in London from 
India, and immediately went to his 
fifter's houfe, where Mr. Campbell 
refided, and ftaid there fome time, 
during which it appeared in evi- 
dence, he alienated the afFe6lions 
of his niece froni her hulband. . 

The fervants oepofed that they 
had frequently feen him go to her 
bed-room, and obfervcd the marks 
of two perfons in her bed, with a 
great many circumftances impro- 
per for narration. They alfo de- 
pofed, that they had feen them at 
the inns where they flept whilft on 
different tours, and once in particu- 
lar that a violent quarrel happened 
between Major Hook and Mrs. 
Campbell, in which he faid, ** you 
arc a w ;'* to which fhe re- 
plied, ** I am a w , but to ^ 

you only ; you are a villain and a 
icoundrel, and ought to h^ve beea 
a father, protestor, and friend to 
me, inftead of which you have 
been my ruin," and then inftantly 
fcreamed out, " Oh, my hulband, 
my hufband !'* 

In Auguft, 1^91, they went to 

Swanfea, and carried on the fame 

improper conduft, and alfo in the 

Q q fummer 
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fummcr of 1792. at Eaftbourne, 
in Sullcx. This feries of conduct 
continued till Captaip Campbeirs 
tcturn to England in Odober 1792 ; 
foon after which he conQinenced 
9n adlion in the Court of King'^ 
Bench againft Major Hook, for 
criminal converfation with his wife, 
and rec6verd Three Thoufand 
pounds damages, and commenced 
^ profecution in the Eccleliaftical 
Court, whofe fentence of divorce 
was pronounced. 

Againft this IcntcnccAflie ap- 
pealed to the Court of Arches, 
who affirmed the fentence pf the 
Court below. 

From this fentence flie alfo ap- 
pealed to the High Court of Dele- 
gates, and the fame coming out 
before them, the Court was plcafed 
to confirm the above fentences, 
^nd to condeoiQ the ps^rty appeal- 
ing in cofts.

^ATH, SEPTEMBER 8. 

ON Monday a battle was fought 
in a field between Newton 
and Saltford, which, for its dera- 
tion, and the defperate fury of the 
combatants, can fcarcely be equal- 
led in the annals of pugilifm. 
Charles Williams, a lockfmith, of 
Bath, and Robert Hunt, a turner, 
of Briftol, (commonly called Little 
Bhlidi^)^ met at the above place to 
box tor twenty guineas. They 
were both fmall men, but nearly 
notched ; what the former exceed- 
ed the latter in length of arms, the 
other had in flrength. Williams 
evidently poflefTed the greareft 
Ihare of fciencc, but Hunt moft 
hardihood. From a knowledge of 
liis repeated triumphs, the Briftol 
people iiad fo high an opiaion of 
their to wnfman, that the odds were 
in his favour before, and during 
the greateft part of the contefl^ 
though they at times changed rather 
in favour of the Bath man. At 
length, having fought abput foUr- 
fcore hard rounds, in two hours and 
twenty minutes^ a laft apparently de- 
termined effort took place, in which 
Hunt received io violent a blow 
that lie was unable to hold up his 
head .again, and the viftory was 
confequently decided in favour of 
Williams. Hunt, it is faid, had a 
finger broke early in the battle, and 
long before the conclufion his jaw- 
bone was fradured. Williams is 
io much bruifed, particularly about 
the body, that jjp has been heard 
to declare that nothing fhall ever 
prevail on him to engage in a pitch 
battle again. ^ 



tiEMALE VOLUNTEERS. 

THERE is no policy more pro- 
found than to blend amufe^ " 
ment with hifinrfs. The Merchant 
on 'Change has fuch a pleafure la 
meeting his friends, and hearing 
the Jicws of the day, as- makes 
him forget the fatigues of a jour- 
ney from Epping forcft, and eafes 
the anxiety his bargains may cre- 
ate. The Member of a Volun- 
teer AfTociation would fomewhat 
flackcn in his aiSduity, if it were 
not for the gaiety of his drefs, the 
hcalthfulnefs and novelty of the 
exercife, and the fociety he meets 
on parade. His evenings are much, 
better and more agreeably fpentia 
(houidcfing his muiket, than foak* 
jng in a portcr-houfe. 

It (hould be the policy of a wife 
government to turn all the amufe- 
ments of the People to the advan- 
tage of the ftvite; and we know of 
none that would be of more advan- 
tage, than converting the watering 
jilaces into fummer encampnients, 
or garrifons, or military pofts, call 
them what you pleafe, to refift an 
invafion of the enemy ; and as a 
certain means of infpiring the troops 
with courage, the Ladies Ihould be 
embodied in corps, and ihould car- 
ry arms as well as the men. The 
(ituations of the watering places 
feem to have been chofeh for this ♦ 
very purpofe. Margate is well 
calculated to protc<ft tne mouth of 
the Thames, or intercept an enemy 
in its way through Kent to the me- 
tropolis; while South End would 
anfwer the fame purpofe with re- 
ward to Eflex, and would prote^ 
the river in a ftill clofer manner. ' 
By the way of Brighton is the 
fhorteft cut from the fea to Lon- 
don, a road which it has been 
feared the French would take. 
Q q a Here 
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Here then would be a camp of 
great ftrength'(/^^/©») ; while Tun- 
hridge fi^elis^ lying half-way be- 
twcQii Margate and BrightPHy might 
be the feat of an army vf referve to 
aid to either of the other two as 
occafion required; and Btgnor- 
rocks. Worthing^ EafihournCy Haftings^ 
Dover^ &c. might ferve as alarm 
pofts. Souihamjiton and the IJle of 
Wight would. prott;6t Portfmouth"^; 
. Weymouth and StdmBvth would co- 
ver Exeter, Bath and Briftol : 
^. while Swanfea would guard the 
mouth of Briftol Channel and 
Wales ; Scarborough would take 
care of the North; and Loive/^ 
toffey Tar mouth and Aldhorough^ 
would cover the middle part of the 
Ifland againft the Dutch. To over- 
awe our domejlic enemies ^ we would 
have Harrowgate^ Buxton^ Chelten- 
ham, BriHol Hot ff^eilsy and above 
. all, Bat/i, which might be made a 
great winter barrack. 

In this plan it will be obvious, 
that the Ladies muH form Xhtfirin-" 
cipal cor/is. Without the influence 
of their example, it will make but 
little progrefs, nor would it have 
. the neceifary efFedl without their 
perfonal exertions. The pleafures 
of the Parade might be fubftituted 
' for thofe of ^he Ball-room or Libra- 
ry', and provided the rank and file 
were male and female alternately, 
it would be quite as amufing, and 
much more healthy to wheel to the 
right or left, or march in files, than 
to cajl o^and hands acrofs — and the 
quick ^ or Jlow fleji might be a good 
lubftitute for the country dance or 
minuet i Nay, with a view to do- 
mefiic prudence, this change would 
be welcome to every fore -headed 
hufband. In a dance there are every 
now and then « a fqueeze of the 
Jiajtd, and a pinch of the toe; a 
. clajfji round the waif, or a mutual 
Jeer,^' In the military exercifc no 
fuch inflammatory communications 
would take place, and the Prodlors 
in Dodors Commons might ftarvc. 



— How much more honourable for 
the ladies to be preparing to de- 
fend all they hold dear, by learn- 
ing the military exercife in the open 
air^thany/g;§^/»^in a noifome room 
till midnight ? How much more pa- 
triotic would be the private drill, 
than parties at cards? and how 
much more grateful to every loyal 
hufband, to fee bis wife and daugh- 
ters knocking about brown Befs, 
than rattling the dice at a rajfie ? 

There would be no great diffi- 
cuhy in forming the ladies into 
corps. For as they always go to the 
public walk of the place, the Steitie, 
the Efplanade, or the Cliffs ; as they 
flock together to fee and be feen, it 
would only be to embody them as 
they arrived — there is no doubt 
thcv would mufter ftrong : and the 
" Margate Matrons,'' the " Brigh- 
ton Beauties;' or the *' Cheltenham 
Charmers;' might vie even with 
the '* City Light Horfe,'' in martial 
prowefs: 

In forming Military Volunteer 
Aflbciations, one of the moft diffi- ^ 
cult points to determine is the uni- \ 
form.

water. Mr. Pollen fliould be ap- 
pointed Barrack Matter General, 
anc) old Q. Infpe6tor General. But 
it would occupy too much of our 
Magazine, to. enter into a detailed 
ftatement of the arrangements that 
might be made ta complete fo ex- 
cellent an undertaking, which, we 
hope, Mr. Pollen will bring before 
Parliament.

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ANECDOTE OF DRYDEN. 

DRYDEN, with all his under- 
cfianding, was weak enough 
to be fond of judicial aftrology, and 
u fed to calculate the nativity of his 
children. When his lady was in 
-labour with his fon Charles, he be- 
ing told it was decent to withdraw, 
laid his watch on the table, begging 
one of the ladies, then prefent, in a 
.moft folemn manner, to take exa<fl 
notice of the very minute the child 
was born, which fhe did, and ac- 
quainted him with it. About a 
weeJc after, when his lady was pretty 
well recovered, Mr. Dryden took

The time at laft came, and Au- 
guft was the inaufpicious month in 
which young Dryden was to enter 
into the eighth year of his age. 
The Court being at progrefs, and 
Mr. Dryden at leifure, he was in- 
vited to the country feat of the 
Earl of Berkftiire, liis brother-in- 
law, to keep the long vacation with 
him at Charlton, in Wilts: his lady 
was invited to her uncle Mor- 
daunt's, to pafs the remainder of 
the fuoimer. When they canie to 



divide the children, Lady Elizabeth 
would have him take John, and 
fiiffcr her to take Charles; but Mr. 
Dryden was too abfolute, and they 
parted in anger— -he took Charles 
with him, and fhe was obliged to be 
content with John. 

When the fatal day came, the

Charles was performing his duty 
in obedience to his father ; but, as 
ill fate would have it, the flag-made 
towards the houfe, and the noife 
alarming the fervAnts, they hafled 
out to fee the fport. One of them 
took young Dryden by the hand, 
and led him out alfo to f^e it ; 
when, juft as they came to a gate, 
the (lag being at bay with the 
dogs, made a bold pufh, and leaped 
over the court wall, which was ve- 
ry low and very old, and the dogs 
following, threw down a part of 
the wall ten yards in length, under 
which Charles Dryden lav buried. 

He 
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He tr$s immediately dug out, and 
after fix weeks langitifhing, in a 
dangerous way, he recovered. So 
far Drydcn's prediiSiori was ful- 
filled. 

In the twenty-third year of his* 
age, Charles fell from the top of an 
old tower belonging to the Vatican 
at Rome, occafioned by a fwim- 
ming in bis head, with which he 
was feized, the heat of the day be- 
ing exceffivc. He again recovered, 
but was ever after in a languifliing 
weekly ftatc. 

In the thirty-third year of his 
age, he was unhappily drowned at 
Windfor. He had, with another 
gentleman, fwam t'^'ice over the 
Thames, but returning a third time, 
It was fuppofed he was taken with 
the cramp, becaufe he called out 
for help, though too late. Thas 
the father's calculation proved but 
too true.

REMARKS ON THE HORSE OF NEW 
FOREST IN HAMPSHIRE. ' 



THE horfe here is gregarious % 
herds of twenty or thirty are 
often feeding together ; in fummer 
efpceitflly, when they have plenty 
of pafturage, and can live as they 
pleafe. In winter they are obliged 
to feparate, and feek their food as' 
they can find it. In general, in- 
deed, they are left in all feafons to 
take their chance of the foreft. 
When there is no expence, there 
can l^e no great lofs; and what is 
faved, is fo much gained. In mar« 
fhy parts, a fevere winter often 
goes hardly with them ; but in dry 
grounds, where heath and furze 
abound, they pick up a tolerable 
winter fubfiftence, efpecially if they 
have learned the little arts of living 
which neceffiiy teaches. Of thele 
arts, one of the moft 'ufeful is to 
bruife and pound with their fore- 
feet, the prickly tops of furze. 
This operation, which I have often 
feen performed, prepares the rigid 
diet of a furze-bufti in fome de- 
gree for madication, and renders 
it rather lefs offeniive to the pa* 
late.

There is another evil lijtewife 
which tends to injure the foreft 
colt, and that is, putting him to 
bufinefs at too early an age. 
Though a frrall horfe attains matu- 
rity, earlier than a large one, yet 
thcfe hqrfes, bred chiefly by indi- 
gent people, and generally of little 
value, are introduced much fooner 
to labour, than abler and better 
horfes commonly are. 

The fame and exploits are flill 
remembered of a little beautiful 
grey horfe, which had been fuf- 
fered to run wild in the foreft till 
he was eight years of age, when he 
had attained his full ftrength. His 
firft fcnfations on the lofs of his 
liberty, were like thofe of a wild 
beaft ; he flew at his keeper with 
his open mouth, or, rearing on his 
hind legs, darted his fore feet at 
him with the moft malicious fury. 
He fell, however, into hands that 
tamed him ; he becanfie by degrees 
patient of the bit, and at length 
fufFered a r^der. From this time 
his life was a fcene of glory. He 
was well known on every road in 
the county, was the favourite of 
every groom, and the conftant 
theme of every hoftler. But in 
the chace his prowefs was moft 
fhewn ; there he carried his mafter 
with fo much fwiftnefs, eafe, and 
firmncfs, that he always actra<5led 
the eyes of the company, more 
than the game he purfued. 

The New Foreft horfe, is often 
fuppofed to be of Spanifti extrac- 
tion from anceftors, imagined to 
have been fliip wrecked on the 
coaft of Hampihire, in the time of 
the Armada, hut I look on this as 
a fpecies of the ancient vaunt, ge- 
nus a Jove fumntOy and to deferve as 
little attention. Some of them 
have a form which would not dif- 
grace fo noble a lineage. The 
grey horfe is among the moft beau- 
tiful ; but in general, the croup of 
the foreft horfe is low, and his head 
is ill fet, on having what the jockics

When fuch colts, as have long 
run wild, are to be caught for fale, 
tfieir ideas of liberty are fo uncon- 
fined, from pafturing in fo wild a 
range, that it is a matter of no lit- 
tle difficulty to take them. Some- 
times they are caught by flight of 
hand with a rope and noofe ; but 
if this method fail, they are com- 
monly hunted down by hbrfemen, 
who relieve each other. Colt- 
Hunting is a common pra<flice in 
the foreft. The colts, which feed 
On obergreen, are fometimes taken 
by the following ftratagem : in this 
part runs a long bog, defcribed 
linder the name of Longflade 
bottom, which is* croflTed by a 
mole thrown over it. With this 
pafllige the colt is well acquainted, 
and on being purfued is eafily dri- 
ven towards it. When he is about 
the middle of the mole, two or 
three men in front, oblige him to 
leap over the bog, where he is en- 
tangled and feized. 

At all the neighbouring fairs, 
tliefe horfes are a principal com- 
modity, and are bought up for 
avery purpofe to wnich a horfe 
can be applied. Diminutive as 
they often are, you may frequently 
fee half a dozen of them ftraining 
in a waggon; and as it js fafliionu- 
ble to drive them in light carriaoes, 
their price has been enhanced. It 
IS a little fortune to a poor cottager, 
if he happens to poflefs three or 
four colts that are tolerably hand- 
fome, and match well. He may 
probably fell them for ten or 
twelve pounds a*piece. 

In point of value, the New Fo- 
reft horfe would rife higher, if the 
fame care were taken in breeding 
him which was formerly taken, and 
which is ftill in fome degree ob- 
ferved in the neighbouring foreft of 
Bere, whtre, I have heard, the 
keepers arc ordered to deftroy all 
horfesj which, at three years of age, 
are under thirteen hands, and all 
mares under tw^elvc. 
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call a ftiffjaw. Of this defeft, a 
Fefemblance is common ia fome 
borfesy whofc bead Is fet on, as 
tbofe of the fored horfes commonly 
are. Their claim to higb lineage 
muft in general reft more on their 
good qualiues, than in their beau- 
ty ; on the har4}Qefs of their na- 
ture ; on^ their uncommon itrength ; 
on their agility and furenefs of 
foot, which tbcy probably acquire 
by conftantly lifting their legs 
among the furze. 

But though the form of the New 
Forcft horle is fcldom beautiful, 
yet as the ornament of a foreft 
fcene, he is very pidurefque.. The 
borfe, in his natural ftate rough, 
with all bis mane about him, and 
bis tail waving in the wind as he 
feeds, is always beautiful ; but par- 
ticularly fo info wild a fcene as this, 
which he graces exceedingly.

HEMAKKABIE LARGE FISH. 
»OUTHAMFTONy SEPT. 8. 

AFiili of enormous (ize having 
tor fevcral days paft been feen 
fwjmraing in thib river, many fruit - 
Icfs attempts were made to take it : 
at one lime it went up the narrow 
river Itchen, \^here one of its pur- 
fueis, Mr Richard Eyamy, of the 
;New Forcft Rifle Light Dragoons, 
fired at it from a boat with his car- 



bine, and lodged a ball in its fide, 
which, it afterwards appeared, went 
through eighteen inches of folid 
fleih; upon which the fi(h plunged 
into the water, and was for that 
time loft; it was however the next 
day difcovcred upon the mud, near 
the village of Marchwood, the tide 
having in fome meafure left it ; and, 
it is fuppofed, that, ewing to the 
quantity of blood loft by the wound, 
it was too much exhaufted to regain 
the water In this ftatc three men 
in a boat approached and attacked 
it, forcing an iron crow down its 
throat, which evidently put it in 
great torture, and laftiing the mad 
with his tail, he threw it to an afto- 
niftiing height ; the men narrowly 
efcaped being cruflied by its force; 
but after repeated efforts they ac- 
compliftied its death, and by tying 
it to the boat's ftern, brought it to 
the vjllage of Itchen. It proved to 
be a whale of the beaked or bottled 
head fpecies, meafuring near twen- 
ty-five feet in length, and eighteen 
in girth; there is no divifton of 
head from the body, which is all in 
one; the eyes are remarkably fmall, 
and it has a fnout like the beak of 
a bird ; likewife two fins near the 
head, and two others towards the 
tail ; the Ikin is very fmooth, and 
of a beautiful lead colour, and 
the weight is fuppofed to be near 6x ' 
tons. It is a valusfble prize for the 
fifhermen who caught it, as thev 
have exhibited it to an immenie 
concourfe of people, who flocked 
from the town and neighbourhood 
to fee this uncommon natural curi- 
oiity, and have iince fold ic for a 
confiderable fum to make oil, of 
which it muft produce a very large 
quantity, the fifh being in many 
parts fourteen inches thick in fat.— 
Some idea may be formed of its 
enormous (ize from this circura- 
ftance — eight horfes and forty men 
could fcarccly draw it the diftancc 
of fifty yards.
